Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: Sir, | wish to speak a word on this. 

Sir, I am of the view that it would be against our interests to reduce the 
expenditure on this. It would be unwise for this House to lay down any general 
principle regarding entertainment of guests. It would be as bad as to regulate the 
admission of guests in private houses. Government, being a big organisation, has 
a personal side to it, and my hon'ble friend Sri. Velayudhan Nayar went wrong in 
believing that entertaining a guest may mean any particular distinction to the man. I 
think it would not be in public interests even to discuss this matter. We remember 
the classic instance during Earl Winterton’s time when Benjamin Diserali was the 
Prime Minister of England, and he went on drinking and dancing late into the night 
and the Suez Canal Deed was done by the British Diplomats abroad. [ do not mean 
that the Travancore-Cochin Cabinet has any such ambitious diplomatic dealings. 
But I think the reputation of this land has been such in the matter of hospitality 
and it would not redound to the credit of these two States, now merged inta one, 
that have for long been famous as lands of charity, and hospitality, to deny a rupee 
or two, Inthe matter of guest houses, in the matter of amenities to the travelling 
public, as well as, hospitality to strangers, this land has been famous and I do not 
think that a lakh of rupees is too big a figure for the Travancore-Cochin State for 
this purpose. And I do not think it would be wise for this House to lay down any 
general principle to bind the Government in the choise of their guests. Guests come 
and are entertained as and when they come. ‘Therefore, the belief that it is in view | 
of a Rao Bahadur or a Dewan Bahadur of an old order that people are entertained 
as guests, is not correct. In any international or inter-statal gathering for political 
and other reasons, guests will have to be entertained and every modern state does so. 
It is therefore unwise to oppose the provision under this item which is highly essen- 
ial in any civilized state.

Sir, I do realize the gravity and seriousness of the motion which I am making. 
Personally, 1 feel, so, Sir, It is an accepted fact that when parliamentary institu- 
tions function and when ministers are responsible tothe House, a motion for 
reducing their demand for their emoluments is virtually a want of confidence in the 
Ministry. I do realize it and having realized it, I was forced by the circumstances 
that exist in this country to-day, to sponsor the motion here. But this morning, when 
{ came to the House, { felt that a sense of unreality prevails over the proceedings 
here to-day to approach this motion with any amount of seriousness. 


Sir, | do net want to go beyond the published or admitted facts to discuss this 
motion; the admitted facts are before us. The leadership of the party that is in 
power today has changed. What that means in constitutional practice can be under- 
stood by any student, even a beginner, in politics. I leave it at that. But more 
serious questions arise. Wein Travancore, were fortunate enough unlike other 
parts of India to have a Legislature on adult franchise and under the new written 
constitution we were given the right to work a parliamentary government here. 
Sir, it is in the interests of future generations of this country, in the interests of the 
prosperity of our people that we lay down traditions and practices which are in 
consonance with the best traditions of parliamentary government. 


Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: May I ask the hon’ble Member. 


Sri, P. 5. Nataraja Pillai: [am not yielding. | Unfortunately, it is a real 
tragedy that persons who claim to be students of constitutional practice and parlia- 
mentary government and for members who pride themselves of their long record of 
legislative work to speak and act in such a way as to disregard every canon of 
parliamentary practice and propriety. Are they true to their professions, I ask. Do 
they believe in parliamentary practice? | But they say they will function in a House 
where the ordinary parliamentary practice is set at naught and will abet that crime. 
Sir, we have a Ministry, and now in this budget a provision is made for five 
rainisters, a kind of phantom 
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Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi:; I rise to a point of order, —_Is it in order for 
agentleman who crossed the flaor without resigning, to talk about canons of 


parliamentary practice? 


Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: It is a reflection on me personally. But I have 
perfect liberty and the right to do so. [can quote instances when there have been 
crossing of floors, of incidents on particular public issues, and [ think Mr. Tampi 
will be kind enough—I don’t want to use any other word—to remember at least the 
facts and face facts in their proper perspective and not to be carried away by an 
illusory notion of things, 


We have a Ministry formed here—a Ministry which will expand as they wish 
and which will contract as they wish. The same party is continuing in ofice—the 
party is in power but ministries change of and on without any new happenings in 
the country. They—the party managers—so adjust the things so as to make the 
Ministry a playground for groupings and personalities. Sir, as far as our past ex- 
perience goes, during the last two and a half years, we had a Ministry consisting of 
nine members, which then contracted to three. At one period, it was seven or five. 
I think my memory is correct. 


Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: Originally it was nine. It was reduced to five. 


Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Yes. It began with nine and declined to three. 
Now, the Ministry is in the process of addition and, if I may say so, in the process 
of subtraction too. Even at the present moment the Ministry is undergoning a 
process of addition or subtraction. That is what we find now. Every now and 
anon, they go on expanding or they go on contracting. In these circumstances 
they have taken a hypothetical figure of five for the Budget. Who fixed this, 
number? They have made a provision for five ministers. My object in drawins 
the attention of the House to this fact is that as far as our policies are concerned, and 
_good-government of the country is concerned, we cannot now have a good government 
nor a definite policy for being steadily pursued. We cannot have a programme of 
work unless thers is an administration which is capable of translating the policies 
laid down into action. Without that, when the Council of Ministers changes and 
do things so as to please individuals or to satisfy the aspirations of groups, that will 
not be in the interest of the country or of Government. The occurrence of big 
changes that we very often see within the partyin power, is one of the unfortunate 
incidents that lead this country to what I should say, mis-Government and demorali- 
zation. Sir, the party in power has degenerated to such an extent as to be too 
prominent to ignore. The'leaders of the party on the Congress benches are openly 
alleged to be corrupt. Immediately after the Ministry resigned, repeated efforts 
were made from this side of the House to get at the real cause for the resignation. 
But up to this day, even after the lapse of 3 or 4 weeks, their position still is as 
mysterious as it was at the beginning. No reason is assigned for their résignation. 
But there is the open fact, the clear fact of corruption in the Ministry, alleged by a 
member of the party in power. There isa charge on the’ Ministers that they are 
corrupt. Such charge was repeated in this House by hon’ble Members of this House 

itself. Itis not an isolated instance. Sometime ago we heard of purchases of 
condemned motor cars at unsual prices by a Minister. Then we heard of the text 
book scandal. At one time or another, some Minister or other becomes. the butt- 
end of attack by particular members of this House, All that shows that the party 
has become demoralised. Corruption is at a premium in this State if ] may say so. 
Not only that. Canons of good Government are thrown to the winds by the 
Ministry. During a bye-election that took place, it appears the Ministry set at 
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(Sri. P.S, Noteraje Pillel] 
naught the freedom of the judiciary and enlarged on bail one of the accused ina 
Criminal case. That fact was asserted by the candidate himeslf in his own paper. 
That is how free elections were conducted in this country. I ask, where is then 
freedom for the individual. I ask, is this freedom of the subject in this free 
country? If this is what is meant by freedom, God save us from it. 


A word about the retirement of officers and also their appointments as the 
Ministry liked. A charge was made on Government by Mr. Balakrishnan Tampi 
himself in this matter. He stated that there must be some principle in sending 
away officers on retirement. According to the logic | am capable of, that charge 
casts a reflection on the Ministry. Reasons that led to the retirement of certain 
officers were not published. The fact of the matter is. retirements were effected to 
satisfy the whim of some people and appointments were made to satisfy others. In 
the same way, we also find the charge of nepotism and favouritism, There is a 
lack of human touch in the policy pursued by the Ministry. I would like to refer 
once again to the unjustified illegal interference in the bye-elections that took place 
a few months back, The action of the Ministry in this matter cut at the root of 
democracy. No Ministry can be tolerated which convicts that crime. In this 
connection I would refer to one other topic. The other day, the Chief Minister 
stated in this House that this Government had entered into an agreement with the 
Government of India to appoint officers in this State with their prior sanction. 


Sri. C. Kesavan: The fact has been distorted. I said that in making certain 
appointments approval of Government of India is required. 


Sri. P.S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I may read his very statement. “Their appoint- 
ment will continue to be made with the prior approval of Government of India..." 


Sri. ©. Kesavan: That is what I said. 


Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Thatis to say, the Tyavancore-Cochin Govern- 
ment entered into an agreement with Indian Union Government in writing, to 
appoint particular officers with their prior approval. Now, Sir, we are functioning 
under a written Constitution. Powers and responsibilities of the State and the 
Union Government have been defined in the Constitution. I ask, under which 
provision of the Constitution is this Government bound to appoint their officers 
with prior sanction or bound to get their approval before effecting appointment. 
ask, in all seriousness, which is the provision referred to. If it is Section 371 of the 
Constitution Act I call upon this Government to represent to the Union Govern- 
ment to issue orders directly to the effect since they have a right of direction and 
control over this State. According to me it is a misuse of Section 371 by the 
Government of India. May I now appeal to this Government? I request this 
Government to appeal to Government of India to act under the provisions of the 
Act. Let this Government realise their responsibilities in the matter of administra 
tion of this country and their duties towards the Government of India. Has this 
Government which had entered into agreement with Government of India in this 
matter considered whether such agreement could be entered into. or enforced here 
under the provisions of the Constitution Act, According to me the Section in 
question cannot be enforced here in this way. 


Sri. C. Kesavan: Sir, a word of explanation at this point. It is not an 
agreement, But it is a memorandum of direction from the Centre. | have been 
wrong in using the word agreement, According to Section 371 of the Constitution 
Act, there is a memorandum of direction from the Centre to this Government for 
the conduct of certain aspects of the administration. 
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Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I really thank the Chief Minister for making 
that public statement. I take it atthat. The Government of India is now exer- 
cising their rights under Section 37] which this House by a unanimous vote dis- 
approved of and unequivocally stated that such a power should not be applied to 
Travancore. Representatives of this House who functioned in the Constituent 
Assembly of India then and who were Ministers as well, represented to Govem- 
ment of India at the time when Article 371 of the Constitution Act was under 
discussion, that the provisions of that clause should not be made applicable to 
Travancore and Mysore. That was the public opinion here at the time. Itisa 
fact that there was a kind of assurance from the Hon’ble the Home Minister Sardar 
Patel of revered memory. It was believed that at least for Travancore tha provi- 
sion, Section 371, would not be applied. Barely one year after such an assurance, 
this Government has conducted its administration in such a manner that it has been 
hauled up by the Centre and orders of direction and control are being issued now. 
Oh! to what depths have this Government fallen and indirectly allowed the country 
to fall. I now remind this Government of the fact that even in the old days of 
British [mperialism, Travancore was able to get out of the clutches of the Centre 
and secure more freedom of action. Now functioning under a democracy, 
where elections have been conducted under a system of adult franchise, I should 
think the administration has miserably failed to assert its rights. That only shows 
how this Government has been disgracefully conducting its affairs of day to day 
administration. I am very sorry to say that the present administration by so con- 
ducting its affairs has allowed the Centre to issue a note of direction and control 
over this Government. That shows beyond doubt the kind of administration we 
are now having. [If there is any proot for it, that proof is inefficiency, corruption 
and incompetence. There is also that want of policy and misgovernment prevail- 
ing in this country. Now there is that direction from the Centre which goes to 
prove this important fact. In this set up, I think there is absolutely no necessity 
to provide any amount in the Budget for the Ministers who have not discharged 
their duties in the interests of the country. lam bound to say that much and 
since we have got three phantom Ministers on the official benches now, I agree for 
the emoluments of these three. 

Svi. Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: Sir, 1 move “To reduce the allotment 
of Rs, 1,84,400 for Ministers by Re. 1” 
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Sri. Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: I never said that the Assembly is a farce. 

Mr. Speaker: Now, Mr. Velayudhan Nair can proceed. 

K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: Sir, may I invite the attention of the Hon'ble 
Speaker to the fact that but for the fact that a person is elected leader and has 
the confidence of his party, he cannot become the Chief Minister. 


Mr. Speaker: That aspect of the question is irrelevant for our present pur- 
pose, Itisonly the appointment by the Rajpramukh and not mere election by 
the party asits leader that makes a person the Chief Minister. He begins to 
function as Chief Minister only after he takes the usual oath before the Rajpra- 
mukh,. The member will go on. 
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Sri. C. Kesavan: If you mean Mr. Sundaram, an Assistant Secretary from 
the Centre who has come here, then I may inform you that he has not been 
appointed. He is here only to help us in the matter, 
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Sri. N. V. Chacko: Sir, ever since Cabinet Government. was introduted in 
this State, we have had several changes of ministry. We firmly believed that the 
Pattom ministry would certainly last till the next election. But the molecule burst 
and one atom went over to the opposite pole. 

Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: Is the Member aware that it is almost a daily 
occurrence in the British Government that changes occur in the Cabinet ? 


Sri. N. V. Chacko: Even constellations may break. 
Sri. Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: May I put a question? 
Sri. N. V. Chacko: No, no. We thought that the T. K. Ministry 


would continue, but it has resigned and the present ministry is in a nebulous 
condition. I am inclined to be rather indulgent and sanguine. We had ministries 
expanding and contracting. But these were only normal changes, because severa 
new developments succeeded-one after another. There was the introduction of the 
new system of responsible government. The integration of Cochin with Travancore 
was effected, the smaller one causing troubles to the bigger one as usual. The new 
constitution of the Republic of India was passed and we gladly integrated with the 
Union of India.. All these naturally led to some confusions and complications. 
Even now conditions have not taken the fal shape in every respect. 


I have heard achild sing “Naughty just for once”. Similarly M.L.A’s of 
erstwhile Cochin and some others are now singing “Naughty just for once”. They 
may perhaps be permitted to be naughty for once, but certainly not for more than 


once. 

In spite of all these, we have had progress and are continuing to make definite 
progress. Progress like other phenomena in nature, is not generally straight but 
waveclike, 

In 1124 during my budget speech, I-reminded this House that the first and 
most essential qualification for a mmister was incorruptibility and that the ministers 
should not only be incorruptible, but should also appear to be incorruptible, 1 
have no doubt that our ministers are incorruptible. But allegations of corruption 
have been made against almost every minister both in Cochin and Travancore by 
newspapers and individuals, Recently mad Cassandvas and Sibyls have also come 
out with such wanton prophecies. In many instances it is clear that such alle- 
gations are made knowing that they are false and baseless. When they are repeated 
several times, not only the public, but even those who first made them begin to 
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believe them or at least feel a suspicion, Those who make such baseless allegations 
measure others by their own standards of morality and corruptibility. I would 
most earnestly appeal to our newspapers and others not to indulge in such wild and 
malicious and harmful games. Skunks and millipedes defend themselves by emitting 
stink. I cannot understand why newspapers and others should, for their attacks and 
defence, indulge in intolerably foul and stinking language. 


Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: Will the Member please answer a question ? 
Sri. N. V. Chacko: No. 
Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: Is the member aware— 


Myr. Speaker: Order, order. That is a very undesirable step on the part of 
the hon’ble Member. Having asked the other member whether he would yield to 
a question, and after hearing from him that he would not, it was not proper that the 
hon’ble Member should attempt to force a question— 


Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: 1 thought that he was yielding. 


Mr. Speaker: How could that be so? It was clear to everyone that he was 
not yielding. In spite of that to stand up and try to put a question was rather 
improper on the part of the Member. 

Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: Iam sorry, Sir. 


Sri. N. V. Chacko: 1 had also occasion to point out during my budget 
speech in 1/24 that nepotism and jobbery would also undermine the administration. 
And charges of nepotism and jobbery were repeatedly made, I am stating these 
here so that the new ministry may not forget that they should be absolutely 
incorruptible and that they should never be liable to charges of corruption, nepotism 
and jobbery. 


The House rose for lunch at 1 pum. and reassembled ai 2 p.m. with Mr. 
Speaker in the Chair. 


Sri. N. V. Chacko: Sir, for satisfactory progress our financial condition’ 
should be sound. In 1123 it was cloudy, In 1124 and 1125, it was bad enough 
But the Finance Minister, Mr. John, assures us that our present finance position is 
quite sound. Hence we can expect better and all round progress during the next 
financial year and no amount granted may be allowed to lapse. 


Cur food problem is almost as bad as ever and population is multiplying by 
leaps and bounds. There is no proper encouragement for agriculture and agricul- 
turists. Everybody is concentrating attention on procurement of paddy and there 
is nobody to encourage production of paddy. What is important is production ot 


more and more of paddy. Mere preaching to, and abuse of, cultivators is of no’ 
use, ‘ 


Ido not know whether the Government have given up the Bhoothathankettu 
Flow Irrigation Scheme or only put it off or whether they have reserved the Periyar 
water for other less beneficial purposes. 7 

Travancore-Cochin was foremost in India in education, But the Governmen 
seems to be inextricably riveted to a policy of education in which the people have 
no confidence and the Government is all obstinacy. Though the difference between 
the people and the Government may be only that of Tweedledom and Tweedledee, 
sheer obstinacy makes the Government blind and we degenerate in education in 
every respect. Our University has no worthy Vice-Chancellor. Our secondary 
education is all disturbed, and primary education js all in confusion. In the 
northern taluks of Travancore, educational facilities are very meagre. 
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It is encouraging to find that more hospitals and dispensaries are being pro- 
vided. Government are taking steps to combat tuberculosis. Our industries are 
improving. _ It is gratifying to note that labour has been more tranquil. We should 
raise up backward communities as quickly as possible. Electricity for villages and 
introduction of cottage industries may help to advance our economic condition 
considerably. 


Our roads, bridges and culverts and communications were in very bad condi ¢ 
tion tH] 1125 but they have begun to improve and all over Travancore we fin 
evidence of the Public Works Department’s activities. It may safely be expected that 
with better finance, considerable progress would be made im the next financial 
year. ° 


The services of the erstwhile Cochin and Travancore States have to be inte- 
grated as soon as possible most justly and fairly. Otherwise discontent among the 
service cannot be completely got rid of. There is co-operation of the services, but 
itis certain that greater and better co-operation is possible and necessary, We 
have read in the Arabian Nights that a certain king used to take a virgin for his wife 
for a day and put her to death the next day. We also read that Lenin, Stalin, 
Hitler and Mussolini “liquidated” almost everybody who helped them to achieve’ 
their positions. Some of our Casandvas and Sibyls and leaders and ex-ministers 
offer a clue tosuch conduct. Leaders and ex-presidents and ex-ministers in America 
and England are both safe and harmless. We should try to make it so in our land 
also. 


[ would conclude by appealing to our present Leader and Chief Minister to see 
that no room whatsoever is given for allegations of corruption, nepotism and job- 
bery against the ministers, and that those who make such baseless allegations do not 
survive scot-free for more thar twenty-four hours. 


Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: Sir, the general administration in the country has 
come in for a good deal of condemnation and even ridicule of late both in the hands 
of the public and the press, The genera! administration has never been happy or 
satisfactory at any time since the assumption of power by the Congress. They assum- 
ed power amidst great enthusiasm and great things were expected of them. They 
had what is now commonly known as the ‘“‘Steam-roller” majority, and they had 
immense opportunities to do good to the country but these great opportunities were 
either thrown to the winds or misused or not used at all. And contrary to- 
expectations, this ‘‘Steam-roller” majority has indeed proved a snare and is indeed: 
vanishing before our very eyes. 


. There are. many reasons that contributed to the low tone of the country’s: 
administration. ° -Firt of all Government of India has largely contributed to this sorry 
state of affairs. In their anxiety to have a strong centre, they are throttling the very 
existence of these States. By Article 37! of the Constitution we are to be under. 
tutelage for 10 years or for such longer or shorter period as may be fixed by. 
Parliament. By that rule Government of India have dealt a death blow tp the 
States initiative. We have no initiative nor are we able to exercise our independent. 

‘yolition. We have to constantly look to the centre, and this control by the centre is 
irksome and humiliating and sooner that is ended the better for the country and for 
all concerned. If Government of India is not prepared to exempt states like 
Travancore-Cochin and Mysore from the operation of that rule and _ this 
Government is unable to get that done, it does not speak well of either 
of them. 4 
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Look at the manner in which Chief Secretaries appear and disappear from the 
scene. This is becoming an obnoxious practice needing a vigorous: protest. Apart 
from shutting out the chance of deserving men here to this post they are in reality 
5th column men, and prove to be stumbling blocks to the growth of true democracy, 
The Cabinet and the Chief Secretary connot get on well together and they have to 
work in mutual suspicion and their presence here is humiliating. 

Secondly this Government has practically left the integration problems where it 
was and has now allowed the matter todrift, Ido not want to speak at length on 
these problems but wish only to make a passing reference. We know integration of 
services is not complete, and if what we hear is true, it has presented a problem of 
stupendous magnitude an effective solution of which is now next to impossible. 
This is a matter to which the Government should have given top priority im- 
mediately after integration and should have been finalised within a few months after 
integration. No doubt, it is an irksome problem but the Government is to “blame 
for allowing the matter to drag on with the result there is great ’discontent among 
the services and uncertainty everywhere. Valuable time has been lost, and it looks 
as if the matter has to be dealt with by a successive Government. So far as my 
information goes, the one matter that has worried Travancore Service personnel is 
that while vacancies arising in the Cochin section are immediately filled up, 
vacancies arising in the Travancore section are not filled up as and when_they arise 
and kept on that way indefinitely. This is a matter in which the Travancore 
service personnel and the public are greatly aggrieved and the Travancere 
service personnel even doubt the bona fides of the Chief Secretary who has 
a direct hand in this matter. This may or may not be true but that is the state of 
feeling that is left behind. 

The one other matter, that 1 would like to refer now is about the political 
upheaval through which the country is passing just at present. Look at the amount 
of filth end vituperation that is bemg poured from day to day in the press and the 
platform and the consequent stirring up of class and communal hatred. One can 
sympathise with the Government in its helplessness in dealing with a situation of 
this kind but that is the position to which it has brought itself upto. There is 
neither law nor order in this country and to give one instance, Mr. N. S. Krishna 
Pillai a former Municipal Commissioner, now suddenly stepping into the powers 
of a Magistrate has now allowed himself to let loose and the Munnar hospital bears 
ample testimony to his bestial activities. If that is the mental outlook of upholders 
of law and order; why talk of law and order in this country? To borrow the words 
from the Rajpramukh’s address, extraordinary evils call for extraordinary remedies. 
Unless he and officers of his category who have such abnormal communal leanings 
are thrown oul of public life, there will be no peace nor communal harmony in this 
country. It looks as if politics in this State is trying to take a swing from the 
secular to the communalistic State. All our internal differences and conflicts may 
be ultimately traced to the fissiparous tendencies of the people both social and 
religious. It is equally governed by notions of caste, hereditary uniqueness and 
inequalities which prevent from association and fraternisation as equal citizens of a 
common motherland. Unless we re-orientate our socal life so as to make the Hindu, 
Muslim and the Christian and other communities feel that they can live together 
as brothers enjoying a common social life asin the other civilized countries of the 
world, there is no prospect of our realising communal harmony or a united nation- 
ality. This is an urgent need of the hour and is more urgent than the muddle- 
headed food problem and the man-made famine that we know of, and the Govern- 
ment must address itself to the task. And Government can rightly expect the 
co-operation of all right thinking men in this enterprise. 
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Sir, | would like to mention one other matter. The greatest fault of the 
Congress is not to have realised that this is an emergent period but always thinking in 
terms of a steam-roller majority. The other day Hon’ble Panampilli Govinda 
Menon said that they have 100 people behind them. But no doubt they can rule 
with 100 people but they will rule only to their own damnation. This enlightened 
country which ought to have shown the way is drifting into chaos, and the blame 
must be squarely laid at Government’s doors, 
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ma. . 
Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: Sir, f move: 

“To reduce the allotment of Rs. !,84,400 for Ministers by Rs, 72,200", 
The figure is not very material, My object in sending this motion is to express my 
opinion on the Government represented by a Cabinet of Ministers. 


Mr. Speaker: The motion is for substantial reduction, In such cases, the 
mover of the motion has to justify how that cut is to be effected without affecting 
the usefulness of the Department. 

Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: The motion is for reduction of Rs..72,200. 
We do not want these ministers, If the motion is carried the Ministers will be 
there without remuneration. To put it in blank language, we have lost confidence 
in the Government; we have lost confidence in responsible government and the 
country has lost confidence in responsible government av it is worked out in this 
State. | may not have time to deal with all the aspects to be presented before the 
House but I will begin with what [ wanted to say last. Mr. Amery, while moving 
acensure motion on Prime Minister, Chamberlain, quoted Cromwell's imperious 
words to the Long Parliament “You have sat too long here for any geed you have 
been doing. Depart, I say and let us have done with you; in the name of God 
go”. This is the quotation that I will use on this occasion. 

Sir, what has happened? In Rule 31 it is stated that a Minister who has 
resigned has to make a statement. After the resignation of the second ministry, this 
part of the House expected a statement. Of course, the Speaker ruled that the 
Ministers may make a statement and that nobody can compel them to make a 
statement. The Chair is helpless. But we are not helpless. It is their duty to tell 
us why they resigned. It is a sneaky way of doing things. It is an irresponsible 
way of doing things. We have asked them to let us know what led to their resigna- 
tion. We have a right to know that. We are taxed and the tax is enhanced at every 
session of the Assembly and the Ministers are paid out of it too. But these 
Ministers will not say why they resigned, why they formed a new ministry, under 
what circumstances the two previous ministers came to the present ministry. Have 

“we not a right to know that? It is not left to their pleasure to tell us. If there is 
any iota of responsibility left in the Ministers, if they know what joint responsibility 
is, if they have functioned with joint responsibility, they should have volunteered 
the information to the House. Now I give them another opportunity. I ask you, 
the Chief Minister; “you have nothing to do with the previous ministry and its 
actions. Here is an opportunity for you to tell us why the previous ministry 
resigned, why you accepted the Chief Minister's place, how you took es your 
colleagues two members of the previous ministry. I tell you to your very face: “you 
are not going to serve the interests of the country; you are only going to serve the 
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clique that ie working in this country to ruin it!’ We are just now fealising the 
fruite of integration. We have raised our voice against the constitutional integiation. - 
The ministry which resigned was responsible for it, Whether legal or illegal, 
constitutional or unconstitutional, they went on with integration, And they were 
undermining the very constitution of the State by dancing to the tune of the 
Central Government. 


There is something wrong in the State of Denmark. There is something wrong 
with the present ministry. Mr. V.P. Menon has come. Why has he come? Mr. 
Gautam has come. Of course, he can come; he has freedom of movement. But 
what has Mr. V. P. Menon to do with it here? Is he the ministry-maker in this 
State? Do you realise the effect of frequent changes ina one-party government? 
What are your reasons? Why a one-party ministry is formed and the ministry is 
changed frequently? Have you heatd of that happening in any country where 
responsible government is working? There is something wrong in this State. 
The country believes in Miss. Mascrene’s speech. Mr, Chacko was just 
now been giving ws a sermon giving all sorts of scandals about the ministers. 
Member after member was speaking like that. But Miss Mascrene, an Ex-Minister, 
said that this ministry is corrupt and some of the ministers in the present ministery 
have something to do with that corruption. Is it untrue or true? I believe it is 
true and the country believes it is true, and the members believe it is true. Who 
said the ministry is corrupt, the ministers ask. Is there any statement given by 
them. Therefore, what is the reason for Mr. Chacko giving the straightforward 
plea that the ministry is corrupt as a whole ? What is the reason for the resignation of 
the Chief Minister? People believe that they are corrupt. Therefore why not say 
the true facts. On account of their silence what has come out? Law and order in 
the State is in peril; life and property is in peril. There is one—party government 
composed of bottomless self-seeking individuals. 


Mr. Speaker: Is the hon’ble Member prepared to withdraw the term 
“*bottorless self-seeking individuals”? 


Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: I withdraw that term. According to the ruling 
I withdraw that statement, Sir. 


Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: “bottomless’’—~is it a nautical way of putting the 
idea? 

Mr. Speaker: The Member may put his own interpretation on the expression 
or seek elucidation by reference to other available sources. 


Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: I was just referring to the state of law and order 
inthis State. A member has already made a statement in this House that the 
previous ministry has been interfering with judiciary even. By nepotism and 
favouritism, they are not only interfering with the judiciary but also with the police. 
Many a responsible officer of police has told me that it is impossible to carry on the 
police administration when these irresponsible ministers continue to function as 
ministers. If police administration could not be carried on, if law and order could 
not be preserved, what is the meaning of a ministry functioning and administering? 
That ia the elementary thing that the people expect in return for the tax they pay. 
I put a question. Apart from the Police Department, there is the civil secretariat, 
put an interpellation to the Chief Minister on Ist January 1949 (Question No. 50) 
for a list of acting persons in the Secretariat of Cochin and of Travancore at the 
time of integration. The answer is that the time and labour involved in the pre- 
paration of the answer is out of proportion to the utility. Could such an irrespon- 
sible answer be given to a responsible Assembly! We want to know how many 
acting: hands are there in the Cochin and Travancofe Secretariats ‘These ministers 
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are shy of answering. They do not want honesty; they want to do things according 
to their fancies. And the foundation is nepotism and favouritism. They do not want 
the members of this House to know the number of of persons in Cochin and in Tra- 
vancore with the result that the Cochin service as well as the Travancore service are 
completely discontent. With a discontent civil service, how can these ministers 
catry on? Therefore, the second ministry has crashed, and the third ministry is 
being moulded. Whatever it be, if the ministry is going to be formed out of these 
elements, the country is not going to be benefited. Therefore in the name of 


od go. 
Mr. Speaker: The next motion standing in the name of Mr. Krishnan Sartri 
is not admissible as it refers to charged items. The minister may now reply. 
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Sri. A. Chidambaranatha Nadav: Is it the policy of the Government to 
entertain cinema stars as State guests?

Chief Minister (Sri. C. Kesavan): Sir, | move that a sum of Rs. 70,08,700 
be granted under Demand XV—Police. 
Minister for Law, Finance and Revenue (Sri. A.J. John): 1 second the 
motion, 
Sri. P. K. Krishnan Sastri: Sir, I move: 
“To omit the allotment of Rs. 17,400 for Pay of Officers by Re. 1.” 
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Sri. Eapen Arackal: During the discussion on the budget last year, I was 
speaking on a similar motion. If [-yremember correct, my tone on that occasion 
was perhaps a little different from the one which I am going to adopt in the course 
of these few words | propose to speak now. Looking at the incidents of the past 
one year, it has to be admitted that purity and integrity of the Police Department 
have not only not been on the improvement but it should be stated with regret that 
they have been going down. 


Sir, if only we just think over them we would find that the complaints levelled 
against the police are rather very serious. I am only thinking of the more serious 
crimes and not the various comparatively less serious crimes and atrocities that have 
been and continue to be perpstrated in silence and which never reach those in 
authority. T am only speaking of those incidents which in the last yearthave disgraced 
the police department. _[ speak these things not with a view to winning any lau rels ; 
for it is often thought that censuring the police on the floor of the House is likely to 
bring rather cheap popularity to the member. I am not biased or induced or 
persuaded to speak thus out of such motives. But genuinely feeling as I do, 
T should think that the police have been guilty of gross injustice. The previous 
speaker, Mr. Kalathil Velayudhan Nayar was mentioning a few incidents. I only 
want to endorse his views. Sir, there have been three signal incidents in the recent 
months where. the guilt of the police is blatant,—the incident at Perumbavoor, the 
meident at Haripad and the incident at Kottarakara. It is rather impossible, Sir, 
to imagirie a policeman, who is entrusted with the primary duty of maintaining law 
and order, getting so easily irritated on the smallest provocation as to commit 
heinous crimes. The other day, while ‘talking in this strain certain young police 
officer patted me on my shoulders and said ‘Well Sir, look here. You are 
speaking so much against the police, but have you at any time thought of the 
difficulties of the police and how often they are ill rewarded?” Well, that was 
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a hint, Of course, there may be occasions when they would be placed in 
circumstances out of which they could never come out without having been 
provoked to a very great extent. 1 can also, understand, Sir, their taking strong 
and serious action when there is great provocation. For instance the incident at 
Kottarakara resulted in atough fight between one Surendran and the police. 
That man is alleged to have stabbed a policeman to death. Now that is a case 
which I can understand. Human nature being what it is, we cannot blame 
the action of the police in that incident. Even if that man was roughly handled 
and perhaps even done to death, there will be justification; I am prepared to make 
extenuations in such cases. It is not such cases that we are criticising, censuring; 
it is the high-handed action which the police take on the slightest provocation. 
They seem to think that the Khaki uniform is a big asset, that it gives them 
unlimited rights to do anything and everything, and that it gives them a birthright 
to take any steps that their fancy dictates. Once I told a policeman that his rights 
and prerogatives were only given to him in due course of law, because he had been 
entrusted with the duty of preserving law and order in the country and of 
safeguarding the safety and liberty of the public, because he had been entrusted 
with certain duties rather onerous and serious; therefore, if he did not stand bound 
by law, he would be doomed. In these days, when no person, even persons in 
exalted positions, is proof against law, and its consequences, the policeman can also 
be no proof, It is the police officers who are responsible for so much of disorder- 
liness and lawlessness. My view is that if the pol ce department can be honest and 
show that it is working up to some decent standards, I will be most emphatic in 
my opinion that it is that department which should be encouraged above all 
other departments. [| also stressed the point in my speech on the Police Bill that 
the only way to improve the department is to get men of character as officers.

Mr, Speaker: Five minutes; that has already been announced. 


Sri. D. Gnansigamoni: | just want to place before the House one or two 
matters. The first of these is the manner in which evidence is collected by the 
police. Recently the police recorded evidence in a case under section 162 of the 
Criminal Procedure Code. The Advocate for the opposite side did not appear at 
first. Just as the matter was about to be closed, he appeared on the scene. Then 
the Magistrate asked him whether he had anything to ask by way of cfoss-examin- 
ation. He asked only five questions. . “Is the A. S. P. present there?” The 
answer was “Yes”. “Is the Circle Inspector of the locality present >" The answer 
was “Yes”. “Is the Inspector (of the place) present?” “Yes”. “Is the Police 
Inspector (of a certain other place) present 2” “Yes”. “How many constables 
were present >” The answer was “‘about 20". And the cross-examination . was 
over. I give this instance to show the manner in which evidence is collected by 
thé police, Have these police officers no other work? This is the typical manner 
in which evidence is collected’ by the police in the South. In the next year honours 
list, if there is such a list, all these officers will be presented with a purse anda 
police medal! Now it isthe duty of the police not to convict and bring to punish- 
meént every person alleged to have been the offender, but to see that an accurate and 
true statement of the case is made before court at all times. vf 


Next, I want to show that most of the police officers do not seem to know 
what their duties are. I will Just give an instance. A certain police officer was 
found wandering about in a locality with a few policemen. Someone asked them 
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why they were thus loitering about. The officer said that Mr. Elankath 
(Mr. Elankath was then a Minister) had directed that he should see that nobody 
closed a certain pathway which led to the house of his brother-in-law. There was 
some dispute on the matter. Well, the sort of duty which that police officer and 
policemen were performing was that. On enquiry, it turned out that the P. W. 
Minister (Mr. Elankath) wanted to keep a pathway to his brother-in-law’s fields 
open.and unhindsred. He asked the police to help. So, this is the sort of work 
that the police are doing. —_ Instead of telling the gentleman that it was not their 
duty to keep watch over a particular gentlemin’s fields, they chooss the backdoor 
methods and help people who are really wrong-doers simply because they happen 
to be relations of those in authority. 


. Another matter which I want to bring to the notice of the House is the delay 
in the disposal of cases. There is a lot of delay chiefly caused by the police and it 
causes hardship to many innocent people _—‘If enquiries are not made as early as 
possible, evidence might get lost and many innocent persons are likely to be appre- 
hended. And then too, when a policeman is notable to detect the right person 
in time who has done the crime, because he will be answerable before his authorities, 
he catches hold of some person and makes that poor fellow a scapegoat. All these 
may be avoided if enquiries are conducted expeditiously and evidences are col- 
lected without delay. With these words, I support the motion. 


_ Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillat: Sir, it has been pointed out by several hon’ble 
Members on this side of the House that police officers are not properly controlled, 
The pomt which I want to stress is almost the same, that there is lack of supervi- 
sion of the work of the police. Regarding the incidents brought before the House, 
T ask this question: when a man dies in the lock-up under suspicious circumstances, 
who is responsible? The House will remember that last year we voted a large sum 
for the re-organisation of the police department. Some re-organisation was made, 
‘so that we have now Circle Inspectors, Inspectors, and A.S.P.’s and D.S.P.'s to 
supervise them, and having jurisdiction over small areas. But in spite of the re- 
organisation, my humble submission is that there are a large number of cases in 
which the police come in for criticism. Very frequently it happens that persons 
die in lock-ups in suspicious circumstances, so that the present instance is nota 
new case. In this case, it was said that the Head Constable was dismissed, ete. 
Beyond that nothing seems to have been done. I ask how can it be that such cases 
escape the knowledge of the Inspectors and other superior officers. So ultimately 
one is tempted to ask, what is the purpose of the reorganisation? All that is done 
in such cases is to suspend or dismiss some policeman. The superior officers 
always escape punishment in such instances. But how can such instances escape 
their notice? How can they be absolved of the responsibility for such cases? 


_ There is a lot of corruption in the department in regard to investigation of 
cases. Ido not refer to payment of money when I say corruption is going on. 
People or officers in responsible positions in the state usually use their influence 
over the police officials. Very serious cases have been brought to my notice. Per- 
haps it is sub-judice, but, am bringing before the House .an incident which took 
place in Velimalai where a boy was shot. Although the incident took place in the 
previous evening, no enquiry was made till the next evening because the man was 
an influential estate manager. | interfered in the matter and understood that they 
were all influential people and they were trying to see that the real culprit may be 
made to escape. And the case is gone. Now, what is the purpose of this investi- 
gation? The real man has escaped?’ And nothing has been done. This is the 
‘ind of corzuption that should not’be allowed to vitiate the working of the police 
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department. Therefore my point is that the officers of the department should be 
above all these forms of corruption, whether it takes the shape of payment of money 
or using of influence. 

Then I want to refer to another thing. There is a widespread fear in the 
minds not only of the sulordinate ranks of the department, but even among Sub- 
Inspectors that they may be taken to task if they did justice. They fear that they may 
sometimes have to lose their appointments. Yes, it has come to that. That is on 
account of the administration by this Cabinet. In every case, the person involved 
might be related to some head or tail of come minister. And then the policemen 
are afraid; he is afraid that if he proceeded against that relative, it might some- 
times cost him his job. The ministers must realise this. They may be. directly 
responsible or they may not be. But they must realise that in the country every 
police officer is hesitating when a case is brought m whether to take steps or not. 
How can police administration be a success if this is the state of things. 

What worsens the matter is that the higher officers have been supplied with 
telephones. When a serious case is reported, they merely give instructions to the 
Inspector over the phone. The Inspector may be nervous in some cases. Why do 
not these big officers go to the spot? That will have a very heartening effect upon 
the poor nervous Inspector.

Mr. Balakrishna Menon and Mr. A. K. Patchu 
Pillai have quoted instances. When I hear all these things [ am wondering. The 
general mass of the Police have reacted to the real situation. Whichever Govern- 
ment come into power the Police have the same kind of duties. In the republic of 
India too they have wonderfully adjusted themselves easily. Their job is very 
difficult. They served at the period of autocracy and bureaucracy with the same zeal 
and enthusiasm. They are serving the present Government without any reservation.

Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: We are doing very great injustice to the 
large number of the police force if we accuse them. Of course, there have been 
strange instances of misbehaviour. When I hear all these 1 wonder what changes 
have come to the world. More than half a dozen instances of police misconduct 
are shown here. Does it show that all the policemen have misbehaved ? Hundreds 
of them are doing honest jobs. These wild allegations are not at all the important 
subjects for parliamentary discussion. They themselves say that they have to face 
the most wretched affairs. Above that there is the inferiority complex. They are 
not welcomed in most places. Many times I too have approached them, But I 
could not find any misbehaviour from them, To me they seem to serve valiantly 
under the prescribed conditions. There are hundreds of people who do violence 
and in every such instance the police assistance is quite essential. In every State 
thy police are the most essential part in the service. There is no sentimental feeling 
of sympathy towards them. How can they deal with the criminals? Should you 
expect any sympathy from them? These police have the same kind of duty 
throughout their service. The most incorrigible set of people have to be dealt with. 
Should this policemen be expected to give a kiss on the forehead of a criminal or 
murderer ? [s it possible for any person to behave in a better way than this police 
do? I am speaking on their behalf and1 say nothing better can be expected from 
them. That is the order of thisday. Now, when political parties are vying with 
each other for getting the votes of the people, there are very few people who have 
the courage to turn back to the agitators and say that they are our brothers. (Bell), 

‘en who have any sense of patriotism in them, any sense of responsibility in them, 
would not make these allegations against the police. With these words, ] oppose 
the motion, ; 
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Sri, A. Chidambaranatha Nadar: Sir,—

To reduce the allotment of Rs. 2,52,700 for Criminal Investigation Depart- 
ment by Re. | 


This is intended to discuss the inefficiency of this branch of service. Sir, we 
have organised the C.1.D. under a separate head, The presumption is that these 
officers are capable of tackling investigations. Unfortunately, the experience of the 
country,in spite of a separate branch of investigation and in spite of getting so called 
experts from outside Travancore to conduct special investigations, has not been 
happy and investigations do not result in detection. Important crimes have occurred 
in the country which have created sensation. and attracted wide publicity. Those 
are crimes of anature which a State cannot ignore, crimes which help religious 
fanaticism. In that atmosphere it is doubly the duty of the department concerned 
to conduct the investigations in such a manner a& to result in detection. The failure 
to detect them reflects badly on its efficiency. 


In that connection, Sir, there is another matter which also I would like to refer 
to. It was openly stated in this House on more than one occasion that there is a 
special report by a special officer who was deputed to conduct a particular investiga- 
tion, I mean the fire incident at Sabarimala temple. That report is not made avail- 
able to the public though references are sometimes made, though not exactly on the 
floor of the House—I do not exactly remember that. The Ministers concerned 
have replied that that report does not help detection and that the report may be 
kept as it is now, because that report says that there is no possibility of detection 
under the existing circumstances. It was assured on the floor of this House thgt 
the officer who was deputed to do that duty is one of the most capable men of the. 
Madras provincial police service. If that officer has come to that conclusion, it must 
be on the basis of some reason. If that report comes to that conclusion, it is 
legitimate that this House and the public should know why and how he arrived. at 
that conclusion. It is the duty of the Government to publish that report so that the 
public may know what it is. ‘There is no meaning in keeping back the report of a 
responsible officer on a very important crime when that crime is not being properly 
enquired into or when there is no chance of that crime being properly enquired into 
and detected. If that situation arises at least there must be the satisfaction that all 
that is possible by the department was done and the failure to detect was due to 
reasons over which the department and the Government had no control. On the 
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other hand, being a religious matter, religious susceptibilities give room to think 
that investigation was not conducted diligently, that steps were not taken properly 
to detect the crime and arrest the people concerned. Therefore, I say that the de- 
tective branch of the police department have not justified its existence by failing to 
detect one of the major crimes which has given pain to a vast majority of the people 
of this country. 


Sir, in this detection branch also the recruitment and emoluments must be 
such as to attract the best type of people. They must be men who will be able to 
do their work with a certain amount of efficiency and who have an unblemished 
character. Unless recruitment is done on that basis the investigation department 
ia not going to bear any fruit. The detection work of the olden days, of the police 
questioning and that methed of detection, has to be discarded in the modern age. 
For that matter, there are open allegations here about the highhandedness of the 
police. The method of behaviour towards the people who are arrested and kept in’ 
lock-ups and the method of questioning and the physical violence which the police 
occasionally indulge in were matters of criticism in public. In recent times the 
police excesses have been a chronic feature of our country. Rightly or wrongly one 
thing which comes up in our newspapers is that police excesses occur very often. 
I find the party in power justifying violence to put down violence. May I in all 
humility say that it is moral force that will keep people away from indulging in 
crime, The legal provision of hanging a murderer does not eliminate murder. 
there is moral force behind .the police for keeping the peace in the country, many 
will be afraid to commit crime. So it is the moral force that counts in these 
matters. After all a single police constable is able to control a crowd. It is not 
his physical force that is controlling but it is the moral force of the Government 
that enables him to do so. That fact should not be forgotten, We must remember 
that it is on the basis of the moral force that peace and security is maintained in 
the country. In the same way, Sir, in these investigations, they must be done in 
such a manner as to give confidence to the general public. Very often there are 
complaints that investigations are not properly done. So special care must be 
devoted to get staff for that department which will do its duty properly and which 
will secure the support of the country. 


Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: Sir, I also want to speak a word in support 
of the motion instead of moving the motion standing ‘in my name. The same pur- 
pose is served. My opinion is that the C, J.D. has failed in its duty. [can 
understand that when a crime is committed and the ordinary police finds it difficult 
to detect the crime the C I. D. enters the field. Whether the C. 1. D. is successful 
or not, it will affect only some private parties. Apart from that narrow work, I 
have to ask the Minister in charge and the I. G., have they got any duties or fune- 
tions to do beyond being members of the department? Otherwise, is it not a waste 
to spend Rs, 3 lakhe on this branch of the police? 


Now, Sir, I am speaking without any exaggeration. Even though | was a party 
sometimes to the present Government ruling the country, after the Congress 
Government came, corruption has become—my learned ancient friend is not here— 
more rampant in the State as a whole. I ask the question, is it not the duty of the 
C.1, D. to report on these matters also? If you ask the C. I. D. Reporter, he 
would seem to say that it isnot his job. I see C. I. D. reporters following me to 
take down all I say just as in the old bureaucratic days. The C. I. D. reporter 
and the higher authorities and the Ministers in charge of the Department, I am 
afraid, have forgotten that I have complete freedom of speech and that there is no 
use in following me provided I do not commit any violence. Why should the 
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C.1.D. be sent after us when we are going from place to place to make public 
speeches? And then, has anybody perused the reports he makes? Has the 
Inspector-General perused those reports? These are voluminous reports which 
after some time will be sold to the hawkers. I asked the reporter: *‘ Why do you 
report my speeches > On the other hand, why don't you make reports about the 
officers and others who are doing blackmarketing >” ‘The reporter said “it is not 
my job to report about those things and if | make any report my job will be no- 
where.” Do you mean to say that it is not the work of the C.I.D. reporters to make a 
note of the black-marketers? am sure, Sir, eightyfive per cent of the officers 
are corrupt. Without exaggeration, | may say that corruption has entered the 
Secretariat and the Education Department for some time now. Now, there is cor- 
ruption even in these departments. The Public Service Commission is also now 
corrupt. 

Sri. C. A. Ouseph: Sir, the Public Service Commission is a body and is 
established by Statute. Is it correct to say that it is corrupt > 

Sri. K. P, Nilakanta Pillai: Even in regard to some of their appointments, 
there were references that Government did not approve of them and that some of 
the appointments were questioned by them. ; 

Mr. Speaker: Did the Member say that the officers or any officer of the 
Public Service Commission are corrupt Subject to the rule against defamatory 
statements and the personal responsibility of the member making the statement it 
may not ordinarily become .unparliamentary to attribute corruption to a particular 
officer. 

Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: No, [did not make any such statement. 

Sri, T. K. Narayana Pillai: No, Sir, what he said was that the Public 
Service Commission was corrupt. He said so in an unequivocable way. 

Mr. Speaker: [ shall have the matter reopened. Is it the hon'ble Member's 
contention that the members of the Public Service Commission are corrupt ? 

Sri. K.P. Nilakanta Pillai: 1 stand by the statement that corrupt influ- 
ences are brought to bear upon the Public. Service Commission. That is the 
statement which | made. 

Sri. T. K, Narayana Pillai: You have changed your statement. That way 
not the statement that you have made. . 

Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: 1am afraid my hon'ble friend has become very

Mr. Speaker: The best authority to be relied upon in this matter is the 

member himself. The member does not own having made that statement. 
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Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: Sir, my point was that eighty-five percent of 
the officers were corrupt. Is it not part of the duty of the C. I. D. to make reports 
abeut those officers? I ask, are they making the reports, and, if so, are the reports 
being acted upon? 

Mr. Speaker: Has the member any idea about the whereabouts and identity 
of these officers ? . 

Sri. K.P. Nilakanta Pillai: Sir, I said, eighty-five percent, meaning vast a 
majority of them, ; It may be something less or something more. It is the duty of 
the Criminal Intelligence Department and the officer who controls it to direct that 
cases of corruption should be reported and that action taken on them. That is the 
most important point [ wanted to stress in this connection. My information is that 
the members of the C. 1.D. are not asked to make reports about these corrupt 
officers by the departmental head. 

Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: Sir, that is wrong. 

Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: May be, you are contradicting. I am afraid 
ou are not the departmental head. 

Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: No, Government is taking the responsibility 
and giving the answer. 


Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: Sir, I do not like that kind of interruption. 
Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: 1 beg pardon. 


Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: Sir, if reports are made by them and if it is 
part of their duty, is it justified.that those reports are not acted upon and not even 
one case has been punished for corruption? I know several instances in which 
officers are conducting blackmarketing business. The truth is that the reporters are 
not reporting because they say it is not their business, If I am the head of the C. I. 
D., 1 would have directed the men under me to report. We are spending three 
lakhs of rupees. If this is to be usefully spent, instructions must be given to these 
men to report cases of corruption among officers who deal unauthorisedly with people 
and who allow corrupt influences to be brought to bear upon them in the per- 
formance of their public duties. That is the point.

from the Treasury Bench. From: the subsidiary statement to the Budget estima tes 
‘for expenditure on page 38, one could find under (c) Conservancy and Works, for 
tumber and other produce removed from Forests by Government agency, the revised 
estimate for 1950—51 is 47°62 lakhs and the Budget estimate 41°39 lakhs. That 
means‘ the revised estimate has exceeded by 6 takhs. If you look at the Annual 
Financial Statement (Budget) one would find under Forest and Tramways a sum 
plus 3°36 lakhs put down as anticipated increase in revenue for 1950—-5!. But the 
total income in_that department has increased only by 63 lakhs. I would like to 
know whether this is the anticipated revenue for the whole year. 
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Sri. C. Kesavan: That is our anticipation only, 


Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Now we areat the close of the year. That has to be 
reckoned with. 

Sri. C. Kesavan: The revenue may even be much higher. The total receipt 
will go up to 140 lakhs. 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Now that there is the Minister’s statement to the 
effect that the receipt will go from 128 lakhs to 140 lakhs, the increase will be by 
12 lakhs. I would like to comment on this. Already the normal working charges 
under this particular item has exceeded by 6 lakhs. Now Government wants 
another 6 lakhs more under this head to spend. That is 12 lakhs more under the 
head C. Conservancy and works for expenditure.

1 want to draw the attention of this House to certain facts. It is some time sinjce 
this University has been without a Vice-Ghancellor. There was a Vice-Chancel or 
who was got down from outside Travancore-Cochin, quite a distinguishéd man. 
He resigned and left his post. I believe, this House is entitled to know the reasons 
that led to the resignation of the previous Vice-Chancellor and as to why he left his 
job. There are various rumours concerning his resignation of Vice-~Chancellorship. 
It is said he resigned because, certain recommendation for appointments made by 
him was not accepted by Government or rather his recommendation was over-ruled 
by the Government. There is also an allegation to the effect that the Vice- 
Chancellor was not invited to certain important functions conducted by Government. 
Lam not ina position to categorically assess the correctness of this statement. 
1 only point out that this House is entitled to know the reasons that led to his 
resignation. It is said that there were divergent views between the Minister and 
the Vice-Chancellor on certain matters. Further, the Vicz-Chancellor made 
a-political speech at Madras to clinch the issue. A week after that the Vice- 
Chancellor resigned and left the State. Essentially, if a Vice-Chancellor cannot be 
brought down from outside--I should suggest that persons of capacity from thie 
University should-be appointed to take the place. = wot 
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Next I would like to deal with the Poly Technique and the allotment therefor 
in the Budget, It is a matter for gratification that an allotment of 5 lakhs is set 
apart for this study. I want to suggest that this amount should not be allowed 
to lapse. There is aremarkable capacity for this Government to bring forward 
schemes on paper. Unfortunately many of those schemes remain on paper only, 
This is the record of this Government. It has become a tradition of this 
Government for the past three years only. | say that this is a scheme which has 
been well received by the entire public and it is being anxiously awaited by the 
student population. Therefore I would request Government to give effect to the 
scheme immediately. 


There is another point. An agitation is going on in the Ayurveda college for 
the last four years and over. The students are offering satyagraha for getting 
things done. The grievances are fairly known to Government ’and the University 
authorities. The Government are aware that the Ayurveda College students started 
satyagraha campaign when the State Congress and the people of the State were 
agitating for responsible Government. Now the agitation has come to a tolerably 
satisfactory conclusion. In this context all I want to suggest is to implement the 
settlement that has been agreed to immediately. It should be the criterion of 
modern Government to see that they do a thing today if it is found it cannot be 
done next day. 

Another point is regarding the Law College at Ernakulam. I want to point 
out that the college students at Ernakulam are experiencing considerable difficulty 
for accommodation and the staff also is experiencing the same kind of difficulty in 
greater measure. While integration was effected, there was a good deal of difficulty 
but the whole show went without any agitation whatever. In other matters also 
Government have been lacking in their sense of objectivity. When integration was 
effected it was held as though there should be a‘partition ina family, Cochin 
people also agreed in that view. Travancore people were content with a Secretariat 
and the Cochin people with a High Court and Law College. I want to point 
out that other considerations should have weighed with them in dealing 
with partition of important offices. There isa good deal of force in asking for a 
seat in the Cabinet by the Cochin people. But [ do not see any reason in saying 
that the Law College should be shifted to a place where there is High Court. I am 
not at all of the view that the High Court should be shifted to a place where there 
is no convenience at all. I have come across instances of students who have been 
struck down by filarial fever at Ernakulam. I would point out that Ernakulam is 
not a good place for housing a High Court or law College in a feverish area. There 
are no conveniences atall. There is thé lack of space for housing in abundance. 
The difficulty of constructing tolerably good houses is all the more in evidence 
because of lack of space. In giving expression to 2 standing grievance I would 
request Government to take urgent steps to see that the Law College is shifted back 
to Trivandrum at as early a date as possible. There is absolutely no necessity that 
it should be nearest to the High Court, It is the opinion of the members of the 
staff of the College that it can function properly. Either it should be shifted ta 
Trivandrum or Government should give sanction toa private body to open a Law 
College at Trivandrum. 


A word about the Matriculation students in the State. They are experiencing 
considerable difficulty in the State for the last many years in not having here a 
centre for that examination. ‘There are centres for that examination outside this 
State. It was pointed out that a Committee of the University did not think of the 
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need for having a centre here for this examination. But, Sir, [ would point out tha 
most of Universities in India conduct their own Matriculation examinations. 
Universities of Rajputana, Benares etc., hold Matriculation examination for the 
benefit of students in respect of their Universities, There are many students from 
Travancore area for the Madres Matriculation Examination because our University 
has not the facility to conduct such examination. I want to argue on behalf of the 
unfortunate students of Travancore for conducting such an examination here. When 
those students are not in a position to prosecute their studies in other colleges, | 
would suggest that opportunity may be given to them to appear for examinations 
without going into a school therefor. It is the anly doorway which cur students 
can take to for a higher standard of living. It is to be painted out that these are 
times when materialistic considerations prevail and utilitarian point of view reckoned 
with. In these times Governrnent have to give students education for fitting them 
for a higher standard of life, either in the technical or industrial departmenta. As 
long as we have a University, I want to argue on behalf of the students, doors must 
not be closed for that class of students who are unable to go to Madras for an 
examination. Even if the University is not prepared to afford any facility in that 
line to Matriculation students, 1 want to say that the Education Department at least 
should take steps for holding School Final examination for that category 
of students just as it is existing in the Cochin area today. These are points for 
consideration. 


Sri. Eapen Arakkal: Sir, 1 move 
“To reduce the allotment of Rs. 25,00,000 for Block Grant to the 


Travancore University by Rs. 5” 
My object is to, discuss the general policy of the working of the University of 
Travancore. The advent of the University in our State has been hailed by ali 
* sections of the people. Even before the establishment of the University in our 
state, educational activities of colleges have been going on more or less in the same 
manner as it is being carried on today. So when the University was introduced, 
people took to it with greater expectations in the field of education. The University 
at the present moment exists an examining body only. That institution creates 
examinations according to syllabus, prescribes courses of studies, awards diplomas 
and degrees for successful candidates. It is only in that aspect people of this 
country look to the establishment of the University. It has to be admitted that in 
spite of old hopes which we had in a University, that institution continues purelyas 
an examining body till this day. Not that I wish, Sir, that all on a sudden this 
University of ours can be converted into an educational institution like these of the 
west, as Oxford or Cambridge where the system is practically a different one. What 
I would like to hint at is, systems prevailing in Western Universities such as Oxford 
and Cambridge are residential system of studies, where the students and teachers sit 
side by side in the adjoining rooms and carrying on courses of studies not only in the 
colleges but also in and outside college hours. While these are all ideals which 
perhaps may take long time for us to establish here, some thought has to be best- 
owed on it. One thing has to be said about our University education. When one 
speaks about it, one has to learn that the function of a University lies more in 
disseminating knowledge, in diffusing knowledge throughout the State than to 
specialise on technical lmes and thereby advance knowledge in that jline in a parti- 
cular centre. {| will clarify myself by saying that the prime function of a 
University is to see that maximum convenience and facility are afforded for the 
ordinary people not only in urban and metropolitan areas but for all people in the 
mofussal in the field of education, to absorb the necessary aspects of education. It 
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is the spread of culture in the state. In this connection I may say what one who 
know something of the University education—Cardinal Newrn—said namely, that 
the function of the University is to diffuse and disseminate knowledge rather than 
advance it. Perhaps he was only giving a view that was his, but at the same time 
an older view also. Of course that concept of educational activities is connected 
with the University and that is in yogue undisputed even to the present day.. I am 
asking Government whether we have in mind this idea so far as the educational. 
activities connected with the University are concerned. The University we have is 
complete in one thing namely, with a few people ‘at the top of the administration 
such as the Chancellor, Vice-Chancellor, Registrar and a few members as clerical 
staff. They transact business just like the business in an ordinary office / obtaining 
here. That office prescribes courses of studies, conducts examiriations and so forth. 
Functioning of the colleges is going on the old way. What is the sort of technical 
development that we have in our University 2 Nothing to mention so far, It is 
true there are more advanced courses of studies in the colleges but not on ‘the 
technical ‘side. That is the position so far as our University education goes. 
The funds of the University must be so managed and utilised as to give knowledge 
throughout the state. It might be said that there are private colleges. True. 
They should be backed by the University with funds to disseminate knowledge. The 
policy of the Government for the past few years has been, | regret to say, a sort of- 
step-motherly attitude to all private colleges of this state, I would say our Univerity 
has miserably failed in extending aid to private colleges. ‘That position has to be 
improved. What I mean by that is specialisation and better amenities of education 
facilities must be had in abundance. That is an all important ideal. Greater 
facilities must be given ta people who come from outside the urban areas for purposes 
of collegiate education. ; 


There is another aspect. Most of the subjects in secondary schools are now 
taught in the vernacular. Secondary School system of education is being carried on 
in that manner for the last so many years, Even the study of technical subjects 
take place in vernacular language. One thing has to be borne in mind at this stage. 
Students have to join a college after their school career. Students who have taken 
Physics, or Chemistry or like subjects find it very difficult to study these in the ver-’ 
nacular language. After coming over to the colleges the instruction is in the English 
language, so far as the subjects are concerned. As there is an entire change over 
the system of tution. students going to colleges find it very difficult to persue their 
studies in the English language. Students have to understand things as they ought 
to be. Experience shows that college students are put to immense trouble and 
inconvenience in understanding and appreciating the technical terms during lecture 
classes. That aspect has to be borne in mind by the authorities, Difficulty. in 
instruction is not to be removed while at college. That has to be countered in the 
secondary school stage. There must be some arrangment for students in High schools 
to understand and appriciate technical terms of those subjects in English as wells I 
do not know whether the English equivalents of those technical expressions are now 
taught in the secondary stage of education. There is also a comparative lowering 
of standard in English language, Study in that language has been faulty and 1 am 
afraid the system of this education has to be reformed substantially. 
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Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, I also wish to say a word about it. I myself have 
given notice of a motion. 

The University is a body which is autonomous toa certain extent; but it is 
alsom a way under Government control. 

Sri. A. Chidambaranatha Nadar: Sir, ] have also tabled a cut motion.

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: [ can wait if there are other motions, 


Mr. Speaker: The member may continue. The other motion will be 
moved later. 
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. Sri. A. Thanu Pillai : Sir, excepting certain income by way of fee collec: 
tions and income from certain institutions under its control, the University is being 
financed by the Government. The general impression one gets about our Univer- 
sity is that everything is not well with that body. Of course, mention has been 

-made here of the appointment and retirement of the Vice-Chancellor, J had put a 
question to the hon’ble Minister for education a few days ago as to the reason why 
the Vice-Chancellor left service here. The Minister was not prepared to give me 
an answer. No specific reason was given. He has also stated that the appointment 
was for five years, “There is no wonder that people believe that there is something 
wrong about the whole affair. University is a body which w2 have to nurse’ and 
bring up with all possible care and attention. Of course, we must admit that our 

University is in its initial stage and it has not yet come to take its proper place eyen 
among the Universities in India. Therefore a lot of attention is necessary. No 
proper attention is possible unless we have a full time Vice-Chancellor to attend to 
its duties. The Vice-Chancellor must be a competent person. He must find time 
to devote his entire attention towards the welfare of the University. If [ remember 
correct, for a greater part of an year we had no Vice-Chancellor. A European was 
the Vice-Chancellor for some time. When he left, the vacancy was kept unfilled. 
Then an Indian came. He also left service after some time. It is difficult to 
accept the statement of the hon’ble Minister that the Vice-Chancellor did not give 
any specific reason. The- appointment was made for a term of five years, and he 
left before completing his term. The Government ought to have enquired into the 
matter. Are we to understand that he left on his own accord, without giving any 
previous notice? Certainly it is not the case. There is some sort of reluctance on 
the part of Government benches. All the answers given by the Minister add to the 
feeling in the‘public mind that this Government are not attending to things pro- 
perly. What is the harm in telling us the reason why the Vice-Chancellor went 
away? The public impression is that the Government did not deal with him pro- 
perly, and therefore he thought it useless to remain here and went away. He must 
have thought that if he continued in service he would be discredited. ‘That is the 
impression in the public mind. Where are the facts to correct that impression > 
Why did such a high dignitory leave service without giving specific reasons ? Things 
should not be allowed to pass like this. We must have acompetent Vice-Chancellor. 
As Mr. Kalathil Velayudhan Nayar said, he. is no superior man than those who had 
already served the University. He ought not to have been allowed to go like that. 
Why not Mr. Nandan Menon be tried? He deserves to be tried before a court. 
He would not have left so lightly. Asa person who has been brought and entrusted 

_ with such onerous duties ought to have behaved a little more “seriously. He must 

surely be tried, We must build up tradition. Our Universities must be able to 

produce capable men, capable of handling its affairs effectively. oo 

Other matters were also mentio ied here. The University is not discharging 
its functions properly. What about our Research Department > For the Research 
Department the money allotted is Rs. 76,000. If our University is to do real 
service, our Research Department should be expanded, and it should do more and 
more useful work. Now the Research Department is doing very little effective 
work. The Research Section should be given more encouragement. 

Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: The allotment is six lakhs 45 thousand 
rupees, 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: The Department of Research is provided only 6 
thousand rupees. I referred to page 3 of the University Budget. On further 
reference | find the correct amount. 1 made a mistake Sir. Anyway, the results 
achieved are unsatisfactory, 
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One other discrepancy I find is that 30 lakhs of rupees is the grant that they 


ask from Government. Our allotment is only 25 lakhs of rupees. On page 83 | 
find so. Now the University really wants 30 lakhs of rupees for its proper 
working. Government reduced the allotment, Was it in consultation with the 
University? There should be better co-ordination between the University and this 
Government. Probably the lack of co-ordination must be the reason for the 
departure of the Vice-Chancellor. Government must give what amount they ask as 
grant. Now I find two budgets, one'is the budget of the State and the other is the 
budget of the University. The two books show different amounts. This disparity 
showé some confict. 

I also agree with my friend Mr. Jase about the Ayurveda affair. Of course, | 
need not go into details. Mr. Jose explained the matter clearly. Government 
should give all the facilities to institute a faculty in Ayurveda. They should en- 
courage Ayurveda education. [cannot understand why this imordinate delay is 
found in dealing with the matter. Occasion should not be given for strikes and 
threats. 

One word about language. Mention was made here that in the high schools 
english is being ousted whereas in the colleges the medium of instruction is still 
english. My view in regard to that is that we should have a common language in 
the colleges and high schools for the whole of India. It may be english or it may 
be hindi. If {hindi is to be preferred, then we must bring up the ‘standard of 
kn owledge of hindi in our schools to the requisite level. If english is to continue, 
then I should insist that the standard of english should be of the requisite level. If 
we lower the standard of knowledge of english there is bound to be confusion and 
difficulty referred to by Mr. Arackal. So we have to make up our mind beforehand. 
We must decide what should be the medium of instruction during the next ten 
fifteen or twenty years—whether hindi or english. It cannot be malayalam so far 
as | can see. ‘Then the requisite standard in english or hindi should be kept up. 
As a matter of necessity we should keep up the’ necessary standard, That should 
not be ignored. When the student goes to the Intermediate or I class in the 
college, then he will be put to difficulty if he does not have the necessary standard 
in the high school itself. Now-a-days students in the V1 iform could not write 
two sentences in correct english; they could not compose one “single sentence 
correctly, And if you want to teach them english in the college then all manner of 
difficulties will arise. So the requisite standard of english should be kept from the 
high school, More than that I do not want to say on this subject. 

Sri, P. Balakrishnan Tampi: I want to speak a few words on this subject. 

Mr. Speaker: I would ‘now call on other hon’ble Members who have given 
notice of cut motions, Mr. Krishnan Sastri. 
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Sri. N. V. Chacko: Sir, our University has no Vice-Chancellor. I do not 
know if there is any other University in the world where the Registrar is appointed 
to do the duties of the Vice-Chancellor. 1! am not speaking against any individual. 
A daffadar may be able and clever encugh to do the duties of a Vice-Chancellor. 
But when one is appointed as daffadar he is not expected to be appointed to act as 
Vice-Chancellor and he should not be appointed so. There appears to have been 
an instance in the Madras University where a Vice-Chancellor gave his charges to 
the Registrar and the members of the Syndicate of that University protested against it 
and they refused to attend a meeting of the Syndicate called together by the Regis- 
trar acting for the Vice-Chancellor. In other Universities the Syndicate makes 
arrangements for filling up temporary vacancies of a Vice-Chancellor. Mr. Nandan 
Menon was brought down against opposition from many quarters. But he has 
resigned and gone away long before his period expired. . 

The Education Department does not seem to be functioning properly. The 
former Director of Education after working some mischief left Travancore un- 
expectedly and heaved a sigh of relief from outside. I do not know what is wrong 
with the Education Department, So far as Colleges are concerned, | would draw 
the attention of Government and of the University to the applications for permission 
to open new colleges especially in northern taluks, There is an application for 
permission to open a college at Muvattupuzha and | understand that the University 
has sent out some Commission for enquiry. I hope no obstruction would be placed 
against opening of the college on any technical grounds. Unless Government are 
themselves prepared to open another college there this application should be granted. 
I do not think that any religion or community or section of people will be against it: 
There is a marked paucity of colleges in the northern taluks of the Travancore 
Division and there is no rivalry about opening colleges there. 1 would draw the 
attention of the Government to see that there is at least one college at Muvattu- 
puzha as early as possible. 

Our University should have a Vice-Chancellor of world-wide reputation or at 
least India wide reputation. University is the noblest institution we have in our 
State ; and its prestige should be maintained on a world-wide basis. A Registrar 
should never be allowed to act as its Vice-Chancellor. Character and not clever- 
ness is the deciding factor and men of unquestioned character alone deserve to be 
Vice-Chancellor of any University. 
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The House adjourned for lunch at |p, m. and reassembled at 2 p.m. with 

Mr. Speaker in the Chair 
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‘Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: Sri, [rise to support my hon’ble friend 
Mr. Thanu Pillai in his opinion that we must pay the ‘greatest attention possible to 
enhance the prestige of the Vice Chancellor by appointing a suitable man for the 
purpose from the state or from anywhere within this public. _ We must “appoint a 
very prominent educationalist. If such a person is not available appoint a dis- 
tinugihed man in any field of activity, an eminent Judge or an eminent 
mathematician, or anybody who is considered dignified or big enough to occupy the 
Vice Chancellor's place. If such a suitable man is not available I would suggest 
that the Vice Chancellorship may be made more or less honorary. A Pro-Chancellor 
may. be appointed from the academic world so that the Pro-Chancellor may be in 
charge of the duties of the day to day administration of the University. 
Another thing which I wish to speak about is the autonomy of the University. 
1 think it has become a hardy annual, people complaining about this and’ that 
because the Government out of-sheer courtesy: places the Budget before-us. ~> Sir, in 
every civilized world, except m the land- of the lunatics, no Government interferes 
in the working of the University. It will be a crude state that will ever interfere with 
the. working of the University. Frtunately, now we have in the Treasury Benches 
men who had the benefit of University Education. But atime may come when 
University education may count as sémething which may disqualify a man 
frém occupying very high places of honour. - A time may come’ when. University: 
education may be discountenanced and minimum knowledge would count for a high 
position in public life. If such a time comes, it would be calamitous to the 
University if directly or indirectly the Government of the day influences the 
decisions or interferes with the working of thé University. Now, in Great Britain, 
I think in Oxford and Cambridge Government makes a contribution or two-thirds 
of the revenue or money needed for mairitaining the University, but in’ ho instance 
the Government interferes with the working of the-Universities. ‘I have heard of 
an instance when a rather sensitive or assertive Vice Chancellor said that if the 
Government thought that they could nominate anybody or in any way interfere with 
the working of the University, he would rather fling that money to the face of the 
Government; and the story is told, the Vice-Chancellor ‘was speaking at a social 
function when Sir Herbert Morrison was also present.. Morrison. said on hearirig 
the Vice Chancellor: “Do you think that Government is manned by lunatics”’ Sir, 
that is the view held in civilized countries. If a sad or overgrown clerk in the 
Secretariat sits and decides the future policy of the University—well, I do not think 
that he is good enough for that sort of work. He may be good enough to do 
research work. But in the interests of higher education interference with the 
working of the University should be discouraged. -o 
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Sir, very uncharitable remarks have been said about our University. 1 think 
of all Universities in India, ours has done good work with the minimum funds. I 
find much intellectual labour has been.....You see men, first-class M.Se.s and 
B.Se.s working for eighty rupees. You find men working in the research laboratories 
enlarging the bounds of science and knowledge. It is a wonderful unpretentious 
work and is very useful. It would be very unfortunate if with this knowledge that 
they are University men, that they are our men, who know what University work 
3s, we do not appreciate the good work done by our scholars and scientists in our 
Jaboratories. With these words, | plead that greater funds may be made available 
for more effective working of the University. 


Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, As far as the working of the University is 
concerned, | think it is a well recognised principle that there should be no inter- 
ference in the day to day working of the University and it should be allowed to 
function in its own detached atmosphere. But what I wanted to point out in this 
cennection is that this demand is for 39,19,000 rupees of which eight lakhs and 
fifty-three thousand rupees ‘are set apart as grants to non-Governmental Arts 
Colleges. 


In this connection, what I would like to ask the Treasury Benches is whether 
this grant is made on recommendation of the University or whether this grant is made 
direct by the Government themselves. The University ought to be the highest 
authority as far as University education is concerned. The standard of teaching, 
the equipment of a college, the discipline maintained in that college, are all matters * 
which come under the University’s control and direction. If grants are to be made, 
they must be based on the specific recommendation of the University, 1 am not 
sure whether the procedure now adopted is on that basis or whether the Government 
is dealing direct with the applications of the grant-in-aid colleges and give them 
grants, without any report being received from the University or whether the 
present grants ars made on the specific recommendation of the University. If the 
procedure now is for the Government to deal direct in the matter, the earlier the 
policy is changed and the matter brought under the purview, of the direction and 
control of the University, the better it will be for higher education of the State. That 
is one specific point which | wanted to place for the consideration of the Treasury. 

enches. 


The second point is about the hostel accommodation for the University students. 
We very often hear about the want of discipline and about the proper conduct o 
students, One fact is that while at Trivandrum we have something like 5,000 students 
in the colleges, the accommodation provided by the University and other bodies comes 
only to about 504 students. That is a most inadequate provision for hostel accom- 
modation in the city. That ought to be remedied by adequate help by Government 
grants. Unless it is done, and the students are kept under a proper training an 
contro! of the responible educationists, it would be a bad day for the future of the 
State. Therefore, I would earnestly plead that additional allotment may be made 
for hostel accommodation and even if private colleges are prepared to provide 
hostel accommodation, they must be given liberal grants to provide hostel accom- 
medation for the students. : 


One other point which [ would like to place before this House is about the 
research branch and especially about research in Tamil. Sir, if you go through the 
pages of the budget provided by the University, you will find that for research in 
Tamil the expenditure incurred is Rs. 3,563 and that amount 1s practically the 
interest that accrues to the University from the Azhakappa Endowment. Not an 
additional pie, not asing!e cash is being spent by the Travancore University 
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and for that matter by the Travancore Government as well for this purpose. Sr, 
you find another provision of Rs. 5,000 for a Kerala Institute. According to my 
conception of the matter,‘a Kerala Institute cannot function well without Tamil as a 
part of its studies, but at any rate, when you have a separate branch called 
Research Department in Tamil, the Government ought to have seen that adequate 
provision is also provided for research in Tamil. (Bell). There is en endowment 
which gives nearly Rs. 3,500 as interest, to Government. Now there is a really 
competent scholar in charge of that department and who, I believe, is on the eve of 
his retirement, Unless some additional amount is provided, this University is not 
going to secure a man who will be competent to hold that Chair. ; 

One of the other provisions that ought to be made is for scholarship for some 
Tamil students to undergo training in research. The proper course will be for that 
Research Department to train some Tamil scholars under a competent professor 
for doing research. That will be in the interests of the University and of the State 
as well. For a proper elucidation and understanding of ancient history of this 
State, a study of Tamil language and literature is indispensable and the study of it 
through epigraphical and archaeological evidence is possible only in Tamil and it 
could be done only by scholars in Tamil. With these words, I plead for an additional 
grant for hostel accommodation and that grants to the non-Governmental colleges 
should be made on the recommendation of the University. 

Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: Sir, [ move: 

“To reduce the allotment of Rs. 26,93,500 for Direct Grants to *Non- 

Government Secondary Schools by Re. 1”. 

Sir, it appears that the new secondary schools schemies is a mischievous scheme, 
The more J think of it, the more I am reminded of- the old proverbial cat with a 
smoked fish tucked up under its elbow and which was going on a ceremonial march 
to heaven with a rosary around its neck and a walking stick. Jt was not long 
before the cat’s design was exposed: and the innocent rats sought for places of 
safety. 
>: The only presentable portion of the scheme is the seeming anxiety shown to 
the secondary schoo} teachers, and the rest of it all has now turned out to be only 
rottenness and dead man’s bones. [n any eveyt, it has raised a controversy more 
fierce than the 1945 primary education controversy. The one great misfortune of 
the.scheme is that it is too much applauded by one set and too little wooed by the 
other and naturally a vicious atmosphere has been created im the State and it has 
come in for a good deal of condemnation from one side and a good deal of approba- 
tion from the other side. Sir, the primary education scheme was started in 1945 
on a ten year basis, and to a question that was asked on 26th August 1948, it was 
stated .on the floor of this House by Mr. T. M. Varghese who was then the Educa- 
tion Minister that the total expense by way of capital as well as recurring expendi- 
ture for the extension of the scheme to the whole of Travancore area would come to 
about Rs. 3 crores. Now that Cochin has come in, it will be about Rs. 4 or 44. 
crores, The Government has now demonstrated its incapacity to proceed with the. 
scheme due to lack of funds, Under the Constitution, Sir, it is one of the directive 
principles of state policy that all State Governments must keep this in view and see 
that primary education is made an accomplished fact within a period of ten years, 
What I am coming to is this, _ In a matter in Which where a responsibility is cast 
on Government, Government is unable to proceed with the scheme. Now they are 
putting their hands into something which will have the same fate. That is the 
point | am arriving at. I come from an area where compulsory ~primary education 
is in force. In compliance with the desire of the Government, they have surren- 
dered two-third of their schools, and they are now prepared to surrender the other 
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one-third. But Government are not prepared to take it, because the financial 
burden involved is very great and they now take shelter under strange excuses. Thus 
they demonstrated their inability to proceed with the scheme. Now, in that area, 
very few schools have been built up by Government to specification and in respect 
of the schools which are willing to surrender, the Government are asking for new 
terms of surrender—tiled roof, cement-concrete flooring, 50 cents of landsend so 
on. They want the schools to be surrendered unconditionally. This new term is 
not acceptable for the simple reason that in most cases, such buildings are not 
available and even if available could not be unconditionally surrendered because 
they are used for other purposes as well. Primary education has thus been 
rendered a mockery in the south and this education itself has gone to the clogs. 

Apart from the question of fundamental rights involved in this 
matter and the vicious atmosphere that has been created in respect of 
this issue, the One matter in controversy between the managements and. 
the Government: is as regards the lists. In respect of the lists, no one 
still has a clear conception and it has created a controversy which is equally 
fierce. For example, they first said that the appointments will rest with the 
managements only, that the list would be supplied by the managements and only 
from the list, the appointments would be made. Now, recently, to a question that 
was asked, I think, by Mr. Thaliath, the Minister in charge answered on the floor 
of this House that certain schools such as Nemom, etc., have written to this Govern- 
ment for the appointment of teachers. Let usexamine how this could be done. 
IT ask, how is such a thing possible? Wow can the management write to the 
Government for the appointment of teachers? Can the Government appoint 
teachers? Or, should it be done by the Public Service Commission? Nobody is 
able to understand how such a thing is possible. The proper thing to be done in 
the circumstances is to tell the managements direct that the Government have no 
hand in this matter. Otherwise, it Is not possible to understand how a manage- 
ment could write to Government for the appointment of teachers. How such a 
thing is possible, no one is able to understand, because the Government cannot 
transfer teachers from the Government schools to private schools, nor could the 
Public Service Commission concera itself with this matter. How and under what 
circurnstances the managements were persuaded to write sucha letter to Govern- 
ment is not clear, and that stil] remains a mystery. This is a matter which was in 
controversy between the managements and the Government, and the Government 
have not their position clear at any stage. [t is still in controversy, and it is still 
shrouded in mystery. Sometimes, they say that the list could be revised at any 
time by the management. Sometimes, they say that the original list would stand 
for all time and the managements should make their appomtments only from th, 
list. Now, it is clear that the managements I have already referred to have been, 
persuaded to write to the Government for the appointment of teachers. One is.no 
able to follow, or to understand the purpose behind such a move. 


Secondly, some of these schools in the south are more than a century old in- 
stitutions. [hey grew up at a time when there was persecution, when there was 
unto uchability, when people of lower communities cannot walk along even on roads 
and when pupils of lower communities would not even be admitted in. schools, So 
necessarily these schools sprang up and have now grown into a mighty. tree, serving 
so.well throughout these years and still continue to serve so well. There is no need 
therefore to uproot them or even to disturb them, and this interference therefore 
has given much room for anxiety and even suspicion about the real intentions of 
Government. .

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ek why ‘should these schools be disturbed, and compelled to pay as deposit 


80 per cent of the fee collections received by them. These are the things which I 
want to impress on Government with a view to bring about suitable remedies for 
them in as much as they are real hardships to those institutions. 
Syi. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: Sir, My hon'ble friend Mr. Gnanasigamoni 
has been entertaining this House on the educational policy pursued once upon a 
time when he was not even born in this land. 
Sri. D. Guanasigamoni: Was the hon’ble member born? 
Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: That is why I qualified by saying “in this land”. 
*I might have been born in some other land. Anyway, that is the sort of contro- 
versy ani argument that has been going on from the very beginning when some 
attempt has been made both inside and outside ‘this House by well intentioned 
people who has the interests of the country uppermost in their minds to reform the 
educational policy of the State. Those arguments are now forgatten by the present 
generation and those arguments stand completely discredited when I quote the joint 
statement issued by Father Elvyn and Mahatma Gandhi to the effect that private 
schools are conducted more for the advancement of communal interests than 
for the interests of the country. Regarding this country, I may also say that private 
schools are condueted for the purpose either of advancing commercial or communal 
interests. Now avery difficult situation has arisen so far as the administration of 
secondary schools are concerned in this land. With the disappearance of the pre~ 
vious Education Minister this scheme has been practically discredited from this 
Ministry and [ am sure from any Ministry which may come into being 8 months 
hence the secondary school education will. stand discredited. If that happens, 
consequences will be very serjous, {tis not-that I am in perfect agreement with 
the policy recently adopted or that we are satisfied. But something is better than 
nothing and only in that way we could accept what the Minister for Education stated 
before the House when he enunciated the policy of grant-in-aid private schools 
remitting 80 per cent of their fee collections m the treasury and their teachers paid 
directly from Government. Now, I believe about 4 to 5 hundred schools have 
agreed to come into this scheme and about 3 to 4 hundred are keeping aloof. I am 
asking, where is the prestige of the Government when 3 to 4 hundred of the private 
schools are keeping aloof without coming into the present scheme as adumbrated 
by the Education Minister of this land some time ago. Apart from prestige, if that 
attempt fails what all complications will that lead to I do not now say. This House” 
is aware that after all it was not at all advisable for the Minister and the Govern- 
ment to pursue such a partial policy regarding the’ reform of grant-in-aid private 
schools dealing in Secondary Education. Government | may be permitted to say 
were unable to enforce any policy regarding education in grand-in-aid Secondary 
schools, They appeared to give support to the teachers plus the students to carry 
on agitation so that management could be brought to knees. At a later time teachers 
will be left to go and students and Government would join together and offer satya- 
graha to defeat teachers. To meet a difficult situation , my hon'ble friend adopted 
here some reform in the educational system of the State. To me, it appears to be 
a very dirty scheme. Apait from that aspect, it completely undermines efficiency 
in educational institutions, discipline among teachers and school-going children and 
have brought a Jot of discredit on Government and the education department be- 
cause they could not enforce anything. The position is that. I ask, why did 
Government go on with the policy of asking grant-in-aid Secondary School mana~ 
gers to remit 80 per cent of their fee collections into the treasury and undertook to 
pay teachers. I ask is it not injustice that has been brought about if there are 
different kinds of schools, There may bea set of schools which may now keep 
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aloof from the scheme. There are also innumerable private school managers who 
have spent or rather deposited 89 per cent of their fee collections. When the rest 
of the private schools has not come into the scheme, Governmnnt seem to be im- 
potent in the matter. So much is gathered from the answer given from the Gov- 
ernment Benches. I ask, what are you going to do with those schools which have 
not agreed to your scheme. Government say they will wait till eternity. They 
even now hope they would comein. I ask, what will you do if they did not. 
There is no plan with Government to enforce that kind of schools to join the 
scheme. That is why [| said the prestige of Government as well as the Education 
Department stand at a low level teday on account of their mability or inefficiency 
to put into practice educational policies which they adumbrated from time to time. 
My fear is whether at last this scheme will ever be implemented. If that is the 
earnest desire on the part of the Education Department as well as the Minister in 
charge of education as well as the Cabinet, that may be made plain to the House. 
If it is not their purpose, then it reveals a deplorable state of affairs. That is what 
1 have to inform in this connection. 


Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: As regards the scheme that is now under considera- 
tion | have expressed myself on more than one occasion before. But the subject 
is so important that until the matter is finally and satisfactorily disposed of, it has to 
be discussed again and again. It is really lamentable that the Government have 
brought themselves to this predicament. There is no denying the fact—whatever 
the Ministers may now say, the scheme was brought in as a comprehensive measure 
under which all the private Secondary Schools should be given aid. This is a 
proposal to help the teachers of such schools. [i was insisted that the pay of the 
teachers should be raised to a satisfactory level, That was the purpose with which 
this scheme was initiated. It was not really an educational reform or anything of 
the kind. This scheme does not touch the educational aspect of the matter at all, 
nothing about thé way in which subjects should be taught. Government thought 
that the pay of the aided school teacher should he increased, rather adequate remu- 
neration should be paid to him. Therefore it was clear that Government intended 
that all the private schools should be brought into the scheme. Fven at the very 
start of the scheme, I remember to have put the question definitely whether this is a 
compulsory scheme. Is this a scheme in which all the schools should come in. 
Yes, that was the ideal, the Government replied. Then I asked, how it will be 
enforced. The reply was that they have not thought about it at that stage. I may 
be excused if I say about Government that this 1s quite an extraordinary thing. No 
Government ever brings forward a scheme which they are not able to implement. 
I say that any scheme must have its necessary sanctions for its enforcement, That is 
how a Government scheme has to be really characterised. But here it is a scheme 
without that kind of sanction. So they are helpless today. Even now Government 
have no idea about the case of schools that have not joined yn the scheme. It is 
still their hope that such schools will come into the scheme gradually. But they are 
not definite about it. I say that no amount of condemnation will be adequate to 
meet this situation, Further condemnation is no good. What are we to do? As 
for myself [ would say, Government should see to it that the teachers of the private 
schools are given adequate remuneration. There I fully agree; There are certain 
rules in the Education Code. Government should have clear ideas about what they 
were doing. ~ Either they should have brought forward a scheme to enforce it on all 
institutions which was net compulsory or allowed the schaols to come in as they 
liked. Government should have made every arrangement in respect of other schools. 
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(Sri. A. Thanu Pillai) 
To me it appears that the teachers should be well paid and there is no denying that 
fact. If all the schools had come into the scheme, there would have been ample 
justification for paying the teachers adequately because 80 per cent of the fee collec- 
tions would have come into the pool. From that all the teachers could have been 
paid. What will happen is, those schools that yielded surplus after meeting their 
expenses naturally will like to stand out of the scheme. Schools which cannot make 
a profit will join the scheme in haste. Whatever it be if the Government have made 
up their mind, they should state definitely their idea of the scheme. As for my 
art, { am not Satisfied with the scheme at all. But T would suggest this much, 
You may allow the private schools to conduct themselves satisfactorily. Teaching 
should be regular and systematic and up to the standard and teachers thereof should 
be paid adequately. Other conditions must be given according to rules. On these: 
terms private schools may be allowed to join. Education as far as possible should 
be completely under the direct state control, so long as Government, allow them to 
conduct themselves properly. But when Government gets a complaint that teachers 
are not well paid, that a school is not properly run or that there is no regular teach- 
ing or that there are strikes, etc., then it is time for Government to step in and 
withdraw recognition, Recognition has to be withdrawn on account of remissness 
or inefficiency on the part of management. It has to be withdrawn because it is a 
matter affecting the running of schools, Government should take care that they 
get enough facilities to run the private schools. ‘The only difficulty now is that they 
have not got enough buildings all over. There should be a law empowering Govern- 
ment to take over buildings in which any private school is housed provided the 
managements fail to comply the terms agreed to by them. . 
I would go further and say that Government should try to enforce its control 
as effectively as possible, and that there should be a law to take over schools when- 
ever such a step Is considered necessary. In fact, 1 suggested this at the very start, 
but the Education Minister would not listen. . 
Sri. Kalathil Velayudban Nayar: Sir, 1 move to reduce the allotment of 
Rs. 9,19,749 for Secondary Education by Re. |. 
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Sri. N. V. Chacko: The present Secondary Education policy of the 
Government has given room for a,lot of complaints and agitations. So far as I was 
able to see, there is little ground for quarrel between the Government and the 
people. It is all a difference between tweedledom and tweedledee. It seems to 
me that the people fear that they cannot trust the Government and that the 
Government are obstinate. There are very few Government High Schools and 
Middle Schools in North Travancore and it is very difficult for private agencies to 
obtain sanction for pening such schools. Liquor shops are opened even when 
they are not wanted. Where a High School was opened with Form IV, Government 
refused sanction for higher classes. We had to woo the Government for better 
orders, I do not know what the policy of the present Wirector is. Government do 
not seem to realise that after all, it is the people that are benefited through schools 
and not the management. Reference may be made to Mahatma Gandhi Memorial 
English High School, Puthenkurisu. I hope that Government would be pleased 
to open Form III from the next academic year and to pay to the people Govern- 
ment’s half share of the cost of the construction of the building for that middle 
school. I believe that the difference between-the people and the Government with 
regard to the Secondary Education question is very little, and that all the agitations 
and quarrels about it can be easily settled bya little good will on the part of the 
people and the communities and also of the Government. The unsettled condition 
about this question affects the welfare and peace of the state in many other 


respects also, 


What everybody in Travancore wishes to see done is that every boy and girl 
should have the liberty and convenience to get the best possible education as cheaply 
as possible in all parts of the state. Every pupil should have the right of educatton 
in any school provided there is accommodation. [ am not speaking against or in 
favour of anybody in particular, I come from a place where there 1s dearth of 

educational facilities and institutions. Anybody coming to open a school there must 
be welcome. 1 do not mind even the devil coming and opening schools there 
provided what is taughtis not devilry. It is immaterial to what caste or creed or 
community or indiy dual or institution a school belongs. Only the education that 


is imparted in such schools must be on accepted and approved lines. The Govern- 
ment have very much to be blamed for the disturbance in the state about education. 
nces as amicably and 


I would therefore request the Government to settle al] differe 
quickly as possible without’ giving room for further complaints and always main- 
taining the high ideals and principles of education. So far as teachers are concerned 
there cannot be any doubt that they should be amply paid. (Bell) 
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Syi. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I move “to reduce the allotment of Rs. 42,95,000 
for direct grants to non-government primary schools-by Re.

I remember correct, it was somewhere in 1945 or early in 1946 that the 
Compulsory Education Act was enacted and enforced inthis country. Provisions 
of that Act were enforced in certain areas of the State. To implement compulsory 
education, schools were constructed and an organisation was also setup. For en- 


forcing the Act there are certain fundamental primary requirements. -_ Enumeration 
of boys of school-going age in those areas has to be made and maintained by a

register by the educational authorities, There rust be an agency to see whether all 
atudentt of the school going age are attending the school or not. There must be an 
agency to closely inspect the schools in the compulsory area to see whether the at- 
tendance is steady, There must be an agency to enforce the penal provisions of the 
Act. Up to 1947 a skeleton agency for all these things was built up in the compul- 
sory areas. Somehow or other, after 1947 or sometime in 1948 the Government 
of this country seems to have felt a kind of nervousness in enforcing the Act. ; Both 
Government and the people were not ina position to repeal the Act or revise the 
whole sch me. - Neither did they openly say that they were not going to enforce the 
Act. The working of the scheme was carried out with little care and interest, and 
the whole organisation built up to enforce the Act was fritteréd away. I do not wish 
to discuss the merits and demerits of the attitude adopted by the Government. What 
| have to say is that as long as that Act is in existence, the duty of the Government 
is to enforce its provisions. | Having adopted an Act and having enforced 
in a particular area it must be implemented by the Government agency. 
[find Sir, theegency built up there, namely attendance committees 
srea are not functioning at present. The Sub-Inspectors appointed to inspect the 
schools in the area are not there, In haste, the whole scheme has been revised and 
lamin a position to cay that the children of the school going age are not 
attending schools now. Now, it is the duty of the Government either to implement 
the provitions of the Act or to scrape it. 1 pray to the popular Government to do 
either the one or the other of the two things 1 mentioned above. My personal 
opinion is that it is the duty of the State to enforce the Compulsory Education Act. 
The first and foremost duty of the State is to educate all the children of the school 
going age in the State. The State has a right to enforce the rules for that purpose. 
The provisions of the Act afford ample scope for the working of the scheme without 
in any way entrenching into the fundamental rights. In an age of democracy, 
compulsory education is one of.the primary needs. Apart from that, the scheme 
was started with a view to enforce it within a period of ten years. It is what we find 
in the directive principles of the constitution itself. Therefore, compulsory 
primary education, néw being enforced in certain parts of the State should be fully 
implemented throughout the State. “A new organisation must be set up. _ I do not 
want to go into how the whole thing was Teft to rot during the last two or three 
Years. 


As a matter of fact, I have told the present Education Minister. how the com- 
pulsory primary educational institutions in the compulsory area are not what they 
should be and how their satisfactory working is a most essential thing. OurMinisters 
are very often touring through out the country and I would only request them to go 
toany compulsory area and ask the villagers there how it was functioning some 
two or three years ago and how it works at present. Unless the Government pay 
more attention, the compulsory education scheme is bound to fail. 


In this connection I may also point out the conditions at Nedumangad, where 
compulsory education was enforced. Even after two or thiee years Adequate 
buildings have not been put up. | was recently told by- one of those gentlemen in 
service, who is responsible for the matter that something is being done this year. 
1 know Sir, it was not adequately done during the last two or three years, 
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Sri. P. S, Natavaja Pillai: Something was being dome. That is what 
I said. For successfully carrying out the scheme, close inspection of the schools 
and proper functioning of the attendance committees is quite essential. The rules 
provide for these things. Even in places where the scheme is being enforced there 
iS not adequate accommodation. I pray, the Education Miaister to be kind enough 
to enquire into the matter and do what is necessary. Unless the authorities are 
prepared to do that, it is better to scrap off the scheme and say “we are not for 
compulsory education by law”. Then they can leave the whole education scheme 
or private initiative. “These are the only alternatives. I once more request Gove 
ernment to enforce the Compulsory Education Act throughout the country so that 
the amount now provided for non-governmental agencies may not find a place in 
some five or six years in the budget. 
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Sri, A. Thanu Pillai: | move “To omit the allotment of Rs. 25,000 for Lump 
Provision for the staff for implementation of Private Secondary Scheme”. Sir, the 
whole attitude of this Government towards the question of education is really 
lamentable, If it is University Education, we see what confusion they have brought 
inthere. [fit is secondary education, we see again in what a mess the whole . 
thing is. When we come to primary education, there too, their achievements are 
more or less on a level with their achievements in the field of secondary and primary 
education. Compulsory education was introduced at first. Then came the Constitu- 
tion *of India which said that in the course of ten years every boy and girl in the - 
whole country should get at least primary education. What was begun here, they 
have practically given up. What 1s it that they did during the last two years? 
There has been no extension of the-scheme and in the answer they gave. it was 
stated that they were going to introduce it in Shencottah and Chittoor, We have 
heard our friends telling us what sort of preparation this Government are making 
or is likely ta make to introduce compulsory primary educaton, That can be seen 
from the way in which they allowed conditions to deteriorate in taluks where 
primary gducation schemes have been enforced, All the arrangements that have 
been made have been given up. Now the scheme is left without any control or 
guidance, and things are getting out of control. Sir, we must see to it that the 
wherewithal is found and the scheme is extended throughout the State. . 

Then, about adult education, They boast about adult education. | 
ask them, what is the meaning of introducing adult education when 
they are not going to extend compulsory primary education for children. 

"We all know that the shift system was introduced because of paucity of funds. 
We thought it's proper to give some kind of education, some knowledge of letters 
and of arithmetic to two-hundred children. It is better to give that to the two- 
hundred children than to educate a° hundred children to a little more satisfactory 
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extent. Now, why was the shift system introduced? If they have enough funds, 
are they going to extend the scheme? They have given up the shift system simply 
to satisfy some’ people. There are schools with shift, schools without that, and 
schools with and without shift. I do not know what they mean by allowing things 
to drag on to an unsettled state. Everything is in confusion. In regard to the shift 
system, I may mention one thing. Recently, I was in Trichur and | came to know 
the way in which the aided primary teachers were being paid. Their monthly ,re- 
muneration according to the Government rates is 50 rupees out of which Rs. 474 
js to-come from the grant and 24 rupees is from the managements. The’ teachers 
whom I saw say: “We are asked to sign for Rs. 50. But the management gives us 
only 474 rupees.” They ask: “Why should we be made parties to this kind of 
fraud?” I too ask the same question. Why do you make them parties to this kind 

of fraud? So long as they continue to allow this private schools which are not pre- 

. pared to spend a pie, this kind of fraud will continue. And so long as this fraud 
continues, our country will not improve. And so long as.our country is not going 
to improve, we know what will happen. Character is the essence of public life. 
Sir, Task you if you continue in this state of affairs, when can we' hope that 
our children will be educated in a manner where character will be formed. 
Let alone other aspects, but the atmosphere of character will be wanting so long as 
this nonsense is allowed. The only remedy is that the Government will have to 
take over all these schools, That is the one: irresistable conclusion. The only 
difficulty in regard to taking over schools is the question of buildings. From the 
next year’s budget ! firtd that provision of Rs. 70 to 80 thousand is given on. 
account of primary school buildings. Our primary education budget is one crore 
and eleven lakhs of Rs. inthe compulsory area there is a lot of complaint about 
the condition of the schools, In other places too there is complaint. What is the 
fun of spending seventy to eighty thousand rupees on this primary school buildings? 
Of course, a larger grant should have been given, and the building should all be. 
improved. They could not all be improved,in a year. We must make it a point to 
spend ten lakhs annually on buildings for primary education: ‘Then we will be able 
to have all the schools owned by the Government and private management eliminat- 
ed, except, of course, if necessary, in the case of certain groups who may require 
schools for their children. All the confusion that is made by the present Ministry 
or the previous Ministry in the fteld of compulsory primary education must be 
Wied out and we must go back to the old arrangement if any progress is really to 

made. 


Sir, [ am against these lumpsum allotments. A lumpsum allotment means 
nothing. I have just to say a word. Last year there was a lumpsum allotment of 
twenty-five lakhs or so for secondary education. Then we asked the Minister how 
he was going to spend that. Of course, no satisfactory answer was forthcoming. 
There is the Congress Party with a majority in the House. And they passed the 
provision for the lumpsum allotment not only for that but for ever somany other 
things. What is it that has happened? It was that provision of twenty lakhs 
lumpsum allotment that landed us in difficulties in regard to secondary aided private 
schools. The Minister without consulting this House introduced his own scheme 
and you will remember, Sir, that ultimately a token 1notion was brought here, and 
that the day after he had introduced the scheme: -1 remember to have raised that 
objection even then. :

L also move “to omit the allotment of Rs. 6,00,000 for lump provision for 
unification of scales of pay”. 1 find six lakhs of rupees lumpsum provision for the 
unification of pay. It is not a small amount either: Six lakhs are to be spent by 
the Government as they like. They are not telling us how they are going to-unify 
the scales and what the scales of pay will be after unification. Nothing is told. 
Where is the difficulty? Could they have not prepared the scheme?

Then there is 
the Chief Secretary who is also, I think. from outside. [ do not know whether he 
belongs to Cochin, Anyway.... 


Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: Trichur. 


Sri, A. Thanu Pillai: Anyway he was not in our service. He came from 
outside. He is not able to do this. Heis asenior [. C.S. officer. Yet, now they 
are bringing in somebody from outside. tis a disgrace. Mention was made here 
of the existence of the Public Service Commission. The Public Service Commis- 
sion 1s supposed to be a very high authority, so high that absolutely no suspicion 
need be entertained about their character and equipment. What is the fun of 
bringing in somebedy from outside? I, for one, Sir, am definitely against that. We 
must be able to manage our own affairs, and-we should not depend upon outsiders. 
1 can understand that for an extraordinary occassion, say, for example, some 
particular thing for which our people are not qualified—technical things—such men 
could be entertained.

° Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni: Sir, a point of order. Is it right for an hon’ble 

Member to‘say that another hon’ble Member is lacking in a sense of proportion 
and all that? Mr. Tampi said he is Jacking in.sense and he cannot understand 
things. : 

"Mr. Speaker: It is not unparliamentary. What is humour to one need not 
be that to another. ; 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Let the Government come and tell us how they are 
proposing to spend the six lakhs of rupees. As I already mentioned in this House, 
it is about Rs, 50 lakhs toa crore that they have set apart as a lump sum provision 
for unification of pay and integration of services under various departments. It is 
a very large amount for a budget of this kind. It is really objectionable. Let them 
tell us how they are going to spend this money. I have a suggestion in this regard. 

Why not make a supplementary demand ? Where is the hurry? Where is the 
person to dé this? Is he coming from Calcutta or Punjab? We do not know 
from where he is coming. Now, that man should be able to find out and he must 
take the necessary decisions. Or, let them make a supplementary demand. I think 
the other party including the Congress party—Mr. Tampi included—will agree with 
this proposal. After all, we may find at the end of the year that the money is not 
spent. We want money for other useful purposes. Therefore, I object to this 
allotment.

The formation of the Textbook Committee, the way in which it works, the 
way in which books are prescribed and the way in which they were accepted and 
rejected—all these were subject to much comment and criticism last year‘in this 
House and outside, Now, | have to make certain definite suggestions in regard to 
the textbooks, Six, conzidering the all-important nature of education, we should 
try to make it as cheap as possible. We say primary education is free. Where we 
have given relief to a student to an extent of four chuckrams or seven chuckrams by 
way of monthly fee, what is the amount that. he has to spend in the purchase of 
books that are prescribed > That is not a small matter. A poor man with three 
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or four or sometimes six or seven chitdren at school finds it really difftult to get 
these books for them. That is a main item of expenditure in eny household 
nowadays. Therefore, the first consideration should be that textbooks should be 
made as cheap as possible, Our textbook writers make money in the inverse ratio 
to the work they put into the book they write. For instance, suppose it is a book 
for the first class, the writer makes Rs. 50,000. If it is a book for the second class ; 
probably the amount comes to Rs. 30,000. If it is for the third class, Rs, 25,000 
and if it is the fourth class, Re. 20,000 and so on. That way it goes, in the reverse 
Girection, Now, we know, Siz, a lot of amount has been spent in writing these 
beoks, But all this money comes from children those children are really very very 
®oor. Therefore, this system of prescribing books written by writers and then 
allowing them to sell those books and make enormous fortune,—I am not against - 
anybody making reasonable profits—should be stopped. .I am against anybody 
making unduly large fortunes for other reasons. One suggestion that | would make 
to the Government is this. In the Case of these textbooks, having accepted a book. 
as a proper textbook or having prescribed it, Government should purchase the right 
at a reasonable price. Take, for instance, at extbook for the first class: Why 
should the writer get more than Rs. 500 ora thousand or 2,000 rupees ? Pay the 
money and get the right. Then publish it as a Government publication, and sell it as 
cheap as possible, and Government should not think of making any profit 
whatsoever. 1 find somewhere that Government expect to make a profit even by 
the sale of their textbooks. Beyond the actual cost they should not make a pie. 
If that is done, a lot of relief can well be given to the poor students; and nobody is 
harmed. A man who writes a book for the first or second class and then tries to 
influence the Minister or the prescribing authority—I do not say who— creates a lot 
of scandal. A lot of scandal was there about this matter last year also. Of course, - 
there have been certain scandals in previous years also. Anyway, apart from all that - 
at least from this point of view, this should be done. [do not know whethere - 
Government will be able to do this this year itself. They must prescribe the books, 
purchase them and get hem. printed and sell them. | think this suggestion is a very 
wholesome one and quite practicable. If there are no presses, which will not be 
able to take up the work; they may engage other presses, because if they do. this 
now, a large number of presses will be without work from this textbook season. 
So, there will be absolutely no difficulty. That may be done in respect of all the 
books—books outside the field of Government publications already exist. 


The next thing is, whatever the book, the price. should be as low as possible. 
Last year, there was a lot of complaint about it. It appears there was a’textbook 
committee. There were certain sections, a big text book committee, then a smaller 
textbook committee and eventually a committee of three, and then the Minister. 
Sir, 1 thoroughly disapprove of the idea that a Minister should be personally 
prescribing textbooks. Last year, the impression that I got from al! that was this; 
it was published in the papers and the impression I got was that the Minister was 
the deciding authority, Sir, theoretically the Government may do it, but I don’t 
agree that practically the Government should do the whole thing. It must-be entrus- 
ted to.a set of honest, well-equipped persons. That was the practice in olden days. 

I do not know whether the textbook committee has already been 
formed for the coming year. If it has not been, is it not amistake? Is it not 
time? The schools will reopen early in Edavom. The Committee itself has not 
been constituted. The books already written have to be gone into carefully before 
they are approved and printed. The result will be that books will not be made 
available for half of the year. Every year there is the complaint that even till halt 
the year is over, books are not available. That is going to happen this time also. 
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We have’only two months. What did the Government ‘do till now? Why did they 
sleep over the matter till now? They should have constituted a Committee sufficiently 
early. They should “have prescribed that and my suggestion is to implement that, 
Government should purchase the copyright and print the books themselves, For that . 
competent men are wanted. By doing so, there will not be any room for any com- 
plaint. Last year there: was an officer in the Text Book Committee. He was also 
in charge of administrative work relating to the prescription of text books. He 
himself was a publisher of a certain book which was prescribed. There was the 
scandal about that matter. So I say things were not as clean as they ought to be. 
A Text Book Committee member should not deal with his own book. Nothing 
about the work of the committee should be known outside. That aspect should be 
made clear. An officer of the Text Book Committee should not be present to see 
that his book is also prescribed,. Let us therefore begin with cleanness at least in 
the Education Department. I think what [ have suggested will be taken note of by 
Government. Hence I move the motion. - 


Mr. Speaker: From the agenda it will be seen that there is a discussion

Minister ‘for Education, Food and Labour (Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai): | 
move for a grant of Rs. 1,31,78,200 under Demand XXXIII Transport Schemes, 


Minister for Law, Finance and Revenue (Sri. A. J. John): I second it. 
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Sri. P.S, Nataraja Pillai: Sir, the budget presented for this department 
anticipates a net profit of 20 lakhs of rupees. Sir, this Government has invested 
something like 76 lakhs of rupees in this concern and they are expecting a profit of 
20 lakhs of rupees which, if calculated, will work up to something like 30 per cent. 
From the Annual Report of the department for 1124 it is seen that this Government 
have made a profit of 56 per cent. The investment for 1124 was Rs. 46 lakhs and 
- in the course of the last two years an additional investment to the tune of 26 lakhs 
of rupees was made and the profit expected is somewhere near 30 per cent this year. 
Sir, if you compare the nationalised transport departments working in other States 
like U. P., you will find that with an investment of 3 crores of rupees the profit they 
make is only 19 lakhs and it works out to 6°6 percent. In Hyderabad with an 
investment of 44 crores of rupees the profit they get is only Rs. 15 to 20 lakhs and 
it comes to somewhere near § per cent. But the Travancore Government wants to 
make 36 to 50 per cent profit on their investment, I cite these Ggures to shaw 
the motive behind this Government to nationalise such concerns. How is this 
abnormal profit is secured? It is secured only by one method, the most inhuman 
method any capitalist can think of, thatis by overloading the vehicles to the 
maximum extent, ignoring that the travellers are human beings, with an utter want 
of human sensibility on the part of the authorities concerned. They. overload the 
buses to such an extent that the travellers are forced to suffocate and swoon. That 
is thesystem under which they earn. The other aspect is the sweated labour. 
Without adequate payment to the labour, without doing adequate welfare work for 
the labour, without providing any amenities for them, but at the same time putting 
every sort of hardship and trouble on the travelling public they are making this 
abnormal profit. I wish to ask Government in all seriousness and humility, have 
they got human feelings? One effect of this aspect of working should be under- 
stood. There is the Motor Vehicles Act, and the Rules for overloading. Are they 
observing those regulations and rules in the matter of overloading? When the 
law makers themselves break ihe law how can they expect the people to abide by 
law. In this case, thay are actually setting an example for law breaking. If you 
travel throughout India, why, even in the adjoining State pf Madras private buses do 
not overload. I challenge any hon’ble Member to contradict this statement. If 
they overload they are within the clutches of Jaw and they do it at their peril. In 
Madras City the standing space they allow in a busis only for 10 persons. A bus 
carrying 32 passengers can take 10 more people as overload. What is the number of 
people we take in a Government Transport bus. In a bus which has a sitting capacity 
for 28 persons they pack 100 to 120 passengers. If that is going to be challenged, 
the Government figures reveal it, Abus with a seating capacity for 28 passengers 
can carn only 13 chuckrams per mile of travel according to schedule rate. What js the 
average earning per mile of our transport buses? It ranges between 28 to 10 chuck- 
rams, This shows that the buses carry 24 times the allowed number of passengers. 
This is overloading with a vengence. Therefore, it is not’a question of the Goven- 
ment or the department being unaware of the fact. The Government abet the 
offence agsinst the Act and the department commits it. The Government have 
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asked the department to overload their vehicles to the maximum capacity. It is 
nol due to want of knowledge or realisation of the difficultics experienced by the 
iravelling public but it is due to utter callousnese on the part of the Government 
that such overloading takes place in the transport buses. I think that Government 
will have to revise theit policy as early as possible. a 

Sir, in 1949, ata Conference of the Ministers of all the States held in 
Delhi a resolution was unanimously accepted that the profits from the nation- 
alised transport services should not exceed 4} percent. If that kind of limit 
is Axed there, I fully realise the necessity for fixing up a target percentage of profit. 
Suppose we also put up a percentage like that say 44 percent. Tf we run the buses 
on that basis, this overloading will be limited, It is on account of the inordinate 
desire for money on the part of the Government that they allow this sort of over- 
loading. In this connection, Sir, [ should like to sound anote of warning to the _ 
Treasuary Benches. They are allocating 5 lakhs of rupees for the maintenance of 
bus routes under the P. W.D. and hope to charge it to working charges. I can 
understand why that has been done. But I do warn the Government that that kind 
of accounting may not help them in the least. The department may be responsible 
for the maintenance of bus routes. But as a matter of fact that amount cannot be 
charged to the Transport Department alone. The department never opens a road 
or uses a road exclusively itis not incumbent on that department to maintain by 
itseli a road. The present Government perhaps may be thinking that by adjusting 
accounts they can tide over prospective difficulties. But this sort of adjustment 
will not help them. So, Sir, it is better to limit the profits in this concern and give 
all amenities to. the travelling public. As far as- possible, limit the profits to 44 
per cent or say, 6 per cent, limit overloading, run the services more 
efficiently and give adequate facilities to the ‘travelling public, With these words 
| support the motion.

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, one will be perfectly justified if one characterises 
the Government in respect of its activitics in connection with the Transport 
department as far worse than any unscrupulous capitalist. Sir, the Transport ser~ 
vices can be run properly only if Government pay attention to a number of impor- 
tant factors, There must le enough buses. There must be enough workers. “The * 
workers should be properly paid. The conditiéns of service should be reason’able. 
Now, is there any one of these conditions that hasbeen satisfied and is there any 
geruine attempt on the part of the Government to satisfy these conditions? One has 
to say ‘No’, definitely ‘No’. 1 can understand the times when buses would not be 
available. ‘That was some time ago. A few days ago, the Minister in charge told 
me in answer to a question that enough buses arenow available. Then, how can 
they justify this shortage? We have heard a good deal about the paucity of accom- 
‘modation in these buses and there has been absolutely no exaggeration in what has 
been stated here. However much Mr. Balakrishnan Tampi may defend the Gov- 
emment he is not going to succeed, , a 

As for overloading, it is not a few more persons that are admitted over and 
above the actual seats available, but the Government themselves have distinctly 
allowed by their written instructions 50 % more than the seating capacity. If it is 
a bus to carry twenty-eight passengers, fourteen persons more are allowed by the 
Government, But is it after all this extent of overloading that we find? In every 
bus that is intended to carry twenty-eight passengers we find over a hundred 
passengers. That is the real fact today. How can this barbarous arrangement be 
justified? How long are we going to tolerate this, is the question, He told me that 
a hundred more buses will be needed if we are going to do away with overloading. 
Then, why not get the buses? Is it paucity of funds? Is it non-availability of 
_ buses? ‘Then, what is the justification? It is irresponsibility. of the worst type 
Sir, the difficulties caused on account of overloading are very great. We hearaa 
great deal about the suffering to the travelling ptblic., Sir, from another aspect it 
gives a lot of trouble tor the workers. « . : 

Now, a conductor in a bus with a seating capacity of twenty-cight but with a 
hundred passengers cannot be expected to discharge his duties satisfactorily. If he 
omits to issue a ticket toa passenger, he is booked without even being asked to 
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(Sri, Ae Thanu Pillai] / ; 
explain. That is what is happening in the department. I have occasion to know 
at close quarters the conditions under which the workers are now working. The 
Minister in charge of the department recently told usin answer to a question that 

' the present Director was put in charge of the department with a view to see that 
the workers, are made efficient, Sir, both the Minister and the officer concerned _ 
have failed, The present Director if at all is not just the man who ‘should be 
allowed to deal with problems affecting labour. . 

I make this statement definitely because | have had occasion to know some 
details of the way in which the workers in the department are being dealt with by 
the present Director. If it is a question of punishment, no explanation is asked for, 
Somebody reports something. The man goes to the Workspot in the morning and 
then he is told. ‘No; you need not attend to your work.’ He is suspended. No - 
explanation is called for. No opportunity, either, is given to explain. There is no 
code, there is no set of rules regulating the work of these employees. There is 

_ absolutely no rule. Everything is done in the most arbitrary manner, That is what 
is now obtaining there. So, the conductors find it very difficult to work, 

Then, Sir, the drivers are also in the same predicament. There have been 
cases of very serious accidents-because of this overloading. A bus with 70 or 80 
or 180 passengers cannot of course accommodate more, and the conductor has to 
stand on the footboard, and very often it happens that the conductor is badly hit. 
There was a recent case somewhere in Nedumangad taluk where a young conduc- 
tor died. He lost his life because he was standing on the footboard. There was no 

“accommodation for him inside. The bus hit against something, the man fell down 
and died. There have been cases like that. It may be a small thing from the point 

* of view of the department and the Government, but these are very very serious 
matters if we look at them from thé point of view of the workers. That is how 
things are managed in respect of overloading, seating capacity, purchases of buses, 
and so on, 

In regard to the purchases of buses, we heard a good deal of condemnation. J 
am told that when they purchased 25 buses, a good number of them will have to be 
split up, broken up, so that the spare parts may be found for the other running 
buses. They get down buses for which spare-parts are not available, - [t may be | 
the International Truck, it may be the Austin Diesel, etc, If they get 23 buses, 7 
or 8 are broken up and dismantled, so that spate-parts are taken from them for the 
other running buses which need such parts. © What is the cause of their tenderness 
to get these buses, the spare-parts for which are not available? That is how things 
are being mismanaged... oe 

We heard a good deal about the corruption of the Ex-Minister for Tyansport. 
What have they done in regard to that? There was a serious allegation, riade by 
a member of the ruling party who finds her seat inthe ruling party benches even 
today? Why not make an enquiry? Of course, somebody said somewhere that it 
is left to the Hon'ble Minister, after he has laid down his office, to prosecute that 
lady. -When a serious charge is made against the Government, the Government 
ought to institute an open impartial enquiry. They have not done so, . 

Since I have not got much time, I shall proceed to say something about the 
conditions of service of the workers. Sir, a statement was made here—more than 
one statement, in fact—about the remunération given to. the transport employees, 
It is atale really of woe, We. find, comparing the remuneration given to the 
employees here withe the remuneration given elsewhere, that in most cases. 
drivers, conductors and fitters—the maximum pay that an employee here gets is far 
lower than the minimum pay that is paid fora similar worker in Hyderabad, 
Bombay and in other places, Sir, a driver’s maximum pay is Rs. 75 here, In 
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Hyderabad, it is Rs. 70 to 112, A conductor's pay here is Rs. 20~45. In 
Hyderabad, it is Rs. 42—75. -A fitter gets here Rs. 20—45 in different grades. 
In Hyderabad, it is Rs, 64—-150,  - ; 


Mr. Speaker: The meinber has exceeded his time. 
Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: I shall finish soon, Sir. Over and above this, very 


satisfactory and liberal allowances are also paid to workers in Bombay and Hyderabad 
and other places. Here, the remuneration is very scanty. The conditions of service 
are difhcult. The way im which the department deals with the workers is anything 
but just or kind. .. 


Then, Sir, let us look to other conditions of work here. The normal rule is 
that a man works for 7 or 8 hours aday and when he has done his share of the 
work for two days, he gets leisure for another day. That is to say, if he works 
from this noon to tomorrow noon, then he must appear for work only the day after 
that noon. But here, Sir, practically no worker, either driver or conductor, gets 
any leisure at all. It may be said they are paid for their overtime work. Even 
then, the rates of pay for overtime work are low. But, whatever be the rates, men 
must have leisure. They have not got enough number of men; enough employees: 
neither enough drivers nor enough conductors. . The result is that the workers are 
compelled to werk continuously from today noon to. tomorrow noon, then again from 
tomorrow. noon to the next day noon and so on. (Bell). They were allowed a 
day's rest after six days work or a week’s work. Of course a week means six dajs 
active work. Recently the Director passed an order cancelling that. I personally 


referred to the Minister to this aspect, and then I think it was recently cancelled. . 


So, the point is, there should be enough workmen. They are also human_ beings 
and you find, Sir, that the driver's work and the conductor's work is really hard 
work, particularly in the conditions in which they have to work to-day. So, what 
is the meaning, of not allowing them rest? 1 know, Sir, personally that a good 
number of employees of this department are suffering from tuberculosis, bloo 
pressure and similar diseases, and it is believed by the workers that it is because of 
the overwork to which they are subject. Why not appoint the requisite number of 
workmen? Why not haye enough conductors, enough drivers >. Is it difficult in our 
State to have a sufficient number of workers for this department 2 No, the Gov~ 
ernment wants to make money, and to show large profits. 


e 

Again, Sir, about their profit, it is really scandalous that they are making 35 to 
50 per cet on the. investment as profits. When are we going to do away with this 
nonsense, [ ask, How can any Government justify itself that by running a service 
of this kind they are making a profit of over, say, 56 per cent? Somebody gloats 
over that figure, and says, “We made a profit in the year 1124, of 56 per cent on 
our investments”. Can there be anything nore scandalous, f ask. They must cut 
down their profits, Deliberately they make their profits by not running enough 
buses, by abominable overcrowding, by not paying the workers well. All these 
things must be attended to.- — . ° 


Then, again, Sir, the workers arc submitted to all manner of harassment. 1 
refer to one small fact, A number of day-rate workers, that is those who are paid 
for the day they work, even though their pay is disbursed in a weék—have been 
transferred from Trivandrum to places like Alleppey, Nagercoil and Ernakulam. 
Why, I ask ? A poorly paid person making a rupee or a rupee and a half a day, why 
should he be transferred from here to Alleppey and other distant places? What is 
the principle underlying that 2? The only principle, | have been able to gather, Sir, 
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[Sri A. Thanw Pillai | 
is that these persons who are thus transferred and harassed, these persons who are 
unk jndly and unjustly dealt with, are members -of the Non-pension able Employees 
Union. «They are active workers of that Union, and that is being discouraged and 
disc untenanced by the present Director. I want to give a warning to the Govern- 
ment, ‘This is not the way to deal with labour that they employ. Do not try to 
stifle the Union. They have allowed a Union, and that Union must be allowed to 
function properly, and if the Union is allowed to function properly, if the. workers 
-are dealt with reasonably well, then the department need not be anxious of any- 
trouble from that quarter. But on the other hand, if the department deals in such a 
way that their methods create discontent, create resentment in their minds, then the 
results will certainly be unhappy. The Director should take a lession from that, and 
ihe Minister too. The police methods are not thd methods that are wanted. When the 
Government are the employers they ought to set an example to other employers. 
The Government ought not to take lessons from the worst capitalist, the worst 
employers in the land. With these words, | support the motion, moved by. 
Sri. Gopala Panikkar. - oO 


Sri, P. Balakrishnan Tampi: On the eve of the general clection, I do not 
want to be severe with any. other person nor my party by neglecting the cause of 
labour. I am also of the view that as far as possible increased wages should be 
given to the labourcrs and that greater amenities should be given to the travelling 
public. Indeed, I would have gone to the extent of saying, but for my sense of 
résponsibility, that the fare system also should be abolished and thus making it free 
travel for every noble citizen of this grcat State of Travancore-Cochin. But, Sir, 
Lam coming to the point of reality. [ am ‘one of those who opposed very vigorously. 
the introduction of the transport system, when in those politically dark days every 
man thought it a very virtuous thing to oppose the introduction of the system. 
But I am glad that I have lived long enough to see that this system is followed now 
by every modern State—this policy of. nationalismg the transport system, Now 
that we have nationalized it, we have to see it from another point of view altogether. 
Every citizen must fecl that every pie spent on the Transport Department goes to 
the State to advancing our ambitious educational programme, our road transport 
programme and many other great schemes that the Government have in view. 
cannot understand the epposition members speaking with characteristic gencrosity 
about giving higher salaries to the workers of the department. But as responsible 
men, as realists, as men who believe in the republican order of things, do we 

« honestly believe that it is a very unvirtuous.thing, that it is a very scandalous thing— 
as Mr. Thanu Pillai said—to earn rich dividends on our outlay on ffansport ? 
Another point of view has to be developed. True there are’ certain inconveniences, 
In which part of the world is there any convenience for travel in the rush hours ?- 
People who have gone to the west, to London or New York, say.that during the 
mornings, the afternoons and evenings, all public conveyances—whether tubes, or 
railways or buses~are crowded in all parts of the world, Is it possible to send a 
transport bus by [0 o'clock for my upcountry, esteemed schoolmaster friend to go 
for a marriage at Nedumangad and back 2 (Laughter) - If he wants to be there at a 
particular time of the day, he should go to*that place the previous evening. For 
the simple fact that there are half a dozen “kalyan” or marriage parties coming off 
at a particular place, is it for the Government to release all their transport buses ? 
In the rush hours, Government should not blush to say that it will be a little crowded, 
because when you reduce the overcrowding, you increase the operational charges. 
When you increase the operational charges, we have to increase the fares. There- 
fore, for the sake of the poor and the downtrodden for whom Mr. N. K. Krishna 
Pillai spoke with obvious hesitancy and Mr. Thanu Pillai spoke with unabashed 
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eloquence, I say let us have a little overcrowding which, as I said, could not be 
helped especially during peak hours of the day. Otherwise, the Government, may 
be compelled to increase the farés. Ido not for a moment say that there may be’ 
avoidable wrongs. The department may be asked to be a little more just. There 
may be avoidable delays, but when all is said against the transport services, there 
may be unexpected breakdowns. Now, I ask, where in the world is there a bus 
system without a breakdown >. Do hon’ble Members patriotically say that the buses 
costing Rs. 30,000 or $0 should be left to the casual engineering skill of a war- 
returned motor driver? Generally, a citizen travelling in an ordinary bus should 
beforehand have calculated for an expenditure five or six times the necessary ex- 
pense. That is one of the incidences of travel. What is the harm? Therefore, 
Tsay, the matter should not be exaggerated. I am one of those who always travel 


‘perhaps, more frequently than many other hon’ble Members. I know the incon- 


veniences. Sometimes, there may be unexpected breakdowns. There may be 
irritations on the way. -After all, people are getting democratic, and the M.L.A.’s 
cannot be given the precedence which they might get in. private buses. We will 
have to folerate the little inconveniences that we are put to, because I know the 
service is run by the State for the eventual good of the State as a whole. 

_ From another point of view, also from the security point of view 
these buses are absolutely essential. On the whole, as fatas the average 
man is concerned, the transport bus is a very acceptable thing, I am 
glad that the socialist friends did not emphasise that aspect of the matter: In 
fact, it was the anti-socialist, democratic congressites who found fault with the 
department. I was also pleasantly surprised to see that_a member of another 
socialist body——I do not know whether the Democratic Socialist or the Indian 
Socialist Party —stating that the State should give up this transport scheme becatse 
private capitalists would do it better.

_ Sir, in answer to a question put to the hon'ble Minister sometime back it was 
stated that an amount of Rs. 3,000 is being spent on payment of rent to buildings 
hired by Government for housing Government offices. From that I am inclined to 
think that this amount of Rs. 3,000 that is being disbursed for the payment of rent 
could be saved if only proper accommodation is available for housing Government 
offices. So, I wish to draw the attention of Government that while such large 
amounts are being spent for paying rent for housing Government offices, it should 
be the policy of Government to construct as many Government buildings as possible 
to accommodate these offices so that this unnecessary expenditure may be avoided. 
If Lremember correct ‘at Alleppey an amount of several thousands Rupees is 
being spent’ on the payment of rent. I do not know the total amount spent on this 
account for the whole State. But the amount purse be a large one. In that 
case it is really necessary that the Government should have a scheme before 
them for this purpose. Even now there are ‘very many offices housed in private 
buildings, . 


Sir, now I wish to draw the attention of the House to another motion ‘sent in 
by me, viz,. Motion No. 12, in the list, which refers to the provision for communi- 
cations. There is now a general cry for providing more and more means of com- 
munication from all parts of the State. But I am particularly interested in the 
taluks, viz, Ambalapuzha and Shertallai. “ It does not require any special 
emphasis that more roads are necessary in these taluks as the whole 
region isa sandy one. The existing means of commumications. ate very meagre and 
scanty. Of late there has been very’ substantial improvement in the condition of 
the roads there. Iremember the hon’ble Minister once telling me that so far. as 
the roads in Ambalapuzha and Shertallai are concerned that there has been sub- 
stantial increase in the length of mileage in recent years. But I should say that 
even with all these additions of new roads it does not satisfy the need. And, 
should also bring to the attention of Government that many of these new roads are 
unfit for vehicular traffic because of the absence of bridges and culverts. Whar is 
the use of laying disconnected roads > Wherever there is need for a bridge ora 
culvert the road stops, These bridges and culverts are yet to be constructed. In 
this connection | may point out that one road, that is, Shertallai-Thanneermukkam 
road needsa bridge at Kattachirai. The present bridge is unfit for traffic. What 
Is the use of saying that so many miles of road have been built, so long as there is 
this bridge remaining unbuilt. To quote another instance, in Shertallai, there is a - 
coastal road from Aruthunkal to Mararikulam. This road was laid in 1122, In 
spite of repeated representations of people it was not constructed but when the 
communist disturbance arose in 1122, to safeguard the interests of the people this 
road was built. But without bridges ‘there is no use with these roads. Three 
bridges have to be built on this Arathunkal—Mararikulam road. 
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[Sri. Eapen Arackel]. 

Sir, another matter which 1 want to bring to the attention of the Government 
is that though there was an assurahce given by Government that the: roads in the 
Alleppey town would be tarred, nothing has been done so far, and 1 do not know 
the total length of the road that is going to be tarred there. It appears that some 
preliminary work has been started, Unlike other towns in the State Alleppey bears 
its importance as a commercial centre. But if we look at other towns, say, Kottayam 
or Quilon, not to speak of Trivandrum, these towns are provided with more tarred 
roads than what Alleppey has. I need not impress upon the Government the 
importance of the tarred ‘roads. ; 

Now, Sir, there is another point also. People are willing to surrender their 
lands for building new roads. We require small roads, by-roads and cross roads, 
Representations after representations were submitted to this House and Government 
for the construction of these roads, and they invariably fall on flat ears and nothing 
is being done in the matter. Sir, it would be argued that it is not possible all on a 
sudden to provide roads everywhere. But when a demand for a road is backed by 
public opinion, recommended by the hon’ble Members of this House and the Roads 
Committee, let us have the satisfaction of seeing the Government taking up the 
matter and doing the needful for including the same in the budget. This is rather 
deplorable, Sir. | think that the Government will give their earnest attention and 
consideration to these popular demands as early as possible. 

Sri. A. K. Patchu Pillai; Sir, | move to reduce the allotment of Rs. 43,40,300 
for Communications by Rupee |, ; ; 
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Sahib Bahadoor Sri. A. K. Kunjumoideen: Sir I move “To reduce the 
allotment ofRupees 13,600 for pay of establishment, canal and backwater navigation 
by Rupee 1,” ; 
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Syi.P, S. Nataraja Pillai. Sir, I move, 

“To reduce the allotment of Rs. 53,14,000 for Establishment by Re. 1°". 

Sir, I tabled this motion to point out the work of the Department. As far as 
I see, Sir, the efficiency of the Department has gone down very much recently. 
The standard of work that is being done by this department has fallen. Whether 
you take original works or communications, the same is the case. Sir, I would 
illustrate it by the abnormal, inordinate delay in the Perinchani Dam works and 
the very frequent changes of the site of the dam by the department itself. Sir, the 
knowledge of engineering has advanced so much, and yet, the efficiency of the 
department has so fallen that after beginning a dam work, they are forced to change 
the site itself. They may say it is done according to the advice of experts. In 
' the case of capital works of that kind, if the department is anxious to keep up’ its 
reputation, it should be alert, when launching into a scheme of that type they should 
do it after having taken the very best expert advice possible. Even now, in connect- 
ion with the Perinchani scheme, I may say that there are very patent, and open 
allegations about the way in which the work is being done. It must naturally have 
come to the notice of the Government and [ would seriously ask whether the Govern- 
ment have taken any steps to enquire into the matter, whether anything has been 
done on those lines. ; 

My Hon’ble friend, Mr. Thaliath, pointed out in this House that in connection 
with the lift irrigation scheme, the channels are so constructed that they will not take 
sufficient quantity of water over the area which they-are intended to feed. I defini- 
tely remember to have seen in the newspapers of serious allegations against the way 
the construction of bunds in North Travencore for lift irrgation. Serious 
allegations have been made, and there is an open talk in the country that the work 
has not been done with sufficient care and attention. Everything was rushed through 
without adequate investigation. and proper supervision was not done. So, the work 
done is shabby. — 

The same is the case, Sir, as-far as buildings are concerned, which I had 
occasion to know personally. Some two years ago, Sir, a fish curing yard was built 
under the University scheme at Cape Comorin. I was then staying at Cape Comorin, 
when after having tiled the building, the building camedown. I went to the spot and 
saw it. That is the efhciency with which the P.W.D. is supervising the construct- 
ion of Government buildings. I know it personnlly the building fell down due to 


faulty construction. It was a construction under the University Extension Scheme. 
» 
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Take, next, the case of roads and communications. Previously, when a 
portion of a road was remetalled, at least for the next two or three years, at least, 
for the next two years definitely, it did not require remetalling. What is the case 
now, Sir? If a road is remetalled now, at least within the next two months if not 
within the next one month, it is damaged. No water is poured onit. No care is 
bestowed onit. There is not the attention and the supervision which we used to 
have in these works by the higher officers of the department in the olden days. {t 
is left now to the contractor. There is also a maistry who is paid for it, I am 
sorry to say that the work is done so shabbily that the remetalling has to be done 
again within a period of the next two months. This has come to my personal 
knowledge, and I hope it would have come to the: knowledge of other members of 
this House also. When old roads are remetalled, it goes into repair within a short 


"period of six to eight months. Not only that. Take the case of the concrete road 


to Cape. There ts a portion which is not cemented. Sir, six months ago, repairs 
were done there. Now, you go there. The whole road is full of ruts and holes 
again. The repair was done so shabbily. No officer has yet had the sense of res~ 
ponsibility or sincerity to supervise it. After spending the money, the money is 
really wasted. That is my case. The efficiency of the department has fallen. Its 
morale must be improved. In spite of the higher advantages and greater technical 
knowledge that are available, better type of men, men with expert knowledge, men 
with better character are not recruited and the efficiency of the department has 
fallen very low. 

Next, Sir, when the efficiency of the department has fallen so low, the over- 
head charges have gone up abnormally. J willillustrate it. In the budget for 
1945—46, page 243, the works amounted to Rs. 73°38 lakhs, Establishment, with 
Direction comes to Rs. 7'52 lakhs. That is, it works something like 10 per cent on 
the Works. This refers only to Travancore. There the establishment charges came 
only to 10 per cent of the amount allotted for works. What is the case now? 
Under “Buildings, Works, Miscellaneous and Repairs,” we have Rs. 138°39 lakhs 
Establishment Charges come to Rs. 53°14 lakhs. This would work up to 38°4 per 
cent. Sir, I have excluded “Tools, Plants, Suspense Accounts and Grant-in-Aid” 
in this year’s budget, and J have left out “Tools, Plants and Suspense Accounts” in 
the 1945—46 budget. 

Sri. C. Kesavan: May I correct you. Item (e) at page 194 of the present 
budget includes a lump sum allotment of Rs. 30 lakhs provided under “Civil Works, 
(e) Establishment; " as item (vii), at page 196. So, there is only a sum of | 
Rs. 23 lakhs, 

Sri. P. S. Natarvaja Pillai: 30 lakhs are included for what ? 

Syi. C. Kesavan. Under ‘‘50. Civil works (e) Establishment, (vi?) Lump 
sum contribution for works charged to other funds, etc.” Rs, 30,47,000. 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillais Jt may be so. But on the face of figures 
available on page 194 of the Budget, itis not so. At any rate that proportion 
must be worked by the hon’ble-Member. 

I would make the position clear. When you compare the amount provided 
under staff and establishment and for the ‘works’ the proportion works out to a higher 
figure during recent years than in previous years. Even with the deduction claimed 
by the Hon’ble Minister, the proportion is higher than in 1945—46, At the 
same time I want to make one position very clear. Efficiency of the department has 
fallen so low that roads even after maintenance are not fit for use. Same is the case 
with respect to building works. The construction of building is so shabby that it 
lacks supervision and contrél from-a superior officer to the extent it ought to. 
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{Sri. P, S, Nataraja Pillai} 
have to repeat what | have said about the Perunchani scheme and lift irrigation 
schemes in that not useful work in done by the department from the point of utility 
to the puplic. 

A word about new roads which the department takes up now and then. When 
any original work is taken up, that must be completed and made fit for use. I ask, 
what is the use of spending funds on a particular original, work in sections and leay- 
ing it unuseable after some time. What I mean is this. Suppose Rs. 30,000 
ig spent on a particular work say in making a road. Without making culverts to it 
a sum to the tune of 10 thousand might have been spent. After that it is left un- 
cared for. What 1 say is, unless that particular work is completed, it is no good 
spending amounts on it. If a work is attended to, it must be done continuously 
and finished, Budget provision should be made for completing it. Roads are 
being taken up in a haphazard manner every year, some money is spent 
on them and left unfinished on account of pressure being brought to bear 
upon the Government for not proceeding with it. I know of instances of such 
roads in the taluks of Nedumangad and Trivandrum where some money being 
spent for two or three years and then neglected. I urge on Government to make 
provision for completion of works characterised as new and important. If amounts 
are not provided to complete such works, it is all waste of public money and incon- 
venience to the public. That in turn reflects on the integrity and sense of duty of 
the department. If the department had insisted for making the necessary provision 
for completion of a particular work Government would have done so. Such an attitude 
should be taken by the department in future. 

Since | amdiscussing the demand for establishment. I would say that the 
mordle of the department has become poorer now-a-days. In all earnestness I would 
request the engineers, at least on the technical side, to be more careful and finish the 
work taken up by them in slow degrees. In making up estimate in particular I wish 
they would take more care for providing suitable provisions. If it deals with an 
extension of water line, provision should be made for’street taps as well 1 ask, what 
isthe use of spending Rs. 50t housand in an year for water pipe and wait for the next 
year for providing a street tap. Whom does it benefit. Without tap, water 
will be flowing in the pipe and nobody will derive any benefit out of that work. 
Whenever a work is started, it must be done with a view to benefit the public at 
large. On account of lapses on the department, many works are left incomplete, 
That is apparent now-a-days. [ would say, establishment charges must be brought 
down. Efficiency of the department must be increased and as far as possible a 
sense of responsibility of the departmental subordinates must be brought to bear on 
the works that are entrusted to their care.

Lease deed executed this the twenty seventh day of Kanni 1124 corresponding 
to the thirteenth day of October 1948 by M. O. Thomakutty, Mattanchery; Cochin 
(herein after called the lessee) of the one part and the Chief Secretary to the Gov- 
ernment of Cochin, for and on behalf of the Cochin Government hereimafter called 
the lessor of the other part. . 

Whereas the lessees offer for the manufacture of salt on the Poramboke lands 
mentioned in the subjoined schedule in response to Government Notification 
No. 115 dated 15th May 1947 (Ist Edavam 1122) has been accepted by the Gov- 
ernment the lessee hereby agrees to abide by all the terms and conditions as set 
forth hereunder viz., 


I. The lease shall be subject to the provision of the Cochin Salt Act, V of 
1083 and the rules in force from time to time regarding the manufacture of salt in 
Cochin State. 

2. For the present the lessee is prepared to take on lease only the 20 acres 
of land already experimented on by Government and for this an yearly rent at Rs. 5 
per acre will be paid by him to the Government. Government will, however, have 
the right to raise the rent up to Rs. 10 per acre per annum, when Government 
think that the working of the concern justified such enhancement. The question of 
taking on lease far the same rent the remaining 180 acres set apart for salt manu- 
facture will be decided with mutual consent after a period of five years. 

3. The lease shall be fora period of 25 years beginning from twenty 
seventh day of Kanni 1124 in the first instance subject to renewal for another period 
of 25 years at the option of the Government and according to revised conditions to 
be entered into then. 

All works connected with the lay out, maintenance and upkeep of the 
salt pans, reservoirs, condensors, bunds, bridges, channels, platform, drying ground 
etc., intended for the manufacture and transport of salt to the place of storage or 
for the protection of the area from floods will be executed by the lessee at his own 
cost, 

5. All salt manufuctured in the area shall be dried on drying grounds and 
taken to the temporary sheds to be constructed by the lessee at his cost and from 
there transported to the Government godowns at the depot at Malipuram and 
weighed and stored in such godowns under Government supervision. All charges 

‘im connection with transport and storage of salt from the place of manufacture to 
the temporary sheds and from there to the Government depot will be borne by the 
lessee. No godown rent is payable for the storage at the Government depot. 

6. (a) The purchase price for each of the first five years of the lease shall 
be the average cost price to Government for a maund of salt imported for sthe year 
from Bombay, Tuticorin or other places or Re. 0O~4—9 less per maund than the 
market price of salt in Calicutin that year whichever is lower. 

(6) For salt manufactured in the area during the remaining period of 20 
years the price to be paid by the Government shall be that which is fixed by the 
Government for each year taking into consideration the cost of production, the 
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prevailing price at the time in Travancore, Fort Cochin and Calicut together with a 
margin of profit deemed reasonable by Government or Re. 0—4—0 less per maund 
than the market price of salt in Calicut, whichever is less even if the cost _of pro- 
duction incurred by the lessee happens to be more than the purchase price thus 
ed by Government. . 

fred by (c) The price fixed by the Government under conditions (a) and (6) above 
will be final and binding on the lessee and is not liable to be questioned in a court 
of law. 

7. The lessee will surrender to the Government the entire quantity of salt 
manufactured up to the limit of the State's requirements as fixed by the Com- 
missioner of Excise from time to time, the price being paid by the Government. 


8. Thelessee will be at liberty to sell the surplus quantity of salt manu- 
factured if any outside the State with the permission of the Government, paying to 
the Government such duty or cess on every maund to salt so sold at the rates pre- 
vailing at the time. 


9, In case the working of the lease for the first five years proves successful 
and the lessee takes up a lease of the balance of 180 acres, the lessee agrees that the 
sum of Rs. 62,300 will be paid to the lessor in 20 annual instalments of Rs. 3,125. 


10. The lessee will have full and free use of the salt pans already laid, the 
reservoir, protective bunds, channels and other works so far carried out at Govern- 
ment expense. 


11. Government will maintain an establishment to supervise and watch the 
manufacture, weighment, storage, etc., of salt manufactured in the area. After a 
period of 5 years, it will be decided by mutual consent what portion, if any, of suc! 
charges is to be met by the lessee. . 


12. If the salt manufactured in, the area is declared to be unfit for humat 
consumption on enalysis by the Public Analyst all such salt shall be destroyed at the 
expense of the lessee in the immediate presence of the Commissioner of Excise. The 
cost of analysis of the samples of salt will be borne by the lessee from time to time 
whenever the Commissioner of Excise directs that samples should be sent up for 
analysis by the Public Analyst. 


13. Government will be adopting the following method to test the quality 
of salt manufactured. After every 3rd scraping, the salt pans will be entirely 
emptied of the litterns and no salt will be scraped when the density of the brine in 
the pans exceeds 30 degrees Reasume. At the close of the manufacture the lessee 
will drain off al] brine from the pans to the satisfaction of the Factory Officer in 
such a manner as to prevent the formation of spontaneous salt. If the Factory Off 
cer is of opinion that the salt manufactured is of bad quality and therefore unaccept- 
able he will cause it to be destroyed as unfit for human consumption. When the 
salt is deemed to be below standard quality samples of the salt will be sent 
for analysis and the lessee is bound to abide by the results of such analysis before - 
storage is permitted. 

14, The lessee shall not be a supplier of salt or one interested directly or 
indirectly in the supply of salt to the state from outside. He wili not during the 
currency of the lease undertake any such supply or have any kind of interest in such 
supply. e lease will be liable to be terminated if Government are satisfied that 
the lessee has interest in any contract for the supply of salt to Government other 
than the supply under the terms of this lease. 


_ _ 15. As security for the proper performance of the terms of the’ lease and: 
to indemnify the Government from al] reasonable loss consequent on non-compliance 
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by the lessee of the terms of the lease, the lessee has depesited a sum of Rs. 2,500 
(Rupees two thousand and five hundred only) in the Cochin “Kanayannur Treasury 
38 Pat receipt No, 1123 dated 20th Kumbham 1123 in favour of the Chief Secretary 
vernment. Additional security at the rate of Rs, 125 per acre will be fur- 
nished by the lessee when the remaining 180 acres of land set apart for salt manu- 
facture, are also taken on Jease by him. 


16, The lessee shall undertake to carry ori the manufacture of salt with due 
_ enthusiasm and diligence and make every effort to develop the manufacture of salt 
with a view to attain the best possible results. 


17, Government have every right to terminate the lease at aity time during 
-the aforesaid 25 years if the lessee fails to carry out successfully the manufacture of 
salt either on account of want of financial resoutces or negligence or any other avoid- 
- able cause or if the lessee fails to carry on the terms of the lease. The loss that may 
be sustained by the Government in the event of termination of the lease shall be set 
off from the amount of security deposited by the lessee and if that amount be found 
insufficient, the balance shall be recoverable from him as an arrear of revenue under 
_the provisions of the Cochin Revenue Recovery Act. 


18, On the termination of the lease or on the expiry of the lease after the 
period of 25 years, the lessee will surrender to Government the whole area with all 
improvements made thereon at his cost, without claiming any compensation from 
Government. {n the event of resistance or refusal to surrender the area as afore~ 
said Government will have the right of re-entry into the leased area without recourse 
to a Court of Law, ee

*RECLAMATION OF KARI SOILS 


The Kari soils of Travancore cover an aggregate area of about 50,000 acres. 
They are noted for their low lying location and infertile nature. Several areas of 
submerged lands have been successfully reclaimed in the Kuttanad area. The Kari 
areas are a portion of Kuttanad and these could also be reclaimed if their toxic 
nature of the soil be remedied. Work on the nature of inhibition on plant growth 
existing in these soils has shown that the development of acidity is primarily 
responsible for the wilting of plants. The acidity is caused by mineral acids formed 
as'a result of oxidation of sulphur and its compounds when these soils are 
exposed to air and dried, Deposits of yellow salts found in the surface of these soils 
are due to the formation of sulphates of Iron and Aluminium. The source of 
sulphur is the wood fossils lying embedded in these soils. 

Drying of the soil brings about the production of acidity and experiments show 
that top soils by themselves contain sufficient sulphur compounds to produce 
acidity on drying. The formation of acids can be considerably suppressed if the 
soils are given the minimum drying. But the condition of the soil is such that 
unless the soil is exposed to air the nitrogen compounds ‘will not break down to 
available forms. It is a common observation that plants yellow if the soil is not 
exposed to air. This yellowing is due to nitrogen starvation. By occasional 
exposure to air the locked up nitrogen becomes slowly available. Again, sulphides 
formed during water logging can only be removed on drying. But the soils should 
not be allowed to dry too much. Drying for 3 or 4 days followed by repeated 
washing with fresh water is perhaps the ideal treatment. This need be done only 
3 or 4 times during the cultivation season. 
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On the basis of the above observations some experiments were carried out to 
investigate how far it will be possible to supress the formation of acids. The soil 
and water in the fields were tested periodically. Frequent observations were also 
made on the condition of the standing crop. 

: The experiments were of two types. The first type sought to investigate the 

advantages of early cultivation. It was found that *it was possible to keep the soil 
comparatively free from injurious salts because of the copious supply of fresh water. 
This has been borne out by the periodical analysis of the soil. 

Mr. Leon an enterprising cultivator bunded up his fields and they were sown 
n Kanni. This was 3 months ahead of the normal sowing season. He experi- 
mented on 27 acres of land and he used three types of seeds. They were MO, 
Athikara and Kolappala. The p'ants grew very well and it was observed that 
MO, did much better than others as regards tillering. Unfortunately about the 
40th day there was an unexpected and severe attack of stem borer which destroyed 
a good portion of the crop. But due to the resistance shown by MO, it produced 
new tillers, This attack, however, delayed the maturity of crop by 15 days. It is 
no exaggeration to say that the plots free from insect attack yielded up to 150 paras 
per acre. This is an achievement when the“average yield {of similar lands has been 
reported to be only 50 paras per acre for the past 5 years, No manure was used 

n this experiment. 

Another field belonging to Mr. E. John Jacob extending over 27 acres was 
sown in Thulam. Four varieties of seeds were used namely, MO; MO, Ty and 
Kodangallur Kurunga. Some of the fields received rock phosphate and Bone in 
combination and individually. 

A portion of the area was left unmanured. The majority of the fields received 
a uniform dose of a mixture of rock phosphate and bone. The doses given were 
14 ewts. of Bone, 14 ewts. of Rock Phosphate, and a mixture of equal quantities of 
Rock and Bone at 14 cwts. per acre, The fields received a top dressing of a light 
dose of i cwt. of Ammonium Sulphate per acre. 


The results were as follows:— 
The Ty (matures in 85 days) variety yielded about 160 paras per acre while 
_MO, (Matures in 90 days) in plots unattacked by stem borer gave up to 130 paras. 
The other two varieties were poor and these performance could not be judged due 
to destruction of large portions of this crop. 

The main conclusions that may be drawn from these two experiments are that 
by sowing early, the yields can be increased considerably. MO, seems to be the 
variety best suited to this locality. Tg is nearly as good but should be grown only 
in the higher portions of the fields as they cannot stand water logging as much as 

O,. No conclusions regarding manuring could be drawn because of the attack 
by stem borer. Still it is suggestive that rock phosphate can supplement Bone 
meal in acid soils ike Kari soils with advantage. 

_Another set of experiments has been laid out on the fields leased out by the 
Kari Land Co-operative Society. These fields are being directly cultivated by a 
Committee under strict directions from the Special Officer, Kari Land. The effects 


of Calcium Carbonate and rock phosphate on the crop are being investigated. 
These fields were sown at the beginning of the usual Punja Season (Dhanu) and

PLANTATION LABOURERS AND STAFF 
122. {I} Sri. T.P. Sitaraman: Will the Hon'ble Minister for Labour be. 


pleased to state.— 

(a) what are the steps taken by the Government to improve the lot of the 
plantation labourers and staff ; 

(b) will the Government place on the table the copies of the memorandum 
submitted by the Palappilli Branch of the ESASI as well as the Rubber Estate 
Workers Congress ? 

Minister for Education, Food and Labour (Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai) : 

(a) The Government have appointed Welfare Staff in the Plantation areas in 
the State to attend to the Welfare ot Plantation Labour. The Conciliation Officers 
of the Department of Labour are mediating im industrial disputes concerning the 
workers in Plantations. The Workmen's Compensation Act is applicable to 
Plantations employing more than 25 workers. The Commissioner for Workmen’s 
Compensation is disbursing compensation to those entitled to it under the Act. 
The payment of Wages Act is extended to the Plantations in this State, The 
Assistant Labour Commissioners and the Labour Officers are notified as Inspectors 
under the Payment of Wages Act. Government of India are contemplating to 
enact a comprehensive. legislation regulating the hours of work and conditions of 
labour in Plantations. 

(6) A copy of the memorandum submitted by the Rubber Estate Workers’ 
Congress, Palappilli is given below. We have not received any memorandum sub- 


mitted by the Palappilli branch of the ESASI. 


Copy of the Memorandum submitted by the Palappilly Rubber Estate 
Workers’ Congress to the Superintendents and Managers of 
Estates owned by Messrs. Malayalam Plantations Lid., 
Cochin Malabar Estates Ltd., and Kerala Calicut 
Estates Ltd., in Palappilli 








Sir, . 
The Palappilli Rubber Estate Workers’ Congress request you to kindly 
consider the following and to be good enough to grant the just and reasonable de- 
mands made hereunder. . 
_ The rate of wages obtained here is too low and we hope nowhere in India it 
is so low as it is here. The rate in 1950 is still that of 1940. It is a known fact 
that the cost of living now has gone up several times than that of 1940. In spite of 
this the wages of the labour remains the same here and neither are they given a 
better Basic Wage nor a sufficient Dearness Allowance. 

The Tappers working here are not natives of this District. They come from 
Malabar and Travancore; per each pound of Rubber they bring, they are paid only 
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one anna three pies and one anna six pies at the maximum. Inclusive of the 
Dearness allowance {73 annas) a tapper is earning only an average of Fourteen 
annas daily. And it is quite clear that this is not at all sufficient for the labour to live 
upon apart the family he has to support. . 

The Estates employ for General Works the native labour of whom man get'a 
rate of 124 annas and woman 10 annas. They are living about six to ten miles 
away from the Estate. They have to start from their homes very early for work 
and they can reach back only late in the evening. At times some of them have to 
go without work after they come tothe Estates. This native labour are not given 
any of the benefits which other industrial labour are getting. 

The Type of lines built for the Resident labour are not at all satisfactory. There 
is no proper ventilation. Walls are not plastered and white washed in some places 
and hence are infested with flies, bugs and ants, etc. 

The wells are not nearer to the lines. There is not sufficient water in 
them at times. Neither the water is clear and drinkable nor the wells well kept. 

When the Managers and some staff get clear pipe water supply, the labour is 
forced to drink the unfiltered and unclean water from the worst type of wells. 

Owing to the inability for affording good and nourishing food and for the lack 
of good drinking water and sufficient and proper medical aid, the labourer’s stand- 
ard of health is very poor in the Estates. . 

For name’s sake there are dispensaries in the Estates. When the Labour fall 
ill they are not properly cared or given sufficient or good and proper medicines, 
There is no practice of supplying foad from the Dispensaries to the inpatients. The 
patients must themselves provide for their food. They are not even getting good 
mattresses to lie down. 

When accidents occur, labour are not compensated and when compensated are 
not sufficient at all. 

They are not getting any privilege leave, sick leave or religious holidays. 

They are not getting any actual Bonus and whatever is paid in the name of 
Bonus is very meagre. There is every possibility of each labour getting about Rs 100 
each a year if proper Bonus is paid. : 

- The local and Resident labour suffer from all these hardships, 

It is the labour contractors who are benefitted. They get from 12 to 16 per 
cent commission on the total earnings of the labour. The labour Contractors as 
well as the management are totally against the labour. The labour who actually 
works and promotes the prosperity of the Plantations are ignored. The labour 
Contractors enjoy at the cost of the poor labour. Not even is there freedom to 
represent the grievances of the labour. If at all any of the grievances are brought 
forward, the Contractors will start to trouble and worry the labour by all possible 
means. . 

There are instances where the labour are not getting the rationed articles to 
which they are entitled. The Ration cards are not with the labour. Thank God, 
they are getting their ration of rice regularly. 

When Mooply & Kundai Estates issue 8 ozs. of Kerosene Ojl per card, Pudukad 
Estate issue 4 ozs. and Chimoney Estate nothing. Even what is issued is far below 
what a card holder is entitled to receive. 

When the labour of Pudukad and Chemoney Estates get their Ration of Sugar, 
those in Kundai and Mooply get nothing. 

Whenever the labour request for the cards for buying sugar from outside, not 
only they are not given the cards but they are even threatened. ; 

Generally the labour is not intimated about his wages and earnings. They 
have to be satisfied with what they get and the estate accounts cannot be questioned. 
So far this is what is happening here. ° 
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However, experienced be the labour and whatever be his service in the estate 
there is no security of permanency to his work. His lot is entirely left with the 
comtractor, He can be sent off at any time at the sweet will of the employer and 
contractor. Labour who are victims to this sort of treatment are rotting here as 
they are penniless at least to reach their villages and homes. 


Such are the countless hardships of the labour, They were keeping quiet be- 
cause they too wish peace in the plantations. But they cannot wait any longer. 
Therefore the Palappilly Rubber Estate Workers’ Congress request the estate 
managements to sympathetically consider and fulfill the following demands:— 

That the factory labour, Tappers and Watchmen be paid Re. I as. 8 
Basic Wage daily. 
2, That the men labour who do all general works be paid abasic wage of 
Re. | as. 4 and women Re. | daily. 
dai 3, That all assistant maistries be given a Basic Wage of Re. 1 as. 12 
aily, 
4. That all head maistries be paid Rs. 2 daily and all other allowances 
enjoyed by the staff in estates. 
5. That all the above four class of labour be given three annas for every 
point of rise in the living index. 
6. That the labour should get 75 per cent of the wages (basic) whenever 
they are not given work for no fault of theirs. 
7, That the system of recruiting labour through the Contractora must cease 
and that they be employed directly by the managements. 
8. That the labour who have been working continuously for three months 
be taken as permanent. 
9. That bonus be paid for the years of 1947-48 and . 
10. That all labour be granted 7 days sick leave 10 days’ Privilege leave and 
six days religious holidays every year. 
11, That this labour Union known as ‘“Palappilly Rubber Estate Workers’

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VOTING OF DEMANDS FOR GRANTS 
Demand No XXVI—Civil Works—(cont.) 


Mr. Speaker: Yesterday Mr. Balakrishnan Tampi was on his legs when the 
House adjourned. Now the member can continue. 


Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: In opposing the cut motion I wish to bring 
to the notice of Government certain suggestions regarding the Civil Works Depart- 
ment. I was listening yesterday to the speeches of member after member who 
tried to ventilate local grievances and who wanted to speak about Jocal roads etc. I 
was feeling Sir, that [ was transported to an earlier age—some 20 or 30 years ago— 
to another venue, the Sri Mulam Assembly, where an over-loyal Madras Provincial 
serviceman sat patronisingly hearing the local needs of country members regarding 
the widening of roads and janes. A healthy convention there was in that old 
Assembly when members used to speak about local public works. The question is 
whether this House has th: patience to hear every one speaking about his particular 
road or lane or tank. In this connection, Sir, | also wish to point out that Govern- 
ment did a not-very-wise thing in constituting what they call Taluk Public Works 
Committees. I then pointed out to the Hon'ble Minister that it would be very 
embarrassing because what the Government want and what this House wants is an 
organic conception of the needs of the whole State. © Now the impression has gone 
round that every particular revenue division has some particular right for some 
particular things. Government have madeit clear that inthe matter of public 
works it is the whole State of Travancore-Cochin that counts, that there is some- 
thing like individual partition for every revenue division or revenue taluk, It is 
true that individual member will be able to point out certain local needs. But just 
before the Budget is presented it is unseemly for local members of particular taluks 
to sit together in sending grandiose proposals, Could any Government take up all 
those needs? Now, suggest that all these committees should be scrapped. I mean 
local committees, and Government may by election by this House or by nomination 
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[Sri, P. Balaxrishnan Tampi} 
or by both have a Central Committee which might look at the needs from a com- 
prehensive point of view, which might be expected to have an organic conception of 
the needs of the State and then make recommendations instead of each member 
trying to please his own constituency. 


Now, see the very imporiant functionaries. Many of my Hon'ble colleagues 
are embarrassing the local officers. The Section Officer and Sub-Division Officer 
are never free from the attacks of these important folks, It is a point to be noted 
that the members of Legislature are asked to direct or dominate departmental work- 
ing. I would have certainly pleaded for it under an earlier regime. But now we are 
under a democratic form of Government. It is better that Hon'ble members are 
not troubled in the matter of being asked to associate themselves with local officials. 
In saying this, perhaps [ am making a proposal which would affect my own impor- 
tance in my locality. 


One of the things which I wish to bring to the a tention of the House is about 
the avenue trees, Sir, our State was one of the earliestof the iwo States now 
merged, One swallow does not make a summer nor does one lyyu represent Travar.~ 
core-Cochin State. Now, Sir, I want to give a suggestion about «venue trees, 
I am proud that in all schemesthat we Travancore-Cochin anticipated all modem 
States in the matter of planting shade trees. The boulevard of Nice, 
Paris or Monte Carlo are famous for their trees. We have also to plant more 
trees and it would be very advantagectis to plant shade trees wherever possible where | 
the roads are wide enough. In Travancore-Cochin the Problem is that in many 
places the trees that are planted heve become a source of menance to the pedes- 
trians. Some of them are too old. My suggestion is that in the cases of trees 
which are overgrown in the sense that they have passed the age of being useful, 
they might be ordered to be cut down. Some revenue might be made in that way. 
The amount thus realised might be considerable and that amount would be ear- 
marked for the ‘improvement of those roads or for the improvement of auxiliary 
roads. I would also suggest that in places where trees are cut down Government 
may take steps to plant new trees, new varieties of trees which would yield shade 
but at the same time would not affect the durability of road surfacing by their spre- 
ading root system. I am told they have found out certain varieties which would 
yield shade and the roots of which go down deep into the soil without spoiling the 
surface of roads. By so doing we will be increasing the revenue of the State and 
at the same time we will be ensuring more durable and safer roads. It will also to 
a certain extent reduce the expenditure this Government have to spend for road 
surfacing. 


- One other point which I wish to refer to is about the complaint regarding the 
roads getting spoilt. Now as the poet says ‘the good is oft interred with their 
bones’. Hon'ble members are aware that. we never speak about the scores of miles 
of roads in good condition.. We ride comfortably over good surfaces. But we must 
understand that the mileage rates have to be increased. The cost of maintenance 
has increased twelve times since the pre-war times and roads were made at a time 
when they did not in the least dream of automobiles going along these roads. Now 
in every countryside and through every hill road these motor vehicles are plying. 
We cannot complain about the working of the Public Works Department. We 
have not yet evolved a system of road surfacing suitable to the tropical climate. 
Therefore, there is nothing particularly bad about the working of the Public Works 
Department in the Travancore-Cochin Seat, " 


With these words, I resume my seat. 
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; Mr. Speaker: That language is objectionable. Does the member use it 
with reference to the officer mentioned, or generally ? Does it refer to the whole 
of mankind? (Laughter). 
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Sri. Kalathil Velayadhan Nayar: ‘Sir, the hon'ble member is bringing to 
the notice of the Hon'ble Minister very important and urgent proposals for being 
’ carried out. I doubt whether attention is paid by the Hon'ble Minister concerned 
to what is said here.

Kalathil Velayudhan Nayar: Two or three concrete suggestions were 
referred to by the hon’ble Member and I have strong doubts whether the Minister 


concerned heard them. . 
Sri. C. Kesavan: [| have noted what the hon’ble Member said just now, ] 


will reply to that during the course of my remarks. 
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Sri. T. Kochukrishna Pillai: At the outset I may speak about the serious 
allegation levelled against the Works Committee. It is alleged that the Works 
Committee has not done well in budgeting works, What I have to say on the 
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[Sri. T. Kochukrishna Pilla] . | 
matter is that the main factor that stood in the way of proper budgeting of works is 
the failure of many taluk committees to submit their recommendations in time, to 
the Central Works Committee. : 

The second thing I want to impress on the treasury benches is regarding civi I 
works, It is better they keep in mind the proverb “‘A stitch in time saves nine.” 
Three cross bars along a road have been washed away long long ago. Representations 


were submitted to the P. W.D. The authorities have done nothing so far. With . 


the result a by-road constructed by a Village Union is completely ruined. 


The third thing | want to bring tothe notice of this House is about “‘Atta- 
kulam” kal. It belongs or takes its source from a chain of tanks. To our most 
disaggreeable surprise an order has been issued that the proposal is impracticable and 
therefore the matter dropped. The local agriculturists have constructed a kal from 
the lowest of these tanks and thereby have converted hundreds of acres of dry land 
into wet paddy fields. I request the Chief Minister to make arrangements with 
the Chief Engineer to revise his judgment. If the kal is constructed from the other 
place it can easily water about 50U acres of dry lands, for it has been practically 
demonstrated by the local agriculturists. 

Another matter which J am very anxious to bring to notice is a matter which 
was referred to by Mr. Chidambaranatha Nadar in his overwhelmingly carping 


speech, 

He referred to the Section Officer, Thucklay. He is one of the few officers who 
are very sincere. We are proud of him. And I sincerely feel that the Chief Engineer 
has done well in posting him to that Section and in charge of the Teakode Channel. 
He is very able hence has to be encouraged by government. 

Cne more point I wish to mention, That is as regards the allotting of inade- 
quate funds for improving tanks. For the improvement of a tank about one thousand 
hve hundred rupees were sanctioned. Sanction was accorded for providing one 
bathing ghat also. A very serious situation arose. Only one bathing ghat was 
provided for a tank over eight acres in extent. We have made representations to 
the Chief Engineer, for providing more bathing ghats. In this connection | may 
request Government to concentrate more attention to the Chambakulam Scheme in 
Agasteeswaram also. With these observations I close. 


Sri. A: K. George: Yesterday and to-day I was listening to the speech 
of honourable Members with great interest. Most of them have been finding fault 
with the Central Works Committee. I was a little surprised that of all persons, 
Mr. Thaliath has come out with this attack on the working of the Central Works 
Committee. Hailing as he does from Parur, I must most candidly say that his taluk, 
Parur got the biggest quota of new works in spite of the vigilance and care exercised 
by the members of the Central Works Committee. If all the recommendations of 
various Taluk Works Committees are to be included in the Budget, we require not 
less than 10 croves of rupees. Again | wish to repudiate the charge of interference 
by the Central Committee of the items recommended by Taluks. Not even one is 
unduly interfered with by us.. So far about Committees. 


Secondly, in the various speeches made on the floor of this House, many 
honourable Members mentioned about the lapsing of money budgeited for various 


items of public works, The main fault is not with the Sub-Division Officer, but 


with the Department. We will realise that the Department, like many other De- . 


partments, is highly centralised. So long as the Department is centralised, what- 
ever may be the diligence and care taken by the Sub-Division Officer or the Chief 
Engineer, at the close of the financial year a certain amount, will be found lapsed, 
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Therefore steps may be taken to avoid that. If the getting of administrative san- 
ction is given up most of the works will be implemented as early as possible and at 
the close of the financial year no amount will lapse. So decentralise the Depart- 
ment and let the Chief Engineer be asked to share his powers as an old father with 
his sons—the divisional Engineers. 


Now a word ahout the Grow More Food Campaign. Even in the field of 
Grow More Food Campaign, lots of monev seems to have been lapsed. Myr. K. A. 
Mathew has explained the whole thing. Thiruvalla is no exception. So far as the 
Trichur and Mukundapuram Taluks are also concerned. ever so many proposals are 
lying idle. It is never the fault ot the Sub-Division Officer. There also you will 
find that even the proposals under the Grow More Food Campaign are heing taken 
up by the ordinary P. W.D. Most of the major or all the minor irrigation works 
are being taken up by the P. W.D. Government must a-point several Engineers, 
specially and exclusively to look into the Grow More Food Campaign for the hands 
of P. W. D. are full with other ordinary works. 


Now another word. about the budgeting system of works, This House knows 
that unfortunately the practice of the budgetting of works im Travancore area is a 
little different from the practice in Cochln. That is, in Cochin as far as possible 
full end maior allotments will be budgeted for all works included in the Budget. 
If you look into the Travancore Budget before ihtegration you can find very meagre 
allotments are made for certain very costly works. For example for a bridge or for 
a road costing Rs. 50,000 a glorious allotment of Rs. 1,0C0 or even less costing two 
crores of Rupees here the practice was to put Rs. 5,000. Thus at the end of the year 
certain amounts will have to be necessarily lapsed and then it will be diverted to 
some other work, On the one side lapse of money and on another side diversion ‘of 
funds. But if you look into this year’s budget you will find that full amounts are 
allotted for works and thus Cochin practice is being introduced here. 
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Sri. C. Kesavan: I am going to say that. 
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Mr. Deputy Speaker: Another question is pending. 

Sri. C. Kesavan: Sir, I am not yielding. 
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Syi. C. Kesavan: J am not going to answer his question.

fancies of the procurement officer as is happening at the present day. The excess 
basis system has been given up on account of the large volume of complaints that _ 
have arisen and the illegal manner in which procurement has been resorted to. 
There are very many cases where that kind of procurement has been done to the 
urtter dismay of the agriculturists. Though no doubt, this is a matter in which 
many cases have been brought to the notice of Government yet there has been very 
few cases where actual redress has been rendered, I just want to place before the - 
House a case which arose few months ago and in respect of which an application 
was moved before the Hon'ble High Court. In respect of the particular procure- 
- ment which happened somewhere near Alleppey, the application was moved before 
the High Court as O. P. 39/1950 to quash the order of Government directing the 
procurement of a particular quantity of paddy. Notice was issued on the Advocate- 
General the very same day and notice was served on the G. P. Tahsildar - 
of Alleppey at 9 p.m. that day. Immediately after that ithas now become clear 
that the Tahsildar and other procuring authorities had been in communication 
over the phone with this Government. As per orders of this Government that 
quantity of paddy which was the subject matter of proceedings before the Hon'ble 
High Court was procured and distributed the very next day. On this matter, the 
Hon’ble High Court while discussing it has said as follows: I am reading from 
1950 Kerala Law Times at page 649, “We cannot help remarking that notice 
having been served upon the Advocate-General as also on the Tahsildar on the day 
on which the application for injunction was filed and notice ordered, the acquisition 
and distribution of paddy the next day when the matter stood posted for hearing in 
this court two days later, would lead to a strong suspicion that there was an attempt 
to circumvent the proceedings in court”. 

Their Lordships finally conclude by saying, 

“We shall content ourselves with observing that the Government should not 
countenance dubious tactics being pursued by their departments or servants”. 

That is the verdict of the highest judiciary in the land on the manner of 
procurement adopted by this Government. Sir, these are proceedings not easily 
available to the ordinary man. The labour and trouble involved in these proceedings . 
are considerable and therefore, whenever complaints arise, Government must exert 
their utmost to examine the cases dispassionately and in their proper perspective 
with a view to do justice by the parties. I can give many other instances but | do 

‘ not now wish to proceed to recount the cataloge of Choas. I started by saying that 
the levy system is not distinguishable from the excess basis system which we have 
now given up, Now the present system of levy has also in it the very same danger. 
Tt is based on estimates of yield of comparatively better lands. I shall place - 
before the House an actual case of procurement adopted by the G. P. Tahsildar 
at the present day, That gives serious hardship to the-middle class agri- 
culturists who own from one acre of land to 5 acres. The levy is not based on the 
-actual yield but on the estimated yield of comparative better land. That is the 
“basis adopted by the G. P, Tahsildar. In the estimate made on, the basis 
of yield from a comparative better land, a fanciful idea is also thrown along 
with it namely that if a sheaf could produce 25 grains, the yield is 
considered as 25 fold irrespective of whether other sheafs produce the 
same quantity. That is the basis on which the present day G. P. Tahsildar 
proceeds with procurement scheme. In Nanjinad especially this system is 
detrimental to the interests of the land-holder or cultivator, The sowing capacit 
of one acre is taken arbitrarily as 1] paras per acre when in Central and North 
Travancore the sowing capacity is taken as 7 | [4 paras. That way the yield an , 
one acre is estimated to be 115 paras in Nanjinad and 75 in North and Central _ 
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Travancore, What I want to place before the House is, these are fanciful founda- 
tions which have no practical basis on the’actual yield of land. If an estimate could 
be arrived at from the actual yield, we can appreciate that. 

Again, this Government has proclaimed from house top, that owners of land 
possessing one acre and less will be exempted from the procurement scheme. 
Actually we find otherwise. Such owners of land are required to surrender paddy 
to Government. Government in their press note has made the fact clear that 
owners of land possessing one acre and less are exempted from the procurement 
scheme. In very unambiguous terms that has been made clear and still the G. P. 
Tahsildars have collected paddy from such persons. That proclaimed policy has 
not been given effect to. Again the Government have stated that cultivators of 
paddy land will be given for domestic consumption a certain rate, a certain quantity 
for seed and certain other quantity for labour charges etc. Actually, this has not 
been observed at all, This is never taken into account in the calculation of the levy. 
When 132 paras is considered as yield from one acre, 52 paras have to be surrender- 
ed to Government. This is a concrete instance of the manner in which G. P. 
Tahsildars function now-a-days. Only 80 paras is left to the cultivator, which in 
-Most cases proves to be quite insufficient for his purpose. Even according to the 
ration card in his possession this quantity is quite ‘insufficient. That is the actual 
state of affairs. It has become evident that cultivators are not able to find out what 
exactly is the principle that is followed in the matter of procurement. One has to 
concede that there is very great difficulty in the matter of procurement of paddy. 
One principle that the Government ought to consider in this context is that they | 
must raise the price of paddy. Though this Government in their communique have 
referred to that, it is still under the consideration of Government. They do not 
appear to have taken any step to implement that statement. As a matter of fact, 
if the price of paddy is raised to Rs. 3 a para, there will be no difficulty for people 
to sucrender paddy, because normally you will find that no man will ordinarily keep 
paddy for more than 6 months. All the available paddy will have to come into the 
market, and such paddy is always available in the market. The present price of 
Rs. !~13—6 is too uneconomic for the cultivator to produce and that is the reason 
why there is no incentive to production as also the reluctance to surrender. No 
doubt in a crisis just like the one before us people ought to come to the aid of 
Government. But Government also haye a duty to discharge. They should under- 
stand the position of the cultivator and help him as far as possible so that he may 
be enabled to produce as much quantity ashe can. With these words I move my 
motion for consideration of the House. 
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Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: [beg to move that the allotment of Rs. 6,51,600 be 
reduced by One Rupee. Sir, there are many— . 


_ . Mr. Deputy Speaker: The member need not move motion No, 7. There 
is already the motion No. 4, and the member may forthwith begin his speech. 


Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: But then, Sir, there is one difficulty. The motion 
No. 4 may be withdrawn but I want to press my motion. So I think it is better 
that I move motion No. 7,. 


Mr. Deputy Speaker: That may be done, 


Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, this grain supply question has been subjected to 
a lot of adverse criticism from time to time. There are many aspects of the matter 
that deserve consideration. The quantity supplied, the continuity of the supply, 
the quality of the grains, the price of the grains—all these have to be taken into 
account, and it is only if all these conditions are satisfactory that we can say that the 
-grain supply system is working well. Of course, along with that there is the further 
"question of procurement. Now, Sir, with regard to these aspects, the scheme is a 
failure. Early this year we had practically a breakdown in the food supply. In 
many parts of the State, in almost all parts of the State, for weeks practically noth- 
ing was available, Various explanations were, as usual, given by the Government, 
but it was practically a collapse. The reason given was that the Government of 
India did not give us adequate supplies. 


One thing which [ would like to bring to the notice of this House, in this 
connection, is that even this shortage should be shared equally. But what we 
actually find is Just the reverse, There are parts of the State where the supply is 
almost continuous, while there are other parts where people are suffering due to lack 
of foodgrains. That is because of the defective arrangements of the Government. 
Whatever*we get must be distributed in an equitable manner through out the Staie. 
There is no point in saying that in one part more paddy was available, and that in 
another part there was better distribution because it was near the port of arrival of 
the grains, etc. So in this matter Government have clearly failed. 


Now, Sir, in regard to procurement of paddy, Government have been shifting 
their ground and adopting what they call new policies, though they are in fact, 
experiments. When there is so much shortage in the country it is higly undesirable 
that Government should thus go on changing their methods. The most fecent 
change that they have made is the adoption of what is called the levy system. The 
system has not yet been fully evolved, and so nobody knows what it really is. There 
are complaints about it from everwhere. Of course, the best system of procurement 
is to take over all the paddy produced in the State and: distribute it equitably to all, 
giving, to the cultivator something which he ‘needs for his domestic purposes arid 
seed purposes so that he may be encouraged. In assessing his domestic purposes, 
we should have also reference to the general needs of the State. _— 

But the difficulty is not one of principle, but one of agency. Now, what is 
the agency we have here> This morning, in answer. to a question, we were told 
that.there was a shortage of grains in the Alleppey Go-down, and that six clerks 

- were suspended, I do not understand on what basié this was done. Grains 


. 
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{Sri, A. Than Pillai] . 
to the value of Rs. 50,000 were lost and it is said that six clerks are respon- ° 
sible. I ask how can this explain the situation? Were these clerks in sole 
charge of the depot? What about the officer? Was he sleeping all the 
while? When did he find out this? Surely the leakage must have been conti- 
nuing for a period of time. There are a number of big officers in this department. 
And that was an important store. But thisis only one instance. Therefore, Sir, 
unless the agency is pure, no scheme can be successful. So far as the present 
administration is concerned, it has come to such a stage, that no pure service can be 
expected. -If this statement holds good in respect of all services in the State, ‘it will 
apply with gfeater force to the department for the supply of foodgrains. This is 
the sad fact. ; 

In regard to price, we must get our foodgrains for reasonable prices. Of 
course, the Government of India is involved in this matter. We heard something 
about it yesterday evening. There is no use in our crying hoarse here, because in 
Delhi our- voices will not be heard. There they are managing things in their own 
way. Therefore we must insist that adequate quantities of foodgrains must be 
supplied to us and that at reasonable prices. We must induce the Government of. 
India to do it. a - 

While on the point of prices, | want to refer to a particular aspect of the 
tnatter. Practically for the last year or two, all the rice that comes here - from out-- 
side by sea has been Janding at Cochin. I should like to know why the landing 
should be solely in Cochin and why the port of Alleppey has been practically 
given up for this purpose. Formerly when our own Trivandrum pier was in .good 
condition, we used to get all our rice landed here. But probably that is not possible 
now because the pier 1s not in existence. It has been damaged and has to be 
replaced. But as far as Alleppey port is concerned, why no paddy is landed there, 
requires explanation. . 

From the figures that I have been able to collect it is seen that there would be 
substantial gains say, from Rs. 6 to Rs. 7 per ton of rice if it is landed at Alleppey 
instead of at Cochin. Now, Sir, the practice is that rice is landed at Cochin and 
then it is taken by vallams to Alleppey at a distance of about 40 miles, The con- 
veyance charge would itself cost Rs. 35 and the loading and unloading chargés 
Rs. 45 for 100 bags. On the other hand if rice is landed at Alleppey there would 
be a gain of Rs. 6 to Re. 7 per ton. That is the figure that I have been able to 
arrive at. I do not know why the Alleppey Port could not be used for this purpose. 
If it is landed-at Alleppey, there would be substantial gain, Out of 3 lakhs and 20 
thousand tons of rice that is landed roughly 50 per cent. is spent in areas south 
and east of Alleppey. Sir, I hope at least some satisfactory explanation would be 
forthcoming why they don’t think of Alleppey for landing riee. With these words 
I move my motion. . 


Sri. Eapen Avakkal: © Sir, it requires no degfee of emphasis to be laid on 
this matter considering its importance. In view of the fact that this isa Department 
the working of which is closély associated with the welfare of the people the question 
involved needs urgent and earnest consideration. Sir, this matter has come up 
for discussion even during the last session. That amount of attention which this 
should receive has not been bestowed by the Government. Sir, I need not here 
reiterate the fact that scarcity of tood grains is causing immense trouble to all the 
people of the State. The circumstances and causes that contribute to this scarcity 
need not be described here. We have to face realities and look for means -and 
teasures for removing this long standing evil which affects all the people in the 
State. Sir, one efficient measure by which we propose to remedy this evil is by 
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procuring rice from among ourselves. {t has been declared by the Government of 
India that no food grains will be imported during the period 1950—51. That is 
the policy -dopted by the Central Government and we could only conform ourselves 
to that policy. So unless producton is accelerated, unless we are in a position to 
procure more rice in the State we are not going to fare well as no food grains will 
be imported into our State. 


How to accelerate production is the question. This can best be done by 
giving proper encouragement to those people who are engaged in the production 
of paddy. It has been already expressed here that if we want production to be 
accelerated or enhanced we should give more and more encouragement to the 
cultivator. It is not given to all people alike to produce paddy. It depends upon 
loca] and agricultural conveniences and conditions for a man to be a paddy cultivator. 
Kuttanad and Nanjinad are the main agricultural regions of the State. I ask whe- 
ther any proper encouragement in the form of financial aid-that is by enhancing the 
price of paddy produced—is being rendered to the cultivator. No, Sir, it is not being 
done. That has been the regular complaint of the agriculturist in the country. 
They are not given that degree of encouragement that they deserve. They feel that 
they are the back bone of the country. They have got the capacity to produce as 
much paddy as possible. The Government and a certain section of the people 
think that giving more money to the agriculturists would be making rich people 
more rich and encouraging blackmarket. But I say, Sir, that if we do not give 
- sufficient encouragement to the cultivator we are not going to get the best out of 
them. It appears from statistics that the cost of cultivation in Kuttanad and 
Nanjinad does not in any way compare favourably with the money that is being 
given to the agriculturists by Government as price of paddy procured, It is a 
matter of gratification, Sir, that of‘late there was a move to increase the price of 
paddy in the State. 1 don’t know how far the proposal has been brought into effect. 
I want to request the Government to consider this question as a serious matter. 
In enhancing the price of paddy we will be doing more service to the 
State in so far as the cultivator will be able to produce more paddy* 
In saying this I am not unaware of the financial commitments and difficulties 
that the Government have to face. Government is even now incurring a loss 
involving a huge amount on account of food Supply Section. Realising this 
I would suggest that if we really stand to lose a huge -amount by way of 
buying rice it would- not*be too much for Government to pay the “cultivator at least 
the minimum charges for cultivation demanded by them. If this is done Govern- 
ment would be able to procure more paddy as there would be more production. 

Iwish to add one word more, regarding the storing and distribution of 
imported rice. Well, Sir, I find that there is gross negligence of duty on the part 
of the people entrusted with the purchase of foreign rice, and the rice that is being 
imported into our State is handled most carelessly affecting the quality and the 
quantity of the foodstuffs. The depot officers and the other officers engaged in this 
work think that the supply of food to the peuple is matter of playful concern only. 
They do not take as much care as they ought to have taken in the matter of purchas- . 
img and storing rice or paddy. They are all indifferent in the discharge of their 
duties. In transit, due to the carelessness of the officers concerned considerable 
quantity of food stuffs is being pilfered. This has become a regular feature when 
food grains are sent by vallams both from Cochin and Alleppey. When we are 
experiencing acute shortage of food I was astounded to see how these people 
engaged in the transport of food stuffs from one place to another show no scruples 
to neglect their duty and pilfer this precious commodity. That ought to be 
checked at the earliest possible moment. , . 
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Now, coming to the Depots, there are cases to my knowledge that these food 
grains are stacked in open spaces open to rain and sun-shine alike. This affects to 
a considerable extent the quality and quantity of the. stuff. The misconduct of 
some of these officers entrusted with the management of a Depot is so gross and 
serious that they must be adequately dealt with. We heard in an answer toa 
question that a certain depot officer was charged with defalcation and misappro- 
priation. Well, Sir, I should think that these offences are going on not only in the 
particular depot to which reference was made this morning but it has become 
an universal feature in all these depots. These people are in charge of such 
precious food stuffs—to be considered more precious in these times than the 
‘Koh-i-noor’ itself—that I would request Government to take stern and immediate 
measures to prevent pilfering and neglect of duty of officers that is usually going 
on in all these depots. 
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Sri. P. S. Nataraija Pillai: 1 would like to draw the attention of the House 
to two facts. The Central Depot for the food grains imported is at Cochin, if | 
understand correctly. I am at a disability on this matter, since there is no 
administration report about this. Nor are the facts known to the public. I believe 
there is a Central Depot at Cochin and we jhave, according to the Budget, some 
twelve other Depots in the State. I would like district-war major depots being 
instituted so that all the stocks may not be concentrated or accumulated at the 
Central Depot. At atime of emergency, Transport difficulties may come into 
existence and a steady and regular rationing cannot be maintained because of the 
difficulty of transporting the stock, even if it is available at Cochin, to other parts. 
Therefore, the principle must be to maintain adequate stocks in all the districts by 
maintainmg district depots. That will obviate a breakdown in the distribution. 
I say that in the face of the experience in the past which was referred to by other 
hon’ble Members here. 
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Then, another difficulty is the matter pointed out by Myr. Velayudhan Nayar’ 
whether Government has abolished the wholesale depots or not. There wasa 
definite announcement that the wholesale distributors are to be abolished and the 
whole business would be done by Government. It was done in some parts and in 
other areas I understand the other system is in vogue still. Government must have 
a uniform policy in this matter. Either abolish the wholesale depots altogether or 
have depots everywhere. These are two important things that have to be looked 
into. 

Now, when you go through the Budget, there is a reduction in_ the pravision 
for staff. I do not know on what basis that is being done now. In 1950-51, we 
had 275 people employed. In 1951-52 the provision is only for 213 persons. | 
do not understand how that reduction has occurred. Is it on account of abolition 
of depots? We are not in a position to understand. At any rate, the most 
important thing which | would urge upon the Treasury Bench is that they should 
immediately take steps to constitute district depots where adequate stock and 
reserve Stock could be built up. The best thing will be, at this time when we are 
getting foreign food grains imported as well as local paddy procured, to build up 
reserve stock in each district so that at the time of scarcity and difficulty, rationing 
can be maintained without any breakdown throughout the State. 

There is another matter that | would like to mention here. Mr. Thanu Pillai 
referred to the necessity of making some provision or arrangement to have some 
ships diverted to Alleppey Port. The fact | was able to understand is that the 
unloading charges at Cochin plus the transport charges from Cochin to Alleppey by 
water will be higher than the unloading charges at Alleppey by abou tRs. 5 per ton, 
The transport charges from Cochin to Alleppey by water, if I understand correctly, 
is two annas per ton per mile. That will be somewhere near five rupees per ton and 
for hundred bags, it will be thirty-five rupees. If that thirty-five rupees is added 
to the Alleppey rate for unloading, it will be -lesser than the Cochin quotation for 
unloading. That aspect may be gone inte by the Department. The diversion of 
some ships to Alleppey will be useful in as much as it will provide labour and 
relieve unemployment. 

Sir, then another matter that I would like to bring to the notice of the Govern- 
ment is about the provision of Rs. 50,00,000 for manure. I find if I understand . 
the figures correctly, Government propose to sell the manure at fifty precent of the 
cost price and incur a loss of twenty-five lakhs. Fifty lakhs is put down as the 
purchase price and the credit is only for twenty-five lakhs. There is another item 
of credit by means of Government of India subsidy. Thus, the actual Joss. will be 
124 lakhs while on this matter of supply of manure at subsidised rates, I would say’ 
that the distribution was not satisfactory. I know it personally that as far as 
manure supply is concerned, especially groundnut cake and chemical fertilizers, 
there was not adequate supply in South Travancore. The South Travancore 
people were clamouring for months and years together that there was no adequate 
supply. In these circumstances, I would say that if Government are still going to 
have the supply effected, they must make adequate provision for the southern taluks 
of the State. I for one, Sir, will prefer the method of increasing the price of 
paddy and selling the manure at the cost price without incurring any loss. ‘That 
will practically help the agriculturists. Now the subsidy on manures goes into the 
hands of the big capitalists and they are making a big profit. The manure sold at 
subsidised rate is taken possession of by the capitalists and they resell it with great 
profit. But it will help the cultivator if the actual price of the paddy is raised and 
the price of manure is fixed at the actual cost price itself. With these words, ! 
move the motion.

LEGISLATIVE BUSINESS 
The Travancore-Cochin Appropriation Bill (No. 1) 1151 

Minister for Finance and Revenue (Sri. A. J. John): Sir, 1 beg to introduce 
the Travaneore-Cochin Appropriation Bill (No. 1) of 1951. 

Minister for Education, Labour and Civil Supplies (Sri. T. K. Narayana 
Pillai): 1 second it. 

Mr. Speaker : The Bill is introduced. 
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Sri A: Thanu Pillai: Is this Bill to be called No.1 or No. 2? We have 


already passed an Appropriation Bill. That is No. 1. When we bring another 
Bill should we not number it as 2 ? 


Sri. A.J. John: This is for 1951. The Bill he refers to was for 1950. 
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Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, this Bill takes credit for a supplementary 
rant of nearly 1/12th of the ordinary expenditure for 1950—51. The expenditure 
for 1950—51 is somewhere near 14 crores of rupees, and the Treasury Bench has 
thought it fit to come with a supplementary demand for Rs. 1,25,00,000. This 
additional expenditure comes very near 1/12th of the original grant. That reveals 
the efficiency and the care with which the budget was prepared. At any rate, a 
supplementary demand has been placed before the House at the very end of the 
financial year. For my part, Sir, in the conditions existing now and on a careful 
scrutiny of the items as they existed then, and a careful analysis of the conditions 
in which the demands were brought,—there was notsufficient time as well—I thought, 
that the Government having made this demand, that demand may be accepted by 
the House, and I voted for the supplementary grants. At the same time, | feel it 
is my duty to bring to the notice of the Treasury Benches that as far as financial 
matters are concerned, it is better to follow the rules strictly, and as a matter of fact, 
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the supplementary demands that came before the House are aot very regular. 
‘Whether those expenses should be incurred is one thing. That the supplementary 
grant should be made only for meeting any unexpected contingency or an 
expenditure incurred for unexpected reasons, is another. As a matter of fact, as 
was pointed out by one of my friends, most of the things for which these demands 
are male, were within the knowledge of the Treasury Benches and the Finance 
Department at the time of the budget and it was purely on account of their want 
of care and dereliction of duty that these things were not anticipated and included 
in the budget. 

T would like to point out one more fact. Under “XXV—Industries,” we have 
granted Rs. 1,30,000. As was explained by the Minister in charge yesterday, it is 
for compensation for nine acres of Jand at Alwaye. Sir, the Minister was not in a 
position to tell us yesterday whether the acquisition was from various individuals or 
whether it was acquired from one individual alone. At any rate, he was kind 
enough te give the information that something like Rs. 68,000 was due as compen- 
sation for building and the rest for the land, that is, Rs. 62,000 for nine acres. 
This compensation, according to me, is inordinately high and excessive for building 
and lend in that locality. Whether the buildings and land are worth so much or 
not is a matter for careful scrutiny. Now that the amount has been granted, it is 
for the Government to scrutinize the matter, and if they find that the award made 
by the Collector is excessive, they should refer the matter to a judicial tribunal and 
get a remedy, and should not disburse the amount before an actual verification and 
a reconsideration of the valuation is made. I hope the Treasury Benches will take 
note of this view of the matter. As matters stand at present in Travancore-Chchin 
State there is a widespread feeling that State funds are being utilized, or allowed 
to be utilized for private and personal gain. In the circumstances, | once more 
urge on the Government to scrutinize the valuation list and the valuation award, 
before any payment is made, though, of course, this House has sanctioned the 
amount.

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Sri. A. Thanu Pillai : 


T support Mr. Patchu Pillai’s motion. Sir, it is true that we cannot have 
full freedom in regard to labour legislation because the Central laws will bind 
us also. But I wish to place before this House certain matters in respect of which 
our Government and the department as well show a lack of appreciation of the facts 
of the situation. Sir, even the existing laws are not sought to be enforced properly. 
We passed here, about a year ago, an Act to regulate the work in shops and similar 
establishments. Though a long time has elapsed since the passing of that Act, no 
steps have been taken to enforce it.. | find, Sir, in the coming year’s budget on 
page 186, a lump sum provision for entertaining the ‘‘staff required for the enforce 
ments of the Shops and Establishments Act.” What does that mean? Not only 
that the necessary staff has not been entertained till now, even when they come 
forward with a demand in the budget they are not able to tell us what they are 
going to do with the budget provision. The Government merely ask for a lump 
sum provision of Rs. 25 thousand. Sir, I am really at a loss to know why there 
should be this delay in making the appointments. I know for a fact that in some 
places, the owners themselves agreed to certain conditons of work, For instance, 
m Nagercoil Pioneer Works there was practically an agreement between the 
employers and the workers. But the Government were remiss. The law was not 
put into force; the necéssary agency has not been -rought into being till now. 1 
now hear that the cordial relationship that existed between employers and workers 
become strained. My point is when the law itself recognises certain rights for the 
workers, certainly Government could try to get the benefits of those rights to the 
workers, Here there is an instance where the law gives the rights but there is no 
agency to enforce them. What is the Labour department doing? I ask, what is 
the Government doing? Why did not Government pass rules in time to bring the 
law into force? Why were not the necessary agencies created to give effect to the 
provisions of law 2 ‘These are very vital questions which Government must answer. 

ow they ask for a lump sum provision; This House has a right to know how this 
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Rs. 25 thousand is to ke spent. I ask, why not details be given for the expenditure ? 
I ask, are they going to do anything in the coming year? All this manmer of doing 
shows the utter callousness on the part of the authorities concerned to deal with 
labour fairly and well. 

With regard to the appointment in the department, generally I am told that 
appointments are not made by the Service Commission. I! speak from information 
and so I am subject to correction. 

Srj. T. K. Narayana Pillai: Appointments have been made by the Service 
Commision recently. 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Now that the Minister says that the appointments have 
since been made by the Public Service Commission, that shows Government till now 
had no definite idea in the matter. We do not know how the appointments have been 
made, who all have been appointed, in what grade, in what pay andsoon, The 
Government could have said these very clearly. Now we are told that Government 
have done it. I ask, could they not have told the House about it. Could they not 
have come to a decision in time and intimated us of that? Just a few weeks before 
the budget all this could have been done in the budget itself. In so far as that has 
not been done, that shows the indifference not only to labour interests, but also to 
this House and to the public. I am sorry things here are done in a peculiar way, 
which is peculiar to this Government alone. No other Goevrnment could think 
of getting things done in this manner. | Months have elapsed, rather it is well over 
ayear. The Government are slowly moving in the matter. Now we are told that 
the Service Commission have made the appointments. We do not know whether 
the appointments were subject to the approval by the Commission and the Service 
Commission approved them. It is well known, Sir, that when the Government 
make appointments and then refer the matter to the Service Commission, one 
main consideration for the Commission would be the fact that Government have 
made the appointments. This is a wrong line to take. | Unless there is something 
radically wrong with the appointments, the Service Commission in such cases will 
not interfere. Therefore Government should never make the appointments and 
then refer to the Service Commission. | referred to that because there was a reference 
about this aspect this morning. [ was told this department was making the appoint- 
ments. ‘That arrangement should cease from now at least. 

I now turn to another thing, | Even the ordinary provisions in our labour laws 
are not given full effect to by Government. For instance, in the Transport 
Department I am told there is a provision for leave with pay for certain number of 
working days in the case of daily wages workers. That principle has not been 
accepted till now. All this shows that after all the care and attention a Govern- 
ment ought to bestow on labour matters is not forthcoming. 

A gcod deal has been stated in the annual report of this department regarding 
the welfare arrangements. Sir, I wish to refer to one specific matter. Recently | 
had occasion to visit a tea estate near Punaloor. Of course | was thoroughly disgusted 
with the arrangement for accommodating the workers. In a room 8 feet 
square two families were living. That is what I found. As for education there is 
a paragraph in this report which | read this mornirig. It says that adquate educa- 
tional facilities should be given to the estate workers. The school I visited is in 
Pathanapuram which is a compulsory education area. The wonderful thing I found 

_ there was this: There is a Primary school with about 150 to 200 pupils and classes 
from I to V. Two languages are taught, Tamil and Malayalam. The labour there 
comes partly from Tamil areas and partly from Malayalam areas and so pupils have 
to be taught in two batches and that in five classes. The students number 200 or 
so. The minimuni number of teachers in that school must be at least 10. To my 
surprise | was told that the number of teachers in that educational institution, in 
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the compulsory education area, is only one. This is the kind of compulsory educa- 
tion we are having particularly in areas occupied by poor people. Such things 
should go. When we speak of welfare, things must be bettered. 

Sri. D, Gnanasigamoni: Is it a Malayalam school ? 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: It is a Malayalam cum Tamil school. There are five 
classes from I to V and two languages being taught. This is the kind of welfare we 
find existing in those villages. Further, it is in sheds that instruction is being given, 
I agree with all that has been said by Mr. Patchu Pillai in respect of accommodation. 
I will just refer to areas like Kuttanad where very often floods wash away dwelling 
houses of the poor and that completely. We find that Government propose to 
build houses for the poor. 1 understand that all that cannot be done all at once. 
Some houses built a few months ago were found to be very shabby, and would not 
last for more than a year. Huts built by poor ordinary labourers are more sub- 
stantial than these houses put up by Government. Government huts are found to 
be very flimsy. Such types should be changed. | With these words, I support the

Speaker: The hon’ble Member is allowed to refer to those point, 
during the course of his remarks on the cut motion, which he has moved. 
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Sri. E, Gopalakrishna Menon: Sir, I move:—

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The House rose for lunch at I p.m. and re-assembled af 2 p, m. 
. with Mr. Speaker in the Chair 
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Sri. K.K. Kannan: Sir, | move: 
“To reduce the allotment of Rs. 12,60,800 for Advancement of Backward 

Communities by Re. 1” 
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Mr. Speaker : Mr. Jose, are you moving your cut motion? 


Sri. N. D. Jose: Yes Sir, | move: ‘To reduce the total allotment of Rs.18,98,200 
under Demand XXVI by rupee 1”. [ want to suggest a few words regarding 
labour. Under the item for welfare work, a sum of one lakh seventy-three 
thousand and one hundred rupees has been allotted. On the examination of figures 
we find that amount for the actual welfare work. If you deduct the working ex- 
penses from this allotment you will get only a small amount for the actual welfare 
work. I wish to point out that this is insufficient for this item. In this connection 
I want to point out the report by the international Labour Organisation. “The 
employees should be vested with the responsibility of starting welfare organisations 
and then later on these should be handed over to Municipal organisations or 
Government control”. This is a suggestion that I would like to present to Govern- 
ment for consideration. 


Another point I would like to bring to the notice of this House is this: A great 
number of our working classes are comprised of agricultural labourers. Most of 
our people are agricultural employees. I want to point out that it is high time that 
a statistics of agricultural labour in this State is collected. We are all aware that 
the Indian Government has taken up the work. 1 would like to point out that 
this should not mean that this Government should shirk responsibility as far as this . 
important item is concerned. I want to make it clear that as early as possible mini- 
mum wages should be fixed for agricultural labour in this State. 

Another thing I would like to bring to the notice of this House is this: [n 
many factories labour classes are subject to great hardships. When a Trade Union 
is started the employers are very anxious that itis suppressed. They hinder all 
their legitimate activities. In foreign countries there prevails a system by which 
these people are afforded protection by law. I suggest that there should be some 
necessary enactment through which these labour organieations should be protected. 

I would also mention the case of certain Trade Unions whose registration has 
been cancelled, The simple reason is that they have not sent in their reports and 
accounts. It is very easy for the Government to say that since these organisations, 
have not eent in their reports and accounts their registration has been cancelled. 

ere is another thing worth mentioning here. When the important workers of a 
Trade Union are locked up the organisation ceases to function. It is my infor- 
mation that not less than 60 labour organisations come under this category. All of 
them have ceased to function. If there is to be a healthy spirit among the labour 
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there should be proper Trade Unions functioning in the State. I suggest that all 
genuine Trade Union Workers who have been placed under arrest should be set 
free and they should be allowed to carry on normal Trade Union work. 


Next thing is about adjudication. It has been time and again pointed out on 
the floor of this House that there is inexcusable delay in the matter of the adjudicat- 
ion of labour disputes. I am prepared to agree that a certain amount of delay in 
adjudication is inevitable. Therefore, Sir, adjudication should not be made com- 
pulsory on labour and mangement, There are many occasions when labour is 
allowed the option to strike work. After a series of struggles in this country the 
Trade Unien has won for itself certain basic rights. Therefore [ want to point out 
in this connection that adjudication should not be made compulsory. Wherever 
necessary and wherever labour and management want to be adjudicated they 
should be allowed the facility for that. Wherever the labour could win their 
right through the method of peaceful strike they should be given the liberty 
to do so. 

Siz, finally [ must point out that labour in this state should be given a new 
deal. We are aware of the fact that as far as these industries and capital concerns 
are concerned, there is a good deal of mismanagement and a good deal of swindling. 
I want to suggest that no capital organisation in this country, no capitalistic enter- 
prise should be allowed to have more than a particular percentage as dividend. The 
rest of the profit, | want to be divided among the labourers. Therefore the labour 
policy of Gavernment should be reorganised. We are all aware of the fact that 
whatever this Government might do in this connection, if labour wants all its 
demands to be satished labour must have its own Government. We are all 
believers in the fact that if the labour problems in the country are to be solved satis- 
factorily, labour should have a Government which will distribute all surplus value 
to labour. We are sure it will come to labour easily. That would be in a system 
where the means of production and distribution would be owned by the state as 
such, would be owned by the labour as such. There are some of the points that 
would arise in this connection. . 
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The cut motions moved by Sri, A. K. Patchu Pillai, Sri. Ponnara G. Sreedhar, 
Sri. E. Gopalakrishna Menon, Sri, K. K. Kannan and Sri. N. Daniel Jose were put

Sri. Paul Thaliath: I may be permitted to speak on the second motion, also, 


while I speak on the first motion. 
Mr. Speaker: Yes; but the time allowed is only ten minutes. 


Sri. Paul Thaliath: Yes, Sir. 
Imove: To reduce the allotment of Rs. 43,000 for Pay of Officers by Re. |. 
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Sri. A. Thanw Pillai: Sir, Control comes in when there is scarcity of 
articles. Here the articles controlied have to come partly from inside the State and 
probably to a much larger extent from outside. So we have to be careful about 
more than one aspect of the whole matter, namely of imports, distribution and 
procurement of what is available within the State. Of course the question of 
procurement comes in relation to food and in a way in relation to yarn and clothing, 
Yarn and clothing are met partly from the State. Then there are other articles as 
was referred to by Mr. Paul Thaliath such as iron and steel and articles of that kind 
which have to be imported from outside. The one thing that strikes anybody who 
looks into the problem is that this department has failed, very badly failed I should 
say, in respect of that aspect of the problem. In regard to production with respect 
to food, as was pointed out by Mr. Thaliath, a lot of money is being spent; a lot 
is talked about production, but then the net result is practically nil. There isa 
Food Production Board about which much criticism has already been advanced here, 
not only this time but in previous years also. We find, in spite of all this, 
Government say about cultivation on the hills, intensive cultivation, distribution of 
manure at cheap rates and soon. In spite of all that increase of production is very 
very little. No figures are available. At times Government would say, a good lot 
is produced. I think the latest figure is somewhere about 50 thousand tons of 
“food material” not exactly food grains. That is very very little considering the 
shortage here. 

Then with regard to import, we have heard a good deal about that from 
outside. Import of yarn is also too little. But distribution is more faulty. In 
respect of clothing also there is inadequacy. Distribution is also very faulty. In 
regard to other materials also the same observation can well be made. Yesterday 
we were told in answer to a question that there has been considerable complaint 
with regard to import of cloth. Cloth permit was given to a few importers in 
Cochin far in excess of the normal requirements in that area. Considering the 
total imports into this State, the quantity allowed to be imported here is compara- 
tively small. Now, Sir, I should insist on this aspect. In the first place we should 
try to get as much as possible. {am sure the Government js at fault. They szy 
they have been writing to the Government of India. But what can people here do? 
They cannot approach the Government of India for everything. If anything has to 
be got done in respect of imports, it is through the local Government. Government 
cannot say; ‘We approached the Government of India, But they do not listen.” 
Is that an answer, I ask. It has become very very difficult to get even a yard of 
cloth. What are we to doin that circumstance? I should think, Government 
should be more vigilant. They should act in time. They should know beforehand 
what will be the position at a particular time, a month hence or two months hence. 
Tt may be in respect of food, yarn or clothing materials or even iron materials, When 
we are faced with acute shortage, there is no use saying, ‘we addressed the Govern- 
ment of India, but no satisfactory answer.” All that 1 would say is, Government 
should act in time. I doubt very much whether they do so. They must see 
beforehand a few months in advance what the position would be. I am afraid that 
they have not been doing. In regard toimports, I have to submit one thing. 
Government should be very equitable and fair in dealing with people. [ ask, why 
should all our cloth go to Cochin. That has been said here many atime. Some 
importer in Cochin alone has been favoured unduly. Why, I ask. Why is that 
particular importer favoured? Is it in the interests of the State, or is it because of

private interests that this Government acts in that way? — Yesterday the Minister 
gave us the answer to the effect that there is some complaint and that it is being 
looked into. I ask, why did the Ministry give room for that kind of complaint. Is 
it enough to say, “yes, there has come a complaint aboutit.” Is it because the 
Minister who was in charge of the matter on the previous occasion has left the 
Ministry this kind of answer is given? I again ask, is it for the new Ministry to 
say, “yes; there is a complaint and we are looking into it.” My pointed question 
is, why did the former Ministry allow that? These are very vital questions to be 
properly answered. We are faced with an acute shortage. All maximum fairness 
must be shown by any Government acting under such conditions. Then only a 
Government can function satisfactorily in the face of difficulty. Complete fairness 
itself will go a great way in satisfying the people. When one Lonappan at Cochin 
is allowed to import half the quantity allotted for the State, when half a dozen other 
importers together from Cape Comorin to Ernakulam are allowed to import 
the other half er even less in the face of shortage, when we cannot get a 
yard of cloth, I ask the Government, how can the people be satisfied? 
Suppose this Government are in a position to say “We have done everything 
in the best manner possible. We have tried to distribute on an equitable. basis. 
Yet, the situation has come to this. We are helpless.) We have approached the 
Government of India but we have not been favoured with a satisfactory reply”. 
And then the people will listen and sympathise with the Government. On the other 
hand, what have we here> Unfairness, inequity, injustice, [ would even say, 
corruption. For when a Government acts unfairly, there must be corruption 
behind, A good father should be equally favourable to all his children. When 
unfairness is seen in the working of the Government, there must be some cor- 
ruption. Why go in for all this trouble 2 

In regard to iron goods also there is complaint. I have personal experience 
in this matter. I applied for some iron material and I was told that I could get it 
at Quilon. What I wanted was a small piece, not even of the weight of a hundred- 
weight, But if I want that I should go to Quilon. Why is that? Why not dis- 
tribute what is available in all the centres, so that it may be available to everyone 
who wants? A person might want some iron material, it may be a small thing that 
he wants, but even then he must go to Quilon for it. At times people have to go 
to Ernakulam even. All these are troublesome to the consumers. Government 
have to keep in mind all these things when they distribute these things among the 
different centres. All this is the cause of great discontent and harrassment. 


We may say generally that this department is not working properly. I find 
from the budget, that there is a Civil Supplies Commissioner and that he is in 
charge of food, cloth, iron materials and other things. He is assisted by a number 
of subordinate officials. Altogether the salary and establishment charges come to 
about Rs, [5 lakhs. In a small state like this, if the control agency is to cost so 
much, there must be a corresponding benefit to the State. But that benefit is not 
forthcoming. Therefore the whole agency has to be condemned outright, the 
ultimate responsibi' ity being on the Government. : 
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At this stage Mr. Speaker vacated the Chair which was then occupied 
by the Deputy Speaker. 


Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, | would like to speak on this motion. I 
have no motion in my name for I was late in sending my motion. So I may be 
permitted to speak on this motion. 


Deputy Speaker: Yes. 


Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, as far as food production is concerned, I 
have only to request the Government to turn their attention to intensive cultivation 
rather than to extensive cultivation. Extensive cultivation in Travancore has 
resulted in a colossal failure. So the alternative is intensive cultivation and I want 
only to request Government to pay more attention to that aspect of the matter and 
to see that the people produce as much grain as possible. Our productive capacity 
is limited, but within that limited sphere, let us do whatever is possible. 


Then I want to speak about the textile control, After haying taken some time 
to study the position as it exists here today, | am forced to come to the conclusion 
that the cloth famine which we are experiencing in this State is man-made com- 
pletely. Sir, cloth was a controlled article as an essential commodity from 1945 
onwards. Till 1948, ie, till two years ago, there was absolutely no difficulty, so 
far as erstwhile Travancore was concerned, about cloth. There was some scarcity, 
but there was no acute scarcity. People were able to get cloth and control orders 
passed were then enforced by Government. Even now they say control still exists. 
But the system of control has changed, and not certainly for the better. Why for 
the worst, I can say. According to the old practice, the total allotted quota for 
Travancore was equally distributed among the importers nominated by Government. 
That was under the direct control of the Textile Commissioner. After the importers 
get the cloth imported, the whole allotment was equally distributed among the 
wholesale merchants who were licenced by Government, some, 40 or 50 of them. 
Then the Textile Commissioner used to allot particular quantities to each taluk and 
to each retail merchants on the basis of the population of the taluk. So, Sir, from 
the stage of import, to the stage of distribution to the actual consumer, control was 
exercised. The distribution to the consumers was also on-a very equitable basis, 
on the basis of their rice ration cards. Thus each man was entitled to his share of 
the cloth and he got it. Is that what we now find? What is happening now? A 
certain quantity is allotted to the State by the Bombay Textile Commissioner. 
What quantity is to be imported is left to the importing merchant; he imports 
according to his financial capacity. It was clearly admitted by the Treasury Benches 
yesterday that the total allotment is not equally distributed among the importers. 
So each importer imports according to his own financial resources and his interest. 
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Then there are wholesale merchants, very often the importers themselves get the 
right to act as wholesale dealers. This fact came out in answer to one of my 
questions. He is certainly a licensed dealer but the purchase and sale is done under 
free trade conditions. The importer, who is very often the wholesale merchant 
purchases a certain quantity and sells that quantity according to his own wishes or 
his capacity. Then too there is no control in distribution. Sometimes, the whole- 
sale merchant is also the retailer. It results in the wholesaler cornering the whole 
stock sometimes. 1 am saying all these from a knowledge of the conditions prevail- 
ing now. Ail this leads to blackmarketing and as a matter of fact there is a lot of 
blackmarketing done today. Some cloth is even being exported outside Travancore. 
Some people are looking aghast, but this is a fact which has come to my knowledge. 
How does that occur? Does the Department seriously think of this? Are the 
authorities earnest about this? Are the controlling authorities feeling this respon- 
sibility >. Absolutely not. The whole thing is left to the merchants. How do they 
deal > They simply corner the whole stock and make profit. 

Another thing which I want to speak about is the part the Travancore mills 
play in this business. The mills in the State are allotted a certam quota. The 
mills are allowed to sell their products directly. And here they make a large profit. 
They put up the price of the cloth and by retail sale they make a ten per cent 
profit above the ex-Mill rate. These profits go to the capitalists. Why is that ? 
Because this is a capitalist Government. If my assumption is wrong, I rnay be 
controverted by the official benches. Why is the millowner allowed to sell directly 
to the consumer? Up to 1948, the Chitra mill was selling only at ex-mill price to 
the retailers. “Now they are getting ten per cent over and above this. Why is that? 
I know that that question will not be answered. Therefore we have here a control 
system in name, but one which is, in essence, a free sales system. A commodity 
which is scarce in the couniry is being cornered and it is being blackmarketed and 
an official-made famine condition is produced in the country. 

Exactly the same position holds in the case of yarn. The poor weaver is not 
able to get yarn which he requires. By that, not only that the handloom industry 
is being killed, but the price of handloom cloth is going prohibitively high. So 
today we are passing through, what may be called an ofhcial-made famine in 
textiles. If the Government and the controlling authorities will enforce the control 
orders and revive the old system, this scarcity can be tided. over. I am speaking 
thus at length, Sir, so that the Government may go hack to the old system. If the 
old system was not good, let them evolve some other system by which cloth will be 
distributed equitably, and directly by Government agency. But, on the other hand, 
if you allow goods to be comered by a few people in particular centres, it will 
only benefit the richer people. As a matter of fact, up to 1948, distribution of 
cloth was based upon ration cards in Travancore. Every month the quantity that 
could be purchased by each cardholder was fixed in advance by the Taxtile Com- 
missioner, I ask the Government benches whether there is any such system now ? 
So a radical change of policy has taken place during the last two years, and as Mr. 
Thanu Pillai said, there must be something behind all that. 1 do not want to go 
into it. The earlier things are remedied, better for everybody. Or it will be a 
standing disgrace to the Congress that it created an unwarranted cloth famine in 
the country.

_ Provided that where the speaker has refused his consent under Rule 57 or 
is ‘of opinion that the matter proposed to be discussed is not in order, he may, 
if he thinks it necessary, read the notice of question of privilege and state 
that he refuses consent or holds that the notice of question of privilege, is not 
in order : 

Provided further that the Speaker may, if he is satisfied about the urgency 
of the matter, allow a question of privilege to be raised at any time during the 
course of a sitting after the disposal of questions. 
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6l. If leave under Rule60 is granted, the question shall be referred to a 
Committee of Privileges on a motion made by the Leader of the House or any 
other member to whom he may delegate his function under this sub-rule.”

Nataraja Pillai: Sir, the net result of the working of the Ceramic 
Factory is not very encouraging. Though in 1949-50 for 74 months the Govern- 
ment were able to realise nearly 80 thousand rupees, for the next year, in spite of 
an additional investment of seven lakhs of rupees the receipt came down to 48 
thousand rupees, Why such a fall is a matter which has not been explained to this 

jouse. : 


There is a general feeling in the public that it is due to the labour problems in 
that factory and that labour trouble is due to the want of tactful management. Since 
the labour is not being properly handled there was labour trouble and the production 
fell consequently and the receipts also fell. Sir, the one peculiar feature which I 
want to point out is that for the installation of a tunnel kiln in the Ceramic Factory 
there was a provision of 15 lakhs of rupees in the last year’s Budget and in the re- 
vised estimate it comes to 7 lakhs of rupees. That is the kind of estimate for work 
in the factory the departmental head is preparing. If he is an expert in that plant 
and if he knows the working of that kind of installation the estimate would have 
approximated with the actual expenditure. I speak subject to correclion. Even 
now as far as this House is concerned we are not sure whether the kiln has been 
constructed or not. If it has not been constructed this year’s Budget should have 
contained provision for that. As a matter of fact, in this year’s Budget there is no 
provision for the construction of the kiln. Under no head is it provided except 
under the head “Maintenance and repairs of Factory, Machinery” and so on. 
Therefore Sir, it is evident that an estimate for 15 lakhs of rupees was prepared and 
submitted and when it was constructed it came to 7 lakhs of rupees. In spite of 
the additional equipment planted in that factory, production fell and consequently 
the receipts also fell from 80 thousand to 48 thousand rupees and that is the efh- 
ciency as it stands. I am told Sir, that the kiln now constructed is not very _ 
necessary too, : 


_ In this connection I would like to point out one other aspect also. Goyern-. 
tment have invested nearly, 2°13 lakhs of rupees in the Vanchi Clay Mines and this 


. 
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year for working expenses 60,000 rupees has been provided for. It was admitted by 
the Treasury Benches in an answer to some interpellation that the Government 
were forced to take the Vanchi Clay Mines because the money advanced was not 
repaid and the only method of realising that amount advanced was by acquiring the 
company. In these matters I would like to be definitely enlightened whether this 
Government is consulting the Finance Committee before these commitments are 
made. Moneys are being advanced under various concerns, under various indus- 
tries. Advances are made; it becomes impossible to get adequate returns; then 
the concern is acquired by Government as Government concern; and then further 
investments are made. Ultimately the whole thing ends in collossal failure an 
loss to this Government. After all in view of the past experience of this Ceramic 
Factory it is time to constitute a committee or to appoint an expert to examine 
thoroughly the working of the equipment and get a report and place it before this 
House. The Government may consider the future working on the basis of the 
discussion that rnay arise out of it. It is hightime to do that. There is no mean- 
ing in making further investments of Government money in such concerns. The 
report should be published so that it may be available to the public and to this 
House so that the progress of these concerns may be made known to the public. 
With these observations [ resume my seat. 


My. Speaker: We will go to 43—Industries and Supplies. 


Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I move: “to reduce the allotment of 
Rs. 78,409 for Direction by rupee one.” 


The Industries Department is expected to control and advise Government on 
the industrial enterprises. Government have a general control over the industrial 
enterprises as a whole. Sir, on the advice of the Industries Department there are 
a number of industries owned and financed by this Government of which I had 
occasion to refer to the Ceramic Industry. Then comes the Rubber factory and the 
Plywood factory and the Minerals factory. Sir, the Budget provision here is also 
not uniform, ‘You find the working expenses of the Plywood factory, the Ceramic 
factory and the Rubber factory in the Budget while that of the Mining industry is 
not inclided in this Budget. They claim only a lump sum for that: Why they 
did it, I am not in 4 position ‘to understand. Sir; when they'can give the’ working 
details of the Ceramic factury, the Plywaod factory and the Rubber factory, why not 
they provide the same details for the Mining industry also. a 


One other aspect which I wish to place before this House is about the proposal 

to grant a loan of Rs. 33 lakhs to the industrial concerns. Out of this amount a 
sum of 9 lakhs is earmarked for the Rayons, and for the rest 24 lakhs; no details 
are given in the Budget. Sir, I think the procedure to grant by vote 24 lakhs of 
rupees, to the executive a lump sum to be given as_they like, is very wrong... That 
ought not to be; because that will lead to so much of undesirable consequences. 
Sir, we had occasion to see these troubles in the case of the loan that was granted 
to the Alagappa Textiles. An amount of 9 lakhs of rupees is provided for the 
Rayons industry under the head ‘loans’. . The hon. Minister im his Budget 
speech did not make any specific reference to this matter. There is only a small 
paragraph in the speech which says that the Rayons factory, Cement factory, and 
Fertilizers are progressing. The investments that we have made during the years 
1949-50 and 50-51 have not been specifically stated. The proposals to further 

. finance these concerns are also not given. The policy of granting loans to private 
capital, enterprises is not very wholesome. I can understand the Government giving 
‘encouragement to industries. But at the same time Government should consider

whether the country as a whole is benefited by such financing. As I am aware the 
Government is not exercising any control over the management of these private 
companies, the benefit derived is meagre. They have their nominated directors 
in these concerns. We hear so much of mismanagement in these factories and these 
directors are parties to it. Asa matter of fact, in the working of the FACT there 
is the general comp'aint that the over-head-charges are very high and that the pur- 
chases and expenses are made at the, discretion of the managing agents, If efficient 
management is carried on and good control is exercised by Government such 
irregularities can be avoided. When we are advancing money to industrial concerns, 
Government ought to have a legitimate control over the concerns. Unfortunately, 
that does not exist to-day. There is also the other scanda! that in the present 
condition of demoralisation that exists in this country, these advances are not always 
made on an equitable or just or honest basis. Personalities come in the way or 
other influences are brought to bear and the results are undesirable and J don’t want 
to-go further than that. Even in the question of acquiring the mineral factories 
Government have done considerable injustice in a certain way. There were two 
factories working, one at Chavara and the other at Manavalakurichi. They closed 
down the Manavalakurichi factory. Only the factory at Chavara is now working. 
The prevailing talk in the country is that contracts are being issued for the supply 
of mineral sands in the Chavara factory and those-contracts are given to patronize 
some people of rank in the ruling party and since the working of the factory at 
Manavalakurichi could not be subjected to that kind of benefit, that factory has 
been shut up. Thousands of people in that area are thrown out of employment. 
The State actively encourages some industry to help some individuals and at the 
same time actively discourages some industry at some other place. Sir, that kind of 
attitude on the part of the Government is too unjust and unjustifiable. 


I once more emphasize Sir, that when industrial loans are to be granted to 
private companies, Government ought to do so only after taking a positive vote of 
this House by bringing a motion before this House for that specific purpose. The 
executive authorities should not be given the right to give loans as private bankers 
do. This House is entitled to know how the money is being spent. Therefore 
without a specific vote of this House.no amount should be advanced to any concern. 
Even in the control of industries as a whole some definite policy must be adhered 
to before further investments are made. 


Now the time has come to examine the working of all the state-owned and 
partially owned industrial concerns by an expert so that we may know to what 
extent we heve progressed and what will be the prospects of these industries in the 
near future. [ would once more request Government to get the report of an expert 
on the working of these concerns and place it before this House before any further 
advance of money is made. 


Sr!.N. D. Jose: I move “to reduce the total allotment of Rs. 38,66,000, 
under demand XXV by Re. 1”. ° 


Sir, time and again, ithas been referred to both in the press and the platform 
that the food problem in the state is of primary concern. {t has also been pointed 
out repeatedly that our population is growing at a tremendous rate and that there is 
not sufficient focd for all the people. It has also been said and agreed to by many 
that, as far as this problem is concerned, there is not much available Jand left’in the 
state to be cultivated. Therefore. Sir, it stands to reason that we should look else--” 
where for our requirements. Fortunately, this is a maritime state, and it stands to 
reason that we should make use of marine fisheries for increasing the food 
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fequirements of the people in this state. In speaking about this I want to accuse 
Government of callous indifference regarding this Department. I would go to the 
extent of saying that the Government have been criminally negligent about marine 
fisheries. Last year, H. H. the Rajpramukh made mention of fisheries in his speech 
and pointed out several improvements that were proposed to be made in the State. 
A sum of about Rs. 50,000 was also allocated in last year’s budget for providing 
fishermen with salt for curing purposes, yarn for nets and. timber for catamaran 
building. I want to point out that none of these schemes was properly dealt with 
last year. There was a proposal for cold storage plant. In Travancore there are 
nearly 100 fishing centres but there are only 20 fish curing yards for these 100 
centers. It was also stated that the Government of India have promised to render 
sufficient help in this connection offering nearly fifty per cent for developing 
schemes. I do not know whether this offer has been made use of by this 
Government. 


Sir, itisa long time since the fishing vessel Chandrika was floated. I am 
informed that the fishing season is from December to April. I do not know whether 
anything substantial has been done as far as developing of deep-sea fishing is con- 
cerned. There was a proposal from the fishermen that if Government is not able 
to make full use of this vessel, it may be given to the fishermen on rent or on loan 
basis so that they may be able to use this vessel for increasing the supply of fish. 
The vessel is now neither helping Government nor the fishermen. 


Again, Sir, there was a proposal to construct a fish-curing yard at Cape Comorin. 
The Government of India offered help in this connection. We wish to know what 
has happened to this. 


It is not necessary for me to dwell at length about the necessity for developing 
fisheries in the state. A Fisheries Committee was appointed. I understand, Sir, 
that certain recommenda ions were made by the Fisheries Committee for developing 
fisheries. I do not know whether any of those proposals have been implemented by 
the Government. Moreover, in this year’s Budget and also in H. H. the 
Rajpramukh’s speech particularly, no mention has been made about the developing of 
fisheries. I should also point out that sufficient attention has not been given to the 
development of this important department in the Budget. In this connection, J 
would like to point out that our fishing is carried on along age-old methods, 
It may be argued shat it is not practicable to modernise completely the 
fishing methods. But it may be possible to develop it along sufficiently 
seientific lines. Another recommendation of the Committee was to set up for 
this purpose a marine survey so that the fishing grounds may be located, 
Nothing has been done so far about this. As | pointed out earlier this is one of the 
most important conditions to the fead-supply and offering to the poorer classes a 
balanced diet, tapioca plus fish, which is their diet, especially thas of the labouring 
classes. Therefore, I request the Government to see to the development of marine 

sheries. 


Ancther point I would like to refer to is about the policy of the Government 
to take 50 per cent of the shares or to give industrial loans and thus promote 
industries. Government have been pursuing a policy whereby private capitalists 
and vested interests have been promoted. It may be admitted, Sir, that this 
Government has a certain impetus to develop the industry. Looking at the 
problem from another angle, | must point out that this has also given rise to the 
development of capitalism and retarding of certain other progressive tendencies m 
the economic field in this country. I want to point out, that etther the Government — 
must start the industry by themselves, that 1s, nationalise the industries like the 
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Transport Department,—which has not after all been such a failure as it is often 
represented to be—or the Government should take a major pro portion of the shares 
in such concerns and Jet the public take the other shares, that is, on a limited 
basis. One person or a few handfuls of persons should not be allowed to control 
industries in the State. 

Another point I want to bring before this Government is the stoppage of work 
in certain factories in South Travancore. The Manavalakurichi monasite factory 
was offering employment to thousands of employees. That was also a source of 
development of ports around that country. Now, itis a long time since such a 
factory processing such an important items as monasite has been closed down, and 
the centre of industry has been shifted to North Travancore. Also, similarly, the 
Thuckalai Sugar Factory has been closed down. There is a proposal to shift the 
distillery from Nagercoil. J want to point out that such acts give rise (Bell) to a 
large amount of unemployment in South Travancore. 


One more point | would like to mention, Sir, and that is about cottage 
industries. A preliminary report has been submitted. Sir, I want to point out that 
the main principle accepted by the Cottage Industries Committee is that of 
co-operation. It is to develop cottage industries on a cooperative basis. There war 
an opinion in that Committee that cottage industries in the State should be 
developed on co-operative lines. This is a matter which should merit the earnest 
consideration of this Government—whether cottage industries should be developed 
along capitalist lines, or whether they should be developed along co-opertive lines. 

Sir, finally, I would like to say this. It is very difficult for us to pin the faults 
in any of these instances, either in fisheries; or in industries or in any other parti- 
cular field, on anybody, because every time we come to the Assembly session, we 
find a set of new Ministers occupying the benches. So, unless you believe that the 
Government continues ona stable basis, you cannot depend upon any particular 
Minister (Second bell)— In conclusion, 1 would say that since we have been 
having a number of political fishermen, there is a good deal of absence of develop- 
ment in fisheries and other spheres in this country. 


Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: Sir, | wish to invite the attention of the 
‘House te a matter which had. already been referred to by Mr. Nataraja- Pillai. 
‘Sir, I am also of the view that these commercial conerns, in the interests of the state, 
could not be well served if they are just normally supervised by a modern state 
Government. We have sunk millions of rupees in commercial concerns. By no 
stretch of imagination could we say that any Gevernment is competent to supervise 
effectively or guide or advise an industry. Therefore, one important arrangement 
should have goine with any democratic form of Government should have 
been by an économic beard,—a financial corporation with statutory 
powers. I mean that Government should constitute a financial advisory board or 
corporation, whatever it might be'called,-which should function independently of 
the fortunes of a political party or the fortunes of a Government. In a matter like 
fertilisers or ceramic industry, it is highly essential that one body, an expert body, 
consisting of men. of experience, of-technical knowledge and above all, of high inte- 
grity, should be watching the industry, and they should be enabled to work on the 
directorate, and if itis done, things will then be done more effectively. Our rupee, 
our investments, could be more zealously guarded than by the normal secretariat 
routine. For a moment, I do not wish to insinuate or suggest that Secretariat - 
routine is harmful in the normal administrative matters, because the wit of man has 
not devised any other system for. administrative efficiency; but industries, com- 
mercial concems, are altogether of another category. The training thata Secretary 
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has or the secretariat may have, is not going to be of great agsistance in the day-to-day 
administration of industries or commercial concems. | think there was some 
proposal inthe Centre also, and I believe inthe United Kongdom also there is 
some concern which advises the Government. The butcher and the- baker might 
come in and adorn the Treasury Benches; that is democracy. They may be men 
of highest character: they may command the largest number of votes, but that does 
not mean that they will be authorities in metallurgy, or engineering or ceramics. That 
is why they have wisely gone in for the provision of a statutory body which would 
advise them, which would direct them, Of course, certain Governments mightbe averse 
to do that, but about this Government I am confident,—you do not wish to extend 
any patronage or make it appear that they are dominating the whole show—that this 
Goverment would welcome the suggestion made by Mr. Nataraja Pillai, and which 
I also commend to the Government. 


I am in general agreement with what Mr. Nataraja Pillai said, but I differ as 
to the degree of emphasis. Mr. Nataraja Pillai was suggesting that the executive 
should not have the control over making loans. Then, who else should have the 
control? Is it the Legislature or would it be left to His Lordship Kunjuraman and 
his colleagues in the Judiciary to make loans? Loans are always made by the 
Executive, and is it right that the Finance Committee should be the ultimate arbiters 
in that matter? Are members of the Finance Committee competent financial 
advisers > I, Sir, have served on the Finance Committee for about a dozen years. 
T do not claim to be a financier. The members of the Finance Committee are 
competent enough to advise “the Government in normal administrative matters, 
where finances have to be spent, divided or appropriated for normal administrative 
business. But not one of them would claim that a member of the Finance Com- 
mittee is a financier. We want financial advisers, financial experts, to advise them, 
and I am sure that Government, even as it is now, should have taken the proper 
financial advice, proper legal advice, before advancing loans to these concerns. 


Mr. Nataraja Pillai was complaining that loans are given to capitalists. To 
whom else could loans be given? Is itto the poor man in the street that any 
Government or any private body will be mclined to give loans? Government, in 
making loans, want to keep going the existing industries, and to encourage people 
to start new industries. On the whole, the industrial record of Travancore-Cochin 
State is something of which we can really be proud. During the last ten yea s, 
Alwaye has been turned into some sort of a new Birmingham or Manchester, and 
thanks to the wise policy pursued by this Government—this Government has been 
following the policy of the erstwhile Travancore State, and making Alwaye a real 
centre of industry. Iam sure in the not distant future, in the next decade, next to 
Bombay on the west coast, Alwaye is going to be an important industrial centre. 
About industries, I think [ am sure we have been successful; and especially after 
the disclosures in the Central Legislature regarding the Sindhri factory, the com- 
plaints and the gramblings I have had in my mind regarding the one at Alwaye 
have vanished. We have been comparatively very successful. We have started 
production a .d whatever mistakes we may have made in the past, it was a new 
ground, Jt was a matter of trialand error. We must have made mistakes, but 
after all we have succeeded in producing the -one material which more than any 
other is wanted for the regeneration of India. In the same way, ceramics also are 
improving. Do not think of this lean year. The record of output and the progress 
made during the war years were fine. When wares were not available, during the 
war, our products were in great demand throughout India, and even today, I think 
we have not been able to make enough to cater to the growing demands of the 
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people. But you cannot, in an industrial sphere, take a particular month or year 
and say that that has been bad or that it has not been as good as it should be. We 
have totike a long ~ange view of things and pass criticisms on them. As the 
Speaker has rightly advised this House not to hurl vituperative epithets against 
officers, nor to indulge in fulsome eulogies, 1 do not wish to say anything about 
the management of the ceramic factory except that it is being managed by a man 
who has been particularly trained beth in our country and abroad for handling the 
work which he has done efficiently. 

About labour troubles, Sir, to which Mr. Nataraja Pillai referred, I wish men 
of the status and eminence and integrity of Mr. Nataraja Pillai had exercised their 
moral control, moral influence over labours. I am yet to hear in the whole of 
India one labour leader saying that labour also should behave well, that it’ is the 
national duty ot every labourer to work to the utmost, and give the utmost satisfac- 
tion before he presses his claim. Now, if it had been any person, other than Mr. 
Nataraja Pillai, I would have certainly said that it is only a piece of passing advice 
at the fag-end peroration of the socialist leader. In the case of Mr. Nataraja 
Pillai, 1 would certainly think that it is very sincerely and positively said, and he 
was right also, that but for the labour troubles in the factory, production would . 
have been better. Where is leadership now available? Instead of saying that 
“e ” be . ay . . 

ayagpeoaio’” “‘eomyadeoelo” andall! these things which I get from those 
bodies about the new social order, “aym'w atyucruolm’’, etc., where is the 
leadership, courageous leadership that will turn back and say, “You produce, be 
have well, you add to the production and then we will press your claims”. Instead 
of that, we have got unfortunately in our country labour leaders who are following 
the labourers and not leading them. I think the new socialist ideology will be de- 
veloped in this country under the leadarship of such an esteemed gentleman, of 
great renown and of great respectability like Mr. Thanu Pillai who will have the 
courage to facethem. Itisno credit to hurl epithets against the Government. It is 
real courage to turn back to labour and say, ‘You behave well and then I will 
advocate your cause”. 1 do not wish to be lecturing. With these words, I oppose 
all the cut motions moved. 
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Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni; What is the nature of the objection raised by 
Government of India regarding the purchase of the Mineral Company ? 


Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: [ think the Government of India have an idea 
of purchasing these companies and ultimately if they have decided upon _Purchas- 
ing these companies that may lead to some complications, 
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The cutjmotion moved by Sri. P. Kunjukrishnan was by leave withdrawn. 
The cut motions moved by Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai 
and Sri. N. Daniel Jose were put and lost. 
The question that Government be granted a sum of Rs. 38,66,000 under 
‘Demand No. XXV—Industries’ was put and carried, 
T he grant was made. 
Demand No. V—Forests 

Chief Minister (Sri. C. Kesavan): I move for a grant of Rs. 68,09,700 under 
Demand No. V—Forests. 

Minister for Law, Fiuance and Revenue (Sri. A. J. John): I second the motion 

Sri. P.K. Krishnan Sastri: I move, to reduce the allotment of Rs. 11,800 
for pay of officers of the Chief Conservator’s Office by Re. one. 
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Sri. Eapen Arackal: As one living in the plains,. my knowledge of forest is 
rather limited. { only want to place certain aspects connected with forest cultiva~ 
tion or deforestation and cultivation of the forest areas for purposes of cultivation of 
paddy and other food products. Sir, one main way in which forest has become 
important to the ordinary man is the circumstance that of late forest areas are being 
leased out for the purpose of growing foodstuffs. I do not want to enter upon the 
disputed opinion existing among experts of the desirability or otherwise of leasing 
out forest areas. That is a matter which has to be settled among experts holding 
different opinions. But as things stand, Government have definitely pursued the 
policy of leasing out forest areas for the purpose of cultivation of paddy and other 
foodstuffs. Sir, one aspect which I would like to bring to the notice of Government 
is that there appears to exist a great deal of complaint against the system and method 
of leasing out forest areas. Sir, it has often been stated that the forest areas are 
being leased out to authorities, to persons in position, persons in affluent circum. 
Stances, persons who can bring to bear upon the Government some influence or 
other. Sir, such an opinion was vojced by an hon'ble Member who spoke prior to

me but I do not know how far these allegations are true. But it is highly necessary 
that the Government should see that as far as possible these complaints are mini- 
mised, I do fully realise that it is not always convenient for poor men to get forest 
areas and convert those forest areas into smiling gardens where we can grow paddy 
and foodgrains. It is only rich men who can command money and_ resources that 
can take on lease forest areas and raise valuable-crops on them. All the same, my 
suggestion would be that on that consideration alone these forest areas shall not be 
given to rich men as a rule. I think the Government should expedite the policy of 
leasing out at least on a small scale forestareas to poor persons also. If what | 
understand is correct, Government also is giving small subsidies to help these people 
to cultivate these lands. I would therefore suggest that in order to keep a balance 
and jn order to avoid the feeling in general among masses that the lands are leased 
out to rich men or groups of rich men, such complaints should be nipped in the 

ud. 

Another point I would like to draw the attention of Government to is this: 
large areas of land are leased out to rich mén or groups of rich men. _It is the duty 
of Government to verify that these lands are used for the purpose’ for which they 
leased out. 

If what I am told is correct, Sir, very large tracts of forest areas are leased out 
to certain individuals or groups of individuals and a small portion of these areas are 
alone cultivated while others are allowed to remain uncultivated and people make 
capital of it by felling valuable timber and selling them. (Bell) That policy also 
should be checked and nipped in the bud. 

_ Another aspect is that forest areas are Jarge tracts of land covering about 1,500 
to 2,000 sq. miles. Unless we have got access to these forests, unless there is a 
possibility of getting into them, we are not in a position to see and check and verify 
whether large portions of forest areas containing valuable timber are well preserved 
and whether they have not become a prey to the wear and tear. If what I under- 
standfrom the Department is true, it appears that valuable timber, teak and 
mahogany, are all being felled here and there and that a large amount of good in- 
come is being lost, 

Sri. C. Kesavan: May I know from the hon’ble Member whether mahogany 
is forest timber in Travancore-Co”” ~ 

Sri. Eapen Avrackal: : ..ant blackwood. What I suggest is that roads 
must be laid, crossroads must be laid in order to make these regions accessible for 
the staff of the Department, to go and inspect these areas. In my view, a section of 
the engineering department must be attached and placed at the disposal of the 
Conservator of Ferests im order to enable him to see these places frequently. 

I should like tc touch another aspect. There are certain soft woods and other 
kinds of wood such as elavu and cheeni, etc., and kinds of timber which are not 
fetching large prices. Formerly, if what I am told is correct, these used to be sold 
to poor fishermen for scooping their boats for no price or at a nominal price. Of 
late, I am told that the price of elavu and cheeni and other similar types of timber 
out of which boats for the fishing classes are scooped, is fixed at 12 annas per cubic 
foot. (Second hell). Sir, { might remind the Government that formerly these used 
to be sold at 2 annas or at the most at 5 annas. Of late, there has been a substantial 
enhancement in the price. In order to help the fishermen who also contribute a 
large share in the production of foodstuffs in the State, it is highly necessary—and 
it is very respectfully suggested—that the enhancement, so far as this kind of tim- 
ber and wood is concerned, is not called for and that it be reduced to a nominal 
value, I request that Government do pay attention to the points I have stressed. 
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Sri. M.I. Paul: Sir, I want to speak. . 

Mr. Deputy Speaker: 1 will allow you to speak, but not now. 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, 1 move: 

“To reduce the allotment of Rs. 1,78,400 for General Direction by Re. 1”. 

Sir, in recent years, forest has become one of the important revenue-giving 
Departments of the State—a major department which contributes’ a substantial 
portion of the revenues of the State. That means that the exploitation of the forests 
is at its maximum, as far as | am able to understand, from the way in which receipts 
have been secured under this head. In the revised estimate for 1950—51, the 
figures have exceeded the original estimate and the receipt from exploitation of 
timber and firewood is substantially greater. At the same.time, Sir, when revenue 
is derived from forests, there is an equal responsibility cast upon the Government 
to preserve the forests for future generations as well. The regeneration aspect or 
the conservation of forests by that department is equally important if not more impor- 
tant from my point of view. Iam one of those who believe, Sir, that forest has a 
substantial part to play in the economy of any country. As such, indiscriminate 
exploitation will unsettle the economic condition of the country and the proper 
preservation of the forests is essential for the life of the community. 

As I said, I was sorry to note that as far as conservation works are concerned 
the attention which it deserves was not bestowed upon it. For communications and 
other works, what was provided in the budget estimate was not’ spent during the 
year 1950—51. There is a substantial lapse of money nearing Rs. 72,000. This is 
found at page ,38 of the budget—Subsidiary Statement,—‘“Communication and 
Buildings—2,12,100". | The actual revised estimate is only Rs. 1,50,000 which 
means Rs, 72 thousand was not spent by the department. That, I feel Sir, is to a 
certain exient due to the dereliction of duty on the part of the department. The 
department ought to have taken more care to utilize whatever scanty allotments had 
been made. I maintain that the allotment made by Government and by this House 
for ‘Communication and Buildings,” is very scanty; yet what scanty provision is 
made in the budget ought to have been fully utilized by the department if the 
department is earnest about its duty. That, I cannot but say. . 


Therefore, this exploitation must be consistent with preservation of forests. As 
far as | am able to understand, Sir, there is a direct and an indirect exploitation of 
our forests now. I mean by direct exploitation, « i.i-:sorking down of timber and 
fuel as part of their normal duty and by indirect expzii.fion I mean, the granting 
of forest areas under the grow more food scheme for cultivation. It has been very 
often said in this House and a “section has complaint about indiscriminate leasing 
out of forest areas, and some of my other friends were saying that the primary 
necessity of man is food, therefore, even at the cost of forests, food must be pro- 
duced, and the forest areas must be leased out. Yet, J say the ultimate result is the 
same. At any rate, there is a direct exploitation of the: forests by the department 

or making revenue for the State and an indirect exploitation of the forests by leas- 
ing out the land and destroying tree growth on the forest area. Several allegations 
were made in this House about indiscriminate destruction of tree growth in the 
Devicolam division. I have no reason to doubt those statements made in this House, 
Moreover, I am fortified in my position, Sir, that one of my respected friends who 
visited that area saw large trees cut down and burnt away indiscriminately there. I 
think that fact stands unchallenged to this day. Therefore | feel I am right in say- 
ing that the Travancore forests are today subject to two kinds of exploitation—the 
direct exploitation by the department to make money and the indirect exploitation 
by way of destruction of the forests under the grow more food scheme. Sir, this is 
a dangerous policy. From my personal reminiscence—some 30 or 35 years ago— 
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Ithink it was during Mr. Krishnan Nayar's Dewanship—a two-hundred-acre 
plot under the puduval rules was assigned to a particular man, and the tree growth 
was assessed by the Revenue department at Rs. 7,000. Then one Division Forest 
Officer who later on happened to be the Conservator of Forests wrote to the Govern- 
ment that there was a need for revision of tree value in that area and that a revalu- 
ation must be made. Then the Government immediately cancelled the registration 

roceedings and asked fora revaluation ‘and the revaluation resulted in a sum of 
Rs. 35,000, which was realized from the man before the land was assigned. I know 
him. He was a friend of mine and the whole transaction was within my knowledge. 
Sir, that was the way in which we were preserving the forests and Government 
interests. My friends might have visited that area, and I think the Treasury Benches 
might also have visited that estate. (Bell). It is somewhere near Konni. That is 
the way in which forest growth was preserved in this country. One of my hon'ble 
friends was saying that forest lands are leased out for growing paddy. We all know, 
Sir, in the hilly region how much of paddy can be cultivated. For one season, paddy 
may be grown in an area after destroying the trees altagether. Later on, in the 
second season, the whole thing turns out into other cultivation. If the policy of the 
Governinent is to increase the commercial crop of the country, let them openly and 
firmly say so and disafforest certain areas and grant them away to colonisation and 
settlement. But, Sir, then the question of rich man and the poor man comes in. 
The land problem in Travancore is so acute and critical in these days that owner- 
ship must be limited to co-operative ownership, and private ownership should not 
be increased in any way by handing ever land to private holders. ‘That is a very 
serious thing. : 

Then, Sir, if land is to be disafforested and if money economy alone is to be 
given preference and if money crops alone are to be produced, let it be openly 
avowed and let then land be set apart for that purpose. But this land must then 
be handed over only to co-operative cultivation, so that we may not create more 
troubles for the future generation to solve. . 


There is another point which I would like to point out to this House, and that 
is the development of forest resources. Sir, the budget esiimate provided for 
Rs. 9,000 and added it onto the department to work on the development of forest 
resources. One of the most important and critical problems that faces India asa 
whole today is that of the scarcity-of newsprint. Newsprint-is a scarcity all over the 
world, and even today, it is one of the critical problems that faces India. Why not 
the Forest Department engage their attention on this matter? We have got an 
industrial research branch. We have got a university research institute. (Second 
Bell). The way in which money is allotted—it is inadequate—I consider Rs. 9,000 
is too inadequate a sum for that purpose, but yet, that amount was not utilized in 
full. 1 think that is a regrettable condition and the Government should pay more 
attention to develop the forest resources to a better extent by utilizing minor produce 
and allied products. With these words, I move this motion. 
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Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I move “to omit the allotment of 

Rs. 21,400 for Grow More Food staff by Re. one.” In the Budget there is a’ 
provision for the Grow More Food staff under Forest Department. I am trying to 
establish that such a staff is unnecessary. According to the Grow More Foed 

Scheme formulated, a policy of allotting land from reserve forest area was Commenc- 
ed two years ago. During the last two years forest lands have been leased out to 
the Grow More Food. My friend Mr. Poulose was saying that the method of 
leasing lands in the northern areas has been the subject of criticism there. [ had 

occasion to hear about the way in which people went over to the Ayyappankovil 

reserve. Ihave not gone there myself. [am told that people went and squatted 

and put up houses without sanction and there are no boundaries for the land 

occupied. A lot of people from low countries migrated to the high lands and mark- 

ed out particular areas for their possession and cultivation. Then they effected 

improvements as well. Later on in the wake of their occupation the survey staff of 

Government go there. I think itis the staff either of the Forest Department or 

Revenue Department, I am not sure which that went and surveyed. About 
measurements even now it is reported that each individual holding. has not exact 

demarcations. That is the way in which survey work has been done during the last 

two years. Having done that, when the Forest Department has its own surveyors 

under their permanent establishment, why should we provide for another branch of 

surveyors under the Grow More Food campaign. “The Forest Department must 

be aware of this occupation if they are doing their duties properly. Lands that 

may be available for dis-afforestation must be within the knowledge of the depart- 
ment, as they are in possession of working plans for Forest areas surveyed. Further 
they have even now working plan officers in that department. If working plan 
system had been properly understood and worked out, the area that could be set 
apart for production of more food could be known. When nothing of this kind has 
been made use where is the necessity to an impression to the public that something is 
being done whereby land will be available in the forest areas for the mere asking. 
That should not be the state of affairs. Sufficient care must be taken not to allot 
indiscriminately lands in forest areas. The reserves should not be de-reserved 
without sufficient ground. No reserve forest area should be allowed to go into the 
possession of any private individual. Without any statutory provision for dis-affore- 
station, no area should be de-reserved. That I fear is not the practice of this. 
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Government for the last two years. Sir, the Forest Act provides that before any 
disafforestation is done, Government ought to specify the area to be taken out of the 
reserve. That area has to be marked out by definite boundaries. A notification to 
that effect has to be published in the Government Gazette. Only after all this 
process, the question of marking out the area for allotment to individuals arises. Then 
another point. Offence coming under the forest act is a criminal offence and 
certain proceedings can be instituted under the Criminal Procedure Code. Even for 
trespass in a forest area, proceedings can be launched. _ Where is that law now when 
people enter into reserve forests and begin cultivation straight-away. When the 
Government allows a law to be violated can it be justified I ask! In an emergency 
there might have been a necessity. But has not experience proved in this country that 
any widespread production of paddy under the Grow More Food campaign is 
impossible. Are we still under the illusion that our country will be self-sufficient 
as fay as food grains are concerned. I Jay emphasis on the word grains. 

Sir, if you go to Shencotta by the Nedumangad road, you will find vast area. 
disafforestated from the reserve and turned into smiling gardens, I welome that to a 
certain extent. This is no colonisation scheme, If it is under a co-operative 
ownership there is nothing wrong about it. Already there is the heavy pressure of 
population in this country whether it be in low lands or high lands. In these 
circumstances let there not be any indiscriminate exploitation of forest areas. I ask, - 
why should people be allowed to migrate now, like the African migration of the 
Europeans in quest of gold. They go there for a short period and after making 
some money in the present economic conditions when food stuffs are selling at 
high prices, they return home. Perhaps it may be within the knowledge of even 
our Ministers that extensive acres where coffee cultivation was done some few 
decades ago are now a waste. How long can the present:state of affairs continue ? 
Where is the certainty that tapioca will fetch the very high price as is existing 
now in times to come. There must bea planned settlement, 

Unless a scheme for permanent occupation and a planned colonisation of the 
area is undertaken by Government, it is foolish on the part of Government to allow 
such indiscriminate occupation of the reserve areas. So I object this provision on 
this ground that it will give an incentive to the people to get into the reserve areas

Mr. Speaker: The usual practice followed is that if any member wishes to 
oppose a cut motion, a chance to do so is allowed after the speeches in support of 
the cut motion are over.

Now motions under a particular sub-head 
have to be discussed. In respect of the practice followed here, itis seen that the 
members who have given notice of motions will normally get an opportuni:y to 
speak and there will be no chance for a debate on the motion.

Mr. Speaker: The chance to discuss a particular motion and to speak for 
or against it is not solely confined to members who have sent in cut motions. From 
the very beginning the procedure followed with the permission of the. House has 
been that discussions go on on all the motions under one head one after another, 
reply by the Minister being given at the end and the votes on each motion being 
thereafter taken. Any member who wants to oppose a motion can do so at the 
discussion stage.

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Mr. Speaker: Does any Member wish.to oppose the motion? 

Sri. Ponnara G. Sreedhar: No, Sir. | want to support the motion. 

Myr. Speaker: Members who have sent in cut motions in respect of this 
demand will have preference. 


Sri. P.S.Nataraja Pillai: Sir, | move: To reduce the allotment of 
Rs. 51,08,000 for Irrigation works by Re. 1, 


Sir, as a matter of fact, in the budget the amount allotted for works at page 31 
is one crore and ten lakhs of rupees. But the demand is only for Rs. 53 lakhs and 
43 thousands. Sir, a deduction has been made of the amount recovered from the 
Government of India on account of Grow More Food. And now, this House is 
asked to sanction only Rs, 53 lakhs when the actual amount to be spent by Govern- 
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ment is about Rs. one crore and odd. Even though it is a grant from the 
Government of India, it is a matter of doubt whether that grant should not be 
credited with the Consolidated Fund and subjected to vote of this House. When 
the details are worked up’ the amount will come to Rs. one crore and odd. But the 
proposal is for a demand of Rs. 53 lakhs and this House is asked to sanction only 
that Rs. 53 lakhs. Whether the 98 lakhs which come into the Consolidated Fund 
as subsidy from the Government of India could be spent without a vote of this 
House is a matter of great doubt. Even on the first day of the budget my friend 
Mr. K. A. Mohammed raised a pomt when a demand was being made that at least 
some explanation might be made by the Government about the working of the 
department concerned. We have not also received the Administration Report of 
the Department and so we are not in a position to know exactly what are the works 
that are going to be done with the money available. 

With the available information | find that about 52 lakhs of rupees come under 
this item. In the appendix, on page 23, no capital amount is ear-marked for 
irrigation work, But an amount of 75 lakhs is provided for which there is no 
detailed estimate. For canal improvement, there is a provision for one and a half 
lakhs of rupees, this year. Last year two lakhs of rupees were provided, and the 
Government did not spend any amount. Even for this year, no details are given. 
Here all the provisions are lump provisions totalling up to 75 lakhs. A very big 
amount is included in the budget and certainly it will be a very fine piece of 
advertisement for this Government to say that they are spending crores of rupees 
on irrigation. Actually, what is being done is very little. Without a definite plan 
how can the Government hope to spend the money within the year? It is beyond 
ry comprehension. Take the case of Perunchani Scheme. It is a major-work for 
which a provision of 13 lakhs is made. In October 1950, this Government 
published a pamphlet about the schemes and operations for increasing food stuffs, 
The total estimate for the Perunchani scheme was about 44°5 lakhs and the whole 
work is expected to be completed before the end of 1951. Last year the total 
investment for the purpose was 11 lakhs, This year we are providing 13 lakhs. 
Whether the work is going to be completed within the prescribed period with the 
amount provided is a question which we can ask now. The information available 
is thet the work is moving at a snail’s pace. Anyway the work is not progressing 
rapidly. 

Moreover, as I have said more than once in this House, there is a lot of 
complaint about corruption and other malpractices there; There are open allegations 
in the Press. Even memorials, signed by various persons have been submitted to 
Government, that contracts are being given at exorbitantly high rates and that 
rubble and other materials gathered are not properly used. That is a matter which 
the Government ought to enquire. As far as the country is concerned, the earlier the 
work is completed the better forthe country. . 

Even the completion of the dam works will not benefit the country unless the 
channel work is taken up. Even if there is water in the reservoir, without a channel 
to feed the fields there cannot be any benefit. For that no provision has been 
included, When I went through the detailed figures given in the appendix I find 
that no provision has been made for the canal. An amount is provided for 
improyements to the Thripperappu canal. A sum of 23 lakhs is necessary for the 
cutting of these channels. That is the information in the pamphlet. In appendix 
(A) no adequate provision has been made for that. It is a part of the Pechippara 
scheme. Sir, unless the canals are provided no substantial help is possible for the 
agriculturists in the locality. 
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In the last year’s budget we had a provision for more than two lakhs under the 
improvement of tanks. Spasmodic attempts are being made here and there to 
make improvement to certain tanks but not one of them has been fully improved, 
At one time they will deepen the bank; a bund will be put up at another time. 
When they deepen the bank and make the bund, they never do the masonry work. 
When they attend to the masonry work they do not put up the sluice. When they 
happen to do all these things they will not provide any feeding channel. Therefore, 
what I suggest is this. When a tank is taken up for improvement, all the works 
connected with it must be completed. If this is not done, it will be a mere waste 
of public money. 

It has been admitted that the existing channels under Pechipara Project have 
all to be repaired, and certain brick walls have to be constructed for strengthening 
the banks etc., so that they may be utilised to their fullest capacity. But, no work 
seems to have been done in that respect. We are told that when the Perunchani 
scheme is completed it will increase the capacity of the Kodayar. Sir, unless the 
feeding channels are strengthened and improved no benefit is likely to come. No 
provision seems to have been made in the present budget for this. An investigation 
party is provided in the budget with two or three supervisors to do the work, But no 
separate provision for work is seen, Perhaps the Government intends only to make 
the preliminary investigation in the matter, during the course of the year. When we 
have got funds available for the working, why not begin the work as early as possi- 
ble so that improvements may be made for the whole irrigation system of South 
Travancore? 

As far as the minor irrigation work of this country is concerned, in spite of the 
enormous amounts that have been spent, it has not improved the conditions of the 
people, because the works done are done in so shabby a manner. Most of the 
works taken up have not been completed and are left unfinished. In these circum- 
stances, it has not resulted in any benefit for the people. I request Government to 
make more earnest efforts so that the amounts spent may be spent usefully, As tar 
as the minor irrigation of tanks are concerned, 1 would suggest this. If a tank is 
taken up it must be insisted that the whole work is completed within the financial 
year. With these observations, | move the motion. 
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The House adjourned for lunch af 12-30 pm. and earssembled at 2-30 p.m 
with Mr. Speaker in the Chair. 
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Sri. A. Thanu Pillai. Sir, 1 wish to say a word. It was pointed out by 
Mr. Nataraja Pillai that in the Budget on page 31, Major Head !8—“Other Revenue 
Expenditure financed from Ordinary Revenues A—Irrigation Works” the total 
amount is 1,15,32,500 of which an amount of Rs. 48,27,000 ought to be deducted 
being the amount recoverable from Government of India on account of “Grow 
More Food Works” and there is also another amount debited to Post-war Recon- 
struction Fund, i. e., nearly 16 lakhs. Now these two amounts are not sought to be 
voted, It isnot clear why they are not sought to be covered by the demand and 
how they can be spent without the vote of the House. Sir, I should like to know—~ 
there may be some explanations from the Government benches~why the amount 
contributed by Government of India is not brought into the general account and 
sanction of this House is not taken for spending that amount. That is about 48 and 
odd lakhs. To me it appears that, that ought to go under the head “ Fund of the 
State” and sanction of this House taken for incurring that expenditure as well. 

Then Sir, in regard to this Post-war Reconstruction Fund, i. ¢, an amount of 
Rs. 15,97,000 and also Rs. 89,000 altogether 17 lakhs of rupees. There also it is 
not clear why that amount is not sought to be voted upon by this House. Till last 
year | know that any amount spent out of the Post-war Reconstruction Fund was 
also brought under the various demands. and sanction of this House was taken. 
Now the amount sought to be spent from the Post-war Reconstruction Fund is 
taken out of votable items and I have not been able to find any consolidated demand 
covering all those amounts either. Therefore, Sir, ] should like to get some expla- 
nation as to why this treatment is accorded to these amounts. Of course, it is clear 
from the Coristitution that any amount coming within the consolidated fund can be 
spent only with the sanction of this House and as for the Post-war Reconstruction 
Fund also, that comes clearly under the definition of the consolidated fund. 
_ Then Sir, in regard to the way in which the moneys are spent on account of 
irrigation works, | should like to emphasise one ‘point. Now we are very badly 
short of food. Sir, the Government should try to see that as early as pessible all 
that is required to increase production is accomplished. [ refer to the minor irri- 
gation including lift irrigation works, ‘I find, Sir, that about 38 lakhs are allotted 
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[Sri A, Thanu Pillai] 
for minor and lift irrigation works, But my point is that these works should be 
completed as soon as possible. That isnot done. Consider, for instance, the con- 
dition of the irrigation tanks in South Travancore, My view is that all these tanks 
should be got improved and put in completely good order in the course of a year, 
Now, we have been short of food for some years past. There is absolutely no 
reason why these tanks should be left in this condition. What I suggest is that all 
these tanks should be got repaired in the course of a year. There should he the 
necessary agency. Not only is there no difficulty, but all this can be achieved purely 
by the labour available here. The difficulty of non-availability of material is not 
there. Wewant only labour and there is plenty of it here. But there must be 
a scheme whereby all these tanks can be improved in the course of a year. There 
may be necessity for some engineers and supervisors. Even now we find that most 
of these tanks are yet to be repaired. For many years past these have been neg- 
lected. That is one reason why the paddy fields in Nanjinad, especially in areas 
north of Nanjinad, are yielding very poor crop. I wish to- urge upon the Govern- 
ment the necessity of repairing all these tanks as early as possible, So also the lift 
irrigation works. I have occasion to see men in north Travancore. Sir, the work 
there also is not progressing satisfactorily. I think it was mentioned by the 
Treasury Bench that the area now brought under the scheme of lift irrigation is only 
some seventy-five thousand acres, I think I am correct. Anyway, that was the 
impression ] got. But then, | know about three years ago practically five thousand 
acres were bemg benefited by the lift irrigation works. The progress is very very 
tortuous, Is it due to the difficulty in getting necessary pumps, or is it due to the 
difficulty in getting the work done? As for. the latter, there cannot be any excuse 
for the Government because even the pumps should be available. . 

Then mention was made that the canals were not properly constructed. It 
appears that the canal banks are not strong enough to contain all the water that can 
be contained within the channels. That is something that the engineers should 
look into very carefully. Anyway, that complaint was raised by a member from the 

‘ Congress party itself. However, that is not the way in which these works should 
be done. They should be expedited. What we want immediately is not the pro- 
jects that will take time to go into operation and become useful. Even more than 
these, it is the minor irrigation works that should be speeded up if we want to face - 
the food shortage before us. The Government may say that we have the Perinchani 
Scheme which will be completed in six years’ time; that we have the Cochin 
Schemes which will all become useful in four or five years’ time. But then our 
people would have died of starvation by that time. No doubt, those works should 
be expedited, but more than that, we should expedite these minor works. It may 
be in South Tyavancore or in North Travancore. It may be the tanks or the canals 
or the drainage channels. [ know I can-expe.t the answer that fairly large aniounts 
are being spent and that all that is possible is being done. But I niay say that even 
tanks that have been repaired long ago have not been provided with sluices. Greater 
attention has to be paid and additional agency provided. I believe that Government 
will pay attention to this aspect of the matter. 
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Sri. A. Ramasubramonia Karayalar: Sir, 1 would like to draw the attention 
of the Feod Minister as regards the Kulathupuzha River Valley Scheme. That is 
a very beneficial scheme. Both the Ministers Mr. Ikkanda Warrier and Mr. John 
Philtpose visited the place and were convinced about the practicability and useful- 
ness of that scheme. Asaconsequence they promised that investigation will be 
undertaken very shortly in respect of that. 1 find nothing has been done so far in 
the line. Now the Ministers have gone out of the Cabinet and much water has 
flown under the bridge. I urge the Food Minister to take up this work at least 
now and as a preliminary measure to investigate it. Because this scheme isa 
beneficial one, it can be developed as a multi-purpose scheme. The multi-purpose 
scheme is very very popular now-a-days in the Central Government and many other 
States, They are now earnest about this matter. The Kulathupuzha Valley 
Scheme can be surely developed as a multi-purpose scheme which will stand for the 
conomic development of the country asa whole. [hope the Hon’ble Minister will 
seriously consider this and carry on necessary investigation with the utmost 
attention possible,

Mr. Speaker: Mr. Nataraja Pillai wanted to speak. Is the member speaking) 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai. [twas explained by the Finance Minister that 
513 lakhs that stoud as shares for Industrial concerns under ‘Debt Head’ have been 
transferred under this account. Sri, | think it is the duty of the Finance branch 
when they make any adjustment like that to put the market valuation of these 
shares for 513 lakhs of rupees. What is the amount of shares in each concern, what 
is the market valua.ion of shares now are matters that ought to have been expla- 
ined in the memorandum but they have neg.ected to do s0, They should 
give an idea to this House about the shares taken in commercial concerns and the . 
amount of dividend received so far. But without doing that after they have 
invested nearly 5 crores on industrial concerns of doubtful value they are provi- 
ding for another 3! lekhs tomake further investment. I say of doubtful validity 
because the market value has not been given. I am prepared to repeat it as long 
as the Fiance branch of Government is not prepared -to give out a public state- 
ment on the market value of the shares, If the shares are increasing in value 
certainly credit would have been taken by the Finance branch of Government. 
As they have failed in thet I hold the view that the 5 crores of shares in industrial 
concerns are Of doubtful value to day-and in that set up are we to prdvide another - 
31 lakhs for further waste? Now Sir, it has been. explained that 22.5 lakhs are 
being provided for.monosite factory. - That is the share capital for the concern that 
is to be started by Governmentfof India in which this Government is taking a share. 
Along with that Sir, we find a provision of 22.66 lakhs for the Travancoré 
Minerals. That is for the production of monosite or for the. acquisition’ of mono- 
site factory that is working in the State. This is provided for additional invest- 
ment in the Travancore Minerals. Even excluding that 22.5 lakhs provided for 
the monosite factory which is to be started by the Government of India we find 
another 22 and odd lakhs provided for. From the points raised by Mr. Velayudhan 
Nair, unless itis refuted by Government, _ it is clear that they intend to take shares 
in the proposed company without enquiring into the merits and stability of the 
company by some expert agency. The Government ought to have taken shares in 
the company only after scrutiny and only after enquiring into its meirits by some 
expert agency, And the Directorate in that company should be one which cannot 
exert any undue influence on the existing Government, I think it will be unwise 
and wrong for this Government to take shares insuch acompany. I may draw 
the inference Sir, the provision for 5 lakhs made in this demand is for the land 
and buildings that is to be acquired for the proposed new factory. Since Govern- 
ment have already decided to take shares in that concern to start a factory and 
-have acquired land and that has to be paid for by them, the imunediate necessity 
for 5 lakhs has arisen. The land and buildings for the new factory for which 3 
lakhs have been provided as share capital may now cost 5 lakhs more to Govern- 
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ment. But at any rate before launching into that, it will be better for the 
Government to make the position clear and place every available fact about the 
company. its financial status, etc. before this House. Itis not a wise policy for 
Government to invest whatever surplus they have on industrial concerns as shares. 
After a few years the share value may be at a discount and we will not be able to 
realise the investment we have made. Therefore it is not advisable as far as a 
Covernment like ours is concerned, to invest money as shares in industrial concerns. 


- We could invest such surplus moneys in reproductive works in our own country. 


We have very often heard members of this House protesting against the practice of 
the executive authority investing the tax-payers’ money into industrial concerns 
for helping Aor B. That was the charge made from ever so many platforms and 
even from these benches. Now when there is a popular Government it is expect- 
ed or said to be responsible to the people and it is the duty of that Government 


- to make it doubly sure that these investments are made only on the merits of the 


case and not on personal consideration.

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, 1 wish to say a word in connection with this, Of the 
5,44,50,000 Rupees for invesment of shares in Commercial Concerns, the foot-note 
on page 267 of the Budget shows that 5,13,00,000 is intended for adjustment of 
the purchase price of shares in Industrial Concerns now standing debited to Debt 
heads. Sir, I refer to this particularly with a view to bring to the notice of the 
Finance Minister the inconsistency of the position he has taken in respect of his 
right to deal with the Postwar Reconstruction Fund without the sanction of this 
House. Now, these investments in Industrial concerns, according to him, form no 
part of the consolidated fund of the State. According to him—and he is right 
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there—vote is needed in respect of expenditure to be incurred from the Consoli- 
dated fund of the State. He tells us when I raised that point in connection with 
another Demand that the Postwar Reconstruction Fund ie something a part from 
the Consolidated Fund of the State and whatever moneys are included in the 
Postwar Reconstruction Fund—it may be many crores—he is at liberty to spen 
that without the vote of this House. That astonishing position he took up in 
tespect of —expenditure from the Postwar Reconstruction Fund. Sir, he was quite 
wrong there. That is my position. Now I refer to that to make my position clear. 
If the Postwar Reconstruction Fund does not form part of the Consolidated Fund 
of the State and if in respect of expenditure from that Fund the vote of the House is 
not required, I would say that these investments of shares in Commercial Concerns 
algo stand on the same footing for our purpose. These moneys have been invested 
in Industrial concerns. They are not part of the Consolidated Fund of the State. 
He read Article 266 of the Constitution to the effect that “All revenues received 
by the Government of a State, all loans raised by that Government by the issue of 
treasury bills, loans or ways and means advances and all moneys received by that 
Government in repayment of loans shall form one consolidated fund to be entitled 
"the Consolidated Fund of the State.” He wanted to meet expenditure from the 
Postwar Reconstruction Fund saying that it is not the Consolidated Fund, because 
it was a fun:] that was already in existence, 
My. Speaker: Is not Sub-Section (2) of Article 266 applicable here } 


Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: How does it come in? “All other public moneys 
received by or on behalf of the Government of India or the Government of a State 
shall be credited to the public account of India or the public account of the State, 
as the case may be.” That does not help the Finance Minister. Ne money is 
received now. The’ Postwar Reconstruction Fund was there. These amounts are ~ 
alse there. So, he ‘is right in asking the sanction of:the House even for the adjust- 
ment and taking them from one Head to another Head. Now, the Consolidated 
Fund does not mean moneys received after the Constitution came into force. It 
does not limit in that way the sources or character or time when the money was 
received. Whatever that is received by way of loans or revenues or ways and means 
advances all that form the ‘‘Consolidated Fund . of .the..State.” What happened 
here was that some moneys. received . by the Government under. this head 
as revenues and as loans were by the former Government set apart 
and they called that amount the Postwar Reconstruction Fund for a particular 
purpose to be utilised after the war or to meet the situation that might arise in 
consequence of the war. That is all that was meant and we cannot say that it is 
the same as the fund with which the Finance Minister can deal as he likes without 
the sanction of the House. He has taken that extraordinary situation. I mention 
this so that he may look into the matter and satisfy himself whether he is right. 1 
do not know whether he is able to say that the Government of India are also 
following the same procedure. For anything untenable or wrong it is usual for 
him to say that the Government of India are following that procedure. But one 
thing is clear. After all, what is the basis of this Government in regard to Finance? 
All moneys should be sanctioned by the Legislature. Can the moneys relating to 
the Postwar Reconstruction Fund be spent without the vote of the Legislature 2 
That is an astonishing position. That was not meant by the Constitution and 
that is not the way it ought to be interpreted. 

Now, Sit, coming to this Demand in some of its other aspects also, I have to 
say a word in regard to what they are doing. A company was mentioned ; and it is 
said that some Minister's relations are going to be benefited by the Electricity Metre 
Company. [am ina position to say that whenever wt think of taking shares in a 
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Company we have to be very careful of our commitments. Whenever the Goveraw 
ment take shares they find themselves m a position wherein they will have to invest 
more and more money. That is what is happening today. Hereafter, when we 
want to invest money we must be very careful as to what our commitments are, 
"The Government may take shares to the tune of ten lakhs thinking that other sou- 
rces May contribute similar amounts. But later on, you may find that other sources 
are not taking shares and then Government will have to put more money to make 
the concern a running business. I do not know about this particular business, but 
there is the charge that it is done to benefit some body. I hope all the details will 
be fortheoming.

Ministt for Education Food and Labour (Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai): 

a) Yes, 

(b) No; orders have already been issued for the disbursement of the amount 
due to these institutions as grant from 25th January 1950 to 34st March 1951. 

Sri. Eapen Arakkal: What is the amount that has been ordered to be dis- 
bursed 2 

Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: I am not ina position to give the exact 
amount. 

Sri. Eapen Arakkal: Do the Government know that only 12,000 rupees 
have been ordered to be disbursed ? 

Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: The amount has been sanctioned on the basis 
of the amount sanctioned previously by the Madras Government. 

Sri. Eapen Arakkal: Whether the Government are aware that the Madras 
Government were giving 25 to 30 thousands by way of grants to buildings, teaching, 
maintenance, etc. 

Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: 1 am not in a position to say. But these 
arpount now sanctioned relates only to the grant to the institutions by way of 
salary. 

Sri. Enpen Arakkal: May I know whether the Government are aware 
that the institutions were receiving grants under three heads from the Madras 
Government ? 

Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: Yes. 

Sri. Eapen Arakkal: May I know whether this Government will be giving 
those grants that were being given by the Madras Government ? 

Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: That is under consideration. 
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My. Speaker: Order, order. We now proceed to Legislative Business— 
Introduction and further stages of the Travancore-Cochin Appropriation Bill 
(No. 2) 1951. 

Miuister for Law, Finance and Revenue (Sri. A. J. John): Sir, 1 beg to 
introduce the Travancore-Cochin Appropriation Bill (No. 2) 1951. 

Minister for Education, Food and Labour (Sri, T. K. Narayana Pillai): 
I second it. 

’ Mr. Speaker: The Bill is introduced. 

Sri. A.J. John: I beg to move that the Travancore-Cochin Appropriation 
Bill (No. 2) 1951 be taken up for consideration at once. ; 
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Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, it is dificult to support this Bill. In the first 
place, the various demands under which the amounts have been included in this 
Bill have not all been subjected to adequate discussion by this House. Out of forty- 
‘one demands, this House has been able to consider only fourteen. Very large 
amounts, no doubt, were granted yesterday evenening by the majority. of this House 
because the party in power has a majority. - 
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Sri. P. Balakrishnan Thampi: It is obvious, Sir. 
Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: I thank the hon’ble Member for the rare kind of 


information that he has been good enough to give me. Whatever that may be, my 
point is, sufficient number of days ought to have been allotted for the consideration 
of the budget and for the consideration of the demands. Of course, the Finance 
Minister my indulge in his own smile, but here we are concerned with the expendi- 
ture of public money. Sir, they wanted to intréduce the budget towards the close 
of February and have the budget discussed here. But we all know how the 
meeting had to be put off. Any set of Ministers should be weeping instead of 
Jaughing when they remember that fact. After having announced the day for 
the introduction of the budget, they came forward and said “our Ministers are 
out of office for reasons that cannot be discussed here” For no reason that can 
stand scrutiny; for no reason that can be disclosed to the public of this land 
whom they say they are serving’. Then the meeting had to b+ adjourned a 
fortnight. Still we are in the dark as to how the situation came about, how 
this was necessitated. Those Ministers, neither those who have gone out of 
office nor those who came in again, have yet a word to say about the reason 
or the circumstances or the grounds on which they asked for the adjournment 
of the period. When I raised that point, you told the House that one cannot 
compel them to make any announcement. Sir, Ministers may change; some one 
may go out and others come in. But the period of presentation of the budget 
is important. I refer to this as particular!y important because we cannot get a 
proper time to discuss the budget. A fortnight was taken away by them. Ata 
time when the budget could not for some reason or other be introduced sufficiently 
early they could have asked for the necessary money to have the administration run 
for a month or two, and then adequate time given to discuss the budget. Majority 
cannot be taken advantage of for all manner of purposes, That is one of the main 
reasons why I oppose this. 1 make mention of this that in the times to come atleast 
those Governments then in office will see that ample time is given to the Legislature 
to discuss the budget fully. 


Sir, then again, this Government is not at all careful in expending public 
moneys. Now, lakhs and lakhs of rupees, as I mentioned, have been set apart in 
the budget for equalisation of pay and for integration of services and ¢0 on. Sir, 
what were they doing all this time ? This Government is clearly unfit to deal with 
a simple question like the integration of services between Travancore and Cochin. 
How many months have elapsed since integration of the two States has taken place ? 
What is the length of time that has elapsed since integration took place, and 
where do we find ourselves today? Though they have got their own officers, and 
though people have been brought from outside for the purpose, nothing has happen- 
ed; and they now say that they are bringing outsiders again to deal with this 
question. Is there any more deplorable or any more scandalous admission of failure 
to deal with an ordinary matter like integration of services? - Is any superhuman 
intelligence or ability needed for this purpose? Where is the justification for this 
delay? This is simple matter, Sir the fact is that the Ministers shut their eyes 
to the fact that they are serving the public of this land: They are not able to put 
public interests before private interests, public considerations before private con- 
siderations. That is exactly what we find. ‘That is the main cause of their failure. 
They are not able to effect the integration; they are going to bring somebody from 
outside. Sir, there is positive danger if somebody is going to be brought for this 
purpose from the Government of India or from any other source. The local Govern- 
ment will not be able to stand up and say to him “you are wrong here; you are 
wrong there.” He takes a decision and throws it up before the Ministers and they 
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have to accept it. We are aware now how some people are brought from the 
Government of India and how they lord over the Ministers. Here this question ought 
to be dealt with by the Ministers in a fair and just way. They could have brought 
the matter for discussion here and we could have evolved a set of principles on which 
they could have integrated the services. The services areal! important. Without a 
contented service, we are not goingsto have anything done properly. They have yet to 
realise that. They have provided large sums of money. But nothing has happened 
and the services are thoroughly discontented and the country will be soon in 
confusion. 

Now, one word about the police, in this connection. _ What is the position of 
the police today Sir. I went to Perur and saw things myself which would make any 
man shedtears. Sir, this is agrave matter. My own feeling is—and I] make that 
statement with my heart full of griei—when I consider the future of the country if 
the police gets out of control, how are we going to rule? These are instances that 
go to make the police disloyal. That is my fear. Suppose in a number of in- 
stances,—the police is punished. What is the result? } think the police will become 
disloyal and if you allow the police to act in ths way they have done at Perur, they 
will become disloyal. That is the danger we are being driven to today. I do not 

" think that the Government are realising that. The Government are the body to keep 
the police under control. But they are fast getting out of control. Any Govern- 
ment should keep the police properly and under control. 1 would even suggest 
that some officers of character should be vigilantly watching the movements of the 
police, particularly the reserve police. The have very little work to do. They are 
fed and maintained and they ought to be vigilantly watched, advised and controlled. 
The character of the police is of the essence of the Government, particularly in the 
conditions of things in which we are living. That is not a small matter. Any way, 
the Perur officers should be very severely punished. 1 now find that some of the 
senior officers have also been placed under suspension. The police force is under 
nobody's control. Whoever is responsible for the administration of the police 
department is absolutely inefficient. It may be the officers of the department; it 
may be Ministers; anyway, it is a very dreadful sign that we see before us. 

. Then, Sir, in regard to the expenditure of public funds, some questions were 
put both yesterday and the day before yesterday about certain industrial concerns 
in which the Government are going to take shares. Yesterday the question was 
raised as to who were the directors, who constitute the managing agency etc. What 
is it that the Government are going to do? ‘There is a lot of scandal that Govern~ 
ment want to help some favoured persons, some relations of Ministers, and so on. 
The Minister in charge was not able to answer any question. He merely said that 
“T have not got the information with me.” Is he going to take shares in companies, 
the directorate of which is not within his knowledge, the managing agency of which 
is not within his knowledge? Is there then any wonder that people say that the 
whole administration is corrupt? The Ministers are corrupt; some members say 
that the whole administrative party is corrupt, There may be difficulty in proving 
things, Sir, but every one of us should try to be above board or suspicion. But 
can these Ministers say that they are adhering to that principle? Why not give the 
information that is wanted, legitimately wanted, by the Members of this House? 
Sir, they have taken credit for very large amounts for disposal in the way. the 
Ministers like; under every budget head we find them. How are they going to spend 
money? They should be very very careful in doing so, and satisfy this House, 


While on the question of corruption, I hope I shall not be construed to stray 
from the right path when I say that there have baen many allegations of corruption 
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against the Ministers. A member of the Congress Party itself has made that open 
allegation. What have the Goverment done? Of course in some newspapers, | 
found that the Government of India gave a direction {that the Minister may take 
steps to prosecute the person concerned. | am not asserting things one way or the 
other, but then, Sir, the character of the Ministers should be above board. The 
character of the Ministers should be above suspicion. Has the Government taken 
the right step in regard to that matter? Should they not have instituted an enquiry 
and given the Minister an opportunity to clear his character? Have. they ‘done it 
and should they not have brought to book the Minister if he has really erred? Or, 
should they not have brought to book the Member who made that allegation—that 
very very serious allegation—if she has erred? Can we allow things to drift in this 
way? It was an allegation not against a private individual, It was not even an 
allegation against an officer of Government. in which case probably the Government 
would have dispensed with his services or prosecuted the person who made those 
allegations, as the case may be. But it was an allegation against the Government, 
@nd I am sure they have not taken the right step in that direction. Sir, there 
have been charges of corruption in every field of administrative work in food, 
supplies, controls, clothing, iron materials—in all spheres of Governmental activity, 
we heard a good deal about corruption, The greatest disservice the present 
Government have done to this State is that they have deprived the people of their 
confidence in democracy. Of course this Goverument will have to answer to these 
charges, and history will record that in Travancore-Cochin, people's faith m demo- 
cracy was not only shaken but was almost destroyed by the present administration. 
I am not exaggerating. Anybody who reads the papers, anybody who moves about 
among the people, snybody who gets any knowledge of how things are being done 
in Travancore-Cochin today will certainly endorse this statement of mine. 


Then, Sir, this Government are leaving many important ‘mattérs in confusion 
for long periods. We heard a good deal about school masters. Even now the. 
Government have been considering for well over a year and what has their con- 
sideration led to? It has practically led to nothing exeept chaos. There must be 
some definiteness about the Government. They must try to see that people have 
some faith in them, some respect for the Government. All that is being undermined. 
People do not care for the Government. Government do not deserve the confidence 
or respect of the people. They want to make a show of things—their housing 
problem, their industrialisation problem; their expansion of food supply problem. 
But, Sir, everywhere we find nothing but chaos and confusion. All this must 
change, and we must realise that we are in the beginning of things so far as our 
democracy is concerned. Sir, Government must realise that we have enacted a 
Constitution for a democrat.c Republican Government in India. that has laid 
down very many sound provisions and principles relating to fundamental rights, and 
very many other provisions as directives for the well-being of the State. Now, Sir, 
have they cared to read the Constitution, I ask. We have got herea Public Service 
Commission, We were told a few days ago that the Public Service Commission 
has now nominated or selected a dozen magistrates. Sir, I put a question; how 
many magistrates do you want now? They want only one. So, when are you 
going to give jobs to t’ ose eleven magistrates ? They.said: “‘in the courte of the 
next two years”, What does that show, Sir? That shows clearly—that Govern- 
ment are guided not by considerations of public interest but by personal con- 
siderations. Why should they select now a dozen men to become magistrates” 
Is this Public Service Commission to “go out of existence tomorrow after having

done this job? They will continue, And will there not be better men, more 
suitable men coming forward in tne course of the next two or three years to 
become magistrates ? Evidently some persons wanted to be favoured—men of 
influence, And this is the way they deal with these matters. 


What about this Public Service Commisston itself? Thatis one of the most 
important bodies that the Constitution contemplates. The Public Service Com- 
mission is to discharge their work not in a way they have been doing it till now but 
in accordance with the principles laid down in the Constitution. We have asked 
again and again: Are you adhering to the old rules of recruitment or have you 
framed a new set of rules consonant with the provisions of the Constitution ? They. 
have not done the latter. They are still following the old rules, and what is this 
Public Service Commission doing > They have not framed ‘the rules? How long 
do they want to frame the rules> ‘Their tardiness, their inefficiency, their mcapa- 
city, is comparable only to the incapacity displayed by the Government in the 
matter of service integration. With such bodies as this Public Service Commission, 
and so on, how is the State to proceed ? When is the State to progress > How are 
you going produce that India which was in view whenthe Constitution was evolved? 
Sir, there is absolutely nothing to justify the continuance of this Ministry. Look at 
the mess they have made of public life, in the Legislature, ‘n the Ministry, in the 
Government, among the services, and among the non-official public men. It is all 
yound demoralization and wholesale deterioration. That is all that is to the eredit 
of this Government today. 1 oppose this Appropriation Bill. 


Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni : The Hon’ble Minister in charge of the Bill began 
his speech by saying that eight days have been alloted for the voting on demands 
for grants, and, therefore, he seems to feel. satisfied that he has followed the - 
proper procedure and that this procedure is in consonance with the Constitution. 
To me, it appears that according to article 203 (2) of the Constitution, every 
demand will have to be submitted to the vote of the Legislature in the same manner 
followed for the voting of demands for grants, and notin any other manner. And if 
that is not possible, the procedure that has to be followed is the procedure con- 
templated under. article 206 (1) (a) which says: ‘‘ Notwithstanding anything in 
the foregoing provisions of this Chapter, the Legislative Assembly of a State shall 
have power:— , 


{a} to make any grant in advance in respect of the estimated expenditure 
for a part of any financial year pending the completion of the procedure pre- 
scribed in Article 203 for the voting of such grant and the passing of the law 
in accordance with the provisions of Article 204 in relation to that expenditure”. 


_. Tam bringing this to the attention of the Hon’ble Minister to show that the 
procedure that is now followed will practically render nugatory the provisions of 
article 206 (1) (a). The wording used in article 206(1) (a) is ‘pending the com- 
pletion of the procedure prescribed in Article 203’. That can only mean submi- 
ting every demand for the vote of the Legislature. The two Articles will have to 
be read together, and then it will be found that the procedure we follow is not in 
keeping with the spirit of the Constitution for there is no poovision for a guillotine 
as we do here. I want only to place two matters as regards the procedure prevailing 
in the House of Commons. There, if there is no tirne for the vote on all the 
demands as contemplated by law, a vote on accounts is resorted to. We find this 
at page 640 of May's Parliamentary Practice. In the year 1833, it was not possible 
to bring all the demands to vote as required by the rules. Thenthey adopted this. 
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procedure of vote on accounts. The relevant sentence is: “When in 1833, thecdate 

of the commencement of the financial year was changed from Ist January “to” Ist-. 
April, it was in the hope that the House of Commons would be -able 

to vote all supply before that date and so avoid votes on account. This procediite: 
provided ill-found :-nd votes on account are now a recognized part of the business 

of the financial year". In support of that, wehave got a good number of instances 

where when the House of Commons was unable to complete the financial demands 

in accordance with law, votes on accounts have been resorted to. That often occurs 

before the dissolution of Parliament. Page 676 of May's Parliamentary Practice 

says: ‘Grants on accounts may also be rendered necessary by the dissolution of 

Parliament, If the dissolution occurs in the early portion of a session, before supply 

is completed, it may be necessary to take a votes on accounts sufficient to carry on 

all the services, Navy, Army and Air as well as Civil, until the new Parliament is 

able to consider the grant.of supply.” A good lot of instances have heen given 

therein where four months’ grant, six months’ grant, and even atwo months’ grant 

have been made in order to enable the new Parliament to complete the financial 

business in the normal way. 


Now, the Hon’ble Minister concerned simply seems to be satisfied with the 
allotment of eight days for the financial business, but that is not the procedure 
according to the procedure prescribed in Article 203. If according to that -rticle, 
financial business is not completed, the procedure that has to be followed is the 
procedure that is prescribed in Article 206(1) (a), because under the Constitution, 
every demand will have to be submitted to the vote of the Legislature and no other 
procedure is contemplated. You, Sir, exercising your rights as the Speaker of this 
House, have framed certain rules on yotes on account, but if this is the procedure 
that is followed, there will be no opportunity whatever for this House to make use of 
these rules, These rules will ever remain a dead letter, and no purpose will be served 
by them. 1am only pointing out that the present procedure practically renders 
nugatory Article 206 (1) (a). I bring to the attention of the Hon'ble Minister 
concerned these defects and that this ought not to be the procedure that is to be 
followed hereafter. Se 


However, the procedure followed in this House now..can, to. some extent, be 

justified, because article 208(2) of thé Constitution says: “Until. rules-are made 
under clause (1), the rules of procedure and standing orders in force immedia- 
tely before the commencement of this Constitution with respect to the 
Legislature for the corresponding Province shall have effect in relation to the 
Legislature of the State subject to such modifications and adaptations as may 
be made therein by the Speaker of the Legislative Assembly, or the Chairman. 
of the Legislative Council, as the case may be”. 


So, under this article, a temporary provision has been made, Rules may have 
to be framed. This is only an interim period. My submission is that rules already 
framed should have been framed in consonance with the principles underlying the 
Constitution, and not to render the provision relating to ‘votes on account’ 
nugatory. 


Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: Sir, it will take some time for us to accli- 
matise ourselves to the new constitutional procedure because inevitably both the 
Opposition and the members of these benches will have to give three editions 
however much they try, on the Rajpramukh'’s speech, General Budget discussion 
and on the Appropriation Bill. Therefore, I ask the indulgence of the House if 
unconsciously I repeat the sentiments which [ or my colleagues on this side of the 
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House must have stated on previous occasions. I was watching with interest the 
performance of the Leader of the Opposition Mr, Thanu Pillai, In my mind I was 
carried back to the good old days of the Old Testament when prophet Jeremiah 
breathed fire, sulphur, etc. and made wild prophectes. According to the modern 
Jeremiah next year this time, this land will be full of confusion, this House will have ~ 
dissolved and what things might happen. I have always had respect for my erst- 
while leader and that is the reason why 1 am unaccountably perturbed by the shape 
of things to come as prophecied by my friend Mr. Thanu Pillal. But on cooler 
thinking I find nothing like that is going to happen. After all, Sir, all the irregu- 
larities and the confusion pointed out by my friend if they are irregularities are 
irregularities which the present Government continue them in good faith, They 
are very regular things done while Mr. Thanu Pillai ably guided us, | mean ably 
functioned as the Chief Minister. He put down the number of particular days for 
the discussion of the budget. This House is paying the greatest complement to 
Mr. Thanu Pillai by adhering to the schedule. 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Does the hon’ble Member know that there was 
no provision for vote on accounts? 

Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: We have a little more time now. Then, 
Sir, he was breathing hot and cold about the police. In one moment he was con- 
gratulating Government on the prompt steps taken by them against misdeeds and 
the next time he grew eloguent about the possible effect on the police. I can give 
the reassurance that nothing is going to happen. If any policeman is checked or 
punished it is not going to affect the morale of the police except perhaps to 
effect improvement somewhere. All that I say is, much cannot be expected in 
this line. A third allegation against this Government was, that the Ministers were 
not obliging enough to the House on the change of personnel of this Ministry. 
Well, according to the Constitution they are not bound to state it and it is not 
even good for the nasal protuberance of the Leader of the Opposition to poke itself 
in such matters where they cannot rightly be asked for. { can understand their 
asking for information to Government if Government withholds it in which case 
they were bound to give to the House. Sir, change of personnel or gossip about 
it, ave not the sort of things which any member of the House and much less the 
Leader of the Opposition can ask for. What is the irregularity in their not ob- 
ligingly complying with the request of the Opposition. Perhaps for more sensa- 
tional rumours or gossip in the yellow press, they are questioning and it is right 
Government desist to answer. I should say that Government are only continuing 
the old policy laid down by predecessors and they are doing so more by neces- 
sity. Can any Member of the House or for that matter the Opposition point 
otherwise? ; . 

As regards commercial undertakings or the recruitment of a few magistrates, 
I think sufficient has been said on the floor of the House and I do not think that 
any of us should traverse the ground again. He said in an autobiographical mood 
that he is losing faith in democracy. ‘There, I am inclined to share his views. 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: I said the people are losing faith. 

Sri. P, Balakrishnan Tampi: | am trying to share the view of the people 
as well, because I lose my faith in democracy when a former Prime Minister of the 
State attacks the very same policy, It was he who gave the appointment to this 
police Head. Was he not insinuating the appointment—I mean insinusting is a bad 
word—was he not stating something against the police Head? Who made that 
appointment, | ask? It is against convention of Parliamentary Government for the 
Leader of the Opposition who himself made that appointment. 
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Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: I ask, where was that suggestion from. I challenge 
my friend on that statement. 

Mr. Speaker: No suggestion either direct or indirect appears to have been 
made regarding the appointment of the Head of the police. 


Sri. K. S. Joseph: The hon’ble Leader of the Opposition attacked the Head 
of the police during this debate. 


Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: Anyhow | am only at this point. For different 
reasons, | say, [ come to the same conclusion, when I am inclined to ask myself whe- 
ther this exotic plant is going to flourish in the soil—I mean democracy. When he 
crosses the floor and accusingly finds a seat when he should have gone to the country- 
side and tested the opinion of the people there, that is not right. Instead of going 
that way, he has now crossed the floor. 1am asking myself whether democracy is 
going to be a success this day. To make wild allegations against Ministers by not 
substantiating them all these years, [ ask, is democracy going to flourish? Is hurling 
accusations against Cabinet Ministers going to flourish democracy? In spite of a 
lot of interest shown in this matter, was any hon’ble Member able to give a specific 
instance of corruption in the Ministry or on the part of any member of Govern- 
ment Benches, Is it fair to ask a Minister to go to a Court of law? Is there 
not a juridical presumption that every man is innocent till it is proved to the con- 
trary? Is it not the principle of ethical conduct also that you should not hurl 
accusations against a man before you get an occasion, before you are really 
convinced that there is something behind it. Now it is all very easy to take 
advantage of a circumstance. I can say that a person must have stolen lot of 
gold from the Padmanabhaswami temple. Is it right to believe in it. If Mr. Thanu 
Pillai were to make such a statement I have a quarrel but I would have no 
quarrel if his fathers made that. [I have a grievance and that is only against 
Mr. Pattom Thanu Pillai. If it were a blunt staternent to the effect that we are 
rather rogues, black marketeers and so forth, I could have tolerated because that 
is something like fowling the nest. After all, a shoe-maker’s thoughts would natu- 
rally smell ugly. I have absolutely no quarrel with the shoe-maker.- But when a 
person like Mr. Thanu Pillai, a man of his status, responsibilities, antecedents, 
chooses to offehd the conduct of members of Government in unrestrained language, 
I have a quarrel. It isin his interest I say so far if any other party comes into 
power tomorrow, it is the traditions that we build up today that will count. There- 
fore my grievance is more personal than against his followers. 


Sri. A. K. Patchu Pillai: Does the hon’ble Member know that Mr. Thanu 
Pillai is the only one who has a worthy following unlike the followers of his own 


party? 
Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: I like to gratify my bearded friend’s 


question of this type. [ wish I have concurring opinion about himself. 
Though it is not relevant, | remember an instance when Mr. Patchu Pillai 
interrupted me in this manner. My mind goes back to a magic romance 
when a very worthy credulous leader like Sancho Panza lost his faith in 
his night errantry. He predicted that such and such would come to pass and 
it did come to pass. Therefore, ] am also of the view that there are ample reasons 
which would lead any thinker, any observer to believe that democracy, perhaps 
that exotic plant from that bleak island, might not have that luxurious growth 
under the topical sun. At the same time I am in agreement with him in believing 
that Government might be more polite and kindly consider the possibility of making 
more time available for budget discussion. J] have been in the predecessor legisla- 
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ture too. 1 know from experience that many departments have escaped looking into 
by-this House. Year after year the first 8 or 10 departments in the demand list 
would come for scrutiny of comment, on the floor of the House. [ wish without at 
least interfering with thé normal working of Government more time could be spared 
by the hon’ble Ministers for this matter. I believe there is much in the suggestion 
made by Mr. Thanu Pillai that more time might hereafter be made available for this. 

Sri. K. K. Chellappan Pillai. Is that possible now? 

Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi. I am in aconfusion. (Laughter). Even in 
my anxiety to be neighbourly to a friend on this side of the House I can- 
not suggest that Mr. Pattom Thanu Pillai ever suggested that more time should be 
allowed after this. In spite of my very old political animosity, shall I say so, Sir, 
I cannot attribute such a very wise suggestion to him. 

With these words, I accord my approval for this Bill. 
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Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai. Sir, the Bill before us provides for the appro-~ 
priation from and out of the Consolidated Fund of the State something like Rs. 25 
crores. [t is based, { think, on the financial statement and of the expenditure calculat- 
edon the basis of the details provided in the financial statement. Sir, if we go 
through the figures in the financial statément, the amount will exceed Rs. 25 crores. 
For example, under Demand VIII, an expenditure is provided under the Postwar 
Reconstruction Fund, and under Education, a reduction in expenditure is made 
from the Postwar Reconstruction Fund. In medical also, there is a reduction on 
account of Postwar Reconstruction Fund. So, the expenditure provided in the 
budget includes the expenditure denoted by the deduction of amounts in the Post 
war Reconstruction Fund. According ‘to the figures, as they stand, I think nearly 
Rs. 85 lakhs are being proposed to be withdrawn from the Postwar Reconstruction 
Fund, and an expenditure has also been provided and details are given in the 


budget. - 


Now, Sir, the House was not called upon to vote for that Rs. 85 lakhs, and in 
this Bill, it has not been included to be drawn from the Consolidated Fund. Sir, 
that position. and procedure I am not able to understand under the Constitution, 
there can be only two heads of accounts under which Government money could be 
deposited. The first is the Consolidated Fund and the second is the Public Account. 
The definition of the Consolidated Fund is found in article 266, and the method of 
drawing from it is provided in articles 112 to 115. The Public Account comes un- 
der article 284. | Whatever money there is with the Government, must either be in 
the Consolidated Fund or in the Public Account. When you read article 284, it will 
be very clear that no deposit of any revenue or any amount with the Government 
can be deposited in that account. Under article 284, “All monies received by or 
* deposited with= 

(a) any officer employed in connection with the affairs of the Union or of a 

State in his capacity as’ such, other than revenues or public moneys raised or 

received by the Government of India or the Government of the State, as the 

case may be, or . 

(b) any court within the territory of India to the credit of any cause, matter, 
account or persons, : 
shall be paid into the public account of India or the public account of the State, as 
the case may be.” 


So, Sir, from the Postwar Reconstruction Fund, an item of account in 
Travancore-Cochin, in which, according to the assets and liabilities statement, we 
have Rs. 415 lakhs, it is now proposed to draw Rs, 85 lakhs and odd. If that 
amount is drawn and spent for the purpose of administration in the state, my con- 
tention is that Rs. 85 lakhs must be subject toa vote of this House. Without a 
vote of this House, that money could not be drawn from the Consolidated Fund for 
that is only head of account in which all monies with Government is held. 


Ai this stage Mr. Speaker resumed the Chair 


1 contend that the Post-war Reconstruction Fund could not be a deposit under Art. 
284 of the Constitution. According to the definition in that article this amount 
cannot be deposited in that account. All moneys that are at the disposal of Gov- 
ernment must be in the consolidated Fund and to withdraw from it, it can only be 
by a specific vote of this House. I am fortified in this position b’ the procedure 
adopted last year. During the budget year 1950—51 under Demand XXXVI 
expenditure under the Postwar Reconstruction Fund amounted to Rs. 1,91,700 
which was voted by this House. On the other hand when we come to the budget 
for 1951—52 a sum of Rs, 85 lakhs is proposed to be spent without a vote of this 
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House. This, I think is irregular and wrong. Whatever may be the executive 
decision of this Covernment or fer that matter the executive decision of the Govern- 
rent of India or for that matter the advice of the Accountant-General of India, that 
ts against the provisions of-the constitution. [I am‘sure Government will find it 
difficult to take a pie out of this fund without the vote of this House. Any citizen of the 
state can apply for remedying this situation, if the amount is spent without a vote of 
this House. Not that I desire such a thing, but I am sure there is that aspect to-be 
considered. It is a matter on which expert legal advice has to be sought and so I 
bring it to the notice of this Government. Government should not feel satisfied 
that the Accoutant-General of India or the Secretariat of the Government of India 
have instructed them.” It is better for our: Government to take the earliest possible 
opportunity for légal advise on this aspect of the matter. Further. this is-a public 
matter. What is meant by Postwar Reconstruction Fund? Itisa fund contri- 
buted from the revenues of the state. That amount came from the people of the 
state. It is true all revenues come from people. Government constituted a fund at 
a particular moment under a particular head of account. If you do not require the 
vote of this house to withdraw any amount from such a fund; | do not know what 
kind of ccntrol this House is expected to exercise over the expenditure. Control 
over expenditure is a basic right of the representatives of the people of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly under the present Constitution. _ According to the details provided 
in the budget it is not even a charge on Government. The amount that is now 
proposed to be ‘spent from the Postwar Reconstruction Fund is for ordmary items. 
When itis a charge on the Consolidated Fund there will be no necessity to get a 
vote of the House. But the present proposal is for other expenditure but not for a 
charged item on the Consolidated Fund. As long as it is so, this House must have 
the right to vote on it. On any account it is no question of book adjustment either. 
This is for real expenditure to be curred from a particular fund. ° That fund was 
constituted by Government from the revenues of the state. When that fund is there 
and if it is to be spent, it can he spent only by popular vole | Somy point is that 
the sum of Rs. 85 lakhs cannot be appropriated by Government without the vote of 
this House and therefcre I place this aspect before the House and the Treasury 
Bench for their consideration. It is better to ascertain legal opinion onthis matter 
early enough and not to rely on Secretariat instruction on matters which bear rela- 
tion to the Constitution. I definitely believe that this fund must be subjected to 
the vote of the House and that it cannot come under the classification of article 284, 
Government should not and cannot draw from this fund without the vote of this 
House and it is not legal for them to draw money from it and spend as they like. 


One word more and I have done, What I say is a very necessary aspect for 
consideration. Though there is a latitude in discussion of the Appropriation Bill, 
some references weré made and that* came from my respected friend Mr. Bala- 
krishnan Tampi. He was desperate enough to speak about the code of conduct in 
politics, functioning of parties and go on. 


Sri P. Balakrishnan Tampi:.{ made some reference, of course. 


Syi. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I am sorry, as a lawyer he claims to be and 
that too an old member of the bar, a luminary of the bar if I may say'so, he stood 
up and quite forgot the legal implications of the constitution of this House. Sir, 1 
ask in all earnestness, is this House an elected legislature in the popular sense of the 
term? Is this is not functioning under the terms of the Covenant? Are we not 
here, both nominated and elected members functioning together in this legislature 
under the terms of the Covenant entered into by the two rulers and Government of 
India? ‘Is not this legislature of ours.a .creature of the executive set up by them? 
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I could have understood if my friend remembered those things and protested at that 
time, [tis behind time for us now to go back and talk of an elected legislature. 
This legislature is a body constituted by the Government of India and the Cove- 
nant. This is not really an elected body with the sanction of a popular vote 
behind. We are functioning a3 members of a popular body set up by the 
executive. It is something like a body which has been created in Pepsu 
or Madhya Bharat Governments. Here we have the elected, non-elected 
and nominated members functioning; there is one representative for every 25,000 in 
Cochin and one for every 50,000 people in Travancore. The composition of this. 
legislature is of that type. I ask, is this based on any principle? This has been 
created for a political exigency? Political exigencies can create a new State, or bring 
a dissolution to a state. There are certain functions for this body today and we as 
members have to discharge them. My friend Mr. Tampi who poses as a luminary 
has'to understand the implifications of this before he preaches on political conduct 
of members here. As a student of politics, many lessons have to be learnt out of 
the working of such a created legislature. { am sorry he has let himself down so 
much and talks glibly about principles that should guide elected members. Where 
is the elected body? Why talk of one when it does not exist? Asa party politician 
he has a right to talk like that. As far as my position is concerned, that is what ! 
think of this matter. I feel I have done right; | feel] am justified in that. I feel 
this is only a body constituted by Government and we are here to discharge our duty 
to the best of our ability to our country. 

Sri. E. Gopalakrishna Menon: Sir, this is the 20th time 1 stand up to 
speak. 1 have had no opportunity to speak till now. [ would like to know how 
many times I have to stand up like this? 

Mr. Speaker: That question does not deserve an answer. 
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Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: May I know from the hon’ble Member whether 
on the date of integration that if a Member resigned his membership in a particular 
constituency was there any other constituency to which he could apply ? 

Sri. C. V, Ivyya: He could have applied to the constituency in which he was 

member to return him again as member, 
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Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillat: Under what rule ? 

Mr. Speaker: No discussion in that direction is allowed.

Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: Sir, 1 wish to speak a word. As far as lam 
aware, the Cochin Co-operative Land Mortgage Bank is a well-conducted Bank and 
now the territorial re-adjustments haye been made without any inconvenience to 
those two teluks, Kunnathunad and Parur. They could be brought within the sphere 
of operation of this Bill. As it is, to-day, there is scope for many more such Banks 
being functioning in the state, My feeling is that these two taluks are not getting 
the advantage of such a Bank which is situated so very near to that place.

It 
is not wise for us to wait for legislation on the matter pending the decision of the 
Central legislature about it. No harm is gomg to come about if we. include those 
two taluks also by amending the existing Act. Therefore I second the motion of

Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: Food problem must be discussed so that the 
world may understand the unanimity of opinion in that matter in this House. I 
think it will be useful for the State if we discuss it. It must be discussed. 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: As for the food question, even though I myself made 
mention of it last time, [ think the matter for the time being may stand over-not 
that I object if the Government wants to discuss the matter, but the Finance 
Minister told us last time that the matter has not been finally disposed of by the 
Government of India, He expects a reply from the Government of India as to 
what will be the subsidy.

AGREEMENT 


Lease deed executed this the twenty seventh day of Kanni 1124 corresponding 
to the thirteenth day of October 1948 by M. O. Thomankutty Mattancherry, Cochin 
(herein after called the lessee) of the one part and the Chief Secretary to the Govern- 
ment of Cochin, for and on behalf of the Cochin Government hereinafter called 
the lesser of the other part. 


Whereas the lessees offer for the manufacture of salt on the poramboke lands 
mentioned in the subjoined schedules in response to Government Notification 
No. 115 dated 15th May 1947 (Ist Edavam 1122) has been accepted by the 
Government the lessee hereby agrees to abide by all the terms and conditions as set 
forth hereunder viz., 

1. The lease shall be subject to the provision of the Cochin Salt Act V of 
1083 and the rules in force from time to time regarding the manufacture of salt in 
Cochin State. 


2. For the present the lessee is prepared to take on lease only the 20 acres of 
land already experimented on by Government and for this an yearly rent at Rs, 5 
per acre will be paid by him to the Government. Government will, however, have 
the right to raise the rent up to Rs. 10 per acre per annum, when Government think 
that the working of the concern justified such enhancement. The question of taking 
on lease for the same rent the remaining 180 acres set apart for salt manufacture 
will be decided with mutual consent after a period of five years. 


3. The lease shall be for a period of 25 years beginning from twenty seventh 
day of Kanni 1124 in the first instance subject to renewal for another period of 25 
years at the option of the Government and according to revised conditions to be 
entered into then. . 

4, All works connected with the lay out, maintenance and upkeep of the salt 
pans, reservoirs, condensors, bunds, bridges, channels, platform, drying ground etc., 
intended for the manufacture and transport of salt to the place of storage or for the 
protection of the area from floods will be executed by the lessee at his own cost. 


5. All salt manufactured in the area shall be dried on drying grounds and 
taken to the temporary sheds te be constructed by the lessee at his coatand from 
there transported to the Government godowns at the depot at Malipuram and 
weighed and stored in such godowns under Government supervision. All charges 
in connection with transport and storage of salt from the place of manufacture to 
the temporary sheds and from there to the Government depot will be borne by the 
lessee. No. godown rent is payable for the storage at the Government depot,

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6, (a) The purchase price for each of the first five years of the lease shall be 
the average cost price to Government for a maund of salt imported for the year 
from Bombay, Tuticorin or other places or Re. 0—4—0 less per miaund than the 
market price of salt in Calicut in that year whichever is lower. 

(6) For salt manufactured in the area during the remaining period of 20 
yeers the price to be paid by the Government shall be that which is fixed by the 
Government for each year taking into consideration the cost of production the pre- 
vailing price at the time in Travancore, Fort Cochin and Calicut together with a 
margin of profit deemed reasonable by Government or Re. O—4—0 less per maund 
than the market price of salt in Calicut, whichever is less even if the cost of produ- 
ction incurred by the lessee happens to be more than the purchase price thus fixed 
by Government. 

(c) The price fixed by the Government under conditions (a) and (b) above 
vil be final and binding on the lessee and is not liable to be questioned in a court 
of law. 


7. The lessee will surrender to the Government the entire quantity of salt 
manufactured up to the limit of the State's requirements as fixed by the Commi- 
ssioner of Excise from time to time, the price being paid by the Government. 


8, The lessee will be at liberty to sell the surplus quantity of salt manufactured 
if any outside the State with the permission of the Government, paying to the 
Government such duty or cess on every maund to salt so sold at the rates prevailing 
at the time. 


9, In case the working of the lease for the first five years prove successful and 
the lessees takes up a lease of the balance of 180 acres, the lessee agrees that the 
sum of Rs. 62,500 will be paid to the lessor in 20 annual instalments of Rs. 3,125. 


10. The lessee will have full and free use of the salt pans already laid, the 
reservoir, protective bunds, channels and other works so far carried out at Govern- 
ment expense. 


It, Government will maintain an establishment to supervise and watch the 
manufacture, weighment, storage, etc., of salt manufactured inthe area. After a 
period of five years, it will be decided by mutual consent what portion, if any of 
such charges is to be met by the lessee. 


12. If the salt manufactured in the area is declared to be unfit for human 
consumption on analysis by the Public Analyst all such salt shall be destroyed at the 
expense of thelessee in the immediate presence of the Commissioner of Excise. The 
cost of analysis of the samples of salt will be borne by the lessee from time to time 
whenever the Commissioner of Excise directs that samples should be sent up for 
analysis by the Public Analyst. 


13. Government will be edopting the following method of test the quality of 
salt manufactured. After every 3rd scraping, the salt pans will be entirely emptied 
of the litterns and no salt will.be scrapped when the density of the brine in the pans 
exceeds 30 degrees Reasume. At the close of the manufacture the lessee will drain 
off all brine from the pans to the satisfaction of the Factory Officer in such a manner 
as to prevent the formation of spontaneous salt. If the Factory Officer is of opinion 
that the salt manufactured is of bad quality and therefore unacceptable he will cause 
it to be destroyed as unfit for human consumption. When the salt is deemed to be 
below standard quality samples of the salt will be sent for analysis and the lessee is 
bound to abide by the results of such analysis before storage is permitted, 
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14. The lessee shall not be a supplier of salt or one interested directly or in- 
directly in the supply of salt to the State from outside. He will not during the 
currency of the lease undertake any such supply or have any kind of interest in such 
supply. The lease will be liable to be terminated if Government are satished that 
the lessee has interest in any contract for the supply of salt to Government other 
than the supply under the terms of this lease. 


15. As security for the proper performance of the terms of the lease and to 
indemnify the Government from all reasonable loss consequent on non-compliance 
by the lessee of the terms of the lease, the lessee has deposited a sum of Rs, 2,500 
(Rupees two thousand and five hundred only) in the Cochin Kanayannore treasury 
as per receipt No. 1123 dated 20th Kumbham 1123 in favour of the Chief Secretary 
to Government. Additional security at the rate of Rs. 125 per acre will be furni- 
shed by the lessee when the remaining 180 acres of land set apart for salt manu- 
facture, are also taken on lease by him. 


16. The leasee shall undertake to carry on the manufacture of salt with due 
enthusiasm and diligence and make every effort to develop the manufacture of salt 
with a view to attain the best possible results. 


17. Government have every right to terminate the lease at any time during the 
aforesaid 25 years if the lessee fails to carry out successfully the manufacture of salt 
either on account of want of financial resources or negligence or any other avoidable 
cause or if the lessee fails to carry of the terms of the lease. The loss that may be 
sustained by the Government in the event of termination of the lease shall be set 
off from the amount of security deposited by the lessee and if that amount be found 
insufficient, the balance shall be recoverable from him as an arrear of revenue under 
the provisions of the Cochin Revenue Recovery Act. 


18. On the termination of the lease or on the expiry of the lease after the 
period of 25 years, the lessee will surrender to Government the whole area with 
all improvements made thereon at his cost, without claiming any compensation from 
Government. In the event of resistance or refusal to surrender the area as afore- 
said Government will have the right of re-entry into the leased area without recourse 
to a Court of Law.

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Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: Sir, I have very great pleasure in seconding 
the highly important resolution so ably moved by my hon’ble friend, Mr. 
Udayabhanu. In this connection, I have to confess that I am in a rather embarras~- 
sing position in the matter of supporting this motion. I have attended Saturday 
revivalist meetings of the Salvation Army and there I have heard people coming 
forward and “speaking in a confessional strain about their failures. It ts in some 
apolagetic way that | heard that the Zsixteenth addition to my family was made 
yesterday at the Women and Children’s Hospital. That young lusty fellow may 
be irrelevant to the discussion here. 


Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Is it of the first generation or of the second 
generation 2 


Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: I am not unaware of the mild rebuke 
administered by my friend in regard to the level of discussion that must be upheld, 
because in a discussion of this kind, which must be of a scientific nature, it is very 
easy to poke cheap fun; and it would be very embarrassing in a composite House 
like this to start a discussion on this unless the Speaker very consciously restrains 
himself or resists the temptation to crack a joke at the expense of decency. Sir, it 
is a platitude known to all that the increase of population is becoming a menace 
all over the East, in China, in India in Japan. I have heard some scientists say 
that the fecundity of these races have something to do with their diet. After all 
eugenics is a growth of the last fifty years. Eugenics, in fact, has not yet come 
to the stage when it could be called a science, yet eugenical thought has helped us 
to clarify the issues and understand the matter in its economic implications. As 
Mr. Udayabhanu rightly said and impressed us with figures, we do not know what 
is going to happen in future. Unconfirmed reports say that the last census revealed 
an increase of population of 25 per cent. and where will we be after fifty years, 
with all these food subsidies and the Central grants and all that? It is not a counsel 
of despair; yet I believe that unless the national policy-or I should correct myself 
and say that unless international policy—-shanges and free emigration is allowed to 
us to other tropical and sub-tropical regions of the world especially in South 
America or Africa and that highland there, the big continent which was once 
occupied by a once-not-very reputable people, but now the most modern people, 
I mean the Australians; unless restrictions on emigration are removed, unless there 
is State assistance in colonisation and emigration, we are not going solve the 
problem. The Government of India, [ donot think, can solve the. problem unless 
very near the millenium, our one world aspiration fructifies itself in international 
reality. But all the same, I think, as some Americans said—as distinguished from 
the Federal Government—we can also solve the question by clinical advice and 
clinical help. I am net unaware of the fear that is m the minds of certain groups, 
religious groups: I know that there are certain religious groups who think that it 
is a sin against God and man to do anything which would stand in the way of the 
natural growth of population. But even they have no objection—in fact they 
endorse—to the method suggested by the great leader. But that is an approach from 
the ethical point of view from the point of view of self-control and all that. That, 
unfortunately, is not a very realistic approach. Highly cultured and highly evolved 
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types of humanity will perhaps be able to impose upon themselves the moral restric“ 
tion which Mahatma might have seen, but in the world of the common man it is well 
nigh impossible. I am not unaware of the great controversy that once raged in the 
public Press some twenty or twenty-five years ago between Betrand Russel and 
G. K. Chesterton and Hilaire Belloc. In the matter of sterilisation one comes to 
the old way of having much to say on both sides of the question. ; 

Sri. C. V. Iyyu: May I know when the Hon'ble Mr. Tampi began to have 
this opinion in favour of birth control ? 

Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: Frivolity apart, a man feels a moral coward 
in his own house when he sees a multiplicity of children, In this connection, I am 
reminded of Justice Kamesam. He was the greatest protagonist of the birth 
control movement in Madras at that time. At that time, it was considered a sin. 
Now I am very proud to think that this House is doimg such a modern thing as 
discussing this subject at the proper level. Some thirty years ago, it was thought 
an obscene thing, at a time when etiquette demanded that you should not even 
speak about your dress— 


Sri. C. V.lIyyu: Just a word— 


Mr. Speaker: The Membér’s questions and observations are assuming the 
form of a discussion. 

Sri. C, V. Iyyu: He is yielding, Sir. 

Mr. Speaker: The Member is not allowed to proceed with any observation 
or statement at this stage. ; 

Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: Therefore we can start in that Jine suggested 
here, by making available to the people ample clinical aid. This is a new subject 
we have all been great religionists and long used to looking upon this problem as a 
natural phenomenon. But it is certainly time that Government, by means of 
propaganda, in schools and colleges and elsewhere, through social agencies, impress 
upon the people the necessity of decreasing population. I do not wish to detain 
the House by speaking such commonplace economic theories like decreasing returns 
etc. Every school boy knows those things. The only requisite is that a correct 
lead should come from the Government, from the social agencies, so. that this might 
become a live issue in the land. We must give up the habit of regarding children 
as mere physiological bye-products. We must impress upon every man that he has 
not merely a legal but a moral responsibility not only unto himself but unto the 
society, It is the greatest liability to the nation, as Mr. Udayabhanu said. It may 
be very ironical indeed that a person like myself should be speaking about decreasing 
population and my friend in the Treasury Benches speaking against it. It is one of 
the ironies of public life, (Laughter.) that we are compelled to take up certain 
attitudes in regard to important public questions as the one under discussion on the 
floor of the House. 1 am decidedly of the view that a good start should be made, 
it possible from this year, by the Goverment coming toj the Legislature for 
supplementary grants for introducing all the latest improvements in that line which 
could be got from advanced countries like America. With these words, I very very 
warmly support the resolution and I believe that in so doing, I have not offended 
the decorum which Mr. Udayabhanu gently hinded at. 
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Sri. N. Daniel Jose: Sir, the honourable member who moved the resolution 
has brought forward many conclusively convincing facts. Therefore, it will not be 
necessary to deal at lenoth with facts regarding this subject. Therefore, Sir, I would 
like to answer a few arguments that have been raised here by my learned friend who 
was opposing this resolution. 1 want to subrnit, Sir, humbly that the approach has 
been self-contradictory. The honourable member began by saying that if the father 
of Subash Chandra Bose had stopped at a particular point, then a man like Subash - 


Chandra Bose would not have been born. In the latter part of his speech, he has 
been kind enough to point out the instance of Mahatma Gandhi who said that 
population contro! was necessary but that should be.......... 

Sri, C. V. Iyyu: We do not agree with Mahatma Gandhi. 

Sri. N. Daniel Jose: All right. Sir, birth control for limiting family is oppos- 
ed on the ground of morality. Sir, some time back, Dr, John Mathai in Parliament 
said that birth control would not be in the interests of India because India would 
not be able to provide sufhcient soldiers. 1 want to ask this question that has been 
raised by my hon'ble friend also about sending soldiers. After bringing in fresh

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Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: May I ask the hon‘ble Member, one question 
who is more virtuous, a man who married and brought forth children or a man who 
remains single and always talks of restriction of population? (Laughter) 


Sri. N. Daniel Jose: In fact, I was coming to that point. In the course of 
my speech, I believe [ will be able to answer that question also, Now, Dr. John 
Mathai has stated that you should produce more soldiers. That has been reiterated 
by my hon'ble friend also. I ask this question: after bringing thousands of new 
mouths into the country, you are unable to feed them, unable to clothe, unable to 
shelter, and then, send those half-starved thousands and millions of people to the 
field of battle, is that not essentially an inhuman action? Is it not an inhuman 
action, an immoral thing? Js that not also against God? Producing more 
people and then sending them to battle, is that not an essentially immoral 
thing, and therefore an essentially irreligious attitude? This problem actually 
arose in Germany. In Germany, it was said that population should be in- 
creased. That proceeded onthe argument that the Nordic race was the most 
powerful and the best-developed. Therefore, they argued that the Nordic race 
should rule the world. Therefore, they wanted to mcrease the population. The 
result was that the German State asked for Labensraum—living room—and © 
brought the war. This question has to be fully considered. You fsay that after 
bringing in new mouths into the country whom you cannot feed, you want to send 
them to the field of battle. Is that correct, I ask. 


Concerning this question of celibacy, | want to raisegone or two arguments. My 
hon'ble friend pointed out that in Arabia, China and in ancient Greece, there was 
birth control. That was after the children were born, because there was not sufficient 
technical knowledge about birth control. Sir, in Europe, birth control was started in a 
very interesting fashion. 1 quote this in support of this contention. They 
glorified celibacy. I am asking this question again: If you glorify celibacy, 
if you make enough priests and enough nuns, and prevent them from fulfilling the 
purpose of Nature and of God—are you not preventing men like Subash Chandra 
Bose from coming into the world > If you goon at that rate, the seventh child might 
be the best child. Then, if there is promiscuity, if young people are given facilities 
for producing children, then also there is the possibility of a man like Subash 
Chandra Bose being produced out of promiscuity. Therefore, Sir, I want to point 
out that this argument raised on behalf of morality is essentially an immoral 
argument, because that is an argument against humanity. 


In a nutshell, the arguments regarding birth control are advanced by my 
honourable friend thus: if food production increases at therate of 2, 4, 6, 8 or 
10, then population in the country increases at the rate of 2, 4, 8, 16 and 32, and 
soon. So, even with the full technical developments in agriculture, even with 
the best available developments in that field, you cannot produce’ sufficient food 
for the rapidly increasing rate of population in this country. 


Again, I want to refer in this connection to the argument raised by Raj Kumari 
‘Amrit Kaur, who said that self-control was the best method of preventing undue 
growth of population. If you say that self-control is the best method of preventing 
the rapid rise in population, then I should say that you have accepted the argument 
that population should be controlled. Then the argument is whether you should 
pactise self-control or whether you should resort to clininal methods for bringing 
down population. Therefore, you accept the essential morality of controlling 
population in this country. That has been accepted by Raj Kumari Amrit Kaur. 
That has been accepted by Mahatma Gandhi. 
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Sri. Ittiera Ambookan: She has not said that self-control is a necessity 
She said it is only an alternative. 


Sri. N. Daniel Jose: She said it is only an alternative for preventing popula- 
tion. when she said it is only an alternative for preventing population, I want 
to point out that she hes already accepted the evidence of statisticians that popula- 
tion should be kept down in our country, because as for as this generation is 
concerned, you can never visualize a point of time whan you can keep food produc- 
tion ina pace with the rapidly advancing increase in population, Therefore, it 
inevitably means that if there is a great increase of population, there is shortage of 
food. If there is shortage of food that means there is going to be misery in this 
country. 


The argument was raised that the white people want to rule over eastern 
countries where population is growing very fast. There also I want to 
point out that if India is not self-sufficient in her economy, we shall 
have to pay for it in the international field. It may be in the UNO 
or it may be in another organization. [Indian diplomats can not hold 
their own if India has to beg for wheat, or beg for rice. Therefore, if India 
has to hold her own among the nations of the world, it has to see today that it 
is made self-sufficient. Therefore, it is a matter of absolute and inevitable 
necessity that population should be controlled in this country. That has been, 
I believe, accepted by almost all leading statesmen in this country. The question 
remains whether it should be by self-control or clinical methods of control. I believe 
that self-control is the best, if it is possible, But it must be remembered in this 
connection that we are dealing with the masses in our country, the labouring classes 
who have no other means of diversion. It must also be remembered that in our 
country, while the labouring classes have no other means of diversion, it means 
that sex is the only means of diversion and fecundity among the labouring classes 
ig therefore very high. Therefore, if clinical methods could be adopted, it is the 
best method, and it is inevitable. 


If you want to accept the argument that population should be controlled, we 
have to find out practical methods of controlling it. You cannot argue on the basis 
of visionary methods. Let those who want to use self-control as a method of 
keeping down population, use that method. Let them do that. To those, there 
cannot be any other way. But clinical methods should not be prevented. On the 
other hand, let them be given all facilities by the State. 


Sir, the resolution a3 worded, is a very harmless resolution. Even a catholic 
can accept this. If we can accept the argument of morality essentially based on 
humanity, we can accept it. Moreover, the resolution is not a compulsory one. 
The resolution does not say that everybody in Travancore shall use clinical methods 
of birth control. All that the resolution says is that the State may provide facilities 
for those who are in need of it. 


These are some of the arguments that I wanted to place before this hon'ble 
House in considering this problem. [ need not say that this is a verg serious one. 
This is a serious one affecting the lives of millions of people. All the arguments of 
sentimental morality and blind faith in what was said hundreds of years before, 
should not lead us to shirk our re:ponsibility for future generations, I am asking 
this question, Sir, why the Rorran Catholics are opposing this doctrine. I am 
asking this question: Did the founder of that religion ever at any time in his period 
of life, say a word against birth control? He neither said anything for birth control 
nor against it. Therefore, Sir, even an honest and religious man can make use of 
this method. I would say that if he believes in God, his argument that this is 
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against God or Nature is of no avail. ‘This is a problem which should be viewed 
objectively. It should be viewed not against the background of sentimental morality. 
Sir, I plead that this resolution be passed and implemented by the Government 
in the interests of the people, the country and of the future generations to come. 


Sri. Eapen Arackal ; Listening to speeches that have been delivered, I found 
that nobody was in a mood to oppose this resolution, Sir, it appears to be a subject 
over which much difference of opinion exists. As the time at my disposal is pre- 
sumably short, I want to be brief, I want to make it perfectly clear that the term 
‘birth control’ cannot be considered as offensive to Roman Catholics as Sri. Jose 
just now said. I should say that birth control under certain conditions—through 
the agency of artificial contraceptives, is perhaps the most- distasteful method of 
control, and I think this method is tabooed in certain religious sects, 1 can under- 
stand birth control or birth being controlled under restraint proceeding from our 
own self; Sir, there need not be any argument at all. In view of the present con~ 
ditions and the increase of the population, if statesmen, if administrators, if those 
who are responsible for the feeding of the hungry millions say that we must have 
to restrict the population, I do fully agree with it. But it has been made clear—it 
has become very clear that it is only in the method resorted to, in controlling birth, 
that the difference of opinion, that very serious difference of opinion has come in. 


Sir, my friend Mr. Udayabhanu was just now mentioning very huge figures to 
show that we need plenty of everything for every individual inhabitant in this 
country, and elsewhere if we .are allowed to increase and multiply at the rate at 
which we are now proceeding. Well, that isa fear which has, and will have yet to 
be translated into practical effect only perhapsin millions of years hence. Even 
then, [ think the law of balance kept up by Nature so carefully, so beautifully, and 
so wisely under the guidance of some invisible force, will keep everything intact. 
My very answer to that position of fear mentioned by Mr. Udayabhanu will be a 
very sure one. We need not very seriously be worried on that score. I just want 
" to point out one aspect of it. The sight of children in the family, their very pre- 
sence, iS a sight wh‘ch gives mental pleasure and delight and gives a high degree of 
family delight to each and every oneof us. That is a natural’ craving. There is a 
delight in the sight of children who are born to usin legal wedlock.- Therefore, 
Sir, [ wish to ask those friends why they are very anxious about birth control. Well, 
howare they going to say how many children one will have, that is, how to fix majority 
or maximum number of children that a parent or parents shall have? That is the 
question. I can only say that it-may be that a man or a woman, marries and wants 
to have three or four childrén and when the strong iron-will of destiny takes a way 
those children in successiori,are they going to be satisfied? Sir, it is all very un- 
sound and uncertain to fix the number of children, admitting that children are a 
necessity in life, that children are a source of profit and give maximum pleasure and 
happiness to us. To say that we shall have only so many children and no more 
than that is equivalant to the fact that we are perhaps groping inthe dark when 
we are uncertain of the future. . 


Now, Sir, 1 might say a word on the western inclinations on this matter. It 
is clear that this birth contro] movement did not have so much seriousness especially 
in those early days, though it was referred to by some hon'ble Members that it 
began as early as in ancient times, before Christ, in Greece, and other countries. But 
we do not hear very prominently about this movement of those days. The question 
of birth control has assumed its present dimensions on account of the economic | 
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aspect, on account of the financial aspect—economic difficulties or financial difhi- 
culties, which have loomed large in the country. [t is here that we might say that 
the control of birth has become necessary, but it cannot be praised, or considered 
to be the best method in itself. Birth control movement has advanced—or has to 
be advanced on account of certain circumstances and conditions that have appeared 
of late. Mainly because there is the question, the simple question, of feeding hungry 
mouths, birth control has come to the fore. Therefore, Sir, if that is the reason, 
if all our statesmen, all our promoters and pioneers in the movement of birth con- 
trol have been allowed to formulate and to bring into existence this movement solely 
on this ground, well, Sir, I have only to add that the solution of that problem does 
not lie in controlling birth, It is not by effecting a change—a revolutionary change 
—in the social order of the State but by seeking remedies to increase food produc- 
tion and other needs that this problem could be solved. Certain circumstances 
and certain forces have however come into play and therefore we want that the 
number of people coming into the world shall be minimized. As Mr. Udayabhanu 
said, we cannot invite more guests than we can provide for. Sir, I perfectly under- 
stand that when a parent finds that he is not in a position to feed more than half a 
dozen young children, and ifthe parents are agreed that they shall notbring into 
existence more than six children and if they can succeed in self-control, nobody has 
any objection. I think Mahatma Gandhi's advice on birth control was also on these 
lines, and it was good. Iam perfectly in agreement with this method of birth 
contro]. But, Sir, when the other question to which | already referred—contracep- 
tives—is considered, I think that contraceptives are to be banned, and | 
should say that it derogates from the course and law of Nature. There 
is the wedded life. Wedded life has got certain blessings. Sexual acts associated 
with wedded life are acts which are ordained. Well, Sir, how is it that these 
acts which get legality, sanctity, and which lead to pleasure in family life, are 
condemned outside wedded life? Because, the object of these acts which 
get sanction in society, which are blessed, and get the patronage from society, 
is to bring into existence the progeny whe are to continue our generation. 
So, | must think that unless the object is fulfilled and unleses those acts are com- 
mitted with the sole view of bringing into existence children those acts cannot even 
fulfil the high ideals which have been given to us for fulfilment by some body from 
above us. Therefore, Sir, in sexual life in which this object, that is, bringing of children 
into existence is kept out no body can say that that particular act has got the 
sanction of society. Hence, Sir, it has to be viewed that bringing into existence of 
better children can be the only motive on which sexual life can be justified. I 
have not much time at my disposal and so 1 may mention a word about Russta as 
some of my friends had occasion to refer to that country. | remember that 
Mr. M. N. Roy who was in Russia for along time spoke at one time that a woman 
who had given birth to 6 children was styled as queen by the society. If she 
comes to a dinner all people invariably respect her by standing and bowing before 
her. Even Marshall Stalin, if he happened to be present, invariably rose m_ great 
respect of her because she has contributed 6 young lives to the nation. Again, in 
Germany and Fascist Italy mothers of many children used to be rewarded by the 
State, 


Sri2P. Balakrishnan Tampi: Is my hon. friend aware Hitler welcomed 
population as cannon fodder ? 


‘E Sri. Eapen Arackal; That may be. I am only just mentioning facts- 
: Hitler and Mussolini really used to congratulate and extend financial aids in the 
b form of pensions and annuities to all those families which possessed a large number 
* of—ten or eleven members. Sir, this is a subject which has created much difference 
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of opinion. Sir, I wish this topic had not crept up for discussion on the floor of 
this august House, Whatever we say here would be before public, tomorrow, and 
read by the masses. I thought that I would be failing in my duty if I did not 
express my sincere views on this topic, and hence these few words. 
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Sri. N. D, Jose: Is it possible on a study of statistics that we could produce 
sufficient food for the increasing population? I think that is the crux of the 
question. 
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The House adjourned for lunch at 1 p.m, and re-assembled at 2 p.m., with 

Mr, Speaxer in the chair, 
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Sri. A. K. George: Sir, 1 was listening to the various speeches made in 
different aspects on the subject. But, among the supporters, including the mover, 
1 can find two types of people. One type are these hon’ble Members who have 


got enough of their children at home and they are happy or rather unhappy with 
them. . Unfortunately a few others who had supported the motion come under 
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a separate category. They are those who have lost all hope in married life and 
become chronic bachelors like my young Socialist friend, Mr. Daniel Jose. Any 
way I do not belong to either set. 

Hon'ble Member, Mr. Iyyu wanted my name for, his newly organised As- 
sociation of ‘childess’ Members of this House. I stoutly resist it. Let my 
fried have a little patience to wait for my real potentialities. 

Sir, before having a discussion on this subject my hon'ble friend Mr- 
Udayabhanu should not have missed the opportunity of reading the story of 
Mr. Galibert, ite, “Cheaper by Dozen”. He has got a big family of 12. They 
had their own small parliament; they budgetted their own income and so on. If he 
hadseen its movie version shown in a City Cinema the other day he would not kav 
attempted for such a debate. 

Sir, again, Mr. P, Balakrishnan Tampi was heard saying something against 
birth contro]. I am drawing his attention to George Bernard Shaw and | hope that 
he will not for a moment dispute the fact that Bernard Shaw was against birth 
control and that Bernard Shaw had-no faith in any religion. Again, 1 may draw 
attention to Dr. Edington, of the British Medical Council. He says that all the 
contraceptive methods that we find today not only undermine the morality of the 
human race but undermine the health of the society. Sir, I did not hear any 
member referring to the regulation of diet for purposes of less children. In this 
connection [ wish to refer to the report of a medical man. He said that there is an 
awful increase in the population in Malabar and it can be reduced by regulating their 
diet without fish. The same factor, according to him, explains the over population 
in Bengal where even Brahmins eat fish. 

My hon’ble socialist friend Mr. Daniel Jose made a vehement speech supporting 
birth control, I ask if his motto is not to deny equal opportunities to anybody 
he should not deny the opportunity for children to be born. That will be less 
socialistic,

“Shri. Ruthnaswamy: (a) Will the Minister of Health be pleased to state 
whether the rate of births in India since the year 194] has shown an upward trend? 
(b) Have Government in view any proposal to popularise knowledge and 
appliances of birth control? . ow . . 
(c) Will Government consider the advisability of making available the bene- 
fits of the knowledge of birth control to the poorer and labouring classes? 

The Minister of Health: (a) There is an indication of a downward trend in 
the birth rate as may be observed from the statement laid on the table of the House. 

(b) and (c) No. The social implications of a widespread campaign for the 
dissemination of knowledge in the matter of the use of contraceptives for purposes ' 
of birth control are fraught with risk to health in a population where there is mass 
ignorance of the laws of hygiene and neither adequate medical relief nor means 
of proper education. Family planning is a desirable objective. It should be sought 
tobe obtained and will be better obtained in our country by social reform such 
as the raising of the age of marriage of both boys and girls. In any event any ac- 
tion to be taken in this direction will obviously have to be in close consultation with 
State Governments and with due regard to the social and religious susceptibilities 
of large sections of the population, bearing in mind also the frequently adverse 
moral] effect of such methods as have been adopted in the Western Hemisphere. 

Shri. Ruthnaswamy: Some time back, in a speech at Madras, the hon'ble 
Minister Shri. Santhanam spoke of rationing of children, May [ take it that that 
is the official policy of the Government? 

Rajkumari Amrit Kaur: Iam not aware of any such speech made by Mr.

Waaf is one of 
the best institutions under Moslem. But unfortunately, wagf started and dege- 
nerated and they no longer serve any useful purpose. [t came to be misused and 
now only the name remains. Millions of rupees were spent by certain families 
adversely affecting the disposition of property which is highly essentia[ for the well- 
being of the society, because the Musalman thinkers all over the world feel that the 
Wagt Law is a secular law and the pregressive Moslem opinion was decidedly in 
favour of regularising wagfs.

In the integrated State 
of Travancore-Cochin a Wagf law is highly essential if we are following the same 
attitude towards all the religious groups. It is on the same lines as the Hindu 
Religious Endowments. I do not think any section of this House might object to 
passing a law. By a notification, the Central Act can be applied to this State with 
suitable changes. Therefore, I have very great pleasure in seconding the resolution 
moved by my friend Mr. Kunjumoideen.

The offtake shown above is on the basis of an overall ration, ranging from 8 oz 
to 10 oz. At 12 02. per head per day, the theoretical maximum quantity required 
will be 9,29,000 tons as against the maximum production of about 2,75,000 tons, 
leaving a deficit of 6,54,000 tons. However it has never been possible for this State 
to maintain an over-all ration of 12 oz. and compared to the rest of India the people 
of this State have made disproportionately great sacrifices in the matter of con- 
sumption of foodgrains. 


Recently on account of the acute scarcity of foodgrains in the whole of India 
as a result of natural calamities, etc., the overall ration has been reduced to 9 oz. 
throughout the Union. On.this basis the total import requirements of this State 
would be obout 4,50,000 tons foodgrains. As against this we are offered for 195] 
only 3,25,000 tons foodgrains, of which 2,75,000 tons will be rice and 50,000 tons 
wheat. This quantity is insufficient to maintain even the present low ration of 
9 oz. We have made repeated representations to the Government of India about 
our need for larger allotments of foodgrains from outside sources. We are assured 
that when the food position of the country as a whole shows improvement, our 
request would be favourably considered. a . 

The pool price of rice at present, is Rs. 2211-0 per maund for coarse grains. 
The incidental expenses for clearing, handling, transporting and storage, come to 
annas 15 per maund. If the sale to the people is made at the full economic price 
‘the cost of rice would be about Rs. 47 per bag. The poal price of 

fine rice is Rs..26—8—0 per maund and its issue price, if the full economic cost is 
- charged:to the consumer, would be about Re. 55 per bag. These prices are quite 
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[Sri A. J. John] 
beyond the means of the very large majority of people in the State. Government 
have realised the necessity of keeping down the price of this most essential com- 
modity and have subsidised the sale of rice to an extent even beyond the 
means of the finances of the State. From 20th November 1949 the issue 
price from Government Depots was fixed at Rs. 16—15—3 per maund and the 
retail price to the consumer at Rs. 17—12—0 per maund. 

The Government of India started subsidising the sale of imported foodgrains 
in the Provinces from Ist April 1946. The scheme of food subsidy by the Centre 
was extended to this State only from Ist October 1948 when Sri. Thanu Pillai 
was the Chief Minister. Fromt he above date till 31st March 1950 the Government 
of India was meeting 50 per cent of the loss incurred by the State from the 
subsidised sale of imported rice. The total subsidy paid to the State by the 
Centre up to 31st March 1950 was Rs. 2°5 crores. The sudsidy granted to other 


States and provinces up to the above period was, as given below.—

With the coming into effect of the scheme of federal financial integration from 
Ist April 1950 the food subsidy granted to this State was increased from 50 per 
cent to 75 per cent of the loss on the sale of imported rice. On this basis the share 
of the loss tobe borne by the Government of India on the subsidised sale of 
275,000 tons of the rice offered to us in 1951 would be Rs. 3°75 crores as shown 


below.—

_ The above calculation is made on the assumption that the entire quantity of 
rice supplied to the state will be of the coarse variety of which the present pool 
price is Re. 22—11—0 per maund. However contrary to our expectations the 
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Government of India are now supplying us fairly large quantities of fine rice charged 
at Re: 26—8—0 per maund. Up to !0th March 1951 we have received 763,634 
maunds of fine rice. The Difference between the cost price and selling price of this 
variety of rice is Rs. 10—7—9 per maund i.e, nearly Rs. 2] per bag. Our total loss 
on this variety alone during the current year up to 10th March 1951 is about Rs,80 
lakhs. On the coarse and broken varieties during the above period there is a loss of 
another Rs. 80 lakhs, making an aggregate loss of Rs. 160 lakhs during 79 days 
ie. nearly Rs. 2 lakhs aday. On this basis the total loss to this State from the 
subsidised sale of foodgrains at the current prices would be about Rs. 7 crores i. é, 
about 50 per cent of our annual revenues. 


In regard to fine rice, the present policy of the Government of India is 
that its sale will not be subsidised by them. The state Governments should either 
sell it at the full cost price or subsidise the sale from their own finances. If this 
principle is to be put into practice the first condition is that the State Governments 
should know as Soon as a consignment is released to them, how much of itis fine 
rice and how much of other varieties. Our experience so far is that there is an 
interaval of nearly four to six weeks between the release of the consignment to us 
and. the receipt of information regarding the classification of the stock. Thus 
during the period Ist January 1951 to 10th March 1951, 16 steamers discharged 
rice for this State. Almost the entire allotment received from these steamers was 
classified as coarse and broken at the time the consignment was delivered to us. 
The Government of India claimed the price of the stock on the basis of this 
classification and we arranged payments also accordingly. After an interval of 
of sevral weeks we were informed that nearly 1/3 of the stock already released 
to us long ago as coarse graims, was really fine rice and should be paid for at the 
enhanced rate of Rs. 26—8—0 per maund. Up tothe end of February, the 
intimation received by us from the Government of India showed that only 355,441 
maunds of fine rice was released to us. But now we are informed that the 
quantity of fine rice actually included in these consignments is 763,634 maunds. 
Whole ship loads of Burma rice originally classified as coarse rice has now been 
re classified as fine rice. It is a fact very well known to the Government of India 
that in regard to foodgrains this State is having a sort of ‘ship to mouth’ existence, 
We have so little buffer stock that within a few days of the arrival of a steamer, 
the whole cargo is issued as ration to the consumers. How then is it possible for 
this Government to charge the full pool price on fine rice when intimation regard- 
ing the classification is received only several weeks after the issue of the consign- 
ment to the consumers? The loss sustained by this Government on fine rice 
alone for the period up to !0th March 1951 is about Rs. 80 lakhs. This loss 
cannot be recovered from the consumer now. The result is that the present 
food policy of the Government of India is shattering the economy of this State and 
ruining its finances, 


Revised food subsidy scheme of the Government of India 


The Government of India have decided to revise, with effect from Ist January 
1951 their policy of food subsidy and to limit their commitments to subsidising the 
sale only in a few urban and industrial centres in each State. Thus in Madras 
State, the Government of India will subsidise the sale of rice only in the cities of 
Madras, Coimbatore, Madura and Vizagapatanam and in Mysore, only im the 

cities of Mysore and Bangalore. In this State, according to the Government of 
‘India, there are no important urban or industrial centres of the selected type. 
However it is recognised that, owing to the large extent of the food deficit in the 
.. State, the subsidising of the entire consumption in the State will be beyond the 

financial capacity of the State. The Government of India have therefore offere 
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us a lump sum subsidy of Rs. 1°5 crores in 1951 and have suggested that we may 
increase the issue price of rice to Rs. 20 per maund. 


Issue price 


The present issue price of rice to the consumer in the State, viz., Rs. 
17~12—0 per maund is, perhaps, the highest in the Union. The maximum 
retail prices fixed by the Government of India in the various industrial and urban 
centres coming under the revised food subsidy scheme are as shown below.—

It is the declared policy of the Government of India that both in regard to 
consumption of foodgrains and prices there should bs equality of sacrifice between 
the various States, It is therefore surprising that our people should be asked to pay 
Rs. 20 per maund for their rice while the consumers in Bombay, Madras, Mysore 
and Hyderabad are asked to pay only about Rs. 15 per maund. 


The very basis of the revised scheme of food subsidy seems to be wrong. In 
Bombay State for example the centres selected by the Government of India for the 
subsidised sale of foodgrains are Bombay City, Ahamedabad, Poona and Sholapur. 
The subsidised rate at which the foodgrains will be supplied are, wheat at Rs. 14 
per maund as against the pool price of Rs. 16—6—0 per maund and rice at 
Rs, 15—12—0 per maund as against the pool price of Rs. 22—1/—-0 per maund. 
The major portion of the population im these cities are the labourers in the textile 
mills. These mills are now making such huge profits that it should be easily 
possible for them to subsidise the sale of foodgrains to their labourers. But instead 
of asking the mill owners to bear this burden which it is quite possible for them to 
do, the Government of India have assumed upon themselves a great liability, to the 
serious detriment of the people hving in other parts of the country who are not able 
to pay the economic price of the gras supplied to them. In this State several 
lakhs of people are engaged in the production of tea, cardamom, pepper and other 
cash crops from the sale of which in the overseas markets the Government of India 
are earning a large portion of their dollar and sterling exchange. It is estimated 
that we are contributing about Rs. 30 to 40.crores worth of dollar and sterling to 
the common pool. This is more than twice the amount required for the purchase 
of all our requirements of imported grains. What is the justification for refusing to 
subsidise the rice issued to the workers who help to earn the dollar and sterling 
exchange with which the foodgrains are purchased and subsiding the sale of rice to 
the mill worker in Bombay and Ahemedabad whose conditions of service are 
much better? This distinction’ is most unfair and is not based on any sound 
principles. 


_ The suggestion now made by the Government of India is that the issue price 
of rice in the State which is already higher than in any other State should be still 
further raised up to Rs. 20 per maund. If this suggestion is accepted the price of 
rice would be beyond the means of a very large section of the people of the State 
and there will be widespread hardship and suffering. It is therefore not. possible 
to increase the present issue price to any appreciable extent, ° 
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In regard to the other States in the Union it will be possible for them to make 
good the loss resulting from the application of the revised food subsidy scheme by 
effecting a small increzse in the over all issue price of foodgrains, both locally pro- 
cured and imported. This is because in their case the imported grain forms only 
a small percentage of th local production. The figures for some of the neighbour- 
ing states are as given below:

In this State the deficit is more than 50%. We will therefore have to increase our 
price by a substantial margin if we are to make up the loss from the subsidised sale 
of foodgrains. 


If the offer of the lump sum subsidy of Rs. 1°5 crores is accepted this State 
will have to meet from its own finances a loss of Rs, 3°5 crores if only coarse grain 
is supplied and about Rs. 5°5 crores if fine rice is supplied. The State Budget for 
this year contains a provision of Rs. 125 lakhs for food subsidy. This is about 
10% of our total revenues. In Mysore, where the revenue is almost equal to this 
State, the amount set apart for food subsidy is only Rs. 16 lakhs. The large 
amount already set apart by us for this item has very seriously curtailed our availa- 
ble resources for nation-building and development schemes. If this amount has to 
be increased to Rs. 3°50 or Rs. 5°5 crores there will be very little left for financing 
nation-building activities and the consequences to the people will be disastrous. 


When we’entered the scheme of financial integration with the Centre we were 
made to understand that from the date of federal financial integration the State 
would be eligible to get food subsidy at the rate of 75% of our loss, This wasa 
very important inducement which weighed with us in accepting the scheme. But 
for such a substantial assistance, it would have been impossible for the State to 
establish financial equilibrium. The agreement of federal financial integration states 
that the subsidy of 75% of the loss payable to the State wiil be “‘as in the case of 
the Provinces.” The Government of India are now taking the view that as the 
Provinces are not being granted 75% of the loss as subsidy, the State also is not 
entitled to claim it. This is putting too legal and technical an interpretation on the 
provisions in the Agreement and is against the spirit of the Article and the umder- 
standing which the parties had at the the time of entering into the agreement. Our 
claim is that in equity, if not in the strict letter of the law, we are entitled to get 
75% of our loss as subsidy and that without such assistance the finances of the 
State would be ruined, 

The change in the scheme of food subsidy has affected this State far worse 
than other Part B States. Thus in the case of Mysore the total quantity of foad- 
grains to be imported to the State from outside in 1951 is only 75,090 tons. Out 
of this 40,000 tons is wheat and 20,000 milo. These grains were not subsidised 
by the Government of India before. Therefore the only quantity of grain for which 
Mysore would have received subsidy under the old system is rice to the extent of 
15,000 tons. The issue price of rice in Mysore before Ist January 1951 was 
Rs, 14—10—~0 per maund. The difference between the present pool price an 
the above selling price is about Rs. 8 per maund. On th's basis the total loss from 
__ . the subsidised sale of 15,000 tons rice would be about Rs. 33 lankhs. At 75% of 
** the loss the share of the Government of India would be Rs. 24°75 lakhs and that of 
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Mysore Rs. 8°25 lakhs. Under the revised scheme Mysore is getting 40,000 tons 
of wheat at the rate of Rs. 13—14—0 per maund, 20,000 tons milo at Rs. 8—2—0 
per maund. and 10,000 tons rice at Rs. 15—15~—0 per manud. The total extent 
of the subsidy from the Government of India on these items will be about Rs. 70 
lakhs. Thus Mysore has definitely benefited by the changein the scheme of food subsidy 
by the Centre. She will get about Rs. 70 lakhs as subsidy under the present system 
as against a subsidyof about Rs. 24°75 lakhs only at 75% of the loss on the sale of 
rice. The same proposition holds good in the case of Hyderabad and all the other 
Part B States. In regard to Travancore-Cochin alone the revised system of food 
subsidy has resulted ina reduction of the subsidy from Rs. 3°75 crores to Rs. 1°5 
crores. This is a position which we are unable to accept. The condition of this 
State is peculiar and has no comparison with that of other States, whether Part A 
or Part B, A lump sum subsidy of even Rs. 3°5 crores will not” be sufficient to 
bring our losses within the financial capacity of the Government, The Centre is 
aware of our real position and if they refuse to meet our demand for 75 per cent of 
our total loss on food transactions, the only inference I can draw is that they are 
unmindful of the disastrous consequences of their present food policy on the finances 
of the Government and the economy of the State. 


There is another outstanding question regarding food subsidy by the Centre. 
In 1950 we were informed by the Government of India that in conformity with 
their policy of limiting the import of foodgrains, the major portion of the quota 
allotted to this State will be made available from the surplus States within India. It 
was understood that the price of the locally procured grain will be much less than 
that of the imported grain and that the State Government will not incur any loss 
from its sale to the consumers. On the basis of this expectation we made a provi~ 
sion of only Rs. 25 lakhs in our budget for 1950-51 for food subsidy, in order to 
provide for any unforeseen contingency, However contrary to our expectations, 
the price of the locally procured rice supplied to us from U. P. and Madhya Bharat 
was higher than that of the imported rice. We received 30,000 tons of rice from 
U.P. The average price of U. P. rice was Rs. 24—15—0 per maund as against 
Rs, 22—0—0 per maund for imported rice. The loss to the State from the sub- 
sidised sale of the U. P. rice alone was Rs. 65 lakhs. The Government of India 
have declined to pay any subsidy on this loss on the ground that their scheme of 
food subsidy extends only to imported rice. This is taking a too technical view 
of a very vital question. The reason given by the Government of India for sub- 
sidising the sale of imported rice is that it is more high-priced than the locally pro- 
cured rice and unless its sale is subsidised it will upset the local economy. ‘The 
real question is therefore only the price of the rice and not the source from which 
it is obtained. To grant subsidy for imported rice and to refuse it for locally pro- 
cured rice which is even more costly than the imported rice, isto forget the real 
object and make a distinction which is opposed to all canons of fairness and equity. 
We have pointed out these aspects of the question to the Government of India and 
have told them that it is impossible for this Government to bear the whole loss from 
the sale of the abnormally high priced U. P. rice and that 75 percent of our loss 
should be borne by them. The matter is still under consideration. 


The point I wish to make clear is that this State which is highly deficit in 
foodgrains but abundantly rich in valuable cash crops which are in great demand in 
the foreign markets, cannot be treated in the same manner as other States which are 
more or less self-sufficient in food-grains but contribute very little to the foreign 
earnings of thé Union. Nearly one-fifth of the total dollar and sterling exchange 
eatned by the Union is from the sale of our cash crops and commercial products. 
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A large portion of this foreign exchange is used for the purchase of food-grains for 
the whole of India. The Government of India are also deriving a large revenue, 
amounting to several crores of rupees, by taxing the export of our monopoly com- 
mercial crops. The export duty on pepper alone for the coming year is estimated 
at Rs. 4 crores. It is only fair that a State which is contributing so much to the 
Union exchequer and to its foreign resources is treated ina fair manner in regard 
to the supply of rice in which it is highly deficit. Otherwise there is a real danger 
that a large area in this State which is now under cash crops may be converted into 
food crops. Such a change which may be forced upon our people on account of 
the extreme scarcity of food-grains and their high cost will do good neither to the 
Union nor to this State. [ hope that this warning will be heeded by the Govern- 
ment of India in time and that we will not be driven to desperate remedies which 
may cure our present ills but cause irreparable harm to the country at large. 

Just now a communication has been received from the Government of India 
Ministry of Food and Agriculture, which reads of follows.— 

“I am directed to invite a referrence to your letter No. F.d. 3-10051 /50/Fd. 

D., dated the 20th January 1951, and the Memo, enclosed therewith on the 

subject mentioned above and to state that the Government of India have care- 

fully considered your request and regret their inability to agree to the continuance 

of the subsidisation of the loss on the sale of the imported foodgrains on the 

same basis as was in force upto 31—12—1950. 


“In view however, of the circumstances mentioned in your letter under reply 
the Government of India has as a special case decided to increase the lumpsum 
subsidy payable to the State of Travancore-Cochin from Rs. 1'5 crores as 
communicated in this Ministry letter of even No. dated the 29th December 
1950 to Rs. 2°25 crores for the period 1—1—1950 to 31-12-1951 subject 
to the condition that the State Government does not raise the retail issue 
price of rice beyond Rs. 19 (Rs. Nineteen) per maund. 1 am also to make 
it very clear that this decision to pay a lump sum subsidy of Rs. 2°25 crores 
during 1951, is purely an ad-hoc arrangement and will not be continued in 
the year 1952. It is requested that the State Government may please keep this 
in view and formulate their budget for 1952 making no provision for the pay- 
ment of any subsidy from the Government of India, 

“Jt has also been decided that the lump sum_subsidy of Rs. 2°25 crores 
referred to above will be paid to the State of Travancore-Cochin in twelve 
monthly instalments of Rs. 18,75,000 each. [am therefore to request you to 
send duly receipted bills accordingly together with a certificate to the effect 
sevens tte.” 

With these words I second the mation.

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Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: I am indeed thankful. to the Hon'ble Mr. 
John for expressing our opinion in the mater in unmistakable words, to the 
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- Government of India, 1 find that all we have expressed on the floor of this House 
had been incorported in his speech which he just now read to us. I wish—I do not 
for a moment doubt it yet] must say I wish he had represented to the Government 
of India the situation as it is in the State. I need not hide from this House the 
view, without reviving old controversies and animosities, that there is a considerable 
section in the country which believes that we had been goingto very extreme steps in 
the matter of signing all along the dotted line in our agreement for the Union. That 
is the view in the country. It is not on a fault finding mood that I say so. When we 
gave away our customs, our income-tax, etc., to the Centre, did we expect this 
Sort of treatment from the Central Government ? Is it for the luxury of belonging 
to a Union of {ndia and submitting to the dectrinaire principles in the first part of 
the Constitution that we joined the Indian Union? Are we third rate or fourth 
rate people—| mean no disparagement to the people at large—like Himach.l Predesh 
Vindhya Pradesh, etc. The most advanced people in the whole of India jointly 
worked and made great sacrifices, bat we are not hero worshippers here in this land. 
We are people who judge things on their merits. What is the result? True that 
we celebrated the Independence Day. True that we have presented addresses 
of welcome to prominent personalities in India, But what is the result of it? We 
pay more for food than do any other people in India. Is it just thar any man in India, 
should pay more for his food than another? Then, what do these directive principles 
mean to the State? Is it anything wonderful that Dr. Ambedkar did—collecting 
these first principles from the different constitutions of the world, and then the 
Minister concerned—I think it was the Central Food Minister who told us, “Do not 
repeat it next time’. Is it doles out of charity that they are giving us? Is it some 
contribution to the Red Cross Fund? Whenwe are making all our resources 
available to then, when he have given our revenue earning sources department 
after department, to them, we claim it as a right, not as doles out of a charity fund. 
Now that the honourable Food Minister has taken us into his confidence—I do not 
wish to speak very mich by way of protesting against the tone of the letter from the 
Government of India—and told the Government of India all that we had in mind, 
if the Government of India are just, what they shoud do is that this burden should 
be so shared equaliy by all the peop'e of India—by ell the States of the land. What 
is the price that the U.P people get? Is it because UP produced a man like the 
Prime Minister of India or a distinguished fighter fer f.eed.m—Paniji ? Or is it 
because sOme other people were born in U.P that we are tc pay much higher prices 
for their rice? Are we so devoid of logic as io feel that there is equity in the 
arrangement by which we pay more price tor-Indian rice than for imported rice ? 
Then we are being told that the arrangements are only for imported rice. Now, 
is it more luxurious to eat U.P. rice at an enhanced price than good Burma rice 
zt a lower price? The whole thing comes to this. They believe that we are far 
away from New Dehli. May be our pressure on them is not so heavy as that of 
of other States. Inthis connectioa, [remember in India, years ago, we reseated 
the term ‘Native State,’ although the term ‘Native’ did not mzan anything abjeetion- 
able. But it had certain associations, which were harmful to the national senti- 
ment. In the same manner, Sir, | have come to the feeling that the inclusion of 
our State in the category of what is known a3 “B” class States isa suggestion that 
we are in a secondary stage of development. Therefore, ] appeal to the Honourable 
Food Minister just to make them understand that it is an act of patronage on our 
part, an act of sacrifice on our part that we have come into the picture and joined 
the Indian Union. Not bzcause, we felt that we are going to be civilized, that our 
standards are going to be raised. Incidentally, { may say in the matter of telephone 
development, we have been the foremost State in India. Now, for getting a tele- 
phone connection, you will have to write to some people in New Delhi. Anger 
and food discussion do not go together. Therefore, if { cannot restrain my anger, 
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I would have at a tangent gone to the integration of the services done by them 
and had my say on the matter. But that is not the point before us. 

Sri. A. J. John: I may read that portion of the Krishnamachari’s Report- 
an agreement entered into between the Travancore-Cochin State and the Govern- 
ment of India, oe 

Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: . Who is this Krishnamachari—as if he 1s a 
very big person > (Laughter).

Sri, P. Balakrishnan Tampi: | do not accept it, That isdone by a 
Madrasi. 

Sri. A. J. John: . 

“The representatives of the Travancore-Cochin Government emphasized 

that where the immediate abolition of those customs duties have become 
imperative in connection with the proposed formation of the Union of the 
two States, it would be altogether impossible for the Union to bear the 
results of the loss of revenue except under a financial help from the Central 
Government. It may be mentioned here that the chief consideration requiring 
the immediate abolition of those duties on the constitution of the Travancore- 
Cochin Union instead of their gradual lifting as permitted by the Consiitution 
is that such duties exist at present only in the Travancore State and Cutch. 
It would be difficult to justify extension so as to embrace Cochin State also. 
The obvious course is to abolish them. If some means could be found to 
mitigate the financial shock jnvolved by such a measure, we poinied out that 
if the Travancore-Cochin Union would agree to our.scheme of federal financial 
integration which would become effective simultaneously with the constitution 
of the Union itself or at some other conveniently early date, that is to say, 
from the commencement of their financial year, 17th August 1949, corres- 
ponding to the Ist Chingom 1125, the contribution of the Government of 
India towards food subsidies would automatically go up from 50 per cent 
to 75 per cent of the totel loss on the sale of imported foodgrains, the latter 
being the percentage applicable to Provinces. Such an increase in the amount 
of food subsidies would mean in effect that the Travancore-Cozhin Union 
would be provided with additional resources on a gradually diminishing scale 
for a period of years so that they may develop alternative sources of revenue 
over the same period to cover the loss on account of the abolition of the 
land customs.” 


Th‘s is incorporated in the agreement entered into between the Rajpramukh 
and the Covernment of India. . 

Sri. P. Balakrishaan Tampi; Then my point is shat that agreement has not 
been statisfactory and that even that agreement has not been followed. Before 
the integration, it was all talk in the Mazzinian fashion, of the future of Bharatavarsha. 
After the integration, they have started talking like a hairsplitting lawyer, of giving 
25 per cent. subsidy, etc. 
; The second point is that the Central Givernment is making an awful mistak 
in regard to the purchase of food grains. To us in the South, in Madras and in 
Travancore-Cochin, rice is the most important article of food. What is the kind 
of rice that we get here? We are not getting as much quantity that we want and 
even what we get is not of good quality.

Discussion under Rule 43, regarding the Food 
Situation in the State— (coni.) 


Mr, Speaker: We will now proceed to the discussion under Rule 43 
regarding the food situation in the State. Last day, the hon'ble Member, 
Mr, Balakrishnan Tampi was speaking on this subject. Since I do not find him 
here now, Mr. Thanu Pillai may speak. 

Syi. A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, a very important question it is that we are now 
called upon to discuss. Sir, this question has got very many aspects of it for con- 
sideration by this House. The motion is that the food situation may be discussed. 
The food situation in our State today has many aspects; quantity, quality, distri- 
bution, price, uniformity—all these factors enter into the problem. Sir, at the outset 
I may say that in regard to these aspects of the problem we have only “ bungling, 
whether it be on the part of this Government or on the part of the Central Govern- 
ment.. As regarding quantity, we do not get enough, as for quality—we get very 
bad quality rice. Ne doubt, occasionally we get fairly good rice. Distribution is 
not uniform or equitable. Very often the whole arrangement breaks down. Then 
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as regards price, | may be permitted to say, it is very high so far as capacity of our 
people is concerned. Allied to this, Sir, is the question of procurement. That tao 
has seldom been satisfactory. Whatever changes Government may make in the rules 
of procurement, in the system of procurement, we hear nothing but complaints. It 
is never satisfactory. Itis not satisfactory to the producer; it is not satisfactory 
so far as the general public are concerned. When we consider this aspect of the 
matter, there is also the question of prpduction. Government say that they have 
been doing all that is possible. No doubt they have been spending large sums of 
money. But the result so far as we are able to see is practically nil. That, Sir, is 
a rough picture of the whole situation. We discussed this to some extent in connec- 
tion with the budget. 


Of course in regard to production, Sir, we have somewhat discussed the matter. 
That again is very unsatisfactory. Latest news I was able to get from the news- 
papers is that the Chairman of the Food Production Board has resigned. I do not 
vouch for the accuracy of that statement. I think the hon’ble Minister will be able 
t© enlighten us on that. Of course, arrangements are made for production. Asin 
many other things, more importance is attached to political considerations than to 
real considerations of food production. If a Minister goes out of office, he is made 
the Chairman of the Food Production Board. If other Members have to be satisfied 
they are made members of that Board. That is how food production is attended to by 
Government. And it is no wonder we are not able to see much of production. 
Then land is disafforested. We have heard all manner of complamts about it. 
Nothing really leads to the solution of the problem of food production. I do not 
say that is a matter affecting this Government more than the Central Government, 
There is some central subsidy for food production. In regard to that, we are told 
by the Financé Minister, that can be utilised by them without the vote of this 
House. Probably it is a matter between the Central Government and this Govern- 
ment, independently of this legislature. Any way Ido not want to dwell on this 
aspeet of the matter except to say that food production is not proceeding properly. 
When I am on that, I would like to emphasise—though I have adverted to it ona 
former occasion—that we must produce as much as possible. For that we must 
immediately attend to all irrigation works that can be brought to completion, and 
made available as early as possible. No doubt, we must attend to long-term pro- 
jects also. At the same time, Sir, we must get as much manure as possible. I do 
not know the stand that the Government of India has taken in regard to the supply 
of manure to this State. Ours is a very deficit area in point of manure. I do not 
know what rules are applied to this by the Central Government or to other States 
of India and to the necessary extent to the State of Travancore-Cochin. In respect 
of Travancore-Cochin, whether it be manure, supply of food stuffs, of price; a special 
view should be taken of this aspect of the matter. What I say is our State stands 
in a special position in regard to the food supply and food production and therefore” 
I say that the Government of India are losing sight of the most important aspect 
of these questions. They have to treat our State totally on a different footing from 
that on which they treat other States. That is why I say that in respect of the 
supply of manure also we want as much as possible. We have to see that no plot 
of land, no bit of paddy land in Travancore-Cochin is without manure. 


It is the duty of this Government to see that no bit of paddy land in 
Travancore-Cochin fails to get the requisite quantity of water at the proper time. 
We have to take note of that fact. Especially go; Sir, in view of what we were told. 
by the Finance Minister in regard to the price that we have to pay for the food 
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supplies from Madhya Bharat and the United Provinces. Sir, they talk of India as 
one country. J know how the Central Legislature and the C:-ntral Government 
made much of the ideology that India is one. Even now I remember, Sir, the 
words in which Sardar Patel expressed himself on many an occasion when I was in 
Delhi in connection with the Constituent Assembly, and how he indulged in telling 
us that India was one, that Travancore must understand that it was part and parcel 
of India. Where are those words now ? Were those words written on paper, on 
parchment, Sir, or on water? Unfortunately, that great man is no more. But he 
spoke those words on behalf of the Government of India, and 1 may also say, on 
behalf of the Central Legislature when he made those statements in the legislature. 
What do we find today? What is the price charged on the ricé given to us from 
the United Provinces, from Madhya Bharat? If the figures supplied by the 
Finance Minister are correct, the price we have to pay for the U. P. rice is 24 to 3 
times the price that we are allowed to pay to our cultivators. I think I am right. 
And yet these great men in Delhi sist on repeating that India is one, [ ask 
Jawaharlal Nehru, I ask K. M. Munshi, whether India is one. If India is one, 
what is the justification for this? The Government of India are bound to answer 
this. What is the justification for their realising 24 to 3 times the price we are 
paying to our cultivators? I am not pleading that our cultivators should be given 
more. But Iam strongly condemning the action of the Government of India in 
supplying us rice from the United Provinces and Madhya Bharat and asking us to 
pay 24 to 3 times the normal price. Is that not exploitation? Are not the Gov- 
ernment of India parties to the exploitation of one part of the country by another 
part? And does it lie in the mouth of the Government of India to say still that 
India is one, that Travancore-Cochin is part and parcel of India? What is the great 
lesson that we have to take from this? That is the real point. India is not tor our 
purposes, for general purposes, one yet, Sir. And there is so statesman in India, no 
Government in India that can make India really one, that can make all Indians feel 
that they are really the citizens of one united country. Ii that were so, they would 
not have charged us this abnormal price, this unconscionably high price, when they 
knew perfectly well that the cost of production in the United Provinces and Madhya 
Bharat cannot be so high.as in this State. What is the justification, I ask, for all 
this. Itis nothing but the exploitation of one part of the country by anothér part 
of the country. Therefore, India is not one. 


I want to stress this pomt because | want to emphasise—whatever politicians 
may say—the necessity of making our little State as self-sufficient as possibie in the 
matter of food. Suppose India‘ as a whole, is able to produce all the food that 
India needs. We find large sums of money from the Central Exchequer being 
spent on irrigation and other projects in different parts of India, ia the different 
States of India. But even when they have all come to fruition, and India has 
enough to feed all her 35 or 45 crores, can we, as things indicat: at present, hope to 
get food at reasonable prices? That is the question. Suppose Bihar produces 
more, suppose Orissa produces more, suppose even Madras produces mére, 
can we hope to get our rice requirements at reasonable prices? I do 
not see that prospect. That isa matter that we should emphasise, and bring 
home to the Government of India. We must tell them they have failed, They 
have failed as no self-respecting nation will allow itself to fail, in regard to this 
matter of procurement of food and supply. We are not a free country. We have our 
resources, our Finance Minister told us yesterday. But can we import our rice as 
we like? Are we free to carry on trade with the other states of India? No. If this is the 
position in regard to what is produced within the country, what about the things com- 
ing-from abroad? But the producers outside India, Siam, Burma and America, are 
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much more humane, much more human, much more reasonable than the United 
Provinces and the Madhaya Bharat Governments. We'get rice from abroad at 22 
rupees per maund. For the rice that we got from our own country-they call it one 
country-we have to pay 25 rupees per maund. What irony is this, Sir? = So we _ 
must try to produce as much as we want so long as the present Constitution is in 
force; so long as we are bound up with the rest of India, so long as India is 
governed in the way in which it is being administered. Yes, certainly we must be 
self-sufficient. And our Government is not doing the right thing. Probably there 
is No use now condemning our Government when we are faced with this immediate 
problem. Anyway, I want them to take note of this fact; that every pie spent, every 
ounce of energy expended, every minute devoted to the production of foodstuffs should 
be very well utilised. They should not waste any money. They should not think of 
politics, of their party imterests when they are dealing with matters affecting the 
stomach of the people, they should not by thinking of Ikkanda Warrier and his posi- 
tion and prospects and the emoluments that he should be getting. They should have 
the interests of the country at heart when they approach the problem pf food pro- 
duction. I have nothing personally against my friend, Mr. Ikkanda Warrier. 
At one time, I too was under the impression that probably I was wrong when 
I thought a little too much of the interests of our own State, that is, when I was 
told so by the leaders at Delhi. But now I feel that 1 was absolutely right. We 
have to consider the interests of our 80 or 90 millions of people. There is no one 
outside who is really interested in them. No doubt now some supply is given. 


Now what is the position in regard to food? They may say food and agricul” 
ture are not Central subjects. But what is the meaning of it when our State if 
badly deficit and all our foodstuffs have to come frum outside. And we are not 
allowed to deal with the other states or to import food from anywhere we like. We 
are not allowed to fix the price which we will pay. We are not allowed to have our 
commodities exported to the countries to which we like to export, and fix our own 
price. When everything connected with finance is controlled absolutely by the. 
Central Government, what is the meaning of saying that food is not a Central sub- 
ject? Particularly in a si:uation like the present, food can be nothing but a Central 
subject whatever may be the legal or constitutional excuses that the Government 
of India may have. They have so framed the Constitution that we are not at all a 
free agent in dealing with this problem. That was realised at the time ,when the 
Constitution was being framed. And there are provisions in the Constitution which 
take note of this fact. Article 369 is clear to that effect. Not that these things are 
not known to the Delhi Government or even to our Ministers. 


“Notwithstanding anything in this Constitution, Parliament shall, during a 
period of five years from the commencement of this Constitution, have power 
to make laws with respect to the following matters as if they were enumerated 
in the Concurrent List, namely:— 


_ (a) trade and commerce within a State in, and the production, supply and 
distribution of, cotton and woollen textiles, raw cotton (including girined cotton 
and unginned cotton or kapas) cotton seed, paper (including newsprint) food- 
stuffs (including edible oilseeds and oil) etc.” 


So the Central Government has got the power of regulating the production, trade 
and procurement and everything connected with food stuffs throughout the territories 
of India during a period of five years. There is that specific provision in the Cons- 
titution, Are the Government making use of that? They are, of course, making 
use of it to some extent but not ightly and to the fullest ‘extent so far as the ~ 
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interests of the States are concerned. Of course, they are prepared to give advantagé:. 





to the United Provinces, and Madhya Bharat, probably because they are situated ~~ 


nearer Delhi. So they have got the power but they are not making use of that ~*~ 


power. 


In regard to the question of subsidy on which the Finance Minister very largely 
and in the main dwelt yesterday, I will say this. Now my point is, as between this 
Government and the Government of India, they are in duty bound, to supply the 
requisite quantity of food to us at reasonable prices. There is no denying that fact. 

do not say that this Government has done all that it has todo, And I do not 
throw the entire blame on them. | only want to say that between the two govern- 


men's, they are bound to give us the food that we require. And they have both 
ailed. 


Now, the figures supplied to us yesterday show that we have been given only 
8 to 10 ounces of ration for many years now while the minimum that ought to have 
been given to us is 12 ounces. We know for a fact also that this 8 to 10 ounces of 
ration is not regularly supplied to us, and particularly for the lest one year and more 
we were getting 8 ounces and even less, As for the quantity the Food Minister told 
us that if it is 12 ounces ration the quantity to be imported would be 654,000 tons. 
Sir, one fact that the Government of India and this Government ought to fully 
realise is that for the last many years, say, for seven or eight years, we have been 
underfed, And, it is admitted that no part of India is so badly fed as Travancore- 
Cochin. How long are we to continue on this short ration? That is an important 
question. There also this State should receive special consideration. If they are 
not able to give the whole 12 ounces considering the fact that our people are 
continually underfed for a number of years their health is likely to diminish sub- 
stantially year after year as a consequence of continuing this under-nourishment. 
This State deserves consideration on a special basis and we should be given atleast 
12 ounces of ration hereafter. Now, Sir, we have been getting, the Food Minister 
told us, only about 365,000 tons in 1948, 340,000 tons in 1949 and only 295,000 
tons for 1950, and that evidently, was the reason that there was such failure in the 
distribution of ration last year. So, we must insist Sir, on the requisite quantity being 
supplied on a 12 ounces ration basis at least. Now, for that the imported quantity 
has to be nearly doubled. Certainly we must go in for that. Certainly we should 
not judge the result of this under-nourishment simply by looking at the better class 
of people. We know for a fact that the ordinary field labourer today is not able 
to do one-third of the work that he used’to do in pre-war days. That is a well- 
known fact, That can be explained only on this basis that he has been continually 
under-fed. Now, any person who employs field labourers has to employ 3 persons 
to do the work that one single labourer used to do in 1939. The better class of 
people somehow manage to keep themselves up. The real labouring classes are 
now steadily losing their health. That is not a small matter. (Speaker's Bell). 


Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Shall I have some time more or shall I close ? 


Mr. Speaker: The member may proceed, but has to conclude his speech 
soon. 
-  Syi. A. Thanu Pillai: I shall try to finish it shortly. So, Sir, we must 
get at least 12 ounces of ration and have the requisite quantity of food grains 
imported. Also, we must produce as much as possible, and procurement must be 
done on a scientific basis. We must leave for the cultivator that much quantity of 
food grains for his household consumption and other essential purposes and take 
the rest.. ‘The consumers may be absentee landlords and they must be given ration 

“only. That should be the arrangement which the Government should make,

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“Now, in regard to the price. The pool price is fixed at Rs. 22—-11—0. With 
incidental expenses it would be Rs. 23—10—0, Thus the cost price per bag of rice 
comes to be Rs. 47, that is, if it is coarse rice, But if it is fme rice, the cost price per 
bag would come to Rs. 52, If what the Food Minister told us yesterday was correct 
I should really feel astonished. . He said that the Government of India is supplying 
us this coarse rice and after the whole thing has been consumed they say that the 
rice supplied was of fine quality and thus demand a higher price. When the Food 
Minister says that I am inclined to believe it. We were told yesterday that if we 
get coarse rice and the present price is not increased we will have to incur a loss of 
about Rs. 5 crores, The Government of India’s contribution according io the old 
arrangement is 75 per cent, i. e., 3°75 crores and our loss would be 1°5 crores. If 
it is fine rice our loss would be 12 crores. We were told yesterday that the Govern- 
ment of India have agreed to give 2} crores by way of subsidy for this year only. 
In regard to that they felt compelled to take a special view of our requirements and 
they say that apart from the general policy they would give 24 crores. This supply 
of coarse and fine rice together will be on the basis of the agreement now entered 
into, and the loss would be somewhere about 6 crores. And out of this loss this 
Government will have to sustain 33 crores. The Finance Minister told us that we 
are not able to meet that loss, Sir, I don’t agree at all with the way in which our 
finances are being spent by the Finance Minister. Apart from that question 
what I have to say is this. I am told that this budget has been submitted for the 
approval of the Central Goverment and they have approved it. When they approve 

it they must have seeri that for food subsidy our budget provides only 14 crores. 
ask, Sir, why is this budget submitted to them? Is it merely for them to see that 
suitable provision has been made for the Chief Secretary's pay or to have an idea of 
the Finance of the Travancore-Cochin State? If-it is to have an idea of our 
finances they ought to have seen our financial position in respect of our food 
problem. This budget provides only 1} crores for food, and the loss would be 33 
crores. What is it that they want to know from the budget and what is it they 
have known? Sir, in regard to this matter, as between this Government and the 
Government of India we must get rice at reasonable price. Defenitely I am of the 
view that the price should not be increased. When I was the Prime Minister I 
imcreased the selling price of rice and there was a hue and cry. That time there 
was no subsidy. Somehow [ managed to get the Government of India agree to bear 
50 per cent. of the loss as subsidy. Now it is all changed. Now we are not able 
to pay more. The present price of Rs. 17—12—0 should never be increased. If 
we were independent we could have so arranged our economy that the people could 
have been kept properly fed. But all the main sources of our revenue go to the 
~ Centre. Our exports are in their hands. Incomes from export duty and income 
tax goto them. In these circumstances it is for the Centre to consider how this 
State can carry on its administration. They have looked into the budget and they 
have approved of it. Anyhow, we have to face facts. The Finance Minister may 
increase the price of food grains as the last resort; We can never agree to that. 
The Government of India have a duty to perform inthis matter. The Government 
of India with hundreds of crores of rupees as revenue, can meet this extraordinary 
situation. A small State like ours with a revenue of [2 or 14 crores is not com- 
petent to meet a deficit of 3 to 4 crores, Therefore, the Government of India must 
come to our aid. I doubt whether they have fully realised that aspect of the matter. 
But | am of the view that the Government of India are not looking at the question 
properly. They say that they are. giving you more than what they are giving other 
States. But other States have to import only 5 to 6 per cent of their requirements 
of food grains or in some cases 10 per cent. Here we are importing 50 to 60 per 
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cent of our requirements and that at prices as fixed by them. Therefore, Sir, I 
think that this revised food subsidy scheme should by no means affect Travancore~ 
Cochin. The Travancore-Cochin State needs special consideration. As they have 
not shown that consideration they have failed in their duty. I ask are they prepared 
to deviate from this revised scheme to the full extent required. Simply to say “We 
will see that something more is given” will not be proper. On what basis that 
“something more” is to be given. They don't give any basis. They merely say 
“We will give you some thing”. Sir, the Government of India have a duty to see 
that the finances of the Travancore-Cochin State are well maintained. Have they 
done it? If they have done it on what basis? The Finance Minister did not tell 
us yesterday on what basis they fixed 24 crores. Sir, that is not the way in which 
they have to deal with a matter like this. Look at the provision in Article 371 of 
-the Constitution, ; 


I] am ata loss to see how they exercise this control. Where else this moneY 
can come from? Iam not interested in the source from which it comes. Again 
and again | wish to emphasise that the price of food stuffs must by no means be 
increased. The Government of India should supply this deficit. They must give 
us rice at low prices, This Government have yielded everything to the Goevern- 
ment of India. We should ask them to give us more subsidy. They should never 
think of increasing the price. We must induce them to enhance the subsidy. This 
is what I want to impress upon this Government and the Government of India. 
It is said that they have agreed to pay two and a half crores of rupees as food 


subsidy. Where are we to find the remaining three crores? They may say we have 
no responsibility. It may not be a very creditable thing for this legislature. They 
do not give us any scientific or rational basis. It is their duty to see that we 
get our rice at reasonable prices. It is for the Government of India to give us 
the necessary subsidy. 


Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: Sir, | may be excused in asking a little 
more time to finish my speech. I wish to make the Speaker understand the agony 
of a partly delivered speech. 

Mr. Speaker: | No, not at this stage. 
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Sri. K. Sivavama Pillai: Sir, a careful reading of the atatement placed 
before me by the hon’ble Finance Minister would show that the food situation has 
caused, more than anybody else, headache only to the Finance Minister. At the 
time of the Financial integration, we were given high hopes that this was the best 
thing, and that 75 per cent of our loss would be met by the Government of 
India. But much against our expectations and most_ arbitrarily, they have fixed 
it at 14 crores, and yesterday, as if some great boon has been given, the hon'ble 
Finance Minister said that they have increased it by 50 per cent, that is, to 2°50 
crores, But then, Sir, was it really a help done to us? On page five of the 
statement, in the most unceremonicus manner it is stated that on account of the 
coarse grains being declared as fine rice long after they have been disposed of, 
this Government would suffer a loss to the tune of 80 lakhs. The loss sustained 
by the Government on fine rice for the period up to [0th March 1°51 is about 
80 lakhs. So, after taking away 80 lakhs with one hand they were generous in 
giving us 75 lakhs. That will show that really the Government of India has done 
nothing to ease our situation. And this has been made clear some months ago 
by the Conference of Food Ministers held at Bombay. The matter was being raised in 
the legislatures and the Ministers met in Bombay and discussed and brought 
about a uniform policy throughout. India. After all, for what have they decided? 
They have decided for the existing practice in all the State to be continued and 


‘nothing more. 


Sir, then, as regards procurement I have to say one word. There is 
absolutely no urfiform policy for the whole State regarding procurement price, 
issue price and regarding control, | heard some hon’ble Member, including t 
the Finance Minister, saying that we must give a wamning to the Government of 
India. I may calmly say that by these threats the Goverriment of India is not 
going to be brought round to help us. It is time thai we thought that we would 
not depend upon the Government of India in regard to this matter. We must 
depend on cur own agriculturists and see that we ptoduce our own rice herein 
ample measure. We are told here that 80 lakhs is the population and that we 
want six lakhs tons of food grains. The statistics of the Government are clearly 
wrong. There is no use saying that we produce only 2,75,000 tons. Sir, in 
one acre ‘of paddy land an illiterate agricultural labourer was able to produce 3} 
tons of -paddy, double crop. So, it has been shown that from one acre it is 
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[Sri. K. Sivarama Pillai] 
possible to produce 34 tons of rice. We may calculate the amount of grain that 
we may produce calculating at that rate. 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: How many Paras does this 34 tons come to? 

Sri. K. Sivarama Pillai: Nearly 600 paras. : 

Sri. A. Thanu Pilli: From one acre? 


Sri. K.. Sivarama Pillai: Yes. Sir, that cultivator was given an award 
of Rs. 100 from this Government. This shows that if only we take the 
agriculturists into our confidence, we would be able to produce more grains. 
If only we abolish the Food Production Board, depend merely on intensive 
cultivation and give fair prices to the agriculturists and give sufficient manure algo, 
I think, we would to a large extent be able tomeet the situation. Then we can 
produce the paddy required for the state. Sir, The Food Production Board 
has done nothing to the state. They took up certain areas for intensive cultivation, 
But those areas were places where paddy cannot be grown. Areas where more 
paddy could have been grown have been left out from the scheme of intensive 
cultivation. Manure has also not been supplied at proper times. The price given 
to the agriculturists is very low, and there is noincentive for them to grow more. 
The statistics of the Government show that. Sir, the price of paddy was riased to 
Rs, 24 per para.. Only when I worried the Finance Minister on that matter was 
the money sent to our place. When the normal price was given, there was no 
difficulty in procuring the quantity of rice expected. _When the price was reduced, 
the figures went down. The real fact is, if you want to give an incentive to the 
agriculturists, avoid all schemes put forward by the Food Production Board. They 
are lengthy schemes, schemes which cannot be worked out in the nearfuture. I 
am sure that given proper price to the agriculturists, given enough manure. for 
cultivation, you can get more paddy from our state. 

Then, a loud cry was raised as regards the system of-procurement. Originally 
it was on the excess basis, so that the officers in the Taluk could demand any 
amount of paddy. They could demand anything without regard to the household 
requirements of the cultivator. By this levy system everybody would know the 
quantity that is to be measured. But it is kept a secret. The people do not know 
what they have to pay. The Tahsildar issues a notice. Here [ may say that the 
Government have been treating the Thovala Taluk in a step-motherly way. From 
an area of ten thousand acres the demand is for 64 lakhs; that is, per acre we must 
give more than 70 paras. Iask whether they would be able to get more than [0 
paras. 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai; Is it per crop or annually? 

Sri. K. Sivarama Pillai: Per crop, 

Sir, 63 lakhs paras is their target from ten thousand acres. Already 5} lakhs 
of paras have been squeezed out of us. Look at the other places. Because the 
Thajority community isthere and since they can influence the Government, no 
procurement is done. As this Government are doing towards us, so the Govern- 
ment Of India are acting towards this Government. I would therefore say that it is 
better that we depend on our own agriculturists in this matter. Give them better 
price and give then manure. Andso far as procurement is concerned, inform 
beforehand as to what we should pay. You may fix the levy with all reasonable 
standards. Cultivators would then have the incentive to produce more. At the 
present moment, their feeling is “Why should we suffer so that others may enjoy 
the benefit of our suffering 2” That is the attitude of the agriculturists in the south, 
That is what I have to say, . “s

_ Sxi. A. P. Udayabhanu: Sir, I am glad that there is uniformity of opinion in 
this House on this issue namely, that of getting more subsidy for us from the 
Centre. Today we are facing a tremendous crisis in this contry. If we are not 
going to get food subsidy as has been expected from the Centre, we will not be able 
te set spart any amount for nation-building activities in Travancore-Cochin state. 
Today we have to spend a lot on food and its production. Something like 7 crores 
is the expenditure on food that we have to incur. Worked out in terms of the total 
income of our state, it comes well nigh to 40 per cent, The debate in the last 
session of the Parliament of India and the statements by the Prime Minister and 
Food Minister had raised high hopes in our hearts. The Prime Minister of India 
was saying in one of his speeches that if there is any deficit in food or scarcity of 
food in any area of the Indian Union, the entire state will share that scarcity or 
deficit, and that shortage will be uniform throughout the Indian union. As against 
that statement, what is the actual situation today in Travancore-Cochin. In 
Travancore-Cochin, our repuirement of food is something over 9 lakhs tons and we 
are producing over 2 lakhs tons and the Government of India give us somewhere 
near 3 lakhs tons. These statitics show that there is a deficit offone third of our food 
requirements. Let us compare what the province of Madras gets. The deficit 
there is something like 10 per cent and the Government of India is helping them 
with more food and more subsidy. | ask, is this the way of sharing the food deficit 
equally, I think it is not. I do not think that there is any uniform policy adopted 
by Government of India in the matter of helping the states. I am of the view that a 
state must be helped in food deficit according to the objective conditons obtaining 
in that part of the country. The Central Govenment must see to it that the policy 
adopted by them is uniformly made applicable to all states. In other words they 
should see that the per capita consumption on food is the same throughout the 
Indian Union. They have told us that their policy is to make India a self-sufficient 
unit in the matter of food. [ask, is it possible for them if a different policy is 
pursued as between state and state. Now, if we are called upon to spend all the 
revenue collected by this Government, how can our Government be able to pay for 
irrigation scheme, power schemes, etc., and thus try to make this a self-sufficient unit 
so far as food is concerned. 1 ask, how can we ever become self-sufficient in food if 
we are not allowed to pursue our irrigation schemes and other schemes that are 
aimed at attaining self-sufficiency in the matter of food production in Travancore- 
Cochin ? So long as we have to surrender a good amount from our revenues to the 
centre, we have to stand up to the Government of India and say that we must be 

helped generously by them. In Travancore-Cochin the most thickly populated part 
is the coastal area which does not produce sufficient food and people of that area 
do not get enough. They are however engaged in producing more fish. Let: us 
take the high lands*of Travancore-Cochin.

Sri. A, P. Udayabhanu: | was referring: to the coastal area stretching fom 
Cape Comorin to Cheruthuruthi. The people there are engaged in weaving colt mats 
and spinning coir yarn which bring dollars to the coffers of the Government 0 D ri . 
Should not they be fed and fed at reasonable prices. Then let us take the people 
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in the highlands. There the people are engaged in producing tea, coffee, cardamom, 
riubber, lemon grass oil etc. All these are things which earn dollar for the Govern- 
ment of India. They are not producing food but they are earning dollar. Should 
not they be fed? and fed at reasonable price? That must be considered by the 
Government of India. Should these people be switched on to the production of 
food or should they be allowed to produce commercial products which will bring 
dollar to the centre and ultimate prosperity to the country. 

Then, Sir, as far as our State is concerned, we are not asking. for any 
differential treatment. We are only saying that the Government of India should 
pursue a policy which will see that every citizen in the Union will get rice at the 
same price; which will see that ultimately every citizen gets the same quantity of 
nourishmnt. That is the policy which the Government of India should: pursue. 
They should not pursue a policy by which Travancore will be left with a great 
deficit, and Madras and Hyderabad with a lesser deficit and the United Provinces 
and Madhya Bharat with surpluses. That would not be an equitable policy. I may 
say that the Food Ministers’ Conference at Bombay was something of a fiasco, The 
decision there was that every province should be allowed to take its own course. It 
did not envisage a uniform policy for the whole of India. And I do not know how 
for the case for this State was pressed. I feel we have:not effectively pressed our 
case, If we had, the Government of India would not have treated us like this. 
Now, Sir, we have been woed by the Government of India with sweet words 
but in the end, we have been starved and strangled by them. That is very 
unfair. 

What would be the ultimate result of this?) What would be the reaction of all 
this upon the people of this State ? The people of our State are a highly cultured 
people. They area people witha highly sensitive political conscience. What 

would be the reaction on them? When they find that they have very little food and 
even that they can purchase only for a very high price, what would be their reaction? 
This will let loose tendencies which will be very unpalatable to us and to the 
Government of India. Therefore the political repercussion of this matter is also a 
very grave matter which the Government of India will have to bear in mind. We 
know that Madras was suffering only a small deficit; yet what a tremendous voice 
they were raising in the country? What a tremendous agitation’ there was in the 
Assembly and Parliament. Their need was but small yet they raised their voice so 
high that ultimately the Government of India were forced to send thousands of tons 
oi food to Madras. And the Madras State is now able to issue rice at a very much 
lower price than we do here. That again is a matter which the Government of 
India have to bear in mind. In Madras, they have the Dravidakazhakam and other 
political agittrations, That is probably why the Centre wanted to appease them. 
Such fissipaeous tendencies will arise here in this State also if we are treated in such 
a step-mothrly way, with such scant courtesy. If the State is left to starvation 
such fissiparous tendencies, such centrifugal tendencies will arise here also. That 
will certamly not be to our liking nor tothe liking of the Government of India. 
Therefore the political repereussion is not something which can be viewed lightly, 
The Government of India say they are pursuing a uniform policy. Then why not 
they ask the Madras State to raise the issue price of rice as they have asked the 
Travancore-Cochin Government? They have not asked the Madras State, the 
Mysore State, the Hyderabad State or the Bombay Provirice to do so? Why?. If 
they had done so, there would have been no need for them to give these States 
subsidies. Then they would have been able to help us without any strain on their 
purse. | think that would have been the best way to deal with the situation, We. — 
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are aware of the great strain on the Government of Indias They have spent nearly 
80 crores of rupees on food this past year. The budget estimate for the next year 
is 150 crores. But, Sir, we have spent nearly 1°25 crores ourselves last year and 
we will be called upon to spend something like three to four crores this year, And 
our income is only somewhere about 14 crores. It is true, that the Government of 
India is spending about 100 per cent, more this coming year. But we are called 
upon to spend something like 400 per cent. We cannot afford to do that. This 
State cannot survive that. This State would not be able to go on as a unit if she is 
called upon to bear such a tremendous burden. Under this weight she will be 
crushed. So if this State is to survive, this burden must be taken off her. This is 
a consideration not only for us, but one which must engage the anxious considera- 
tion of the Government of India. 

Our ultimate aim must-be to get freedom from foreign food. For that we 
must be self-sufficient. That must be our ultimate goal. This treatment of the 
Government of India is rather a challenge to us. They are treating us like beggars, 
although we have every right to demand equal treatment with other states. But if 
we are to be self-sufficient, the present system cannot help. There must bea 
revolution in our dietary habits. Otherwise, it is definite that we cannot achieve 
self-sufficiency. In every country population is ° growing. And in every 
country where the productivity of the land has remained stationary 
the tendency has been to take to tubers. And the National Planning Committee 
has also recommended that. We must try to produce more starch - per acre by 
taking to tubers instead of to grain. That will serve to make our diet more balanced 
too. When I say that we must take to tubers, | do not mean that we should do 
go at the sacrifice of our health. Agriculture must be wedded to the health of the 
people. But in certain respects, tubers are much better than cereals. Scientists 
say that they contain more minerals than cereale. I think we will be able to 
achieve self-sufficiency if we take to intensive cultivation of tapioca, That must be 
our ultimate goal. Unless we are able to achieve self-sufficiency we will not be 
able to set apart more money for the nation-building activities. If we are going to 
spend every pie that we have for raising our food, what will be our future? 
Therefore we have to bring about a change in our food habits. That has been 

lone in England and in several other countries under the stress and strain_of war. 
It is now our tum to dogo. We have to do that, or we have to starve. We must 
take this challenge ‘of the Government of India. For that we have to change our 
food habits. ‘That is highly necessary. We can take to tapioca and other tubers, 
That is what Mahatma Gandhi meant when he said that the people of Travancore 
and Cochin will not have to starve even if food grains were to be scarce. 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai. Is there any tapioca produced here that is not 
consumed here? 

Sri. A. P. Udayabhanu. May be. But when we talk about food, we talk 
as though rice is the only article of food. We are leaving the poor people to take 
tapioca. Instead of this, tapioca must become a respectable article of food. I say that 
our legislators, our Ministers, our officers our educated classes our public men must set 
an example in this matter. We must be content with one rice meal, and take to 
yams and tapioca, If that isso, there will bea gain. And we must do enough 
propaganda to bring about this change. So my submission is that our immediate 
demand is that the Government of India gives is enough subsidy and treats us on a 
par and with the states and ultimate and selfs-ufficing in food, ; 

+ In conclusion, | must say that there has been unanimity of opinion on this 
one point at least, that the Government of India has been treating us with scand 
courtesy. We have forgotten our differences, This is a matter in which we must 
appreciate the very noble attitude taken by the opposition leaders.

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Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni. A grave and alarming situation has arisen in 
consequence of the frequent shifting of ground by the Government of India both as 
regards the food subsidy to this Government as well as the manner in which the 
whole . food problem is handled. Now the history of the food policy of the 
Government of India is a history of uncertainty and indefiniteness. 

_ Mr. Speaker. | th ink the time limit for speeches-may well be reduced to five 
minutes. 

Sri. D. Gnanasigamoni. Sir, India, it is said, was importing food stuffs to 
the tune of 1,200 crores of rupees every year; and Government of India soon 
realised that this country can no longer afford this costly drain as it is incompatible 
with the economic regeneration of the country. Therefore they hit upon the 1951 
Food Self-sufficiency Policy. As a result of which I submit, these troubles one 
after another arose, Now we-are not at the question as to the soundness or 
correctness of this Policy, but leave it to history -to pass its verdict, in diie 
course. 

But however, Sir, the Government of India have themselves made a departure 
from this Policy as it soon realised that outright stopping of imports will only land 
India in disaster. Suffice to say that such a Policy would have proved top great 4 
trial for this infant republic to bear. Now we are said to be deficit to the extent 

~ of 50 per cent and going by this figure, we can readily see in what a precarious 
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position we are now in. If with 10 per cent food deficit in the Indian Dominion 
leaders believe self sufficiency in food is impossible of achievement within the 
stipulated period, how much more difficult it is for this state to attain self-suffi- 

- ciency with 50 per cent deficit. So this state must necessarily get its food supply 
to the extent it needs from outside, and it has throughout these long years making 
up this deficit with imported rice. 


Now this importing of rice from outside, Government of India claims as 
their sole right and responsibility and it is not prepared to leave this matter to any 
merchant association or other agency. Government of India has at the same time 
taken up the entire charge of feeding the people. Having thus taken up the entire 
charge of feeding the people as well as the right of import, it is now not for 
Government of India to play with that responsibility but be over on the alert to 
feed this state to the extent it needs by import or other means, The amount of 
food grain® supplied to this State only covers 17 per cent of the 50 per cent deficit 
and that is clear from a reply given on the floor of this House by the Minister in 
charge of food. And the position of Government of Indi seems to be that it will 
neither help now will it allow people to help themselves. This is something like 
the dog in the manger Policy. Suffice to say that having taken the entire charge 
of feeding the poople, this meagre supply- will not be in discharge of that respon- 
sibility. 7 

Successful working of rationing system will largely depend on the stock 
available for minimum requirements. When you have not that stock rationing fails 
and the control breaks up. You cannot keep up control when ration is reduced 
from 12 ounces to 2 ounces and still claim ration works. There is now universal 
complaint of non-availability of normal requirements. The ration now issued is not 
enough to last for 4 days. How is aman to spend the remaining 3days? There- 
‘fore Government rust be ever on the alert to see sufficient stock is made available 
for distribution to the extent of the requirements in this state. Tied now effectively 
to the chariot wheels of New Delhi we are unable to follow any independent policy 


of our own, _ but have to constantly look to Delhi for inspiration. That is the 
unhappy position in which we are now in. 


Further this state is entitled to get 75 per cent of the food subsidy under the 
otiginal terms of agreement and it is not for Government of India to vary its terms 
a8 it pleases without the concurrence of the other contracting party. We 
are practically relieved of all our major sources of income and thento throw on us- 
the additional burden of a loss of Rs. 1,65,000 per day under the new supply 
arrangement is least justifiable, Yesterday the hon’ble Minister for Finance said 
that a loss would come to about 2 lakhs of rupees per day. No Government in this 
state, let alone this Government, can shoulder this heavy burden. ‘This food policy 
of the Government of India appears to be muddle-headed and they are indeed crea- 
ting a man-made famine and a state of restlessness where none ought to exist. _ 


The manner in which the whole situation is handed has indeed made the peo- 
ple restive and the volume of opinion is daily growing that this control has outlived 
its usefulness and must be off as early as possible. Paddy control and in fact every 

control came in the wake of the war, and though they were originally intended for 
the duration of the war, they continue up to the present. day even though the war 
terminated long ago. It is now six years since the war is over and its continuance 
is justified on grounds of doubtful public policy and usefulness. It is feared decon-. 
trol will hit hard the poor man, and prices of food stuffs may shoot up. Under the 
present circumstances the large body of public opinion is against such’ continuance 
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of control. Mahatma Gandhi called it a pernicious system, and when he was alive 
strongly pleaded that controls should be off. It should not be forgotten that food 
control differs from other controls for it deals with the problem of hunger and star- 
vation and human nature wants appeasement of hunger by hook or by crook. The 
other day we were treated to a series of excuses by the Deputy Minister for Food 

Government of India, saying that there is an earthguake here anda flood there. A 
hungry man will not stop to listen to such excuses as an earthquake here or flood 
there nor as he the time to wait for the return of the merchant ships engaged in the 
Korean war. Therefore Government must think deeply and impress upon the Gov- 
ernment, of India the need to increase the supply of fopd stuffs to this State and for 
which the country will be grateful. No amount of pressure on Government of India 
will be too great. We must be treated on a par with the other provinces, otherwise 
there is no meaning in saying that we form part of the same Union. 


Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: [ have only to make afew observations. [t was 
only yesterday or day before yesterday the Minister for States, Hon'ble Sri. Gopala- 
swami Ayyangar said in the Parliament that the Indian Government of today func- 
tions on the free will of the people and no fissiparous tendency of any group of per- 
sons will not be allowed to affect Indian unity. In the Constitution under which 
we are functioning it is declared that justice—social, economic and political would 
be secured toall its citizens. Sir, the Hon'ble Finance Minister today has told us 
that the Uttara Pradesh is charging a higher price for its rice thon that of the price of 
rice imported from outside. Is it economic justice, I ask? - Does it show unity of 
India? The declared policy of the Government of India, and the Constitution 
under which we are functioning do not contemplate exploitation by one part of the 
country by the other. Sir, equality of justice is postulated. Sir, is it equality of justice, 
to allow a part of the country to consume 16 ounces of food and to ask another part of 
the country to live on the starvation diet of 8 ounces? Sir, is it in consonance with 
the declared principles of the Government of India? Sir, I realise our Republic isin 
its infancy but for this transition pericd special provisions have been provided in the 
Constitution itself to safeguard its interests. Sir, we have to become a self-concious 
nation. It has been declared by the leaders of public opinion in India and who con- 
trol the destinies of India, that we must become self-sufficient as far as food for 
India is concerned. 


Does it mean that every part of the country must be self-sufficient > Is such 

a thing conceivable > Can there be self-sufficiency in the manner in which it ir 
urged in any province? There is coal in Behar. There is cotton in the Deccan. These 
_are articles of great necessity, Can avery part of India be self-sufficient in regard 
“to these articles ? No reasonable man can talk about self-sufficiency in this way. 
What is meant is the self-sufficiency of the whole of India. Realising this aspect 
of the economic problem a transitional provision is provided in the Constitution 
under Article 269 under which the production and distribution of essential com- 
modities are to be controlled for a period of 5 years by the Centre and the power 
is given to the Centre to enforce the orders issued by them. When foodstuffs are 
so controlled and the Government of India are exercising that control, is it not the 
duty of the Government of India to enforce these orders equitably and with justice ? 
I believe it is the primary function of the Government of India to do that. People, 
reat leaders of thought, and leaders of Indian opinion are saying that there must 

e equality of sacrifice. Yes, Sir, there must be equality of sacrifice and in : 
difficult situation, every citizen is bound to make secrifices for the common yea . 
But the call shouldbe for equal sacrifice. Where is that equality, when in Uttra 
Pradesh they get sixteen ounces ration and in the Southern extremity we get ere 
". “or eight ounces ration 2 Where is that Justice when the price of rice is Rs. 19 per 
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maund in certain areas and Rs. 20 here? We are called upon by the Centra\ 
Government-—I assume they have a certain right and authority over B class states 
and under certain contingencies over A class States too in this matter—we are called 
upon to pay the higher price. Is it equality of sacrifice? Is it equality of sacrifice 
to fix the price at Rs. 15 in Bombay and at Rs. 20 in Trivandrum ? Sir, that kind 
of equality, I can only call as inequality pure and simple. It may be natural for 
the hon’ble Ministers of the Indian Republic to very often forget the needs of the 
outlying States. I: may be due to the distance or it may be due to the paucity of 
representation in the Parliament. Proyinces with greater number of representatives 
or in closer proximity to the seat of the Government may weigh more. Same is the 
case with the other category of gentlemen who sit in the palatial Secretariat build- 
ings at Delhi, trained in the bureaucratic traditions of a foreign exploiting Govern- 
ment. They will not readily consider or easily understand the difficulties of the 
people in the States. They forget that, the people and the citizens of the State 
have a voice in the administration now. They are under the impression that their 
orders are to be merely executed, But, Sir, conditions have changed. People will _ 
not take these matters indifferently. It is claimed that the Indian Constitution 
came into existence as a result of the people at large exercising their, free will. 
When large masses of people really feel any difficulty and distress and when they 
raise their voice of protest based on justice and equality, if they are not heeded, 
no Government can expect respect and obedience from them, That fact should not 
be lost sight of. Under the terms of the Constitution, it is the duty of the Govern- 
ment of India not only to make the rationing equal everywhere, but also to maintain 
itat the same level of prices. Equal prices must be maintained in all parts of 
India and the rules on the matter should be treated as central orders applicable to 
the whole country. 


Sir, with your permission, I would like to bring to the notice of the House a de- 
bate which took place in the Central Parliament on the | 8th of April 1950 when this 
question of higher prices for U.P. rice was discussed; and I find the Hon'ble 
Minister for Food and Agriculture of the Central Government defending the pro- 
curement price. 


“In U.P. there is a quality which is called Grade I. It is the highest quality 
and last year the procurement price of that variety was Rs. 30—32. We put 
pressure on the U.P, Government with a view to implement the policy of reducing 
our food grain prices all over the country, ‘to reduce the procurement price this year 
from Rs. 30—32 to Rs. Z8—30. That variety is being actually issued to the people 
in U.P. according to the prices which we fixed recently at Rs. 31-33. Another 
variety 1s being issued to the people in U.P. at Rs. 27, Grade III which is the usual 
variety which is procured and also sent to other Provinces is to-day being sold to the 
people in U. P. at prices varying from Rs, 21 —8—0 to 22—8—0. It is this variety 
which is being largely sent cut to other States”. Sir, that is the justification of the 
Minister for Food for the higher price in U.P. and the Centre tries to justify that 
and we are asked to pay more. Now, what are the actual circumstances in U.P.? 
Though we are thousands of miles away, we know that there is no statutory ration- 
ing there. Only three or four rationing depots are being maintained by them. - It 
is only a very small quantity that is being procured and gold to the people there. 
A major portion of the procured quantity is sold to other States. Price level of free 
sales in UP. is far less than procurement price. Sir, the procurement price is thus 
deliberately put up so that the cultivators in U.P, may get ahigher price. That is 
why the procurement price in U.P. is higher than the price we pay for the imported 
rice, When it is possible to import rice at Rs, 22 per maund from foreign countries 
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it does not stand to reason to pay a price far higher than that for the rice that js produced 
in our own country, in the Uttra Pradesh. We are paying three rupees per maund 
more for U.P. rice. 


Sir, in this connection, I woild like also to bring another matter to the notic® 
of this House. Very often it has been stated by the Treasury Benches that the 
Government of India is not allowing them to raise the procurement price here: 
The procurement price we have here is working at Rs. 12 or 13 per maund. If the 
Government of India are keen in helping the cultivators in U.P, by giving them a 
higher price for the paddy produced in that area, how can they prevent this Govern- 
ment from giving a higher price to the paddy procured from our cultivatiors? Ordi- 
nary intelligence cannot find out the Yeason why the Government of India should 
stand in the way of this Government raising the purchase price of our paddy. Sir, 
in effect, we are forced to the conclusion that the Government of India are unmind- 
ful of the disastrous consequences of their present policy on the financial position of 
this Government. If they persist in this policy the economy of the state will be 
ruined and if that condition arises, we will have to see that they use the other pro- 
visions of the Constitution to carry on the Government here. We the peoples’ re- 
presentatives wil] not be in a position to take up the responsibility of running the 
administration on lines which will ruin the economic structure of the state and ruin 
the people as well. That equality of sacrifice so necessary for unity is not being main- 
tained by the Centre and their officers and Ministers do not seem to realise the diffi- 
culties under which we are labouring. They do not assess the economic capacity 
of this country and they do not take in to account the contribution that we are mak- 
ing to the foreign exchange resources of the Centre. In these circumstances, | dovbt 
how we will get justice from the Union Government. However, I hope that they 
will be just and give substantial relief to us in our present situation.

Sri. T. Kochukrishna Pillai: The Finance Minister has sounded as a note of 
- warning that the Government will be constrained to undertake conversion of cash 
crops into food crops towards the close of his speech read out yesterday, But the 


situation in South Travancore is entirly different, or it is just the reverse. Paddy, 
producers suffer doubly. The ryots are deprived of most of the paddy they produce 








and therefore they are half-starved. Secondly they are not paid adequately and thus . - 


they are kept short of money. There are lots of food stuffs that are not rationed. So, 
the people who raise cash crops though halt-starved, can afford to get other food 
stuffs. This undesirable situation has to be remedied. 


Under the procurement system whether it is levy or excess —~ paddy is 
purchased, Purchase, I hope, involyes a seller and a buyer and an agreed price. 
But the price for which paddy is purchased is one that is forced on the seller by the 
Government arbitararily, 


Another aspect which | want to bring to the notice of the House is that the 
paddy produced by an agriculturist is not reckoned as the property of the producer, 
if it is reckoned as such, I think it is for the seller to weigh out or measure out his 


goods, But here we find thet it is the Sircar who insist on measuring the paddy 
for themselves, 


- Another aspect to which I wish to draw the attention of the House is that in 
the south agricultural operations are undertaken in an advanced manner involving 
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_ heavy expenditures. For instance, I shall cite the application of green manure 
under the soil by removing the seedlings tarif by tarif. 


It involves enormous labour expenditure and this and similar other operations 
have not been taken into account in deciding the price of paddy. The manuring 
season in Nanjinad and Kuttanad varies widely and the concession for manure is so 
manipulated that the people in the south are deprived of the advantages. The 

- manure depots in the south are stocked with unwanted mixtures and the implements 
available are unsuited to the southern soils. 


; Lastly, I wish to make mention of the manner in which the tank beds are 
indiscriminately leased out. The useful tank beds are being leased out to political 
sufferers without consulting the Public Works Department. Of late, a tank, three 


acres in extent, which was ful] of water, was drained out with the assistance of the 
police at dead of night.

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If you read the Proclamation of 112! you will find that the water cess was 
enhanced in South’ Travancore on the ground that more lands were brought under 
_ agriculture. That has been criticised and condemned by-the Land Policy Commi- 
ttee, There was no necessity to increase the water cess singe South Travancore was 
also paying a lot of money on other itmes to,Government, It has been admitted by 
the Government that they are procuring more than 60 lakhs of paras of paddy from 
the whole State, Out of this, from Thovala and Agasteeswaram, from 15,000 acres of 
paddy land they are giving 20 lakhs of paras. For the last eight years Government 
have got Rs. {20 lakhs from these two taluks unlawfully for the benefit of other 
people. , | would impress upon the Government that the water cess must be 
stopped. These things are to be gone into in detail. In this connection [ must 
suggest to the hon’ble Members from Cochin area that by the introduction of basic 
tax in Cochin the existing tax would never be enhanced. If that is accepted we 
will have to find out what will be the real loss to Government what exactly would be 
the land revenue from those places. These things can be gone through by the 
Select Committee. Therefore, I move that the Bill be referred to a Select 
Committe: 


Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, there are very many matters that have to be gone 
_ into in the Select Committee. The Bill itself is to provide for the levy of a land tax 
of a uniform rate on all lands in Travancore and Cochin. The preamble is to that 
effect. Therefore very many considerations arise here. What is the uniform rate 
to be fixed? Then, we have to see what are the lands in respect of which this 
basic tax should be levied. In clause 6, we find a number of exceptions. Are all 
these kinds be excluded? What about Sripandaravaka lands and Kandukrishi 
lands. Now the Kandukrishi lands have become Government lands. We have to 
consider whether basic tax could not be introduced in respect of those lands as well. 
also im the case of Sripadam and Edavagai lands. Therefore, it appears to me 
that this is a Bill which should be referred to a Select Committee, Government 
are not going to lose anything either. Already there is a law which provides for 
the levy of land tax both in Travancore and Cochin. And, the hon’ble Minister 
has taken care to putin a clause that “It shall be deemed to have taken effect on 
the Ist day of April 1951.” If basic tax is not levied early enough then he will 
have that provision. I thought that the hon’ble Minister himself would move that 
the bill should go to a Select Committee.

The hon’ble Minister may say there is not 
much controversy on the subject of the Bill, but it is desirable that the Bill goes to

The wording in 
Article 164 (5) about salaries and allowances 1s as follows!— 

“The salaries and allowances of Ministers shall be such as the Legislature of 
the State may from time to time by law determine’. And when you come to Article 
186 you find the wording like this— . ; 

“There shal] be paid to the Speaker and the Deputy Speaker of the Legislative 
Assembly, and to the Chairman and the Deputy Chairman of the Legislative 
Council, such salaries and allowances as may be respectively fixed by the Legislature 
of the State by law”, . . 


Then again when you come to-Article 195 regarding members you find— . 

“Members of the Legislative Assembly and the Legislative Council of a State 
shall be entitled to receive such salaries-and allowances as may from time to time 
be determined by the Legislature of the State by law........” 


Thus we have got three Articles in the Constitution dealing ‘with this salaries. and 
allowances for Speaker, Ministers and Members, In all these three’ Articles 
the salaries and allowances are to be fixed by the- Legislature. In the case of 
Speakers and Deputy Speakers it is not to be fixed from time to time as in the other 
cases.. What is the reason for this difference? We cannot come to the conclusion 
that variations in wording has no significance for the provisions of the Constitution 
were not drafted offhand. They were drafted after carefully weighing each word. 
The Constituent Assembly must have thought that there was a necessity to make 
distinction and used the expression from. time to time for members and Ministers. 
The reason is, I think, Ministries may come and go and- different ministries may 
be prepared to work on different salaries. So in their case we cannot have a fixe 

rate for all time. In the same way the daily allowance of the Members may be 
increased or-decreased. But the Speaker's salary is not like that. The Legislature 
can fix it to fit im like the diginity of the House. That may be permanently done. 
So, the expression “from time to time” has a significance and it isa matter which 
oughtsto be carefully considered in the face of the differences you find in the wording 
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of these Articles. It will be in the interest of all to refer the matter to a Select 
Committee for considering the measure in all aspects.

Article [9].—(1) A person shall be disqualified for being chosen as, and for 
being, a member of the Legislative Assembly or Legislative Council of a State.— 

a) if he halds any office of profit under the Government of India or the 
Government of any State specified in the Firat Schedule, other than an office 
declared by the Legislature of the State by law not to disqualify ite holder ; 

b) if he is of unsound mind and stands so declared by a competent court ; 

(c) if he is an undischarged insolvent ; 

(d) if he is not a citizen’of India, or has voluntarily acquired the citizenship 
of a foreign State or is under any acknowledgment of allegiance or -adherence to a 
foreign State ; : 
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(c) if he is so disqualified by or under any law made by Parliament, 

(2) For the purposes of this Article, a person shall not be deemed’ to 
hold an office of profit under the Government of India or the Government of any 
State specified in the First Schedule by reason only that he is a Minister either for 
the Union or for such State. 
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Sri. A. J. John: I shall read it here: 


The Parliament Prevention of Disqualification Bill 1951 
(As intreduced in Parliament) 


A bill to declare certain offices-of profit not to disqualify . . 
their holders for being members of Parliament 


Be it enacted by Parliament as follows:— 


1. Shorttitle and commencement.—(1) This Act may be called the Parliament 
Prevention of Disqualification Act, 1951, 
(2) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 26th day of January, 


2. Prevention of disqualification for membership of Parliament in certain cases.— 
It is hereby declared that the following offices of profit under Government shall not 
disqualify, and shall be deemed never to have disqualified, the holders thereof for 
being members of Parliament:— 

(a) the offices of Chairman and members of the Fiscal Commission which, 
was appomted by the Government of India in the month of April, 1949 and which 
ceased to function in the month of June, 1950. 

(6) the offices of Chairman and member of the Film Inquiry Gommittee 
appointed by the Government of India in the month of August 1949; 

‘_(¢) the office of Chairman of the Working Party. for the Coal Industry ap- 
pointed by the Government of India in the month of March, 1950; ~ 

(d) the offices of members of the Railway Local Advisory Committee 
appointed by the Government of India for the year ending on the 31st day of March, 
1959 or for the year ending on the 31st day of March, 1951; and _... 

(e) the office of the Assistant Government Pleader held under the Govern- 
ment of Assam for any peried not extending beyond the 8th day of November, 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


Article 102(1) (a) of the Constitution lays down thata person shall be dig- 
qualified for being chosen aa, and for being, a member of Parliament if he holds 
any office of profit under the Government of India or the Government of any State, 
other than an office declared by Parliament by law not to disqualify its holder, 
There were certain Committees or Boards set up by Government both before and 
after the commencement of the Constitution to which members of Parliament had 
been appointed and were in receipt of certain allowance and/or fees (like subsistence 
allowance, daily allowance and travelling allowance) in connection with their duties 
as members of such Committees or Boards. As it is felt that in these cases the 
question as to disqualification for membership of Parliament is not free from doubt, 
and in any case, as such appointments were made under the bona fide belief that 
they would not amount to a disqualification under Article 102(1) (a) of the Consti-- 
tution, the Bill makes provision to remove such disqualification retrospectively. 

e Office of the Assistant Government Pleader held under the Government 
of Assam has also been included in the Bill, as the member concerned who had 
been holding the post since 1948 was under a misapprehension at the time of his 
election to the Provisional Parliament on 5th January, 1950 and resigned the office 
when he came to know of the constitutional position”. 

This is the Central Government Bill. 

I move that the The Legislative Assembly of Travancore-Cochin -(Removal of 
Disqualifications Bill) be taken up for consideration at once. 
tik pri. A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, I oppose the mo.ion. In the Article 191, it is 
ake this.— - : 

“A person shall be disqualified for being chosen as, and for being, a member 
of the Legislative Assembly or Legislative Council of a State— 

(a) if he holds any office of profit under the Government of India or the 
Government of any State specified in the First Schedule, other than an office 
declared by. the Legislature of the State by law not to disqualify its holder.” 


No doubt, the Constitution makes provision that an office of profit may be declaréd 
not to disqualify its holder to be a member of Parliament. In the Central 
Parliament bill, they seek to remove these disqualifications im respect of certain 
specified offices. That really is what is contemplated in Article 191: “other than 
an office declared by the Legis'ature of the State by law not to disqualify its holder”. 
Here, that is not what is sought tobe done. Here it is stated"~-A person shall 
not be disqualified for being chosen as and for being a member of the Travancore- 
Cochin Legislative Assembly by reason only (1) that he holds under the Govern- 
ment of India or the Government of any State specified in the first schedule, to the 
_ Constitution of India an office which is not remunerated either by salary or by fees 
payable out of the Consolidated Fund of India or of any such State.” If an office 
is not remunerated out of the Consolidated Fund of India or of a state, then that 
office may constitute an office of profit or may not constitute an office of profit. 
There is no necessity for sucha bill, Such offices also may be offices of profit. 
We cannot say that all offices are exempted from this enactment. ' It is not that I 
agree to the Government's position. Here a committee is sought to be made. The 
office is remunerated out of the Consolidated Fund of the state. There are offices 
not remunerated out of the Consolidated Fund of the state. What is the principle 
on which this disability is imposed by Article 1912 Is it that the members of the 
Legislature should not be under obligation of Government, A Member is expected 
to do his duty out of consideration for the interests of the state and not to please 
particular Ministers or Ministries or Government, That evidently is one of the 
basic considerations in respect of this provision, Now, how can we say, a0 long as 
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an office is remunerated out of the Consolidated Fund, the Government may, give 
any member of Parliment any office, and then he will not be disqualified. Even 
in this House, a point was raised by me that the Post-war Reconstruction Fund 
would be part of the Consolidated Fund of the state and the Hon’ble Finance 
Minister then raised the contention that it would not be part of the Consolidated 
Fund of the state. Suppose, we accept, for argument’s sake, the contentien of the 
Finance Minister that the Post-war Reconstruction Fund is not part of the Congoli- 
dated Fund of the state, anda member of this House is appointed to an office 
remunerated out of the Post-war Reconstruction Fund, Can we have that? To 
some extent, we are all paid out of other funds. It is the source of the money. that 
really matters. It is the fact that the Member concerned is under obligation to 
some body in such a way that he cannot be expected to discharge his dutieS as a 
Member of this House. He is a representative of the people. That is why I said 
offices should be exempted by name. In the Central Parliament also the same thing 
happened and they come forward with the specific mention of particular offices, to 
which evidently by mistake they appointed certain Members of Parliament and 
whom Government do not want to deprive of their places in the Legislature. In 
other places also, itis by name that offices are mentioned. If particular. offices 
are mentioned, this House can consider them. But here a wholesale exemption is 
given, There are Members who are remunerated by certain banks, They are 
given positions of great influence and also positions of profit even though the money 
may come from the bank. Their emoluments, their position of the influence that hey 
holds, all these will bind the Member. Let the Government come forward with 
particular offices and it is for this House to consider whether those offices should be 
exempted or not. Then again Sir, in clause 3 “A person shall not bef[deemed to be or 
to have been disqualified for being a member of the Travancore-Cochin Legislative 
Assembly by reason only that such person had prior to the commencement of this 
Act held under the Government of Travancore-Cochin an office which was not a 
whole time office or that he had held an office in any educational institution other than 
a Government institution.” Why should the partime officers be excluded as a whole ? 
Here in the Government of India Bill we find “the office of the Asst. Government 
Pleader held under the Government of Assam for any period not extending after 8th 
Novenber..... ...” and soon, Any way, a part time office is considered to be an 
office of profit. Why should our Government say ‘no’ now? Part time offices would 
not be considered as officers of profit for any period prior to the commencement of 
the Act, Why should there be that wholesale exclusion > For these reasons this 
is not framed in the spirit in which it ought to be in consonance with Article 191. 
So I oppose this Bill. 


Sri, D, Gnanasigamoni: There can be no doubt that there is need for such 
anenactment, ‘The real objection in regard to this bill is that the disqualifications 
have not been enumerated, as it has been done in the corresponding Central Act. 
If only that method had been followed here also, the very serious objection raised 
by the hon'ble Member Mr. Pattam perhaps would not have been raised. We 
must know in what all causes, diequalifications will have to be removed. The 
enumerative method followed in the centre alone will give us an idea of the nature 
of the disqualifications and the need or otherwise of removing them. So I move that 
the Bill may be referred to a select committee so that the defects may be reetified. 
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The House adjourned at 4-35 p.m. sine die.
